OF  THE 

INSPECTORS-GENERAL  OF  PRISONS  IN  IRELAND. 


In  taking  a comprehensive  view  of  the  whole  condition  of  the  Forty-fifth 
population  of  the  prisons  in  Ireland,  and  in  fixing  upon  the  year  ReP°rt- 
1851  as  the  starting  point  of  the  almost  continuous  course  of  im- 
provement, which  has  been  maintained  in  the  intervening  period, 
we  have  much  pleasure  in  recording  that  the  year  i860  presents 
a singularly  favorable  aspect,  when  contrasted  with  the  statistical 
returns  of  preceding  years. 

The  commitments  of  all  classes  of  prisoners  to  the  County  and 
Borough  Gaols  in  18(16,  amounting  to  60,688,  were  by  2,826 
below  "those  in  1865,  when  they  numbered  33,514;  a reduction  of 
per  cent,  being  thus  established.  During  1866  there  were, 
however,  970  commitments  to  our  gaols  of  such  an  abnormal 
and  exceptional  character,  viz.,  by  virtue  of  warrants  issued  in 
accordance  with  the  Act  29  Vic.,  cap.  1,  for  the  suspension  of  the 
writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  in  Ireland,  that  we  have  considered  it 
proper  to  exclude  this  class  of  prisoners  from  all  the  tables  in  our 
Report,  and  thus  preserve  them  intact  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
parison throughout  a long  series  of  years,  during  which  no  similar 
legislation  was  required,  but,  even  if  such  committals  were  included 
in  the  Schedules,  which  we  submit,  the  aggregate  of  them  would 
still,  show  a diminution  of  no  less,  than  1,856.

Table  2 supplies  similar  information  as  to  the  numbers  m gaol 
on  the  1st  of  each  month  in  each  year  from  1851  to  1806,  both 
inclusive.  In  five  of  the  earlier  months  of  18(16,  the  total  of 
inmates  was  somewhat  in  excess  of  those  in  custody  at  similar 
dates  in  the  previous  year. 
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Table  3,  pp  x,  xi,  gives  a comparative  view  of  the  numbers  FoHv-fiftk 
confined,  the  daily  average  of  prisoners,  the  highest  and  lowest  tte'pon. 

aggregate  of  prisoners  at  anyone  time,  and  the  total  of  deaths  

m each  gaol  in  the  years  1865  and  1866. 

From  it  we  find.that  the  number  confined  in  1866,  32,386,  was 
by  3,876  less  than  in  1865,  in  which  year  they  amounted  to  36,262  ; 
the.  males  having  declined  2,045,  aiid  the  females  1,831  as  com- 
pared with  1S65. 

The  debtors  in  1866  amounted  to  G21,  576  males  and  45 
females,  against  775  in  1865,  in  which  year  727  males  and  48 
females  were  committed  for  debt. 

The  commitments  in  1866  were  in  excess  of  those  of  1865  in 
onlv  11  localities,  the  principal  of  which  were  Antrim  (including 
Belfast),  147,  Kildare  110,  Limerick  City  68,  Westmeath  67  the 
others  ranging  from  35  in  Kilkenny  City  to  1 in  Leitrim  County; 

■while  on  the  other  hand  there  was  in  2!)  localities  a reduction,  as 
compared  with  1865.  The  two  gaols  for  Dublin  City  exhibit  a 
decline  of  2,043,  Cork  County  of  223,  the  South  Ridino-  of'  Tip- 
perary  of  104,  Dublin  County  191,  Tyrone  Countv  165,  Waterford 
City  158,  Wicklow  120,  Cork  City  113,  and  the  others  raime 
from  94  m Kings  County,  to  one  each  in  the  Counties  of  Longford 
and  Louth.  a 

Viewed  as  to  sexes,  ten  localities  give  an  increase  of  316  in  the 
recommitments  over  1865,  the  greatest  advance  having  occurred 
m Antrim,  which  furnished  a return  of  80  above  the  previous 
year,  while  in  30  gaols  there  was  a decrease  in  male  commitments 
compared  with  1865  ; in  Dublin  City,  the  male  sex  afforded  649 
fewer  Tyrone!58  Cork  County  189,  Wicklow  140,  Waterford- 
C!ty  H3,  Cavan  100,  and  Donegal  99  than  in  1865.  Female 
commitments  in  1866  were  in  excess  of  1865  in  16  localities;  tlie. 
greatest  increase  having  occurred  in  Kildare,  viz.,  148.  In " 

■Belfast  and  Limerick  City  there  was  an  increase  of  58  and  57 
respectively,  while  in  the  other  localities  it  ranged  from  35  in  Kerry 
to  110  m Let  trim.

Table  5 affords  a comparative  view  of  the  number  oi  offenders 
committed  for  each  class  of  crime  in  1865  and  1866,  and  the 
result  as  to  conviction,  or  otherwise.  The  “ convicted ” in  1866, 
were  25,365,  13,765  males  and  11,600  females,  against  29,226  m 
1865,  including  15,965  males  and  13,201  females.  In  1865  the 
convictions  were  equal  to  89  per  cent,  of  the  entile  number  oi 
commitments,  and  iu  186b  they  amounted  to  87  per  cent.  The 
males  convicted  in  1866  were  less  by  2,200,  than  in  die  previous 
year,  while  females  decreased  by  1,661,  as  compared  with  1865. 

' The  “ not  confided ” in  1866  included  2,529  males  and  822 
females,  against  2,151  males  and  860  females  in  1865.  This  great 

exeessof  males  is  prineipallyreturneclnnder  the  heading  “For further 
Examination and  is  doubtless  to  be  attributed  to  the  committals 
of  a considerable  number  of  persons  on  suspicion  of  political  crimes, 
wlio  were  discharged  on  giving  sureties. 

The  “convicted  at  Assises  and  Quarter  Sessions”  in  I860,  viz., 
1.824,  numbered  163  less  than  in  1865,  the  decline  extending  to 
both  sexes,  namely,  93  males  and  70  females,  the  former  indicating 
a decrease  of  6 per  cent.,  and  the  latter  of  nearly  14  per  cent.  In 
1865  the  males  convicted  at  Assizes  and  Quarter  Sessions  were  by 
1 1 per  cent.,  and  the  females  24  per  cent,  below  the  numbers  so 
convicted  in  1864.  Those  “ convicted  summarily  for  offences  under 
the  Larceny  Ads,"  viz.,  1,042  males  and  759  females,  were  somewhat 
fewer  than  those  in  1S65,  when  1,122  males  and  825  females  were 
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found  guilty  of  this  class  of  offences.  " Misdemeanants,  summarily  Pong  fifth 
condoled ” in  1866,  viz.,  12,283,  comprising  6,503  males,  and  5,780  ReP"1- 
females  also  exhibit  a decline  extending  to  both  sexes,  as  compared 
■with  1865.  In  tile  year  last  mentioned  the  convictions  of  this 
class  amounted  to  13,793,  including  7,356  of  males,  and  6,437  of 
females. 

The  number  of  commitments  of  “ dangerous  lunatics'  in  1866 
was.  by  74  under  those  in  1865,  the  males  having  fallen  off  by  77, 
but  the  females  having  advanced  bv  3. 

The  11  convictions  for  breaches  of  the  revenire  laws"  included  in 
1866,  92  males  and  36  females,  against  127  males  and  41  females 
in  1865. 

“ Under  Poor  Law  Acts"  the  convictions  declined  from  426,  221 
niales  and  205  females  in  1865  ; to  299, 169  males  and  130  females 
in  1866. 

The  “ committed  from  courts-martial"  in  1866  included  but  116 
persons,  while  in  1865  the  number  reached  250. 

“ Deserters however,  in  1 866 numbered  182against  143 in  1865. 

“ Van  rants"  in  1 866  afforded  but  650  convictions.  289  males  and 
361  females;  in  1865,  984  were  sent  to  gaol  for  this  offence,  viz . 

385  males  and  599  females. 

For  "drunkenness,”  the  commitments  in  1866  numbered  but 
7,402,  3,589  of  males  and  3,813  of  females,  while  in  1865  the  total 
°f  convictions  reached  8,773,  of'  which  4,407  were  of  males  and 
4,33(5  of  females. 

There  were  also  in  1866,  9,7S2  committals  to  the  bridewells  for 
this^ offence,  /,10b  being  of  males  and  2,074  of  females.  In  1865 
10,650  were  thus  dealt  with,  viz.,  7,991  males  and  2,659  females. 

On  the  31st  December,  1865,  there  were  in  custody  502  persons 
" for  trial,”  of  whom  391  were  males  and  111  females,  while  on 
the  same  date  in  1866  there  were  only  381  persons  so  circumstanced, 
viz.,  275  males  and  106  females.

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Table  6 («)  has  been  compiled  to  show  the  number  of  “ individuals  Fcrty-m 
committed  as  distinguished  from.  commitments” — and  from  it  we  Rep°>'t. 
learn.that  the  29,097  commitments  in  1866  included  hut  21,452  — 

individuals,  owing  to  the  circumstance  that  during  that  year 
1,892  persons  underwent  two  commitments,  587  three,  267  four, 
and  516  five,  or  more  commitments.  The  females  during  1866’ 
exhibited,  as  in  previous  years,  a far  higher  proportion  of  recom- 
mitments, than  the  males,  as  27  per  cent,  of  the  entire  number 
of  individuals  of  that  sex  committed  underwent  in  the  course  of 
that  year  more  than  one  commitment,  while  the  proportion  of  males 
who  recurred  to  gaol,  was  only  9 per  cent.  The  number  of 
females,  as  compared  with  males,  committed  four  times  was  very 
nearly  thrice  as  great,  and  of  the  entire,  viz.,  516,  who  under- 
went and  more  commitments  in  1866,  the  females  were  nearly 
90  per  cent.,  or  461  against  55.  1 

An  additional  proof  of  the  propensity  to  recommittals  among  fe- 
males, as  contrasted  with  males,  is  found  in  the  fact  shown  by 
tins  table,  vdz.,  that  of  the  6,870  individuals  of  this  sex  committed 
during  1866,  only  3,481,  or  51  per  cent.,  had  not  been  in  any  gaol 
previous  to  that  year,  while  of  the  14,582  individuals  of  the  other 
sex  committed  during  1866,  10,923,  or  75  per  cent.,  came  into  this 
category.

Fiona  it  we  ascertain  that  of  the  21,452  individuals  sent  to  county 
and  borough  gaols  in  1866,  13,895,  or  nearly  65  per  cent.,  had 
undergone  their  first  and  only  committal ; 2,738,  or  nearly  one- 
eigkth,  had  undergone  two  commitments;  1,210,  or  about  one- 
twentieth,  three ; 706,  four;  478,  five ; 367,  916,  to 

eleven ; 403,  seventeen  to  twenty  commitments , while  572  during 
their  known  career  represented  no  less  than  twenty-one  commit- 
ments and  upwards. 

In  further  illustration  of  our  remarks  as  to  the  constant  recur- 
rence of  females  of  certain  classes— prostitutes,  &c.,  to  gaol,  it  is 
to  be  noted  that  under  the  four  last  sections  of  this  table,  which 
record  the  total  committed  seven  times  and  upwards,  660  males 
are  returned,  while  the  females  number  1 ,398. 

The  following  abstract,  which  exhibits  in  greater  detail  the 
number  of  commitments  undergone  by  the  individuals,  who  are 
included  under  the  heading  “ Twenty-one  and  upwards ,”  is  im- 
portant, as  proving  the  extent  which  recurrences  to  gaol  have

The  passing  of  the  Act  27  and  28  Vic.,  cap.  47,  which  altered 
the  terms  of  sentences  of  penal  servitude,  caused  an  alteration  in 
the  iiroupinv  of  such  sentences  in  our  returns,  and  thus  rendered  an 
exact  contrast  with  the  returns  for  1865  in  this  section  impossible. 

The  following  abstract  shows  the  number  ot  “ Death  and  I enal 
Servitude  sentences”  in  1865  and  1864. 

In  1866  3 males  and  1 female  received  death  sentences,  but 
males  onlv  were  executed.  In  1865,  4 males  were  executed,  2 
males  were  sentenced  to  penal  servitude  for  life,  1 male  for  above 
fifteen  years,  5 males  to  fifteen  years  and  above  ten,  32  males  and 
5 females  to  terms  from  seven  to  ten  years,  62  males  mid  59  females 
for  seven  years,  and  60  males  and  31  females  tor  five  years.  In 
1866,  261 ' individuals  were  comprised  in  this  abstract;  thus  indi- 
cating a decline  of  more  than  12  per  cent,  as  compared  with  18bo, 
when  they  rose  to  299.

The  number  of  commitments  of  prisoners  to  gaol  for  indefinite 
or  unlimited  terms  of  confinement  were  according  to  this  abstract 
1 023  which  included  729  males  and  294  females;  of  these,  420 
males’ and  279  females  were  lunatics,  and  170  deserters  awaiting 
escort.

From  tlie  foregoing  summary  we  gather  that  in  1866,  24,334 
sentences  to  definite  terms  of  imprisonment  were  passed,  viz. — 
13,052  on  males  11,282  on  females.  In  1865,  15,064  males  and 
12,922  females  were  thus  dealt  with,  showing  a decrease  in  the 
latter  year  of  1,753  males  and  1,640  females  thus  sentenced.  The 
reduction  was  principally  in  sentences  to  short  terms ; for  those  to 
periods  of  one  month  and  under  were  in  1866  lower  by  3,229  than 
in  the  previous  year,  inclusive  of  both  sexes ; those  passed  on  males 
being  less  by  1,753,  and  on  females  by  1,476.

From  this  table  we  find  that  of  the  entire  number  of  sentences 
to  definite  terms  of  imprisonment  in  1866,  20,349,  or  nearly  84 
per  cent.,  were  to  terms  not  exceeding  one  month,  thus  affording 
an  average  of  ten  days  two  hours  each.  In  1865  this  class  of 
sentences  gave  an  aYerage  of  ten  days  each,  and  in  lbb4  oi  ten 
days  ten  hours.

In  1866  tlie  commitments  of  persons  under  twenty-one  years  of 
age  were  5,746— viz.,  4,132  males  and  1,614  females."  In  i860  the 
aggregate  included  in  this  category  reached  6,564,  of  whom  4,542 
were  males  and  2,022  females. ' 

Compared  with  1865  there  was  a decrease  of  9 per  cent,  in  the 
males,  and  of  20  per  cent,  in  the  females. 

The  commitments  of  persons  exceeding  twenty-one  years  of  aue 
in  1866  numbered  2,814  less  than  in  1865,  of  wliicll  1,519  were 
males  and  1,295  females,  being  equal  to  a decline  of  11  per  cent, 
in  males,  and  10  per  cent,  in  females.  The  “State  of  Education 
on  Committal ” in  the  returns  for  1866  gives,  with  regard  to  the 
males,  nearly  similar  results  to  those  of  1865 ; the  proportTon  of  those 
stated  to  have  been  “able  to  read  and  write"  having  been  in  each 
year  42  per  cent.,  and  “ the  wholly  illiterate  ” 32  per  cent. 
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The  females  in  1866  famished  a return  of  18  percent,  as  having  Forty-fifth 
been  “ able  to  read  and  write,”  while  in  I860  22  per  cent,  of  this  RcPort‘ 
sex  were  so  qualified ; but  the  number  “ who  could  read  imperfectly  ” 
in  1866  was  29  per  cent.,  against  22  per  cent,  in  1865.  The  pro- 
portion of  “ wholly  illiterate  ” was  nearly  49  per  cent,  in  both  years. 

The  number  of  individuals,  who  attended  gaol  schools  in  1866 
was  5,439 — 4,057  males  and  1,382  females.  In  1865,  5,767  were 
recorded  as  having  been  in  attendance;  of  these  4,177  were  males 
and  1,590  females.  The  average  daily  number  in  attendance  de- 
clined from  508  males  and  194  females  in  1865,  to  439  males  and 
166  females  in  1866. 

The  return  of  the  religious  professions  of  the  prisoners  in  1866 
affords  no  noteworthy  difference,  as  compared  with  that  of  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  number  of  members  of  the  “ Established  Church” 
and  the  u Roman  Catholics”  in  each  year  bearing  the  same  propor- 
tion to  the  whole,  viz : — 1 1 and  85  per  cent,  respectively. 

Those  recorded  in  1866  as  Presbyterians  were  by  73  below  the 
numbers  of  1865,  although  there  was  an  increase  of  10  in  the 
females  of  this  religious  denomination;  31  persons  (23  males  and 
8 females)  of  other  professions  are  included  in  the  return  of  1866, 
viz.:  Methodists,  19  males  and  2 females:  Baptists,  2 males;  Uni- 
tarian, 1 male;  Jew,  1 male;  Covenanter,  1 female;  and  Quakers, 

5 females. 


Juveniles. 

The  following  tables  have  been  compiled  to  show  the  crimes, 
the  sentences,  the  parentage,  the  state  of  education,  &c.,  &c.,  of  the 
juveniles,  i.e.  prisoners,  “ not  exceeding  sixteen  years  of  age?  com- 
mitted in  1866,  as  distinguished  from  the  total  number  of  prisoners, 
with  whom  they  are  included  in  the  foregoing  tables  and  analysis : 

From  table  12  we  learn  that  the  number  of  commitments  of 
juveniles  in  1866  was  1,058,  viz. : of  866  males,  and  of  192  females. 
In  1865  they  amounted  to  1,060,  including  878  of  males,  and  182 
of  females.  The  returns  for  1866  exhibit  therefore  a decrease  of 
12  male,  and  an  increase  of  10  female  commitments  as  compared 
with  the  previous  years. 

The  commitments  of  juveniles  under  10  years  of  age  in  1866  were 
52 — 38  of  males  and  ]4  of  females  ; in  1865  this  section  included 
only  47 — 32  males  and  15  females.  Of  prisoners  at  ten,  and  not  ex- 
ceeding sixteen  years  of  age,  the  number  of  commitments  in  1866 
was  1,006 — 828  males  ana  178  females;  in  1865  there  were  1,013 
commitments  of  prisoners  at  this  period — 846  of  males  and  167  of 
females. 

In  1865  the  males  reached  the  figure  of  84  per  cent,  of  the  aggre- 
gate of  juveniles;  in  1866  they  amounted  to  83  per  cent.  In  pro- 
portion to  the  entire  number  of  commitments  to  the  county  and 
borough  gaols,  the  juveniles  in  1866  represent  3-48  per  cent.,  agaiust 
3-24  per  cent,  in  i860.  The  male  juveniles  in  1866  were  5*2  per 
cent,  of  the  entire  commitments  of  that  sex  against  4-7  per  cent,  in 
1865,  whilst  the  females  were  in  1865  1-3  per  cent.,  and  in  1866 
1*5  per  cent,  of  the  total  commitments.

The  number  of  convictions  of  juveniles  at  assizes  and  sessions 
in  1866  stood  at  53  of  males  and  6 of  females.  In  1865  this  cate- 
gory included  50  males  and  7 females. 

The  number  of  juveniles  summarily  convicted  in  1866  was  795 — 
649  males  and  146  females.  In  1865,  there  were  822  “ Summary 
Convictions"  of  juveniles,  675  males,  and  147  females.  The  total 
convictions  of  juveniles  in  1866  increased  by  702  males  and  152 
females,  against  725  males  and  154  female  convictions  in  1865. 

The  number  of' juveniles  “ not  convicted"  in  1866,  was  204, 
viz.,  164  males  and  40  females,  while  in  1865, 158  males  and  28  fe- 
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males  were  so  returned.  It  is  further  to  be  remarked,  in  reference  to  ArfcK/u 
this  table,  that  according  to  it  8 males  and  2 females  “ not  exceeding  ' 

16  years  of  ao-e"  were  committed  to  gaol  as  “ Dangerous  Lunatics," 
and  a similar  number,  10  (6  males  and  4 females)  were  so  dealt 
with  in  1865.  An  appendix  to  this  table  shows  the  total  of 
“ workhouse  offenders ,”  and  of  “ offenders  on  leaving  the  work- 
house"  not  exceeding  1 6 years  of  age,  who  were  committed  during 
the  years  1866  and  1865.  In  1866  these  classes  numbered  only 
35  males  and  1 female,  while  in  1865  they  comprised  72  males 
and  4 females.

From  table  13  -we  learn  that  the  1013  commitments  of  1866 
included  but  976  individuals,  viz.,  814  males  and  162  females. 
In  1865  the  number  of  individual  juveniles  was  the  same,  but 
differed  as  to  the  relative  proportion  of  sexes,  the  males  in  that 
year  having  been  825,  and  the  females  151. 

During  1866,  40  males  and  10  females  -underwent  two  com- 
mittals, 6 males  and  3 females  three,  2 females  four,  and  1 female 
nine.  In  1865  the  recommittals  were  once  (38  males  and  15 
females) ; twice,  6 males  and  3 females ; thrice,  1 male  and  1 female ; 
and  four  times  and  upwards , 1 female.  From  table  1 4 we  find 
that  in  1866  as  in  1865,  1 male  was  sentenced  to  penal  servitude, 
viz.,  for  a term  of  5 years.

Table  16  furnishes  a return  of  the  number  of  sentences  for 
“ defined  periods” to  which  juvenile  prisoners  were  subjected  in  1866, 
as  compared  with  1865.  It  appears  from  the  schedule  that  of 
sentences  of  this  class  in  1866,  841  were  by  20  less  than  in  the 
previous  year,  when  they  numbered  861 ; but  the  reduction  was 
confined  exclusively  to  those  passed  on  males,  which  fell  to  692, 
from  712  in  1865,  while  in  both  years  the  number  passed  on 
females  stood  at  149. 

From  Table  17  we  find,  that  of  the  841  sentences  passed  on 
juveniles  to  defined  terms  of  imprisonment  in  1866, 745,  or  nearly 
89  per  cent.,  were  for  periods  not  exceeding  one  month,  and  which, 
if  taken  at  the  highest  maximum  number  of  days  represented, 
would  afford  an  average  of  thirteen  days  and  one  hour  each ; that 
for  1865  being  thirteen  days  seventeen  hours.

+cia  S,He  as  “has  already  been  observed,  was  framed  with  the 
sanation  of  the  Irish  Board  of  Health,  and  other  medical  authority, 
after  the  famine,  in  consequence  of  representations  made  to  the 
Inspectors-General  by  tbe  Boards  of  Superintendence  of  Gaols, 
that  the  then  existing  dietary  contained  a greater  amount  of  nutri- 
ment thanunder  the  circumstances  of  the  country,  the  lower  orders 
were  accustomed  to  receive,  either  within  or  without  the  workhouse, 
and  that  consequently,  offences  were  committed  for  the  mere  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  food  in  the  gaols;  and  they  remarked,  especially, 
that  a laroe  number  of  cases  had  come  to  their  knowledge  of 
prisoners  having  keen  committed  to  gaols  for  insubordination  in 
workhouses,  and  for  acts  of  vagrancy,  perpetrated  solely  m older 
to  obtain  the  advantage  of  the  then  higher  scale.  , 

Since  that  period  the  condition  of  the  country  has  improved, 
the  number  of  vagrants  and  of  inmates  of  the  workhouses  generally 
has  largely  decreased;  a more  stringent  discipline  has  been  intro- 
duced into  the  gaols,  and  the  system  of  individual  cellular  separation 
has  teen  established,  in  some  of  them.  « ■,  r> 

It  has  also  been  the  endeavour  of  the  Inspectors-General,  as  f 
as  in  them  lies,  to  prevent  the  surreptitious  introduction  of  food  to 
prisoners,  especially  in  gaols  administered  under  the  separate 
system-  because  tbe  isolation  of  each  prisoner  m his  cell  admits  of 
the  grossest  abuses,  which  could  scarcely  arise  m prisons,  in  which 
the  inmates  are  placed  in  association  together.  I or.  these  reason  , 
and  in  order  that  the  ordinary  dietary  (for  prisoners)  should  be 
framed  on  an  adequate  scale  for  the  maintenance  of  health,  we,  m 
our  report  for  1865,  submitted  as  advisable  that  opinions  on  tbe 
sufficiency  or  otherwise,  of  the  diet  table  now  in  use  should  be 
obtained Lm  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  different  gaols;  and  that 

the  whole  subject  should  then  be  referred  for  inquiry  and  report 

to  a competent  medical  tribunal,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Executive. 

It  will  be  necessary,  in  framing  the  instructions  to  the  Commis- 
sion when  fixing  a suitable  dietary  for  the  Irish  prisons,  that  the 

considerations,  which  influenced  the  Inspectors-General,  when  the 
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diet  table  was  established  on  its  present  footing,  should  not  be  lost  Fortg-ffth 
sight  of ; and  care  must  be  taken  at  the  same  time  that  the  bodily  HeJx>rt- 
condition  of  the  offender  be  not  injured  by  the  dietary,  to  which  he 
is  subjected  during  his  imprisonment;  and  that  the  food,  which  he 
receives,  he  of  such  a nature  and  amount,  as  not  to  hold  out  an 
inducement  to  crime. 

We  would  further  add,  that  the  provisions  of  the  English  Act, 

28  & 29  Vic.,  cap.  126,  which  imposes  a greatly  increased  amount 
of  hard  labour  on-  all  prisoners  sentenced  thereto,  will,  it  may  be 
presumed,  be  incorporated  by  the  Legislature  in  any  new  Prison 
Bill  for  Ireland ; a result  which  would  necessitate  a proportionable 
increase  of  daily  nutriment. 

Health. 

The  gaols  have  almost  universally  in  1866  been  free  from  epi- 
demic diseases,  but  some  imported  cases  of  typhus  and  zymotic 
have  occurred,  and  consequently  the  attention  of  the  local  autho- 
rities lias  been  specially  directed  to  the  necessity  of  rectifying  all 
defects  in  sewerage,  and  of  carefully  protecting  against  the  possi- 
bility of  contamination  by  the  infiltration  of  noxious  matters  the 
sources,  from  which  water  for  the  use  of  the  prisoners  is  derived. 

The  mortality  in  the  gaols  has  been  greater  in  1866,  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  prisoners  confined,  than  in  any  previous  year 
(except  1863)  since  1852.  The  deaths  in  1866  reckoned  65  (in- 
cluding 2 executions),  or  one  in  498  prisoners;  in  1865  they  were 
one  in  532;  and  in  1864,  one  in  566. 

We  find  that  of  the  65  prisoners  whose  deaths  are  recorded  in 
1866,  43  were  under  committals  as  dangerous  lunatics,  one  of 
whom  committed  suicide.

2d.,  the  difference  being  caused  by  the  decrease  m the 
daily  average  number  confined  (viz.,  2,64(5-72  against  2,840-08  in 
tlie  previous  year),  which  naturally  increases  the  average  costot 
each  individual  prisoner,  whose  share  of  the  general  expenses,  in- 
cluding salaries  of  officers,  is  more  in  proportion,  as  (the  numbers 
in  gaols  are  less.

Impeovejients  in  Accommodation,  &c.,  in  tlie  year  1866. 

Antrim. — Improvements  have  been  made  in  the  Governor’s 
quarters,  and  an  addition  built.  The  gas-house  chimney  has  been 
re-built,  and  increased  in  height  in  order  to  stimulate  the  draught, 
which  before  was  defective.  The  drying-room  attached  to  the 
laundry  is  in  course  of  reconstruction,  and  tlie  hot-air  pipes  at  pre- 
sent in  use  being  insufficient  to  tlie  requirements  of  the  laundry, 
are  about  to  be  superseded  by  steam  pipes  supplied  from  a boiler, 
which  will  also  lieat  the  water  both  for  laundry  and  tlie  female 
baths. 

Armagh. — The  alteration  begun  in  1865  for  improving  the  apart- 
ments of  the  Governor  lias  been  completed. 

Cork  Comity. — Plans  for  the  adaptation  of  the  entire  prison  to  the 
separate  system  have  been  approved  of  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant ; 
and  the  prisoners  are  employed  in  pulling  down  some  of  the  old 
buildings  preparatory  to  the  erection  of  new  ones. 

Down. — The  gas-pipes  in  the  male  and  female  prisons  have  been 
Improved. 

Dublin  County. — Effluvia  traps  hare  been  placed  over  all  the 
sewers. 

Dublin  City  ( Male  Prison). — Eight  new  water-closets  have  been 
erected  in  connection  with  the  hospital,  and  a new  dining-hall  for 
lunatics.  The  laundry  has  been  stalled;  a new  steam-boiler  has 
been  erected  in  the  cook-room,  and  a new  drying-closet  iij  connec- 
tion therewith  heated  by  steam.  Several  old  solitary  cells  adjoining 
the  hospital,  the  lunatic  dining-hall  connected  with  the  capstan” 
mill,  a cross  wall  in  the  insulating  area,  and  a brick  wall  in  front 
of  the  warders’  apartments,  as  well  as  numerous  sheds  and  corner 
buildings,  have  all  been  removed,  and  several  doonvavs  have  been 
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permanently  built  up.  The  cook  and  bath-rooms  in  hospital  have 
also  been  removed  to  lower  angle  rooms  inside. 

Dublin  City  ( Female  Prison). — The  new  prison  for  carrying  out 
the  “ separate  system  ” is  in  progress,  and  advancing  to  completion. 

Fermanagh. — The  crank  pump-room  has  been  stalled ; a laundry 
with  a drying-room  attached  has  been  fitted  up,  and  one  of  the 
halls  of  the  prison  has  been  altered  into  a chapel. 

Kildare. — An  iron  railing  which  separates  the  male  prison  from 
the  hall  is  finished ; and  provision  has  been  made  for  excluding  the 
head  warder’s  family  and  the  matron’s  from  the  interior  of  the  gaol. 

King’s  County. — One-half  of  the  gaol  has  been  extended  and 
altered,  so  as  to  carry  into  effect  the  individual  separation  of  male 
prisoners ; the  works  are  not  yet  completed,  being  at  present  in  the 
hands  of  a contractor  for  introducing  gas-pipes.  Some  permanent 
structural  improvements  are  projected,  but  are  not  yet  commenced. 
The  sewerage  has  been  improved,  and  heating  by  a hot-water 
apparatus  has  been  introduced  into  the  altered  parts' of  the  prison. 

Limerick  County — The  thorough  alteration  of  the  prison,  for 
applying  “ separation  ” to  both  sexes,  lias  been  completed. 

Limeric/c  City. — Plans  for  remodelling  the  whole  building  and 
adapting  it  to  “ separation  ” have  been  prepared,  and  the  new  build- 
ing is  rapidly  progressing. 

Londonderry. — A portion  of  the  boundary  wall  has  been  re-coped, 
and  new  baths  and  water-closets  have  been  erected  in  the  hospital. 

Longford. — The  water-closet  adjoining  workshops  has  been  put 
into  complete  order,  and  a urinal  erected.  The  drying-room  is  now 
properly  heated. 

Drogheda  Town. — The  sanitary  condition  has  been  improved,  by 
altering  the  sewer  and  removing  the  cesspool  outside  the  boundary 
wall. 

Mayo. — The  chapel  doors  have  been  altered  so  as  to  give  direct 
access  to  the  four  bridges,  and  to  the  male  classes  by  day:  thus 
increasing  the  Governor’s  means  of  inspection.  The  roofs  gene- 
rally have  been  repaired,  and  hell-wires  from  the  Governor’s  bed- 
room to  the  night  guard-room,  and  the  same  reversed,  have  been 
laid  underground. 

Tipperary , N-  R.  ( Nenagh ). — An  iron  gate  at  the  entrance  has 
been  erected. 

Tipperary,  S ■ R.  ( Clonmel j). — The  alterations  in  the  house  of 
correction,  and  in  the  female  prison,  for  the  adoption  of  the  separate 
system,  are  completed;  and  artificial  heating  by  hot- water  pipes, 
and  gas  in  all  the  cells  and  corridors  of  the  new  male  and  female 
prison,  have  been  introduced. 

Westmeath. — Another  section  of  tlie  prison  has  been  altered  and 
fitted  up  for  the  separate  system,  and  also  a lavatoiy. 

We.vford.-A.  wall  has  been  taken  down  which  enclosed  a small 
yard  at  the  front  entrance,  because  of  its  being  lower  than  the 
outer  wall  and  affording  facility  for  escape.  On  the  other  side  of 
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Forty-fifth  the  front  entrance,  a wall  (similar)  has  been  Aised  to  the  level  of 
Report.  tjje  onter  ^,an  0f  the  prison. 

Wickbw.— The  flagging  in  the  hospital  floors  has  been  removed, 
and  joists  and  boards  substituted.  The  sewerage  has  been  consider- 
ably improved  by  conveying  the  rain  water  from  the  roof  through 
the" privies.  Ventilation  has  also  been  improved  by  the  introduction 
of  draft  openings  in  the  roof.  Punitive  labour  has  been  maintained 
by  shot-drill  and  tread-wheel,  and  other  kinds  of  labour. 

Hitherto  in  our  Annual  Reports  we  have  annexed  to  the  above 
synopsis  of  “ Improvements  in  accommodation  and  discipline 
during  the  past  year”  two  schedules  recording  the  “material”  and 
" administrative’'’  deficiencies,  but  in  our  present  Report  we  have 
omitted  the  latter,  inasmuch  as  the  comprehensive  plan  of  alter- 
ation both  in  the  constitution  and  distribution  of  county  and 
borough  gaols,  which  we  now  submit  for  consideration,  would,  if 
carried  into  effect,  render  nugatory  the  suggestions  for  ame- 
lioration, which  we  have  before  offered,  on  the  presumption  that  we 
had  to  deal  with  permanent  establishments. 

In  our  Report  for  1865,  published  in  the  spring  of  1866,  we 
took  occasion  to  notice  an  “ Amended  • Prison  Bill,”  which  was 
brought  in,  and  reached  the  stage  of  a first  reading  in  the  last 
session,  but  which  fell  to  the  ground,  in  consequence  of  a change 
in  the  ministry'.  That  Bill  consolidates  the  various  Acts  and  sec- 
tions of  Acts  affecting  gaols  in  Ireland,  brings  into  harmony  those, 
which  are  in  conflict,  introduces  a more  stringent  fiscal,  and  ad- 
ministrative machinery,  and  adopts  the  provisions  of  the  Prisons 
Act  for  England,  the  28  and  29  Vic.,  cap.  126  (passed  in  the  session 
of  1865),  which  virtually  compels  the  universal  establishment  of 
the  system  of  “ individual  cellular  separation,”  defines  the  nature 
and  duration  of  hard  labour,  and  declares  the  penalties  to  be  en- 
forced, in  the  event  of  non-compliance  with  the  prescriptions 
contained  in  it.  It  further  strengthens  the  hands  of  the  Execu- 
tives and  the  Inspectors-General,  and  enlarges  the  powers  of  the 
Lord  Lieutenant,  so  as  to  enable  him  to  make  additional  by-laws  at 
all  times,  and  to  remove  the  inmates  without  distinction  of  classes 
from  one  gaol  to  another,  and  renders  mandatory  the  appointment  in 
prisons  and  bridewells  of  a staff,  with  reasonable  salaries,  sufficient 
for  the  due  maintenance  of  discipline.  Lastly,  it  fixes  the  require- 
ments of  bridewells,  and  the  consequences  of  default,  if  this  class 
of  minor  prisons,  the  objections  to  which  are  recapitulated  here- 
after, shall  he  allowed  to  remain.  We  trust,  therefore,  that  the 
above  provisions  may  be  retained,  which  are  consistent  with,  and 
auxiliary  to,  a plan,  the  outlines  of  which  we  traced  in  our  report  last 
year,  and  which  we  now  proceed  to  elucidate  more  fully  ; as  it 
appears  to  us  to  rest  on  sound  foundations,  regard  being  had  to 
the  great  reduction  in  the  average  number  of  prisoners,  to  the 
inequality,  which  is  found  in  different  gaols,  both  of  discipline  and 
employrment,  to  the  generally  unproductive  character  of  the  latter, 
and  above  all  to  the  discrepancies  in  the  cost  of  administration,  a 
necessary  result  of  the  arbitrary  division  into  counties  and  boroughs, 
varying,  as  they  do,  in  area  and  population.

We  would,  however,  urge  that,  as  a condition  precedent  to 
the  attainment  of  the  objects  which  we  have  in  view,  the  prisons 
ought  forthwith  to  he  relieved  from  two  classes  of  inmates  (viz., 
debtors  and  lunatics)  manifestly  unsuited  to  institutions  designed 
for  the  punitive  and.  reformatory  charge  of  tile  criminal  classes 
alone. 
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Forty-fifth  The  reforms  which  we  propose  would  thus  embrace: — 

Rvf-  I. — The  abolition  of  imprisonment  for  debt,  except  in  cases  in- 

volving  wilful  fraud. 

II.  — The  repeal  of  all  statutes  legalizing  the  confinement  of 
“ dangerous”  lunatics  in  gaols  and  bridewells,  the  fearful  evils  re- 
sulting from  which  have  been  detailed  in  the  successive  reports  of 
the  InspectorS-General  during  a long  series  of  years,  and  hitherto 
without  remedy.  Great  relief  could  be  doubtless  obtained  by 
transferring  such  lunatics  to  some  central  auxiliary  depot,,  pending 
the  completion  of  a sufficient  number";  of  asylums  to  fulfil  the  de- 
mands of  the  insane ; but  as  long  as  the  .power  of  committing  to 
prison  lunatics  termed  “ dangerous”  is  vested  in  the  magistracy  of 
Ireland,  (a  similar  power  having  been  formerly  intrusted  to  the 
justices  of  the  peace  in  England,  and  having  been  revoked  by  the 
repeal  of  the  statutes  which  conferred  it,  in  consequence  of  the 
grave  abuses  incident  to  the  exercise  of  it),  so  long  will  our  gaols 
he  liable  to  the  frequent  intrusion  of  those  whose  custody  and 
curative  treatment  are  utterly  incompatible  with  the  fulfilment 
of  that  individual  cellular  separation)  which  the  legislature  has 
already  rendered  virtually  compulsory  in  England  and  Wales,  for 
by  the  28  and  29  Vic.,  cap.  1215,  the  Treasury  contribution  is  with- 
drawn from  any  “ defaulting”  prison,  viz.,  which  has  not  been 
brought  into  conformity  with  the  requisitions  of  the  Act  for  the 
enforcement  of  that  invaluable  form  of  discipline.  The  annexed 
Table  B shows  the  amount  of  pressure  Upon  the  accommodation 
of  the  gaols  in  this  portion  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  the  con- 
sequent importance  of  their  withdrawal.  • 

III.  — The  transfer  of  all  convicted  prisoners  (who  have  been 

sentenced  to  hard  labour  for  certain  terms)  from  county  and 
borough  gaols  to  prisons  under  the  exclusive ‘control  of  the  Exe- 
cutive, in  order  that  such  convicts  should  be  rendered  available,  if 
required,  in  the  construction  of  works  of  great  public  utility  and 
national  importance.  .... 

IV. — The  congregation  in  one,  or  more  central  prisons,  subject 
also  to  the  sole  direction  of  the  Executive. — 

1st.  Of  all  prisoners  under  sentences  of  similar  duration,  but 
without  hard  labour. 

2nd.  Of  political  offenders. 

3rd.  Of  all  untried  prisoners,  whose  offences  are  of  great  social 
gravity,  such  for  instance  as  agrarian  conspiracy,  or  whose  known 
antecedents  and  circumstances  would  render,  doubtful  their  safe 
custody  in  the  ordinary  county  or  borough  gaols,  when  their 
staffs  should  he  reduced,  as  proposed  hereafter. 

The  advantages  to  be  secured  by  this  alteration  under  the  third 
paragraph  would  he  a perfectly  equal,  and  uniform  imposition  of 
bond  fide  hard  labouiTupon  those  sentenced  thereto,  and  it  is  to  he 
observed  that  a knowledge  of  such  enforcement  of  it  would  greatly 
influence  judges,  and  chairmen  of  counties, in  awarding  this  measure 
of  punishment,  which  they  now  frequently  hesitate  to  inflict,  from 
a sense  of  stultification,  hard  labour  varying  in  nature  and  amount 
throughout,  the  several  gaols,  and  being  almost  universally  unre- 
munerative.

Under  tlie  fourth  paragraph  an  equally  uniform  system  of  tbe 
most  approved  principles  of  modern  discipline  as  to  industrial  and 
educational  instruction  would  be  applied  to  the  first  class  of  pri- 
soners in  this  category  thus  concentrated,  whereas  at  present  such 
prisoners  are  scattered  throughout  the  thirty -nine  caminal  gaols 

im- 
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Forty-fifth  of  the  kingdom,  involving  a very  large  expenditure  in  the  salaries 
Report.  0f  schoolmasters  and  schoolmistresses,  and  of  trade-instructors, 
•with  doubtless  far  less  beneficial  results,  either  intellectually  or 
financially.  The  advantages  of  holding  prisoners  of  the  other  two 
classes,  included  in  the  fourth  paragraph,  at  the  disposition  of  the 
Executive  are  too  obvious  to  require  comment.  In  the  event 
of  the  existing  Government  Prisons,  and  the  lately  discontinued 
prison  at  Philipstown,  being  insufficient  to  accommodate  the  classes 
enumerated  in  the  third  and  fourth  paragraph  it  is  competent 
for  the  Executive,  as  occasion  may  require,  to  enter  into  an 
arrangement  with  the  authorities  of  any  suitable  county  or 
borough  gaol  for  a temporary  occupation  of  the  necessary  number 
of  cells.  The  amount  of  relief  to  be  obtained  by  the  depletion  of 
prisoners  under  the  longer  terms  of  detention  may  be  gathered 
from  the  subjoined  table  C.,  the  basis  of  which  is  the  “morning 
state”  on  the  1st  July  (the  month  in  which  the  gaol  population  is 
normally  highest)  in  the  five  last  years.

y. — Tile  compulsory  grouping  together  (by  order  of  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  in  Council)  of  certain  gaols  thus  relieved  of  a large  sec- 
tion of  their  population — those  to  be  withdrawn  being  all , as  stated 
above,  under  rules  of  longer  confinement,  for  it  is  to  be  borne  in 
mind  that,  in  calculatingthe  daily  average  of  inmates,  and  the  accom- 
modation required  for  them,  a single  prisoner  sentenced  for  a year 
represents  the  same  aggregate  as  twelve  sentenced  each  to  one  month, 
or  three  hundred  and  sixty-fiveio  twenty-four  hours , i.e.,  he  occupies 
the  same  amount  of  cellular  accommodation  during  the  same  period. 
Such  an  union  of  prisons  is  rendered  easy,  rapid,  and  cheap  by  the 
extension  of  railway  communication,  and  the  saving  would  neces- 
sarily be  very  considerable,  as  not  only  would  the  large  outlay  be 
rendered  unnecessary,  which  would  be  otherwise  indispensable,  if 
every  gaol  -were  to  be  brought  into  conformity  with  the  require- 
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ments  laid  down  as  the  condition  of  receiving  the  Treasury  con-  Forty-fifth 
tribution  (the  extent  of  which  outlay  may  be  inferred  from  the  ' 

subsequent  statement  that  comparatively  tew  of  the  existing  gaols 
are  now  fully  provided  with  them),  but  the  reduction  of  the  staffs, 
both  in  numbers,  and  in  the  salaries  hitherto  awarded  for  higher 
acquirements,  would  greatly  diminish,  the  aggregate  expenditure, 
it  being  manifest  that  the  services  of  skilled  officers  would  no 
longer  be  demanded  in  dealing  with  prisoners  under  terms  of  de- 
tention too  brief  to  justify  the  expectation  of  any  appreciable  pro- 
gress in  educational,  or  industrial  instruction.  On  the  other  hand, 
we  would  submit  that  the  buildings  thus  to  he  vacated  might  be 
retained  as  lock-ups,  and  as  places  of  reception  for  prisoners  ori- 
ginally committed  to  the  jurisdiction,  when  remitted  for  trial  at 
assizes,  and  quarter  sessions. 

Of  the  thirty-nine  county  and  borough  gaols  in  Ireland,  eleven 
only,  viz.,  those  of  Antrim,  Armagh,  Dublin  County,  Kilkenny, 
Limerick  County  and  City,  Louth,  Monaghan,  Clonmel,  Water- 
ford, and  Wexford,  are  iu  construction  generally  suited  for  the 
separate  cellular  confinement  of  prisoners  of  loth  sexes  under  long 
sentences. 

In  other  districts  “ separation”  is  likewise  maintained,  but  gene- 
rally under  certain  modifications,  and  impediments  caused  by 
imperfect  construction,  viz.,  ill  the  gaols  of  Kildare,  Drogheda, 
Londonderry,  Downpatrick,  Maryborough,  Wicklow,  and  Rich- 
mond Bridewell,  for  males,  in  the  City  of  Dublin,  that  of  Grange- 
gorman,  in  the  same  locality,  being  allocated  to  females  exclusively. 

In  a few  others  “ partial  separation”  is  observed  for  prisoners  of  one 
or  other  of  the  sexes,  but  the  gaols  are  unequally  distributed  over 
the  face  of  the  country.  There  is,  for  instance,  no  prison  in  the 
province  of  Connaught,  or  iu  the  greater  part  of  Munster  fitted  for 
long  sentences,  while  in  the  city  of  Limerick  there  are  two  ex- 
cellent gaols,  one  belonging  to  the  county  and  the  other  to  the 
city,  altfiough  one  would  he  quite  sufficient  for  the  requirements 
of  both  jurisdictions. 

We  would  further  point  out,  in  addition  to  the  advantages  to 
be  derived  from  the  discontinuance  of  a large  proportion  of  the 
prisons  thus  unfitted  for  “separation,”  and  the  absorption  and 
incorporation  of  them  with  those,  which  it  should  be  thought 
expedient  to  retain,  namely  the  avoidance  of  the  entire  cost  of 
altering  and  adapting  them,  that,  if  such  an  amalgamation  as  we 
suggest  were  effected,  probably  seventeen  of  the  total  number  of  the 
gaols  would  he  reduced,  and  that  nearly  the  whole  amount  of  the 
salaries  of  the  officers  of  those  selected  for  abolition  (which  in  the 
past  year  may  be  taken  at  £15,000)  would  he  saved. 

VI. — We  next  approach  the  question  of  Bridewells,  which  has 
already  been  largely  discussed  in  our  formerreports,  and  themore  pro- 
minent evils  of  which  are  enumerated  in  a subjoined  memorandum. 

It  is  sufficient,  therefore,  here  to  state  summarily  that  a very  small 
minority  of  those  now  in  existence  would  be  found  to  satisfy  the 
indispensable  requirements  prescribed  in  the  145th  and  146th 
sections  of  the  Bill  referred  to  above,  which  are  as  follows: — 

“ 145 Every  bridewell,  of  whatever  kind,  shall  he  so  constructed  as 
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Forty-fifth  to  provide  for  the  safe  custody,  and  also  the  health  of  the  prisoners  confined 
Iff  therein.  It  shall  consist  of,  at  the  least,  two  separate  dimensions,  one  for 
each  sex,  and  so  constructed  as  to  prevent  any  communication  between  the 
male  and  female  prisoners  ; and  each  division  shall  contain  an  adequate 
number  of  cells  and  day-rooms  of  sufficient  sue,  and  lighted,  warmed,  and 
ventilated,  artificially  or  otherwise,  in  such  a manner  as  shall  be  required 
for  the  preservation  of  health. 

. “ 146. — Each  division  of  every  bridewell  shall  contain  a yard  of  suffi- 
cient dimensions  to  enable  the  prisoners  to  take  exercise  therein,  and 
shall  contain  a supply  of  good  water,  and  shall  also  have  a privy  suffi- 
ciently provided  in  respect  to  sewerage  ; and  every  such  bridewell  shall 
be  sufficiently  provided  in  respect  to  drainage,  and  shall  contain  proper 
accommodation  for  the  officers  thereof  of  both  sexes,  and  shall  be  provided 
witli  kitchen  furniture  and  other  utensils;  and  all  repairs,  enlargements 
and  improvements,  including  means  of  warming,  ventilating,  and  lighting 
any  such  bridewell,  or  providing  the  same  with  sufficient  water,  and 
proper  drainage  and  sewerage,  which  may  become  necessary  in  carrying 
nut  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  the  last  preceding,  shall  be  duly 
executed  from  time  to  time,  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  included  in 
the  estimates  and  accounts  of  the  Board,  and  shall  he  presented  for 
accordingly;  and  if  an  Inspector-General  shall  report  to  the  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant that  any  bridewell  is,  at  or  after  the  expiration  of  eighteen  months 
from  the  commencement  of  this  Act,  deficient  in  any  of  the  accommo- 
dations required  by  this  clause,  the  Lord  Lieutenant  may  declare  that 
such  bridewell  has  ceased  to  be,  and  such  bridewell  shall  thereupon  cease 
to  be,  a legal  place  of  confinement  for  any  description  of  prisoner,  and 
notice  of  such  declaration  shall  he  forthwith  sent  to  the  Board. 


Of  the  remainder  very  many  are  wanting,  even  in  such  primary 
provisions  as  sewerage,  a supply  of  water  on  the  premises,  and  a 
proper  division  of  the  sexes,  and  all  are  so  defective  in  other  par- 
ticulars, as  to  necessitate  the  expenditure  of  a considerable  sum  in 
raising  them  to  a satisfactory  condition  with  respect  to  accommoda- 
tion and  security,  and  in  the  payment  of  adequate  salaries  to  officers 
ot  both  sexes.  Under  these  circumstances  we  have  been  induced 
to  strongly  advocate,  as  the  preferable  course,  the  abolition  generally 
of  bridewells,  and  the  substitution  for  them  of  police  lock-ups,  in 
the  charge,  and  under  the  supervision,  of  the  officers  of  that  force, 
as  in i England  and  Scotland— the  cost  of  an  allowance  for  inspec- 
tion to  be  borne  by  the  county  rates.  The  cost  of  inspection,  it  is 
to  he  observed,  is  added,  inasmuch  as  if  the  county  and  borough 
prisons  be  relieved  of  the  classes,  which  we  have  specified,  if  the  num- 
bei  of  such  prisons  so  relieved  be  lowered  according  to  our  calcula- 
tion by  a deduction  of  seventeen,  and  if  the  latter,  occupied  as  they 
would  be  solely  by  prisoners  under  sentences  for  the  shortest  terms, 
we  e consequently  placed  nearly  on  the  level  of  district  bride- 
wells, the  office  of  Local  Inspector  might  perhaps  be  altoo-ether 
dispensed  with  or  at  the  utmost  four  District  Inspectors  would  be 
amply  sufficient  for  the  discharge  of  the  duty  thus  reduced,  an

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Memorandum  on  Bridewells. 

Forty-fifth 

Public  attention  lias,  for  several  years  past,  been  awakened  and  Report. 
directed  to  tlie  amelioration  of  institutions  assigned  to  offenders  of  ’ 
different  ages  and  gradations  of  criminality,  sucli  as  juvenile  refor- 
matories, common  gaols,  and  lastly,  convict  depots;  but,  with 
singular  inconsistency,  despite  the  unceasing  and  urgent  represen- 
tations of  the  Inspectors-General,  that  class  of  places  of  detention, 
to  which  all  prisoners  ill  this  country  are  almost,  necessarily  con- 
signed in  the  primary  stage  of  proceeding,  has  been  utterly 
neglected  as  unworthy  of  consideration.  We  say  almost  neces- 
sarily, for,  except  in  cities  and  larger  towns,  where  alleged  offences 
can  be  dealt  with  immediately,  all  those,  who  are  charged  with 
breaches  of  the  law  must  inevitably  be  detained,  under  committals 
for  further  examination,  in  ordinary  bridewells,  to  await  there 
the  cognizance  of  the  magistrates  of  petty  sessions,  which,  in 
few  localities,  are  held  oftener  than  fortnightly , while,  in  more 

thinly  peopled  districts  the  regular  interval  extends  to  a month 

not  to  speak  of  postponements,  caused  by  failure  of  attendance; 
of  remands,  in  order  to  afford  opportunity  for  obtaining  additional 
evidence;  and  of  retention  (even  after  full  committal  to  the  gaol), 
incident  to  inability  on  the  part  of  the  Constabulary  under  the 
pressure  of  other  duties  to  furnish  the  requisite  escorts.  We  have 
stated  in  former  Reports  that  four-fifths  of  the  sentences  to  im- 
prisonment in  the  gaols  under  our  inspection  range  below  the 
term  of  eleven  days , so  that,  in  a considerable  majority  of  cases, 
the  preliminary  confinement  exceeds  in  duration  the  period  ulti- 
mately awarded  as  the  punishment. 

From  the  constitution  of  our  magistracy,  and  from  the  existing 
machinery  of  our  petty  sessions’  court,  such  delays  are  probably 
unavoidable;  but,  if  this  state  of  things  involves  an  apparent 
anomaly  and  injustice  even  to  those  who,  upon  judicial  inquiry, 
are  dealt  with  summarily,  or  reserved  for  a higher  tribunal,  "it 
falls  with  far  greater  severity  upon  those  who  are  acquitted  and 
discharged. 

Setting  aside,  however,  for  a moment,  this  view  of  the  question, 
and  assuming  that  no  alteration  is  required  in  the  mode  of  bringing 
delinquents  before  the  bench,  let  us  examine  the  circumstances  and 
condition  of  the  bridewells,  in  which  are  placed,  indiscriminately. 
all  persons,  under  accusations  of  whatever  degree,  from  the 
hungry  hoy,  who  has  stolen  a turnip,  to  the  hardened  and  irre- 
claimable veterans  in  crime,  the  burglar  and  the  .murderer;  and 
from  the  young  and  untainted  female  apprentice,  who,  in  a moment 
of  impatience,  has  fled  from  lier  service,  to  the  unsexed  and  brutal- 
ized wretch,  in  whom  drunkard,  thief,  and  prostitute  are  united. 

These  observations  refer  to  the  ordinary  bridewells,  amounting 
in  number  to  no  less  than  113,  and  exhibiting,  for  the  most  part, 
defects  of  the  gravest  character,  both  material  and  moral,  which  we 
shall  proceed  to  animadvert  upon  seriatim , recapitulating  and  reiter- 
ating our  former  statements  and  supplying  additional  matter. 

Insufficient  Accommodation . — The  cells  in  many  of  them  are 
small,  damp,  ill-ventilated,  or  bitterly  cold,  and  there  does  not 
exist  a due  separation,  nor  means  for  preventing  oral  cotnmunica- 
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Forty-fifth  tion  between  the  males  and  females.  The  sleeping  apartments  of 
ffL ' the  latter  in  some  adjoin,  and  are  accessible  only  by  passing  through 
those  assigned  to  the  former,  and  vice  vend  ; and  there  is  but  one 
airing  yard  and  one  privy  common,  to  hath  sexes. 

Want  of  Water  and  Imperfect  Sewerage — These  two  sanitary 
elements  are  almost  universally  neglected.  Provision  is  rarely 
made  for  clearing  the  sewers  and  cesspools  from  the  outside,  and 
it  consequently  becomes  indispensable,  from  time  to  time,  to  re- 
move the  soil  through  the  building— a disgusting  and  pestilential 
operation.  Again,  no  water,  the  first  requisite  of  health  and 
cleanliness,  is  procurable  on  the  premises  of  forty-four  bridewells; 
nor,  generally,  is  there  any  allowance  made  for  fetching  it,  the 
keeper  being  thus  obliged  to  quit  his  charge  for  this  purpose,  or 
to  pay  for  the  carriage  out  of  his  salary. 

It  is  right  here  to  remark,  that  in  the  “ Prisons  Act”  (7  Geo. 
IV.,  cap.  74)  due  provision  was  made  for  adequate  accommoda- 
tion in  every  respect;  for,  in  section  6,  it  is  enacted  that  every 
bridewell  “ shall  consist,  at  the  least,  of  two  separate  parts,  one 
for  male  and  one  for  female  prisoners,  with  a complete  division 
between  them,  so  as  to  prevent  any  intercourse  between  the  said 
male  and  female  prisoners ; and  that  to  each  of  the  said  parts  there 
shall  be  annexed  and  belony  a yard,  of  sufficient  dimensions  to 
enable  tile  said  prisoners  to  have  the  benefit  of  fresh  air  and  exer- 
cise therein ; and  that  in  every  such  yard  there  shall  be  a necessary 
house  or  privy,  to  which  such  prisoners  respectively  shall  have  free 
access  at  all  times,  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  consistently  with  the 
safe  keeping  of  such  prisoners ; and  that  there  shall  he  in  every  such 
yard  a supply  of  good  water" 

We  have  shown  above  how  lamentably  this  stringent  ancl  salu- 
tary enactment  has,  in  too  many  instances,  been  'hitherto  disre- 
garded, no  penalty  being  attached  to  a non-fulfilment  of  the 
requirements ; and  we  have  no  hesitation  in  declaring,  that  build- 
ings, in  which  such  defects  prevail  ought  to  be  deemed  illegal  places 
of  confinement. 

By  the  20th  section  of  the  Prisons  Act,  the  local  authorities  were 
forbidden  “ to  begin  to  build  or  rebuild,  or  to  alter  or  enlarge  any 
such  Gaol,  Bridewell,  House  of  Correction,  or  other  County 
Prison,  until  the  plan  ancl  site  thereof,  and  also  tile  Contract  or 
Contracts  upon  which  the  same  is  proposed  bv  the  Commissioners 
to  be  executed,  or  Copies  or  Fac-Similes  ‘thereof,  shall,  after 
having  been  previously  approved  of  by  the  Grand  Jury,  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  or  other  Chief  Governor  or  Gover- 
nors of  Ireland  for  the  time  being,  together  with  the  Report  of  the 
Inspectoi s-General  of  Prisons,  or  one  of  them,  nor  until  the  same 
shall  be  agreed  to  and  approved  of  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  or  other 
Chief  Governor  or  Governors  of  Ireland  for  the  time  beiim;”  and 
the  8th  section  of  the  “Amended  Prisons  Act,”  the  19th  \ 20th 
Vic.,  cap.  6b,  which  repealed  the  above,  re-enacted  the  whole  sub- 
ject matter  of  it,  except  as  to  contracts.  We  have,  therefore,  to 
express  our  surprise  and  regret  that  even  a passive  acquiescence 
m the  legality  of  bridewells  thus  circumstanced  should  have  been 
tolerated  at  the  period  of  their  establishment;  and  we  cannot  avoid 
urging  the  inconsistency  and  anomaly  that,  if  it  were  proposed  to 
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erect  in  any  county  a new  bridewell,  similarly  wanting  in  the  Forty-fifth 
requirements  above  specified,  tlie  Board  of  Works,  to  whom  all  et>0 
plans  are  referred  by  the  Executive,  would  inevitably  withhold 
their  sanction,  and,  tve  need  scarcely  add,  the  Inspectors-General 
would  indignantly  refuse  their  certificates. 

Want  of  Security The  boundary  walls  are  commonly  too  low 

for  safety,  while  the  roughness  of  the  masonry,  the  projection  of 
water-shoots,  of  door-frames,  and  of  window-sills,  and  the  position 
of  the  privies,  all  afford  such  additional  facilities  for  escape,  that  the 
keeper  is  unable  to  allow  the  prisoners  access  to  the  yard,  except 
for  a short  period,  under  supervision ; and  even  despite  this  pre- 
caution several  cases  of  prison-breach  have  taken  place  within  the 
last  few  years,  during  which  we  have  reported  no  less  than  forty- 
five  bridewells  as  being  defective  in  the  means  of  security.  Nor  is 
this  insecurity  the  result  of  material  deficiencies  alone,  but  it  is  too 
often  produced  by  the  negligence,  or  by  the  connivance  of  the 
keepers,  who  hitherto  have  been  nominated  generally  without  any 
regard  for  their  fitness. 

Inadequacy  of  Staff. — The  custody  of  bridewells  is,  with  two  or 
three  exceptions,  intrusted  solely  to  one  officer,  the  keeper,  who 
by  the  second  rule  annexed  to  the  109th  section  of  the  Prisons  Act, 
is  forbidden  “ to  be  concerned  in  any  occupation  or  trade  what- 
soever;” and,  even  if  this  statutable  proscription  did  not  exist, 
policy  would  dictate  the  establishment  of  some  such  regulation, 
where  the  exclusive  services  and  the  undivided  attention  of  qualified 
persons  are  imperatively  demanded  for  the  charge  of  prisoners, 
herded  together  as  they  are  without  classification,  and  among 
whom,  further,  are  not  unfrequently  to  be  found  criminals  of  no- 
torious and  desperate  characters,  and  lunatics,  who  require  by  day 
and  night  unremitting  vigilance  and  restraint.  The  functions  of 
such  an  officer,  involving  constant  supervision,  and  amounting  in 
fact  to  very  little  less  than  perpetual  imprisonment,  deserve  to  be 
highly  remunerated ; and  yet  we  find  that,  with  a false  and  short- 
sighted economy,  the  annual  salaries  have  been  reduced  to  £15 , and 
even  £10 — a scale  of  payment  which  inevitably  leads  to  a dereliction 
of  duty,  and  forces  the  keepers  to  eke  out  tlieir  scanty  means  by  some 
other  unacknowledged  source  of  livelihood ; such  as  holding  farms, 
keeping  shops,  and  even  taking  out  game  certificates ; and  occa- 
sionally by  trenching  upon  the  prisoners’  allowance,  or  by  the  falsi- 
fication of  the  Dietary  accounts,  to  vrifieh  an  omission  on  the  part 
of  the  constabulary,  in  some  instances,  to  enter  in  their  own  hand- 
writing the  exact  time  of  lodging  or  removing  prisoners  lends 
tempting  facilities. 

Again  we  would  urge,  as  illustrations  of  the  dangers  resulting 
from  the  employment  of  a solitary  officer,  that  the  bridewell  may 
be  left  without  any  responsible  person  in  charge  in  the  event  of 
the  sudden  death,  illness,  absconding,  or  arrest  of  the  keeper,  all 
which  contingencies  have  occurred  within  our  experience ; and  we 
would  moreover  point  out  a further  and  two-fold  evil,  first  with 
regard  to  such  prisoners  committed  for  the  higher  offences,  who 
are  tempted  to  acts  of  violence  by  the  knowledge  that  their  guar- 
dian is  unsupported ; and,  secondly,  and  this  is  a matter  of  still 
graver  objection  in  reference  to  the  females. 
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Forty-fifth  Although  the  third  and  fourth  rules  annexed  to  the  section  last 
Report.  rec|jej)  prescribe,  “ that  a matron  shall  he  appointed  in  evert/ prison 
in  which  female  prisoners  shall  he  confined , who  shall  reside  in  the 
prison and  that  “ when  the  keeper,  or  any  other  officer,  shall  visit 
the  female  prisoners,  he  shall  he  accompanied  hy  the  matron,  or,  in 
case  of  her  unavoidable  absence,  hy  some  other  female  officer ■' 
these  regulations  have  been  held  to  apply  to  gaols  only,  and  not 
to  bridewells;  for  the  appointment  of  matrons  to  which,  and  for 
their  payment,  there  is  no  statutable  warrant,  and  even  if  such 
existed,  there  is  no  sufficient  accommodation  tor  their  reception. 

Many  of  the  keepers  are  single  men,  and  in  such  cases  it  is 
impossible  to  overstate  the  moral  evil,  which  is  thus  created,  and 
almost  invited,  when  we  consider,  that,  in  remote  districts,  where 
the  detention  takes  place  for  longer  periods,  and  where  the  super- 
vision is  necessarily  infrequent,  women  of  the  most  profligate  cha- 
racter are  brought  into  constant  and  unchecked  contact,  during 
perhaps  a month,  with  an  officer  in  the  prime  of  life,  or  what  is 
worse,  young  and  comparatively  innocent  girls  are  exposed  to  the 
danger  of  his  solicitations'. 

Again,  under  the  heading  of  this  defect,  we  cannot  avoid  calling 
attention  to  another  disadvantage,  arising  from  the  combined  in- 
sufficiency of  the  staff,  as  well  as  that  of  the  means  of  classification 
and  separation, namely, that  when  prisoners  charged  with  tile  graver 
crimes  are  detained  for  further  examination,  it  frequently  happens 
that  their  friends  outside  of  the  same  sex,  being  desirous  to  hold 
communication  with  them,  for  the  purpose  of  defeating  justice, 
commit  trifling  violations  of  the  law  (such  as  drunkenness,  &c.), 
in  order  to  obtain  the  opportunity  of  unrestrained  intercourse. 

Deficiency  of  Prison  Necessaries. — These  evils  were  observable 
in  a more  prominent  degree  before  the  passing  of  the  Amended 
Prisons  Act,  hy  which  the  Local  Inspector  of  the  coun  tv  gaol  was 
constituted  the  official  visitor  of  all  the  bridewells,  the  latter  duty 
having  been,  under  the  old  Prisons  Act,  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Protestant  clergyman  of  the  parish ; but,  as  the  office  was  merely 
voluntary  and  without  remuneration,  it  followed,  as  a matter  of 
course,  that  frequently  it  was  not  undertaken  at  all. 

Further,  it  having  been  noticed  that,  as  a consequence  of  the 
want  of  proper  supervision,  a great  discrepancy  appeared  in  the 
general  expenditure,  and  in  the  cost  of  diet  ill  bridewells  situate 
in  the  same  or  adjoining  counties,  varying  in  some  instances  more 
than  fifty  per  cent,  in  localities  where  no  material  difference  ex- 
isted in  the  price  of  provisions,  a clause  was  introduced  into  the 
Amended  Act,  appointing  Local  Boards,  consisting  of  the  bench 
of  magistrates  attending  petty  sessions,  whose  duty" it  should  he  to 
inspect  the  bridewells,  to  enforce  due  repairs  and  a proper  supply 
of  necessaries,  to  measure  the  cost  of  dietary  by  the  neighbouring 
markets,  and  to  report  upon  all  requirements  affecting  the  health 
and  discipline  of  the  prisoners  to  the  Central  Board  of'  Superintend- 
ence, so  that  an  uniform  and  equal  system  of  outlay  and  manage- 
ment would  be  thus  insured.  3 

But,  despite  those  precautionary  enactments,  we  have  to  report 
so  general  an  indisposition,  on  the  part  of  the  local  authoritie^  to 
incur  any  outlay  with  regard  to  bridewells,  that  a lamentable  want 
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is  still  found  to  exist  of  necessaries  indispensable  for  the  main-  Forty-fifth 
tenance  of  order  and  cleanliness,  no  provision  being  made  for  any  RePort' 
change  of  clothing  for  prisoners,  who  may  under  the  conditions  and 
circumstances  above  stated  be  detained  for  a month,  and  even  for 
a longer  period. 

A remarkable  instance  of  such  neglect  and  abandonment  is  to  be 
found  recorded  in  the  bridewell  of  Woodford,  in  the  comity  of 
Galway : — 


“ Woodford  Bridewell  consists  of  one  cell  for  each  sex,  and  a very  small 
apartment  for  the  keeper.  There  is  but  one  privy  for  both  sexes,  and  one 
yard  where  they  could  exercise,  but  so  insecure  that  prisoners,  if  permitted 
to  remain  in  it,  could  without  difficulty  escape.  The  building  is  in 
wretched  repair ; the  roof  admits  the  wet,  the  woodwork  is  rotten,  the 
glass  of  the  window  is  broken,  and  lias  been  so  for  a long  time ; the  lock 
of  the  front  door  is  out  of  order  and  useless,  so  that  the  outside  door  of 
the  bridewell  cannot  be  locked  day  or  night ; it  has  not  even  a bolt,  but 
at  night  the  latch  is  removed  from  the  outside  to  prevent  strangers  from 
entering.  The  lower  cell  is  so  damp  as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation. 
When  inspected,  no  bedding  was  in  that  cell,  because,  as  the  keeper  said, 
it  would  rot  if  left  there.  The  bedding  is  not  sufficient  even  for  the  scanty 
accommodation  which  the  bridewell  affords,  and  there  are  no  vessels  for 
the  use  of  prisoners,  should  any  be  committed  to  it.  There  is  no  water 
on  the  premises,  and  the  sewerage  is  defective.” 


Illegal  Committals. — We  have  further  to  remark  that  magistrates 
have,  to  a considerable  extent,  fallen  into  tbe  error  of  committing 
prisoners  to,  and  sanctioning  their  detention  under  sentence  in , 
ordinary  bridewells,  for  illegal  periods,  urging  tbe  expense  of  trans- 
mission to  the  county  gaol  as  the  apology  for  such  neglect  and 
evasion  of  the  law ; and  in  order  to  prevent  a persistence  in  this 
normal  violation  of  it,  and  to  hold  out  an  inducement  for  the  im- 
provement of  these  minor  gaols,  the  subjoined  clause  was  added  to 
the  Amended  Act : — 

u So  much  of  the  94th  section  of  the  Prisons  Act  as  provides  that  pri- 
“ soners  may  be  detained  in  any  bridewell  distant  more  than  twelve  miles 
“ from  any  county  gaol  or  district  bridewell  until  the  first  week  in  the 
“ calendar  month  next  after  their  committal,  is  hereby  repealed;  and  it 
<£  shall  be  lawful  to  commit  and  detain  in  any  bridewell  (other  than  a dis- 
“ trict  bridewell),  which  shall  be  distant  more  than  fifteen  miles  from  the 
“ county  gaol,  or  from  a district  bridewell,  any  prisoner  committed  or 
“sentenced  for  any  period  not  exceeding  one  week:  Provided  always, 
“that  this  enactment  shall  not  apply  to  any  bridewell  unless  and  until 
“ the  Inspectors-General  of  Prisons,  or  one  of  them,  shall  have  certified  in 
“ writing  under  their  or  his  hand,  to  the  Chief  or  Under-Secretary  of  the 
“ Lord  Lieutenant,  that  such  bridewell  is  fully  sufficient  for  the  safe  custody 
‘ of  the  prisoners  and  the  separation  of  the  sexes,  and  is  duly  provided 
c with  water  and  sewerage,  and  that  the  day-rooms  and  cells  thereof  are 
u of  such  a size,  and  are  lighted,  ventilated,  and  fitted  up  in  such  a manner 
“as  the  said  Inspectors  or  Inspector  deem  sufficient  for  the  preservation  of 
“ the  health  of  the  prisoners  to  be  confined  therein  ; and  unless  and  until 
e notice  that  such  bridewell  has  been  so  certified  shall  have  been  trans- 
“ mitted  from  such  Chief  or  Under-Secretary  to  the  magistrates  of  eachpetty 
“sessions  of  the  county  in  which  such  bridewell  is  situate  : Provided  also, 

“ that  as  regards  bridewells  not  so  certified,  and  not  being  district  bride- 
c wells,  prisoners  shall  not  be  detained  therein  otherwise  than  is  provided  by 
“ so  much  of  the  94th  section  of  the  Prisons  Act  aa  is  not  hereby  repealed.’ 

d 
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Fortn-js/lh  This  inducement,  however,  has  proved  to  he  nugatory,  except 
jn  a very  few  instances ; and  reviewing,  therefore,  the  whole  eir- 
cumstances  of  this  important  branch  of  prison  administration,  we 
have  come  to  the  conclusion,  for  the  following  reasons,  that  the 
simplest  remedy  for  obviating  these  crying  evils  is  the  total  ex- 
tinction of  ordinary  bridewells : — 

Firstly — No  buildings  of  the  same  character  were  ever  established 
in  either  England  or  Scotland,  where  prisoners  are  detained  in 
mere  lock-nps,  under  the  charge  of  the  local  constables. 

Secondly — This  form  of  prison  was  originally  adopted  in  Ireland 
at  a period  when  no  sufficient  police  existed,  a defect  which  lias 
been  long  remedied  by  the  institution  of  that  admirable  force,  the 
Constabulary. 

Thirdly— The  adoption  of  bridewells,  even  in  Ireland,  is  not 
universal,  some  counties  being  unprovided  with  them — viz.,  Dublin, 
Longford,  Carlow,  and  Kildare;  while  in  others  no  proportion  to 
area  and  population  is  observed,  Jive,  viz.,  Fermanagh,  King’s 
County,  Louth,  Sligo,  and  Westmeath,  containing  each  one  only; 
and  five  more,  viz.,  Down,  Leitrim,  Meath,  Waterford,  and  Wicklow, 
each  hut  two. 

Now,  in  the  above-named  counties  no  inconvenience  has  been 
experienced,  while  in  those  in  which  a larger  proportion  of  bride- 
wells exists,  their  position  with  regard  to  the  central  prison  is  often  so 
little  determined  by  relative  distance,  that  large  districts  are  left 
wholly  without  any  places  of  strength,  except  the  constabulary  bar- 
racks ; hut  this  also  has  been  unproductive  of  any  injurious  results. 

Fourthly — Other  anomalies  are  further  noticeable.  By  the  01st 
section  of  the  Prisons  Act  (the  7th  George  IV.,  chap.  74),  Grand 
Juries  are  hound  to  present  for  bridewells  only  in  towns,  in  which 
Quarter  Sessions  are  held,  the  obvious  intention  of  the  statute 
having  regard  to  the  trial  of  offenders , inasmuch  as  the  sittings  of 
County  Chairmen  in  their  civil  jurisdiction  do  not  necessitate 
the  establishment  of  places  of  detention ; hut  in  order  to  obviate 
any  possible  doubt,  the  9th  section  of  the  Amended  Prisons  Act, 
(the  19th  and  20th  Viet,  cap.  OS),  defined  such  sessions  to  he 
those  at  which  criminal  business  alone  is  transacted.  In  some 
few  counties,  however,  such  bridewells  are  not  erected  in  towns 
selected  for  the  trial  of  prisoners,  while  in  many  more  they  are 
maintained  in  localities  where  this  requirement  does  not  apply; 
and  on  the  other  hand,  several  instances  are  to  he  found  of  Quarter 
Sessions  being  appointed  to  be  held,  where  bridewells  exist,  but 
where  the  vicinity  does  not  furnish  a supply  of  proper  jurors,  it 
thus  becoming  indispensable  to  evade  the  Act,  and  to  change  the 
venue  to  the  county  town. 

Fifthly — An  examination  of  the  annexed  table  shows  how  large 
a number  of  those  confined  have  been  committed  for  drunkenness, 
the  relative  proportion  having  been  on  the  increase  for  the  last  two 
years,  and  rising  to  above  -fifty  per  cent. 

Such  being  the  paramount  objections  to  the  system  of  ordinary 
bridewells,  we  venture  to  submit  that  they  should  be  forthwith 
abolished,  and  that  the  charge  of  prisoners,  for  the  purpose  of 
direct  transmission  to  the  county  gaol,  except  in  the  cases  hereafter 
to  he  discussed,  should  be  committed  exclusively  to  the  Constabu- 
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larv,  inasmuch  as  thereby  the  evils  which  we  have  enumerated.  Forij.fi/tlt 
above  would  be  obviated,  namely,  want  of  security,  of  due  provision 
for  preventing  intercourse  with  a view  to  defeating  the  ends  of 
justice,  of  proper  moral  superintendence,  and  above  all,  of  the 
constant  presence  of  a sufficient  and  responsible  staff  at  all  times. 

Lock-ups,  sufficient  for  very  brief  detention,  are  already  attached 
to  many  of  the  constabulary  barracks,  and  could  easily  be  added 
to  such  as  are  without  these  necessary  adjuncts,  in  which  the  sen- 
tences of  drunkards  and  other  minor  offenders,  during  short  periods 
of  confinement  (viz.,  three  days  at  the  utmost)  might  be  advantage- 
ously carried  out,  as  soon  as  the  sanction  of  the  Legislature  should 
be  obtained.

It  may  be  urged  that  the  expense  of  transmitting  prisoners 
would,  as  an  immediate  consequence,  be  considerably  increased  by 
the  adoption  of  this  suggestion,  but  such  excess  of  expense,  modi- 
fied as  it  would  be,  in  the  greater  part  of  the  kingdom,  by  railway 
communication,  cannot  for  a moment  bear  comparison  with  that  of 
almost  re-building  a large  majority  of  the  existing  buildings,  and 
with  the  further  cost  of  proper  salaries  for  an  adequate  staff  of 
officers,  nor  even  with  that  now  incurred  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  wretched  establishments  which  we  have  described,  not  to 
speak  of  a further  set-off  in  the  lesser  outlay  for  diet,  which  can 
he  always  provided  more  cheaply  in  the  county  gaols,  from  the 
facility  of  obtaining  advantageous  contracts,  and  from  the  better 
appliances  of  cooking,  baking,  &c.,  which  exist  in  the  latter,  the 
daily  cost  during  the  past  year  of  the  ordinary  diet  of  prisoners 
per  head  in  the  gaols  having  been  but  2-6 d.,  whereas  in  the  bride- 
wells it  was  id.  We  would,  moreover,  call  attention  to  the 
following  statistics,  which  elucidate  the  question  of  the  com- 
parative cost  of  prisoners  in  reference  to  the  retention  or  dis- 
continuance of  bridewells : — 

In  the  four,  counties  in  which  there  are  no  bridewells,  in  18(15 
the  conveyance  of  prisoners  averaged  17,v.  to  each  1,000  inhabitants. 

In  the  five  counties  having  one  bridewell  each,  9,v.  was  the  ave- 
rage per  1,000  inhabitants. 

In  the  five  counties  furnished  with  two  bridewells,  the  average 
cost  per  1,000  inhabitants  was  5s. 

In  Tipperary,  having  eleven  bridewells,  the  conveyance  of  pri- 
soners was  as  high  as  19s.  per  1,000  inhabitants;  and  in  the 
County  of  Limerick,  with  six  bridewells,  the  average  cost  per 
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Forts-fiftti  1,000  inhabitants  for  the  conveyance  of  prisoners  was  16s.  If, 
Mepart.  }loweTei.;  add  to  the  cost  of  the  conveyance  of  prisoners  the 
salaries,  as  they  stand,  at  present,  of  the  bridewell  keepers,  the  cost 
per  1,000  inhabitants  in  the  five  counties  with  hut  one  bridewell 
was  17s.;  in  those  with  two  bridewells,  18s.  8d.;  and  in  Tipperary 
County,  with  eleven  bridewells,  it  stood  as  high  as  £2  14s.  per 
1,000  inhabitants. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  this  calculation  is  based  on  the  existing 
salaries,  viz.,  £3,484;  but,  if  the  latter  were  raised  to  the  amount, 
which  is  fixed  as  the  minimum  for  keepers  and  matrons  in  the  Bill 
so  frequently  referred  to,  an  increase  of  no  less  than  £1,734,  or 
50  per  cent,  would  be  spread  proportionally  over  all  the  counties 
provided  with  bridewells. 

In  the  larger  comities,  however,  as  well  as  in  those  above  the 
average  extent,  where  the  position  of  the  gaol  is  not  central,  undue 
expenditure  would  be  produced  by  the  marching  of  prisoners  from 
distances,  in  some  instances  amounting  to  nearly  one  hundred 
statute  miles,  and  hardship  and  injustice  would  be  unavoidably 
engendered,  particularly  in  trivial  cases,  where  the  accused  might 
he  unfitted  by  infirmity,  extreme  youth,  or  old  age,  for  the  exposure 
and  fatigue  of  a long  journey. 

As  this  condition  of  things  would  throw  discredit  on  criminal 
process,  and  impede  justice  by  creating  a natural  disinclination  to 
prefer  complaints  in  such  offences  as  involve,  by  the  time  consumed 
in  transmittals,  a longer  period  of  punishment  before  arrival  at  the 
gaol  than  would  he  awarded  if  they  were  dealt  with  on  the  spot, 
we  would  suggest  as  the  most  advisable  course  that  district  bride- 
wells for  the  carrying  out  of  short  sentences  should  he  founded  in 
localities  carefully  selected  in  relation  to  the  parent  prison. 

We  must  not  he  understood  to  measure  the  term  “ District 
Bridewell’'  hv  the  example  of  those  already  in  existence,  viz,,  at 
Baltinglass  and  Parsonstown,  which  differ  but  little  from  all,  and 
indeed  are  inferior  to  some  of  the  ordinary  bridewells;  but  we 
anxiously  desire  the  establishment  of  minor  gaols,  fitted  for  “ sepa- 
ration,” and  fully  provided  with  all  the  means  indispensable  to  the 
maintenance  of  that  system  of  discipline. 

For  attaining  this  object,  some  of  the  existing  buildings  would  be 
partially,  at  least,  available,  and  might,  by  alteration  and  extension, 
be  placed  upon  a satisfactory  basis ; and  lastly,  this  proposition  could 
he  carried  into  immediate  effect,  as  the  Executive  is  already  armed, 
by  the  90th  section  of  the  Prisons  Act,  with  powers  to  discontinue 
ordinary  bridewells,  and  by  the  92nd,  to  appoint  district  bridewells. 

These  powers,  however,  are  wholly  inadequate  to  deal  with  the 
evils  of  ordinary  bridewells,  if  it  should  be  thought  expedient  to 
retain  them;  in  which  case  it  would  he  necessary  to  obtain  from 
the  Legislature  the  means  of  compelling  a fulfilment  of  all  the 
statutory  requirements,  as  experience  has  shown  that  it  is  futile  to 
rely  upon  the  voluntary  action  of  the  authorities,  in  many  localities, 
fqr  carrying  out  even  the  primary  prescriptions  of  our  prison  laws.

The  tables  of  criminal  statistics  of  the  county  Antrim 

show  a progres* 

sive  increase  in  the  daily  average  number  of  male  inmates  of  the  county 
gaol  at  Belfast  from  102  in  1861,  to  173  in  1865,  and  a further  increase 
since  the  commencement  of  1866;  the  latter,  however,  arising  solely  from 
the  number  of  political  prisoners,  strangers  to  the  district,  drafted  from 
other  counties  into  it  under  warrant  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  in  consequence 
of  the  excellent  cellular  accommodation  which  this  fine  prison  affords. 

The  preceding  schedule  of  offences  for  the  three  past  years,  and  a 
retrospect  of  others  previously  published,  indicate  a considerable  increase 
in  the  number  of  commitments  in  1863-4-5  of  males,  for  crimes  against 
the  person ; since,  however,  the  commencement  of  1866,  this  class  of 
offences  has  considerably  diminished,  as  likewise  larcenies  and  like  offences 
against  property;  committals  for  drunkenness,  especially  of  females  have 
increased,  the  numbers  being  710  in  1863,  841  in  1864,  and  971  in  1805. 

I found  on  the  day  which  I selected  for  my  official  inspection  of  this 
gaol,  besides  lunatics  and  debtors,  127  male  and  64  female  prisoners  in 
custody,  included  in  which  numbers  were  some  drunkards,  vagrants,  and 
1 deserter. 

Five  males  and  1 female  had  been  convicted  before  the  Judge  at  assizes, 
and  14  males  and  2 females  before  the  Chairman  of  the  county  at  quarter 
sessions.  Six  males  and  2 females  were  under  committals  for  trial  at 
quarter  sessions.  All  the  remaining  criminal  prisoners  in  the  gaol  had 
been  summarily  convicted  by  magistrates  or  were  on  remand  for  trial  at 
petty  sessions ; in  the  latter  class  were  some  lunatics,  whom  it  was  the 
wish  of  the  magistrates  to  have  admitted  into  the  asylum  when  an  oppor- 
tunity offers,  and  were  lodged  in  the  gaol  on  criminal  committals,  as 
there  is  always  a delay  when  an  application  is  made  to  have  lunatics 
committed  as  dangerous  transferred  by  warrant  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant. 

Two  males  in  custody  were  under  a sentence  of  imprisonment  of  two 
years  each,  and  11  of  one  year ; 4 also  for  a term  of  nine  and  11  of  sis 
months.  One  of  the  female  prisoners  had  been  sentenced  to  nine  and 
1 to  eight  months’  imprisonment.  Seven  others  for  a term  of  six  months; 
1 of  four,  and  5 of  three  mouths ; 8 males  had  been  sentenced  to  three, 
and  5 to  four  months’  imprisonment.  The  other  convicted  prisoners  under 
sentence  in  the  gaol  were  for  short  periods. 

One  of  the  two  prisoners  sentenced  to  an  imprisonment  of  two  years 
had  been  convicted  soon  after  the  Belfast  riots  in  1864  ; the  other  was  a 
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clerk,  found  guilty  of  the  embezzlement  of  a sum  of  money.  Six  of  those 
under  sentences  of  twelve  months  were  “in  default  of  bail,  being  notorious 
thieves,  and  suspected  of  a purpose  to  commit  a felony;”  others  also 
were  under  similar  commitments  for  shorter  periods.  One  very  young 
woman  had  been  committed  “ for  concealing  a birth,”  “until  discharged 
by  due  course  of  law.” 

Ninety-two  males  and  5 females  arrested  for  debt  had  been  committed 
to  this  gaol  in  1SG5,  41  of  whom  were  paupers  supported  at  the  cost  of 
the  rates ; 40,  including  2 females,  had  been  committed  prior  to  my 
inspection  in  1S66,  of  whom  5 (4  males  and  1 female)  occupied  the 
debtors’  quarters  when  I visited  them. 

J uven/iles . 

Sixty-two  male  and  2 female  juveniles  were  inmates  of  this  gaol  during 
the  nine  and  half  months  previous  to  my  inspection ; of  these  13 
boys  and  1 girl  had  beeu  sentenced  to  be  transferred  to  a reformatory  at 
the  end  of  their  punishment  in  the  gaol.  The  girl  and  1 boy  were  in 
custody  on  the  day  of  my  visit,  both  sentenced  to  an  imprisonment  of  one 
month  antecedent  to  their  removal  to  the  reformatory.  The  father  of 
the  boy  was  at  the  time  a criminal  in  the  gaol,  convicted  of  an  assault, 
and  sentenced  to  an  imprisonment  of  four  months.  The  girl  was  only 
twelve  years  of  age. 

Sixty  four  boys  and  5 girls  were  committed  in  18Go,  of  whom  26  hoys 
and  2 girls  were  “ not  convicted,”  and  were  discharged  ; all  were  dealt  with 
by  the  magistrates  at  petty  sessions.  Five  were  twice  convicted  during 
the  year  ; 2 only  were  strangers  to  the  district. 

In  the  April  previous  to  inspection  1 boy  escaped  from  the  gaol ; he 
crossed  the  boundary  wall  at  the  rear,  but  was  retaken.  This  boy,  who  is 
a sailor,  has,  I understand,  been  induced  by  the  Governor  to  again  go  to 
sea  on  board  ship  at  Liverpool,  and  by  this  means  bas  been  abstracted 
from  the  criminal  class  of  Belfast,  of  which  be  was  becoming  a dangerous 
member.  Thirteen  boys  and  1 girl  were  sent  to  reformatories  from  this 
gaol  during  the  present  year. 


Lunatics. 

Besides  insane  prisoners  on  remand  under  criminal  committals,  for  their 
more  easy  transfer  to  the  asylum,  11  males  and  2 females  committed  as 
dangerous  occupied  the  quarters  for  lunatics  of  this  strictly  cellular  prison 
on  the  day  of  my  inspectioa.  The  accommodation  for  prisoners  of  this 
class,  especially  of  females,  is  very  unsuited  for  their  treatment.  The 
males  sleep  in  the  cells  of  the  I)  wing,  except  one  old  man,  who  is  accom- 
modated at  night  in  the  hospital.  During  the  day  they  are  crowded  into 
two  double  cells,  and  have  a yard  in  which  they  can  exercise,  bat  the 
number  of  outer  doors  inquired  lbr  the  accommodation  of  lunatics  and 
debtors  in  the  D wing  necessarily  impairs  the  security  of  the  gaol.  There 
are  eight  such  doors  to  this  wing  alone.  The  female  lunatics  are  confined 
in  the  cells  for  criminals  of  the  female  prison ; one  old  woman  was,  when 
1 visited  her,  lying  on  the  floor  of  her  cell,  she  complained  to  me  that  she 
could  not  eat  the  stirabout  given  her  for  breakfast  and  asked  for  some  tea 
instead.  I found  that  it  had  been  ordered  for  her  by  the  Medical  Officer 
previously  to  my  visit. 

The  insane  here  receive  a diet  of  which  meat  for  dinner  on  two  days  in 
the  week  forms  a part,  besides  supper,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  food 
provided  for  criminal  prisoners,  and  the  Surgeon  of  the  gaol  carefully 
attends  to  their  comforts  as  far  as  the  appliances  at  bis  disposal  will

permit,  but  lunatics,  shut  up  in  cells,  debarred  from  out-door  employment 
or  the  hygenic  treatment  so  necessary  for  their  state,  must  have  the 
symptoms  of  their  disease  greatly  aggravated  from  the  influences  to  which 
they  are  subjected.  I append  extracts  from  a letter  written  to  me  by 
Doctor  Purdon,  the  Medical  Officer  of  this  gaol,  whose  high  professional 
acquirements  make  his  opinion  of  considerable  weight.  On  this  subject, 
when  referring  to  the  insane  under  his  care  in  the  gaol,  he  observes : — 

“ Belfast  Gaol,  September  20,  1866. 

“ Some  have  attempted  suicide ; some  manifested  the  highest  degree  of  excitement 
and  violence ; others,  on  the  contrary,  are  in  a state  of  prostration  and  debility  after, 
perhaps,  a temporary  excitement;  some  epileptics,  who  occasionally,  after  the  convulsive 
paroxysm,  make  outbreaks,  and  often  patients  labouring  under  softening  of  the  brain ; 
also  occasionally  idiots,  of  whom  the  friends  are  glad  to  be  relieved,  and  who  of  course 
can  easily  be  provoked  to  commit  an  act  of  violence;  I may  mention  also  cases  of 
delirium  tremens.  lVere  all  these  sent  to  prison  merely  “in  transitu,”  for  a few  days, 
and  then  transferred  to  an  asylum  for  suitable  treatment,  I should  not  trouble  you  with 
this ; but  owing  to  the  overcrowded  state  of  onr  asylums,  they  are  left  in  prison  for 
months  and  even  years  ; moreover,  a gaol  is  not  the  place  for  poor  creatures  afflicted  with 
the  loss  of  reason,  not  a crime  hut  a disease.  We  have  no  appliances  for  either  treatment 
or  management;  in  the  case  of  the  violent  no  means  of  restraint,  except  the  straight 
waistcoat  or  handcuffs ; no  padded  rooms,  no  trained  assistants,  but  obliged  to  break 
through  the  separate  system  of  our  gaol  by  appointing  two  of  our  inmates  to  be  together 
present  in  the  cell  both  night  and  day.  Again,  should  the  case  he  one  tending  to 
dementia,  what  possible  prospect  can  there  be  even  of  improvement,  where  the  party  is 
subject  to  the  monotony  of  the  gaol,  no  employment  adapted  to  the  case,  no  recreation, 
the  same  tedious  repetition  of  daily  observances;  no  doubt  our  bumaue  and  attentive 
Governor  has  done  all  in  his  power  towards  their  amusement  by  supplying  the  day  ward 
with  coloured  engravings ; but  they  soon  cease  to  amuse,  and,  when  a patient  is  returning 
to  his  senses,  or  has  a lucid  interval,  he  feels,  often  acutely,  the  irksomeness  of  his  confine- 
ment in  our  gloomy  walls,  and  I would  fear  that  the  lengthened  abode  with  us,  if  it  do 
not  confirm  the  disease,  tends  to  render  the  recovery  much  more  tedious. 

“ I may  add  that  many  of  the  poor  creatures  sent  in  are  in  a state  of  broken  health,  and 
require  more  care  and  nursing  than  can  possibly  be  given.  The  County  Antrim  Gaol  is  a 
bad  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  bodily  ailment,  but  much  worse  for  mental. 

“Thomas  Henry  Purdon." 

I would  add  that  either  the  expensive  establishments  fitted  up  as 
District  Asylums,  and  maintained  at  a heavy  cost  to  the  rates,  for  lunatics, 
are  unnecessary,  or  the  detention  aud  treatment  in  gaol,  under  circum- 
stances  so  well  described  by  Doctor  Purdon,  of  patients  suffering  from 
the  same  disease  and  with  equal  claims  on  public  charity  should  not  be 
permitted  to  continue  year  after  year. 

In  January,  1866,  3 lunatics  died  in  this  gaol — 1 of  disease  of  tbe 
lungs,  and  2 of  disease  of  the  brain  ; and  in  June  2 others  died— 1 of 
consumption,  the  other  of  disease  of  the  brain,  the  result  of  delirium 
tremens  ; and  the  Local  Inspector  adds,  in  reporting  some  of  these  cases, 
“ many  persons  are  sent  here  as  dangerous  lunatics  who  ought  not  to  be 
committed  to  a gaol.” 

One  lunatic  met  with  an  accident  in  falling  down  an  area.

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but  it  was  to  receive  a general  overhauling  as  soon  as  the  reparation  of 
the  male  prison  was  completed. 

The  bedding,  blankets,  sheets,  and  prison  clothing  were  sufficient  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  establishment ; besides  a small  stock  was 
in  store.  As  regards  the  bedding,  I would  observe  that  the  custom 
practised  here  of  keeping  the  prisoners’  bed-clothes  wrapped  up  in  the 
cots  during  the  day,  is  for  several  reasons  objectionable,  and  it  is 
considered  better  that  the  blankets  and  sheets  should  be  folded  up  and 
laid  on  the  cot,  exposed  to  the  air,  and  ventilated  as  much  as  possible 
during  the  day.  Water  for  prison  use  is  obtained  from  a deep  well  oil  the 
premises,  and  is  raised  by  a small  steam-engine,  the  superfluous  steam  from 
which  is  economically  applied  to  the  cooking  of  the  food  of  the  prisoners. 
The  sewerage  is  stated  to  be  good,  and  I believe  it  is  so.  The  hospital 
is  badly  constructed,  and  the  sittings  in  the  chapel  are  framed  after  a 
faulty  model,  formerly  adopted  in  the  gaols  of  Mountjoy,  Kilkenny,  and 
elsewhere  ; close  boxes,  such  as  are  here,  have  been  now  removed  from 
the  prison  chapels  in  the  above-mentioned  gaols,  and  open  seats  have 
been  substituted  for  them.  School  is  held  in  this  apartment,  but  as  I 
pointed  out  fully  in  iny  report  for  1S64,  the  arrangement  of  the  seats  is 
still  more  unsuited  for  the  present  system  of  school  teaching  than  even  for 
a chapel.  In  former  reports  of  Inspectors-General  the  unfitness  of  the 
quarters  in  which  female  debtors  are  located  has  also  been  noticed. 

There  is  an  excellent  laundry  in  this  gaol,  one  of  the  best  in  any  couuty 
gaol  in  the  kingdom,  but  the  drying-room  is  faulty ; it  is,  however, 
proposed  to  make  some  improvements  in  it  immediately. 

The  prison  is  unlocked  in  the  morning  during  summer  and  winter  at  6, 
a.m.,  and  the  cells  are  locked  for  the  night  at  5.45,  p.m.,  during  the 
entire  year ; each  warder  locks  his  own  class ; the  Deputy  Governor 
then  goes  round,  sees  each  prisoner,  and  the  locks  are  ascertained  to  be 
secure.  Gas  is  kept  lighting  in  the  cells  until  8 o’clock,  p.m.,  and  at  9, 
P.M.,  a superior  officer  makes  a final  rouud  of  the  prison.  One  watchman  and 
three  turnkeys  patrol  during  the  night,  two  always  remaining  on  duty;  the 
watchman  from  10,  p.m.,  to  6,  a.m.,  the  turnkeys  in  rotation.  Their  vigi- 
lance is  tested  by  two  tell-tale  clocks,  oue  in  the  central  hall,  the  other  at 
the  end  of  a corridor.  The  markings  of  these  clocks  are  regularly  entered 
in  a book  **  The  State  of  the  Prison  at  Lockings.” 

Two  prisoners  escaped  from  the  gaol  in  1866 — one  a boy,  wlio  was 
working  in  a stone-shed,  from  which  he  got  out  unobserved,  in  April  last, 
and  passed  to  the  boundary  wall  at  the  rear,  which  he  climbed,  but  was 
retaken  some  time  afterwards;  the  other,  a notorious  thief  and  burglar, 
committed  on  the  22nd  August,  for  twelve  months,  in  default  of  bail, 
effected  liis.  escape,  also  from  the  stone-sheds,  on  the  18tli  September 
foilowiog;  he  has  since  been  retaken  through  the  exertions  of  the  Governor, 
in  Glasgow,  by  a prison  officer.  This  prisoner,  I understand,  climbed  the 
rustications  of  a gateway,  and  so  reached  the  top  of  the  boundary  wall. 
This  spot  also  had  been  previously  pointed  out  by  me  as  insecure.  The 
officers  in  charge  on  both  occasions  were  suspended. 

Gas  is  manufactured  within  the  prison  grounds  at  a cheaper  rate  than 
the  price  charged  by  the  gas  company  in  the  town,  and  the  court-house 
is  lighted  from  the  prison  gasometer.

The  preceding  table  may  be  considered  as  a fair  representation  of  the 
daily  occupation  of  the  prisoners  in  this  gaol.  The  males  are  employed 
at  stone-breaking,  trades,  mat-making,  prison  duties,  and  repairs  of  the 
prison ; they  were  employed  in  whitewashing  and  replastering  the  cells 
on  the  day  of  my  visit.  The  females  are  for  the  most  part  engaged  in 
sewing  and  washing  j the  latter  occupation  of  the  prisoners  is  a source  of 
considerable  profit  to  the  establishment,  as  the  washing  for  the  public  is 
executed  in  a superior  manner,  which  insures  adequate  remuneration. 

As  has  been  observed  in  former  reports,  there  is  here  no  waste  of 
human  labour’,  which,  judicially  applied,  produces  a large,  income  and 
diminishes  the  cost  to  the  rates  of  this  well-managed  institution,  in  which 
the  prisoners  are  maintained  at  a cheaper  rate  than  in  any  other  county 
gaol  in  Ireland.

Having  in  my  report  for  1864  explained  fully  my  opinion  of  this 
branch  of  the  establishment,  I now  merely  refer  to  that  report,  as  my 
impressions  on  the  subject  remain  unaltered,  by.  subsequent  experience.

I found  the  provisions  for  prison  use  on  the  day  of  my  inspection  of 
good  quality ; and  as  the  bread  is  baked  in  rolls,  each  of  the  size  of  a 
single  portion,  the  quantity  allotted  to  each  individual  is  insured.  The 
Chaplains  report  on  the  food  supplied  for  the  prisoners  in  the  approved 
tabular  form,  and  for  the  most  part  favourably;  occasionally  I find  the 
buttermilk  is  stated  to  be  sour,  and  the  milk  and  stirabout  thin.  The 
gruel  (oatmeal  and  water)  is  stated  by  them  to  be  pretty  good. 


Boohs  and  Accounts. 

The  various  books  and  registers  of  discipline  and  finance  are  here  kept 
with  considerable  care  and  attention.  Some  of  tlie  forms  adopted  are  of 
a superior  description  and  well  worthy  of  imitation.  All  the  superior 
officers  have  journals,  and  those  of  the  Governor  and  the  Medical  Officer 
are  kept  with  especial  minuteness.  This  branch  of  the  establishment  is 
very  satisfactory.

The  turnkeys  in  this  gaol  dine  together  at  a long  table,  but  each  have 
a separate  mess.  Food  rations  are  not  given  to  officers,  but  the  turnkeys 
are  provided  with  uniforms  and  firearms.  . 

In  consequence  of  their  great  increase  of  duties  and  the  trouble  taken  by 
the  Governor,  the  Local  Inspector,  and  some  other  officers  of  this  gaol 
during  the  period  in  1866,  when  a large  number  of  political  prisoners  were 
in  custody,  transferred  by  warrant  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  from  other  gaol 
districts,  the  Government,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendence, presented  a gratuity  to  each  of  these  officers,  a compliment 
to  which  they  were  well  entitled ; and  the  Inspectors-General  were 
directed  to  convey  the  thanks  of  the  Lords  Justices  to  the  Board  of 
Superintendence  for  the  assistance  which  they  so  promptly  afforded,  at 
a time  when  the  cellular  accommodation  possessed  by  the  Executive  was 
insufficient.

One  male,  committed  in  duly,  1864,  died  of  peritonitis,  after  dysentery, 
in  March,  1865.  H.  D.  and  I.  0.,  two  lunatics,  died  in  January,  18(36.

Notwithstanding  that  thecriminal  calendarof  the  county  Armagh  at  the 
summer  assizes  held  just  preceding  my  inspection  of  this  gaol  in  July, 
1866,  showed  a larger  number  of  prisoners  for  trial  than  that  in  any  of 
the  adjoining  counties  (altogether  43  names  of  prisoners  for  trial  were 
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on  the  list),  still  on  an  analysis  of  the  offences  charged  all  but  3 were 
connected  with  party  processions,  or  were  assaults  consequent  thereon. 
None  were  agrarian.  I find  also  that  of  the  3 prisoners  not  charged 
with  party  processions  or  riots,  only  1 was  convicted  he  having  been 
guilty  of  an  assault,  for  which  he  was  sentenced  to  an  imprisonment  of 
three  months. 

I found  in  custody  on  the  day  of  my  inspection  1 military  offender 
under  a sentence  of  two  years’  imprisonment;  another  prisoner  convicted 
at  the  spring  assizes,  1805,  of  abduction,  and  sentenced  to  an  imprison- 
ment of  1 8 months  ; and  a female  for  a term  of  1 52  months  for  larceny. 
Eight  prisoners  (1  males  and  4 females)had  been  sentenced  to  0 months, 
and  1 (male)  to  4 months’  imprisonment;  all  the  remaining  inmates  of 
the  gaol,  not  lunatics  or  debtors,  were  under  sentences  in  no  case  ex- 
ceeding 3 months,  for  assaults,  larcenies,  and  embezzlement  of  yarn  (a 
common  offence  in  this  district).  The  female,  however,  in  custody, 
now  under  a sentence  of  12  months’  imprisonment  iu  this  gaol  for  shop- 
lifting, had  previously  been  sentenced  to  penal  servitude,  after  many 
former  convictions.  Another  returned  convict  (male)  who  was  only  dis- 
charged from  the  Convict  Depot  on  the  20th  of  J anuary  last  was,  on  the 
7th  April  following,  committed  here  for  stealing  potatoes;  he  was 
summarily  convicted  by  the  magistrates  at  petty  sessions,  and  sen- 
tenced to  an  imprisonment  of  three  months. 

Altogether  33  males  and  14  females  were  in  custody,  besides  lunatics 
and  debtors ; 1 8 had  been  convicted  before  the  Judge  of  assize  or  the 
Chairman  of  the  county — 13  for  party  riots  and  assaults,  and  5 for 
offences  against  property ; tile  other  prisoners  criminally  convicted 
had  been  summarily  sentenced  by  magistrates  sitting  at  petty  sessions. 
Two  of  the  inmates  were  detained  under  the  Habeas  Corpus  Suspension 
Act;  2 were  master  and  2 pauper  debtors;  6 females  were  lunatics. 
No  revenue  prisoner  was  committed  to  this  gaol  during  the  present 
year;  1 was  committed  in  1865. 


Juveniles. 


Fourteen  juveniles  were  inmates  of  this  gaol  in  1865,  and  13  pre- 
viously to  my  inspection  in  I860,, including  1 female  thirteen  years  of 
age,  without  friends,  whose  parents  were  both  dead;  having,  I under- 
stand, been  resident  in  the  workhouse,  she  was  sentenced  to  an  im- 
prisonment of  14  days,  and  afterwards  to  spend  2 years  in  a Keforma- 
toiy,  that  period  is,  X consider,  too  short — first  to  eradicate  the  effects  of 
a previous  life  of  idleness  and  vice,  and  then  to  teach  and  train  to  per- 
severe in  habits  of  industry,  through  which  she  could  gain  an  honest 
livelihood  afterwards,  and  it  is  to  be  remembered  that,  under  the  Re- 
formatory Act,  the  managers  of  Reformatories  have  the  power  at  the 
end  of  half  the  sentence  to  place  out  children  on  licence,  with  proper 
surveillance  over  them. 


With  regard  to  this  girl,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Shore,  Rector  of  St.  Nicholas  Within,  the 
Manager,  and  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Dublin  Protestant  Reformatories,  has 
written  to  me  the  letter  which  I axipend.  He  is  also  Protestant  Chaplain  of  Mount- 
joy  Convict  Depot,  and  having  devoted  himself  to  the  care  of  deserted  children  is,  I 
consider,  a high  authority  on  the  subject,  be  says: — 


“Cork-street  Reformatory, 
"26th  July,  1866. 

“We  lately  received  the  first  juvenile  ever  sent  tons  from  Armagh ; a nice  little 
girl,  aged  13;  hut  sent  for  two  years  only.  That  time,  being  hardly  enough  to 
teach  and  Improve  her,  will  not  suffice  to  obliterate  the  evil  reminiscences  of  the 
past,  or  to  confirm  her  in  better  dispositions  for  the  future.  At  the  end  of  her  sen- 
tence she  will  he  still  too  young  to  be  placed  in  a situation,  however  well  she  may 
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deserve  it : and  she  will  not  have  had  time  to  be  trained  and  practised  sufficiently 
to  be  able  to  earn  her  livelihood.  We  must  discharge  her  at  the  age  of  1 5.  She  is 
an  orphan,  and  has  no  home;  what  is  to  become  of  her?  Had  she  been  sent  for 
five  or  even  four  years,  we  could,  at  the  end  oi  three,  have  gotten  her  into  some 
place  on  trial;  and  if  she  did  not  suit,  we  would  take  her  back,  and  try  again. 
But  our  power  over  her  is  too  limited,  and  she  may  be  lost  in  consequence..  As,  I 
believe,  you  have  this  year  the  inspection  of  prisons  in  the  northern  provinces,  I 
thought  it  well  to  inform  yon  of  tliis  case,  as  affording  a striking  illustration  of  the 
evil  of  short  terms  of  detention  in  reformatories.  I am  sure  you  will  take  oppor- 
tunity to  urge  it  upon  the  local  authorities,  for  youknow  how  futile  is  the  idea. that 
two  years  can  suffice  to  eradicate  the  effect  of  many  past  years  of  neglect  and  crime; 
and  that  those  poor  creatures  have  to  be  taught  not  merely  to  ‘ Cease  to  do  evil,’  but 
in  addition  to  • Learn  to  do  well.'  „ TjIos.  B_  Shobs. 

Two  "boys  were  also  sent  to  Reformatories  for  three  years  each. 


Lunatics. 

I found  C female  lunatics  committed  as  dangerous  in  custody  on  the 
day  of  my  inspection ; the  male  insane  prisoners  having  previously  been 
removed  to  the  asylum.  One  of  the  female  lunatics,  however,  a young 
girl  committed  from  the  workhouse  in  April  last,  appears  to  have  been 
labouring  at  the  time  under  incipient  typhus,  as  soon  after  her  removal 
to  the  gaol,  the  symptoms  of  that  disease  showed  themselves  in  her. 
Within  a short  period  the  matron  also,  under  whose  charge  she  was 
placed,  the  assistant  matron,  threeof  the  male  turnkeys,  a master  debtor, 
and  a criminal  prisoner,  were,  in  succession,  attacked  by  the  fever  in  an 
aggravated  form,  and  although,  through  the  constant  care  of  the  Medical 
Officer,  the  lives  of  these  5 officers  and  2 prisoners  were  saved ; it  is,  how- 
ever,  attributable  to  the  mischievous  results  of  the  Act  1st  Vic.,  ch.  27, 
which  legalized  the  removal  of  this  young  woman  from  the  wards 
of  a union  workhouse  to  the  cells  of  a separate  criminal  prison  that 
so  great  a calamity  was  brought  on  some  of  the  best  officers  in  this 
establishment.  I would  add  that  this  girl  who  on  tlie  death  of  her 
mother  (her  father  having  married  again),  had  become  insane,  recovered 
her  intellect  during  the  progress  of  the  fever,  but  has  now,  on  her  re- 
covery from  it,  relapsed  into  her  former  state  of  mental  disease.  The 
Medical  Officer,  who  is  unremitting  in  his  attention  to  these  unfortu- 
nate beings  has,  however,  still  hopes  of  the  recovery  of  her  intellect  also. 

The  lunatic  women  confined  in  this  gaol  sleep  in  the  cells  of  the 
female  prison,  each  in  charge  of  a sane  prisoner ; they  receive  a suitable 
diet,  including  half  a pound  of  beef  on  three  days  in  the  week,  and  half  a 
pound  of  bread  with  half  a pint  of  milk  for  supper.  There  is,  however 
no  suitable  place  in  which  they  can  take  exercise. 

One  lunatic  committed  for  the  murder  of  her  infant  on  the  15th 
July,  1865,  died  on  the  24th  of  the  same  month  of  “nervous  excitement.

Since  my  colleague  last  inspected  tliis  prison  in  1865,  the  house  for 
the  Governor  has  been  completed,  and  the  gaol  now  presents  a highly 
architectural  front  to  the  street:  many  useless  walls  have  been  pulled 
down,  and  the  block  of  buildings  preserved,  which  was  in  a very  dila- 
pidated condition  has  been  judiciously  restored  ; one  short  wall,  how- 
ever, has  still  to  be  built  it  is  required  to  separate  the  space  adjoining 
the  Governor’s  house  from  the  yard  in  which  criminal  prisoners  are 
employed,  and  might  he  constructed  after  the  same  plan  as  the  wall 
separating  the  male  from  the  female  exercising  ground.  Stone  sheds 
are  likewise  much  required,  as  well  as  separation  in  the  laundry  and  a 
marshalsea  for  female  debtors,  which  is  imperative  under  the  Prisons 
Act. 

1 found  when  X made  my  inspection  of  the  gaol  the  buildings  all  in 
sound  repair,  clean,  and  well  kept,  the  ventilation  good,  and  the  supply 
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of  water  sufficient:  it  is  taken  from  a reservoir  outside  tile  prison 
boundary,  on  a high  level  which  commands  all  the  buildings.  The 
sewerage  is,  I am  informed,  effective,  and  the  stock  of  bedding  and 
prison  clothing  sufficientfor  present  requirements ; a suitable  apparatus 
for  disinfecting  the  prisoners’  clothing  and  destroying  any  vermin 
that  may  he  therein  is  much  required.  I would  suggest  that  either 
a hot  air  or  a steaming  apparatus  such  as  is  used  in  Dundalk  Gaol 
he  put  up ; the  cost  is  trifling ; and  when  it  is  remembered  that  the 
poison  of  typhus,  introduced  into  this  gaol  during  the  past  year  by 
a prisoner,  was  nearly  being  fatal  to  five  of  the  prison  officers,  the  im- 
portance of  having  the  clothes  of  all  prisoners  entering  the  gaol  disin- 
fected is  evident.  Dr.  Lancaster  observes,  “At  the  temperature  of 
boiling  water  all  these  poisons  are  destroyed,  a most  important  fact,  as 
we  hare  in  every  household  the  means  of  destroying  them  “ the 
germinal  elements  otherwise  retain  their  vitality  long  after  they  have 
been  removed  from  the  body  and  may  bo  conveyed  in  linen,  cotton,  or 
woollen  fabrics,  and  only  need  the  awakening  influence  of  a. little 
moisture  to  summon  them  to  live  anew.”  The  fact  that  cow-pock  in- 
fection, sent  by  post  to  the  most  distant  places,  and  after  long  periods 
communicates  the  disease,  is  evidence  of  the  correctness  of  this  obser- 
vation, and  shows  the  necessity  of  the  precaution  I recommend. 

The  cells  of  the  prisoners  are  lighted  by  gas,  and  the  water-closets  in 
the  cells  are  stanch  and  kept  in  repair  by  contract ; £1S  is  paid  for 
the  contract  to  keep  the  plumber's  work,  gas,  and  water-pipes,  pumps, 
and  similar  works,  in  repair  during  the  year. 

The  Governor,  accompanied  by  the  head  warder  and  turnkey  in 
charge  of  the  male  side  of  the  gaol,  and  with  the  matron  on  the  female 
side,  attends  lock-up,  which  is  held  at  0 o’clock  in  both  summer  awl 
winter.  The  prisoners  are  unlocked  at  6,  a.m.,  ill  summer,  and  at  7, 
a. si.,  in  winter.  At  a quarter  past  0 o’clock,  after  lock-up,  the  Governor, 
with  two  warders,  inspects  each  cell  iu  the  male  prison,  and  sees  that 
the  prisoner  has  lain  down  in  his  cot.  The  locks  are  then  ascertained 
to  be  secure. 

Gas  light  is  supplied  to  the  cells  of  such  criminal  prisoners  only  as 
are  engaged  at  trades,  and  is  extinguished  at  8 o'clock,  p.m. 

The  night  watch  comes  on  duty  at  10  o’clock.  One  tell-tale  clock  of 
excellent  make  had  been  purchased  at  a cost  of  £l  o,  but  had  not  been 
placed  when  I inspected.  No  superior  officer  visits  the  watch  at  late 
hours  during  the  night. 

The  prison  keys  are  kept  after  lock-up  in  aToox  in  the  bed-room  of 
the  Governor  to  which  no  person  has  access.  An  excellent  lock  and 
bolt  lias  been  put  on  the  outside  of  the  female  prison ; the  Governor 
is  thus  enabled  to  lock  the  outer  door  of  that  prison  at  night,  the 
matron  keeping  the  key  of  the  inside  lock.  Four  alarm  bells,  rung  by 
the  vibration  of  the  air,  are  placed  at  the  entrance  to  the  central  hall ; 
they  can  be  heard  all  over  the  prison  at  night,  and  are  used  to  call  the 
night  watchman,  if  necessary.  When  the  locks  require  repair  they  are 
taken  home  by  a whitesmith,  and  after  being  put  in  order,  are  returned 
by  him,  without  passing  through  the  hands  of  a third  person.

The  only  punitive  labour  in  the  gaol  is  the  breaking  of  hard  whin- 
stone,  for  which  work  one  shilling  per  ton  is  obtained ; reproductive 
labour  is  encouraged  and  looms  are  supplied  for  weaving.  Four 
prisoners  were  employed  weaving  fine  pocket  handkerchiefs  on  the  day 
of  my  visit.  Three  other  looms  were  being  prepared  for  work,  making 
altogether  seven  to  be  in  use  after  the  assizes  had  concluded;  ten  to 
twelve  shillings  per  piece  is  obtained  for  this  work.  One  prisoner 
was  engaged  in  shoemaking  and  1 making  clothes  from  Ineze  ol  a 
superior  description,  for  prison  use.

I questioned  all  the  prisoners  in  custody ; no  complaint  was  made  to 
me  by  any.  The  Chaplains  inspect  the  provisions  supplied  and  report 
in  the  tabular  form  recommended  for  their  use.  I find  that  occasionally 
they  remark  that  the  milk  is  not  good;  and  on  a few  occasions,  that  the 
bread  was  not  sufficiently  baked.  On  the  day  of  inspection,  the  food  for 
the  prisoners,  which  I tasted,  was  of  good  quality. 

Boohs. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  this  gaol  appear  to  be  kept  with  more  than 
ordinary  care  and  attention.  The  checks  on  expenditure  adopted  by 
the  Local  Inspector  are  excellent  and  calculated  to  prevent  the  occur- 
rence of  any  irregularity.  Every  creditor  is  paid  his  account,  if  beyond 
a few  shillings,  by  cheque  signed  by  three  members  of  the  Board,  and 
countersigned  by  the  Local  Inspector ; and  as  each  turnkey  gets  a sepa- 
rate cheque  for  the  amount  of  his  salary,  it  passes  as  money  in  the  city, 
and  if  lost  is  recoverable  as  it  can  be  traced  through  the  hank.  This 
is  a system  which  should  be  adopted  elsewhere.  A separate  account  is 
opened  for  each  bridewell  and  the  gaol— the  balances  can  always  be  at 
once  seen  and  must  correspond.  The  bank-book  is  produced  at  every 
meeting  of  the  Board.  The  approved  forms  for  journals  and  statistical 
registers  have  been  adopted.

The  Grand  Jury  at  the  summer  assizes,  1860,  increased  the  salary 
of  the  Local  Inspector  from  £S0  to  £U)0;  of  the  Governor  from 
£170  to  £-200,  and  £5  has  been  added  to  the  salaries  of  all  the 
inferior  officers.  I highly  approve  of  these  additions  to  the  salaries 
of  deserving  officers;  hut  the  Chaplains  still  receive  only  £30  a year 
each,  being  £5  less  than  is  given  to  the  lowest  turnkey  in  the  gaol  and 
£5  more  than  the  wages  of  the  hospital  nurse.  I would  call  particular 
attention  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  remuneration  given  to  these  gentle- 
men, whose  duties  are  arduous  and  of  the  greatest  importance  in  a 
gaol  managed  on  the  separate  system.  Another  officer  attached  to  the 
establishment,  the  Surgeon,  who  is  likewise  Surgeon  of  the  County 
Infirmary,  is  now  obliged  to  give  his  attendance  and  professional 
assistance  under  the  86th  section  of  the  Act  6 & 7 Geo.  IV.,  cap.  110, 
without  fee  or  reward,  to  the  prisoners  and  others  in  the  gaol ; it  is, 
however,  to  be  hoped  that  in  future  legislation  on  the  subject  this 
section  will  be  repealed,  and  that  the  skill  and  high  professional  attain- 
ments of  Dr.  Bobinson,  who  holds  the  appointment,  and  who  now 
devotes  so  much  time  gratuitously  to  this  institution,  will  be  adequately 
remunerated.  Dr.  Bobinson  has  addressed  a letter  to  me  as  Inspector- 
G eneral  of  the  northern  district,  which  I append. 


“Armagh  County  Infirmary, 
“July  26,  1866. 

“The  Eight  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  O’ Hagan,  in  his  recent  charge  to  the  Grand  Jury 
of  this  county,  having  alluded  to  a contemplated  recast  of  the  Prisons  Act  for 
Ireland,  the  occasion  tempts  me  to  bring  under  the  immediate  notice  of  the 
Inspectors-General  of  Prisons  in  Ireland,  the  case  of  the  surgeons  of  infirmaries  in 
this  kingdom,  and  trust  they  may  consider  the  time  opportune  for  doing  us  an  act 
of  justice,  and  the  case  a fit  one  to  procure  for  us  the  benefit  of  their  advocacy  and 

“ Our  case  is  this : — Such  of  us  as  reside  within  five  miles  of  the  county  gaol  are 
hound  to  give  our  * attendance  and  professional  assistance,  Without  any  other  or 
further  fee  or  reward,  to  the  prisoners  and  others  in  the  gaol,’  attending  tor  that 
purpose  ‘twice  in  the  week,  or  oftener,  if  necessary.’  I assure  you,  sir,  the  duties 
thus  cheaply  imposed  are  anything  but  perfunctory.  On  the  contrary,  I can  testify 
that  in  my  own  case  they  are  very  responsible  and  laborious.  In  this  prison  we 
have  just  emerged  from  a very  severe  visitation  of  typhus  fever,  bringing  into  great 
peril  the  lives  of  many  of  the  prisoners,  and  prostrating  no  fewer  than  live  ot  the 
prison  officers,  some  of  them  for  six  weeks.  During  all  that  time  my  visits  were  at 
least  daily,  often  more  frequent  than  once  a day.  And  this  is  by  no  means  a soli- 
tary occasion.  In  the  famine  year  of  1847,  there  were  often  a.s  many  as  forty 
prisoners  at  one  time  down  in  fever,  entailing  much  anxious  and  perilous  attendance ; 
and  when  the  gaol  was  visited  by  cholera,  I have  been  as  often  as  five  times  in  one 
day  in  attendance  upon  urgent,  but  happily  not  fatal,  cases.  _ 

“ Now  are  labours  such  as  the.se  worthy  of  no  substantial  recognition  r At  the  time 
when  they  were  superadded  to  our  legitimate  obligations  as  surgeons  of  infirmaries, 
our  duties  in  these  latter  institutions,  mine  certainly,  were  not  nearly  so  onerous  as 
they  have  since  become.  I had  then  charge  of  thirty-six  beds ; there  are  now  just 
double  that  number.  Again,  I had  then  only  sane  patients  to  deal  with  in  the  prison  ; 
since  then  it  has  become  a subsidiary  lunatic  asylum ; and  in  many  counties,  when 
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North  certificates  of  lunacy  or  restoration  to  sanity  11600010  necessary,  the  signature  of  the 
District,  infirmary  surgeon  must  be  given  gratuitously — bis  joint  signatary,  who  need  have 

no  permanent  connexion  with  the  gaol,  being  adequately,  and  very  properly,  paid 

County  of  for  the  very  same  service. 

Armagh  Cl  Such,  sir,  are  some  of  the  facts  of  our  case.  Your  own  official  experience  will 
Gaol.  enable  you  to  judge  whether  I have  overstated  them.  If  they  are  undeniable  facts, 
do  they  not  demand  an  equitable  remedy  ? And  who  can  urge  the  reasonableness 
of  the  appropriate  remedy  with  such  force  and  effect  as  the  Inspectors-General  of 
Prisons  ? * Pair  wages  for  fair  work’  is  all  we  seek  for,  and  this  reasonable  demand 
at  this  opportune  season,  we  trust  the  public  authorities  will  not  deny  to  the 
unbiassed  representations  of  the  Inspectors-General,  who  best  can  judge  how  the 
work  is  done.

As  has  already  been  observed,  fever  of  a low  typhoid  character,  invaded 
this  gaol  during  the  early  part  of  the  present  year,  but  happily 
without  fatal  results. 

When  I visited  the  hospital  on  the  day  of  my  inspection,  only  l patient, 
a female,  was  an  inmate ; and  although  the  accommodation  is  limited, 
consisting  of  bat  one  ward  for  each  sex,  it  is  found  sufficient,  as  the 
Medical  Officer  treats  all  trifling  cases  in  the  cells  of  the  prison.  The 
wards  are  well  ventilated  and  with  water-closets  attached,  but  the  bath 
in  the  hospital  is  out  of  order  and  useless.  There  is,  however,  in  the 
basement  of  the  female  prison,  adjoining  the  laundry,  an  excellent  bath 
and  shower-bath,  with  hot  water  always  ready,  for  prisoners  of  that  sex. 
Convalescent  patients  have  no  separate  exercising  yards — a very  great 
defect,  having  regard  to  the  importance  of  sun  and  light,  and  that  the  sick 
are  thereby  deprived  of  the  opportunity  of  remaining  in  the  open  air, 
more  especially  considering  the  diseases  to  which  prisoners  are  gene- 
rally subject.

When  I made  my  inspection  in  March,  1.860,  41  males  and  11 
females,  of  all  classes,  were  in  custody,  including  19  lunatics  and  ii 
debtors  j 21  males  and  3 females  were  under  sentences  of  imprisonment, 
and  7 of  both  sexes  on  remand  or  waiting  for  trial.  I again  inspected 
the  gaol  in  June  following,  and  then  found  49  male  and  9 female 
prisoners  in  charge,  of  whom  12  (10  males  and  2 females)  had  been 
convicted  at  assizes  or  quarter  sessions,  and  13  males  summarily  by

District.  fei^ale  for  drunkenness.  Three  males  and  2 females  had  not  been 
County  of  convicted,  and  all  the  remaining  prisoners  were  either  lunatics  or 
Cavan  debtors.  Seven  males  and  2 females  were  under  sentences  for  terms 
Gaol.  imprisonment  exceeding  six  months  ; 5,  of  six  months;  12,  of  two 
months  or  shorter  terms ; 3 males  and  2 females  had  not  yet  been 
placed  on  their  trial. 

Only  2 prisoners  were  under  sentences  of  2 years’  imprisonment — 
both  were  old  offenders ; 1 (male),  a notorious  pickpocket,  the  other  is 
one  of  the  only  two  females  (not  including  the  drunkard)  under  con- 
viction in  the  gaol.  She  is  a returned  convict,  a woman  of  the 
worst  description,  and  her  residence  for  2 years  in  an  associated  gaol 
exercises  a most  injurious  effect  on  the  morals  of  females  less  guilty 
who  may  be  placed  in  association  with  her.  She  is  now  in  hospital 
under  treatment. 

The  Roman  Catholic  Chaplain  assures  me  that  from  such  associa- 
tion with  women  of  this  class  many  are  completely  contaminated  during 
their  imprisonment  here,  and  leave  the  prison  much  worse  than  when 
they  entered  it. 

The  greater  number  of  the  male  offenders  in  custody  at  the  time  of 
my  visit  had  been  convicted  of  assaults,  and  it  will  be  seen  by  reference 
to  the  preceding  tables  that  such  offences  are  very  frequent  within  this 
district,  amounting  in  1864  to  140,  and  in  1865  to  111.  None  of  the 
more  grave  crimes,  however,  against  the  person  are  recorded  as  having 
been  committed  within  the  past  year.  Two  prisoners,  however,  were 
convicted  of  manslaughter  in  1865,  but  as  they  were  only  sentenced 
to  an  imprisonment  of  one  month  each,  without  hard  labour,  it  is  evident 
that  the  offence  -was  of  a very  mitigated  character. 

I would  further  observe  that  although  the  number  of  inmates  of  the 
gaol  during  1865,  averaged  44  males  and  1 3 females,  the  class  for  whom 
cellular  accommodation  should  he  provided,  when  the  gaol  is  placed 
on  the  separate  system,  is  comparatively  small,  as  the  many  lunatics 
constantly  in  custody  have  considerably  increased  the  averages  during 
the  year.  The  average  number  of  lunatics  in  the  gaol  in  1865  was  16 
males  and  4 females. 

Seventeen  offenders  against  the  revenue  laws  were  convicted  in  1864, 
and  7 in  1865. 

The  number  of  debtors  in  custody  in  1864  was  23,  in  1865,  14;  1 
old  man,  a pauper  debtor,  76  years  of  age,  has  been  in  custody  here 
since  1860. 

No  escape  from  this  gaol,  or  from  any  of  the  bridewells  of  the  county, 
was  attempted  during  the  past  or  present  year. 

Lunatics. 

I found  1 5 male  and  4 female  lunatics  in  custody  on  the  2nd  March, 
and  19  males  and  3 females  when  I made  my  inspection  in  June.  The 
females  are  placed  with  sane  prisoners  of  that  sex  in  association  in  the 
day-room  of  the  female  prison.  The  males  occupy  one  of  the  sections 
of  the  cellular  prison  for  males,  and  take  exercise  in  a small  yard  railed 
off  for  the  block  which  they  occupy,  it  being  the  only  place  where  they 
can  be  accommodated.  Formerly  the  insane  inmates  of  the  gaol  were 
brought  for  exercise  into  an  adjoining  plantation  during  several  hours 
of  each  day,  with  the  approval  of  the  Inspector  of  Lunatic  Asylums, 
who  has  recorded  in  the  Visitors’  Book  of  this  gaol  his  great  satisfac- 
tion at  the  practice  which  he  considers  both  humane  and  beneficial; 
but  as  they  are  prisoners  committed  under  a special  Act  of  Parliament 
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it  was  found  that  they  could  not  legally  he  allowed  to  pass  outside  the 
boundary  wall  of  the  gaol,  hence  they  are  now  confined  within  the 
narrow  space  which  forms  the  yard  belonging  to  their  section  of  the 
prison,  where,  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  their  only  occupation  appeared  to 
be — walking  on  the  coarse  gravel,  or  listening  to  the  sound  of  a fiddle 
played  by  one  of  their  number.  Even  this  source  of  amusement  should 
in  strictness  be  denied  them,  as  the  sound  of  the  instrument  is  heard 
over  the  entire  prison,  and  is  most  misuited  to  a place  of  punishment, 
but  the  authorities  of  the  gaol  feel  that  it  would  be  cruel  to  deprive 
them  of  this  their  only  enjoyment,  and  which,  to  a certain  degree, 
may  divert  their  thoughts  from  morbidly  dwelling  on  the  subject  of 
their  delusions,  more  especially  as  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  in  the 
asylums  built  for  persons  in  their  state  and  condition,  they  would  be 
surrounded  by  pleasure  grounds  and  gardens,  with  the  various  amuse- 
ments (of  which  music  forms  a part)  -which  are  there  provided  for  the 
purpose.  For  this  reason  I cannot  recommend  its  discontinuance, 
but  at  the  same  time  I lament  the  operation  of  a law  permitted,  as 
far  as  I can  ascertain,  in  no  other  country,  alike  injurious  to  the 
sane  and  insane  occupants  of  the  gaol  and  destructive  of  the  dis- 
cipline of  the  establishment.  Amongst  the  other  privations  to 
which  the  msane  are.  subjected  in  this  gaol,  animal  food  does  not 
form  a part  of  the  diet  which  they  receive,  notwithstanding  the 
opinion  on  the  subject  expressed  by  the  Inspector  of  Lunatic  Asylums, 
who  recommends  its  use,  and  states  in  a memorandum  in  the  hooks  of 
the  gaol  as  far  back  as  1804. — “ I would  desire  animal  food  to  be  given 
them  twice  or  thrice  in  the  week.  J.  N.”  It  thus  appears  that  the  heads 
of  an  important  department  of  the  public  service  have  not  the  power  to 
direct  the  use  of  food  which  they  consider  necessary  for  the  wellbeing 
of  the  patients  placed  by  the  Legislature  under  their  charge,  and  which 
is  given  in  every  lunatic  asylum  under  their  control  in  the  kingdom  ; 
and  the  insane  who,  if  committed  in  England  to  a house  licensed 
for  the  purpose,  enjoy  the  benefit  of  open-air  exercise  in  fields  or 
gardens,  and  receive  the  diet  which  the  Inspectors  of  Lunatic  Asylums 
consider  necessary  for  persons  in  their  condition,  are,  in  consequence 
of  the  operation  of  the  Act  1st  Victoria,  chapter  27,  here  shut  up 
within  the  walls  of  a small  yard,  with  a diet  which  Dr.  Nugent, 
the  head  of  the  lunatic  department  in  Ireland,  declares  to  be  insuffi- 
cient, and  the  one  amusement  permitted  to  them  is  what  should  not 
under  ordinary  circumstances  be  tolerated  in  a gaol.  The  food  sup- 
plied to  the  insane  in  this  prison  consists  of  (as  I am  informed  by  the 
Governor),  males,  ten  ounces  of  meal,  in  stirabout,  and  one  pint  of  but- 
termilk for  breakfast ; eighteen  ounces  of  brown  bread  and  one  pint 
of  newmilk  for  dinner,,  and  five  ounces  of  meal,  in  stirabout,  and 
three-quarters  of  a pint  of  buttermilk  for  supper.  On  two  days  in  the 
week  one  pint  of  oatmeal  gruel  is  given  at  dinner  instead  of  milk. 
Female  lunatics  get  the  ordinary  prison  diet,  with  the  addition  of  half 
a pound  of  brown  bread  and  three  quarters  of  a pint  of  buttermilk  for 
supper.  Lunatic  asylums  are  supported  out  of  the  same  rates  for 
the  same  class  of  the  insane  as  are  committed  to  gaols ; and  if  the  treat- 
ment of  lunatics  in  gaols  is  not  destructive  to  the  healthy  state  of  mind 
and  body  of  the  patients  placed  in  them,  a heavy  and  unnecessary  burden 
is  inflicted  on  the  ratepayers  for  the  maintenance  of  the  costly  asy- 
lums provided  elsewhere  for  the  insane. 
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Juveniles . 

It  appears  from  reference  to  tlie  books  that  only  $ boys  under  16 
years  of  age  were  committed  to  this  gaol  in  1864,  l in  1865,  and  none 
during  the  present  year  previously  to  my  inspection  in  June;  but  I 
found  in  custody  2 youths  of  18  and  19  years  of  age  under  sentences 
of  12  months’  imprisonment,  1 for  sheep-stealing,  the  other  for  stealing 
an  ass ; another  boy  of  1 6 years  of  age  was  waiting  for  trial ; and  a 
fourth,  aged  19  years,  had  been  sentenced  to  6 months’  imprisonment 
for  an  assault.

On  both  my  inspections  I found  the  buildings  of  this  gaol  very  clean 
and  orderly,  generally  in  fair  repair,  with  the  exception  of  the  old  part 
of  the  female  prison,  the  tower  and  back  wing  of  the  old  gaol,  and 
some  of  the  chimneys,  which  are  not  in  a sound  condition.  The 
laundry  is  also  in  a bad  state — very  small  and  unsuitable,  and  there 
is  no  drying-room.  The  supply  of  water  is  taken  from  two  pump-boles 
about  seventy  feet  deep,  from  which  an  abundance  of  excellent  water  can 
always  be  obtained,  but  the  tread-wheel  is  so  old  and  lumbering  that  it 
is  difficult  to  work  it,  and  a proper  crank  should  be  provided  for  pump- 
ing purposes.  The  tread-well  is  not  partitioned,  and  there  are  no  stalls 
for  prisoners  waiting  for  their  turn  on  the  mill.  The  sewerage  is  stated 
to  be  effective  and  flushable.  I found  the  stock  of  clothing,  bedding, 
blankets,  and  sheets  sufficient  for  present  use,  and  some  in  store.  The 
classification  of  the  males  is  according  to  the  Act  7th  Geo.  IV.,  chap. 
74;  that  of  the  females  is  almost  a nullity,  from  the  circumstances  of 
the  prison  and  the  care  of  lunatics  belonging  to  that  sex.  There  are 
no  reception-room  or  marshalsea  for  females,  no  covered  lavatories  or 
working  sheds  for  prisoners  in  bad  weather,  and  the  hospital  is  very 
defective. 

Unlock  is  held  at  6 a.m.  in  summer,  and  at  day-light  in- winter;  the 
prisoners  are  locked  lor  the  night  at  6 p.m.  in  summer,  and  at  dusk 
in  winter. 

Gas  has  not  been  introduced  into  the  cells  of  the  cridiinal  prison. 
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The  Governor  informs  me  that  he  examines  the  cells  after  lock-up, 
and  ascertains  that  each  prisoner  is  in  his  cell ; he  also  occasionally 
inspects  at  uncertain  hours  during  the  night.  Four  turnkeys  patrol 
in  rotation  between  1 0 o’clock  at  night  and  unlock  in  the  morning ; but 
there  is  no  detector  clock  to  test  the  vigilance  of  the  watch  or  the 
regularity  of  his  rounds.  The  outer  keys  of  the  gaol  are  kept  by  the 
Governor  in  his  bedroom  at  night. 

In  accordance  with  a wish  expressed  by  some  members  of  the  Grand 
Jury,  I visited  this  gaol  at  the  commencement  of  March  and  again  in 
June,  1866,  to  confer  with  the  architect  and  the  authorities  of  the  gaol 
as  to  the  best  method  of  making  such  alterations  in  the  prison  build- 
ings as  would  adapt  them  to  efficiently  carry  out  the  most  improved 
form  of  discipline.  After  a careful  examination  of  the  buildings,  and 
a consideration  of  the  arrangements  which  should  be  adopted,  in  the 
proposed  alterations,  ail  admirable  plan  has  been  prepared  by  Mr. 
Hague,  the  architect,  by  which  the  present  buildings  can  be  altered  into 
an  excellent  separate  prison,  which  would  meet  all  the  requirements  of 
the  most  improved  system  of  discipline.  The  probable  cost  of  the 
works,  including  fittings,  is  estimated  at  <£5,000. 

I consider  that  the  manner  in  which  Mr.  Hague  proposes  to  carry 
out  the  views  of  the  Inspectors- General  in  the  alterations  is  satis- 
factory, and  I do  not  believe  that  a more  perfect  plan  for  remodelling  the 
prison  need  he  looked  for.  According  to  his  plan  the  entire  establish- 
ment would  have  hut  one  entrance,  at  the  same  time  that  each  class  and 
sex  would  be  perfectly  distinct  and  separate.  The  female  prison  would 
contain  18,  the  male  42  cells.  The  general  entrance  would  he  through 
the  central  tower,  the  present  chapel  forming  an  inspection  hall,  the  sunk 
storey  under  it,  coal  vaults,  and  space  for  heating  apparatus.  The  chapel 
would  he  in  the  building  now  occupied  by  the  Governor’s  apartments, 
and  approached  by  a separate  staircase  for  females.  The  infirmary 
for  males  would  be  in  the  same  building,  but  altogether  cut  off  from  the 
rest  of  the  block  with  a staircase  leading  into  the  infirmary  exercising 
ground.  The  Governor's  house  is  so  placed  in  the  plan,  that  although 
it  is  separate,  and  his  family  and  servants  altogether  apart,  he  can  have 
immediate  supervision  over  every  branch  of  the  establishment.  The 
quarters  allotted  for  male  and  female  criminal  prisoners,  for  the  warders, 
and  for  debtors, are  separate  and  distinct,  and  should  it  ever  be  decided  on 
to  remodel  the  gaol,  I would  recommend  that  this  plan  be  carried  into 
execution ; hut  under  the  present  uncertain  state  of  the  laws  with 
regard  to  prisons,  and  the  possibility  that  the  Executive  may  adopt  a 
scheme  for  the  management  of  prisons  by  which  a considerable  saving 
to  the  counties  would  be  effected,  my  colleague  and  I do  not  feel  our- 
selves justified  in  recommending  the  Grand  Jury  to  incur  any  expense 
until  the  wishes  of  Parliament  are  known  in  reference  thereto.  We 
would,  therefore,  suggest  that  no  presentment  be  passed  for  altering 
the  prison  at  the  summer  assizes  for  this  year,  but  that  Mr.  Hague’s 
plan  for  the  alterations  be  in  the  meantime  approved  and  adopted  by 
the  Grand  Jury,  and  next  year  it  is  hoped  that  the  whole  subject  will 
come  under  discussion  in  Parliament.

hitherto  been  employed  to  work  the  tread-wheel  whenever,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  few  males  in  custody  sentenced  to  hard  labour,  sufficient 
power  to  work  the  machine  and  pump  the  necessary  supply  of  water 
could  not  otherwise  be  obtained ; but  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Law  Officers 
that  the  tread-wheel  being  “ hard  labour no  prisoner  not  sentenced  to 
it  can  legally  be  put  on  the  wheel.  I find  that  all  prisoners  in  custody, 
whether  convicted  or  not,  if  they  do  not  pay  for  their  own  support,  are 
employed  for  four  hours  during  the  day  at  breaking  stones. 

Male  prisoners  sentenced  to  baa’d  labour  work  at  the  tread-wheel  for 
two  hours  daily,  and  are  employed  breaking  stones  for  five  hours ; those 
not  sentenced  to  “ hard  labour f when  required  to  work  the  tread-wheel, 
are  employed  at  it  for  one  hour  in  the  day,  and  break  stones  for  four 
hours.  I would  recommend  that  none  but  men  sentenced  to  hard 
labour  should  in  future  be  put  on  the  tread-wheel,  knd  that  hand-crank 
machinery  be  fixed  to  the  pumps  to  enable  them  to  be  worked  by  the 
available  hands  in  the  gaol.  Lem  ale  prisoners  are  here  occupied  in 
knitting,  sewing,  caring  lunatics,  and  washing. 

There  are  some  looms  and  other  implements  for  trade  manufacture  in 
the  prison.  When  I visited  in  June  a tin-worker  was  usefully  employed 
making  vessels  for  prison  use.  Two  turnkeys  are  trained  to  handi- 
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crafts.  Two  tailors  and  one  smith  "wholly  ignorant  of  the  trades  were 
instructed  in  the  gaol  in  1865.

A turnkey  (not  trained  under  any  public  Board)  gives  instruction  to 
prisoners  of  both  sexes,  a matron  being  present  when  the  females  are 
at  school.

. I found  the  food  provided  for  the  inmates  on  the  days  of  my  inspec- 
tion of  good  quality,  and  the  Chaplains  invariably  report  favourably 
of  the  supply  sent.  These  reports  are  made  in  a form,  which,  although 
different  from  that  generally  in  use,  is  satisfactory.  I questioned  all 
the  prisoners  in  custody,  and  no  complaint  was  made  to  me  by  any. 
I was  greatly  pleased  to  find  one  of  the  lunatics  (W.  S.)  usefully 
employed  in  the  kitchen  in  company  with  a sane  prisoner ; he  has  been 
m the  gaol  since  1863  ; the  system  of  employing  lunatics  at  such  work 
should  be  more  generally  adopted. 


Boohs  and  Accounts. 

The  Governor  has  no  clerk,  and  the  various  returns,  hooks,  regis- 
tries, and  accounts  belonging  to  the  gaol  are  kept  by  him  without  other 
assistant  than  the  schoolmaster-turnkey  who  is  occasionally  employed 
to  make  copies  of  documents  and  to  do  other  scrivenery  work  only.

I found  an  old  man,  76  years  of  age,  a pauper  debtor,  in  hospital, 
where  I am  informed  he  has  remained  since  his  commitment  in  1864 ; 
he  is  now  in  a dying  state.  One  woman  under  a sentence  of  two  years’ 
imprisonment  occupied  the  female  ward.  The  hospital  is  in  the  same 
unsatisfactory  state  as  when  inspected  on  former  occasions— placed  in 
the  top  of  the  central  tower,  and  destitute  of  every  requirement  for  the 
sick,  with  but  one  water-closet  common  to  both  sexes ; it  is  perhaps  the 
worst  prison  hospital  in  the  kingdom.

The  preceding  tables  of  criminal  statistics  of  the  county  Donegal,  show 
a considerable  diminution  in  the  number  of  committals  to  this  gaol  during 
the  current  year.  On  the  day  of  my  inspection  30  males  and  9 females  of 
all  classes  were  in  custody.  Five  debtors,  17  criminally  convicted  and  5 
unconvicted  prisoners,  including  2 lunatics,  occupied  the  male  prison  ; 
and  1 debtor,  3 unconvicted,  and  5 convicted,  the  female  quarters  of  the 
gaol.  One  female  and  4 males  had  received  sentences  of  imprisonment 
for  twelvemonths,  1 for  eighteen,  and  3 for  nine  months,  making  alto- 
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North  gether  9 prisoners,  whose  terms  of  imprisonment  exceeded  six  months  • 
[strict.  5 0j  t),ese  ha.d  been  found  guilty  of  assaults,  and  ± of  offences  against  pro- 
County  of  perty,  viz.,  1 convicted  of  sheep  stealing,  1 of  absconding  with  clothes 
from  the  workhouse,  and  2 who  were  pickpockets;  1 male  had  been 
’ summarily  convicted  of  larceny  of  money,  and  1 was  waiting  for  trial 
charged  with  stealing  a pair  of  boots.  The  other  prisoners  in  custody 
criminally  committed  were  the  males,  for  offences  against  the  person 
leaving  service,  Ac.,  and  3 for  breach  of  the  revenue  laws.  The  females 
were  3 prostitutes,  convicted  of  larceny,  and  1 of  assault,  1 also  was  waitin'* 
for  trial  for  larceny ; 2 other  females  were  in  custody,  committed  for  takim* 
unlawful  possession  of  a house,  and  1 for  a breach  of  the  excise  laws.  ° 
The  prostitutes  whom  I found  in  the  gaol  are  constantly  recurrent  to  it  • 
1 only  eighteen  years  of  age  lias,  I am  informed,  been  seven  times  con- 
victed during  the  past  year  and  another  fourteen  times ; 1 of  this  class 
under  sentence  of  twelve  months’  imprisonment,  is  a returned  convict. 
She  was  committed  in  October-,  186,5, and  will  bo  discharged  in  afew  days, 
to  resume  her  former  career  of  crime,  until  again  recommitted  to  perhaps 
this  associated  gaol  for  a longer  or  shorter  period,  to  corrupt  others  less 
guilty  with  whom  she  may  be  in  association.  Long  sentences  of  penal 
servitude  are  the  only  protection  to  the  publio  from  such  offenders,  who 
are  hopeless  for  reformation.

These  figures  show  a decrease  of  crime  in  this  locality,  notwithstanding 
the  large  number  of  lunatics  which  have  in  1805,  and  until  very  lately 
occupied  this  gaol.  During  1865,  64  males  and  20  females  of  the  lunatic 
class  were  in  charge,  averaging  daily  30-17  males,  and  7-83  females. 

Assaults  have  decreased  in  the  district  from  188  in  1864,  to  152  in 
1865;  and  to  114  for  ten  months  in  I860;  but  are  still  numerous  wheu 
contrasted  with  the  small  number  of  crimes  against  property,  the  com- 
mittals for  the  latter  offences  being  of  60  males  and  21  females  in  1S65 
and  of  33  males  and  17  females  in  1S6G.  These  include  malicious  injuries’ 
and  frauds  of  all  descriptions.  The  number  of  recommittals  show  that 
crime  is  confined  to  comparatively  few  individuals,  especially  of  females ; 
533  committals  of  males  and  171  of  females  in  1865,  being  represented 
by  36a  males  and  74  females.  Again,  many  of  the  offenders  are  strangers 
to  the  county  Donegal. 

The  Governor  of  this  gaol,  who  is  anxious  to  repress  crime  within  the 
district,  has  adopted  photography  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the 
antecedents  of  professional  criminals  committed  to  his  gaol;  and  some 
years  since  lie  had  his  son  instructed  in  the  art.  The  lad  has  since 
emigrated ; but  he  previously  taught  one  of  the  prison  officers,  who  now 
tan-es  photographs  of  such  prisoners  as  are  suspected  of  beim*  old 
offenders,  and  the  results  are  very  satisfactory.  The  following  are  some  of 
tile  convictions  of  a tew  of  the  offenders  whose  antecedents  be  has  traced:  — 


I.  W.D.,  now  under  sentence  of  twelve  months’  imprisonment  in  this 
gaol,  with  hard  labour,  for  larceny,  was  committed  here  for  the  first  time 
m May  last  (1866) ; his  antecedents  were  then  unknown,  but  his  identity 
was  ascertained  through  photography,  and  he  was  proved  to  be  an  old 
offender,  who  had  sufiered  imprisonments  in  Cork  and  Mayo  gaols,  and 
had  been  discharged  with  disgrace  from  the  regiment  of  Koyal  Marines. 
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2.  M.  now  in  custody  for  trial  for  rape,  has  been  identified  through  North 
his  photograph  as  having  suffered  two  years’  imprisonment  in  Omagh  Gaol.  District. 

3.  A.  D.,  couvicted  of  larceny  in  July,  1866,  has  also  been  identified  County  of 
as  an  old  offender  by  the  officers  of  Omagh  and  Derry  gaols,  and  has  re-  Donegal 
ceived  a sentence  of  seven  years’  penal  servitude. 

4.  J.  S a pickpocket,  with  three  other  aliases,  although  apparently  a 
simple  person,  and  unknown  in  this  locality,  has  been  ascertained  by  pho- 
tography to  be  a returned  convict,  well  known  as  an  old  offender  in  the 
gaols  of  Antrim,  Derry,  and  Mayo.  He  has  now  been  sentenced  to  seven 
years’  penal  servitude. 

5.  H . JLj  a pickpocket,  identified  as  a returned  convict — two  former 
convictions  in  Derry  and  two  in  Omagh  Gaol  having  been  proved  against 
him,  he  also  has  been  sentenced  to  seven  years’  penal  servitude. 

Lunatics. 

I have  already  remarked  on  the  number  of  insane  prisoners  heretofore 
in  this  gaol ; 35  males  and  7 females  of  the  lunatic  class  were  in  charge 
at  the  commencement  of  1865  ; 28  males  and  13  females  were  committed 
during  the  year,  and  on  the  first  of  January  in  1866,  32  males  and  10 
females  were  still  inmates  of  the  prison.  Twenty-two  males  and  15 
females  have  since  been  committed  as  dangerous,  but  all  are  now  trans- 
ferred to  the  new  asylum  at  Letterkenn}*.  I found,  however,  2 males  in 
custody  on  the  day  of  my  visit — one  committed  for  a dangerous  assault  on 
his  wife,  the  other  for  threatening  to  burn  his  master’s  house,  and  assault- 
ing his  sister,  for  which  offence  he  had  been  sentenced  to  be  of  the  peace 
for  six  months,  or  in  default  of  bail  six  months’  imprisonment.  Both  these 
men  are  now  certified  as  insane.  The  man  committed  on  the  second 
charge  would  not  answer  me  when  I questioned  him ; and  I am  informed 
that  he  has  not  spoken  since  his  committal  on  the  23rd  September  last. 

1 find  that  on  the  4th  October  he  was  punished  for  being  absent  from 
morning  roll,  and  injuring  a wooden  bedstead;  and  was  then  confined  for 
twenty-four  hours  in  a solitary  cell,  on  bread  and  water;  during  his  punish- 
ment he  was  given  a shower  bath  by  order  of  the  Medical  Officer.  .On 
the  Sth  October  he  was  again  confined  for  forty-eight  hours  in  the  punish- 
ment cell,  on  bread  and  water,  for  attempting  to  strike  an  officer  of  the 
prison  with  a stone  ; and  on  the  lltli  of  the  month  he  was  a third  time 
placed  on  bread  and  water  in  the  punishment  cell  for  being  absent  from 
morning  roll  call,  and  because  ho  would  not  leave  his  cell  to  go  to  work  ; 
after  a period  of  four  hours  however  ho  went  to  work.  Three  days  after- 
wards, on  the  14th  of  October,  he  was  certified  as  of  unsound  mind  by  the 
Medical  Officer,  and  was  ordered  to  be  placed  under  restraint. 

Jimmies. 

One  boy  summarily  convicted  was  in  custody  when  I made  my  inspec- 
tion; 14  juveniles  had  previously  been  committed,  of  whom  2 were 
lunatics.  Two  were  females,  one  of  whom,  convicted  of  detaining  muslin 
given  her  to  work,  was  committed  for  one  week,  the  other^was  dis- 
charged ; 1 bov  was  sent  to  a reformatory  in  1866,  and  1 in  1865.  Four- 
teen males  and  2 females  were  committed  in  the  latter  year  ; all  but  one 
belonged  to  the  county,  1 was  a lunatic,  1 was  under  ten  years  of  age, 

2 were  not  convicted.  Three  were  tried  by  a jury,  the  remainder  sum- 
marily by  magistrates  at  petty  sessions;  2 were  sentenced  to  imprisonment 
for  six  months ; and  three  (including  1 girl  and  a boy  of  ten  years  of  age), 
for  three  months. 

Forty-seven  male  and  16  female  offenders  against  the  revenue  laws 
were  committed  in  1865,  and  21  males  and  G females  in  1866;  2 males 
and  1 female  were  in  the  gaol  for  such  an  offence  at  the  time  of  inspection*

I found  the  buildings  of  this  gaol  remarkably  clean  and  well-kept, 
properly  ventilated  and  in  sound  repair,  except  that  the  walls  are  shaken 
in  some  places  from  faulty  foundations,  the  soil  being  sandy  ; the  cracks 
going  quite  through  the  buildings.  The  stock  of  prison  clothing  is  ample, 
with  a supply  in  store;  the  bedding,  blankets,  and  sheets,  also,  are 
sufficient  for  present  requirements  ; but  some  ticks  in  the  upper  cells  and 
blankets  are  thin  and  worm  The  blankets,  although  too  light  for  bed 
covering,  would  make  excellent  material  for  female  clothing,  and  other 
blankets  might  be  put  in  use  in  their  place.  The  supply  of  water  to  the 
gaol  from  a reservoir  at  a distance  from  the  prison  bounds  is  abundant, 
and  has  only  failed,  as  I am  informed,  for  a few  weeks  in  very  dry  seasons. 
The  tank  into  which  it  formerly  flowed  within  the  walls  of  the  gaol  is  not 
now"  used,  and  the  pipes  go  directly  to  the  different  sections,  and  every 
yard  and  part  of  the  establishment  is  supplied  thereby.  There  is  however 
no  sewerage  except  from  the  female  prison,  which  latter  discharges  itself 
into  a foul  and  stagnant  ditch  in  a field  behind  the  gaol,  where,  from 
the  want  of  fall  in  the  drain,  the  sewage  matter  lies  at  the  bottom  until 
washed  by  floods  into  the  river.  The  Governor  pointed  out  to  me  six 
cesspools  round  the  main  building,  into  which  the  gutter  drainage  from 
the  roof  discharges  itself;  a useless  expedient,  for,  as  the  Sanitary  Com- 
missioners remark,  water  tanks  above  ground  are  far  preferable  for  many 
reasons  to  those  placed  close  to  and  under  the  foundations  of  the  build- 
ings. No  sewerage  exists  from  the  male  prison,  and  the  latrine  arrange- 
ments are  very  imperfect,  being  only  open  wooden  boxes  of  a most  clumsy 
construction,  which  I understand  are  emptied  every  morning  by  a labourer 
employed  for  the  purpose.  The  system  as  now  carried  out  req uires  amend- 
ment j under  any  circumstances  these  boxes  should  be  improved,  or  at  least

charcoal  or  else  bog  mould  used  as  a deodorizer  in  them.  I understand 
that  roche-lime  is  now  used  for  the  purpose ; this  is  a mistake  and  a 
popular  fallacy,  as  it  tends  rather  to  increase  the  evil  which  it  is  designed 
to  prevent.  I am  unwilling  to  ask  the  Board  toiucur  expense  at  present, 
while  there  is  a prospect  of  prisoners  under  long  sentences  being  removed 
to  a central  depot;  but  should  it  be  decided  to  alter  the  buildings  to  suit 
an  improved  system  of  discipline,  the  field  at  the  back  of  the  gaol  appears 
to  me  well  adapted  for  carrying  into  effect  the  method  for  the  disposal  of 
latrine  sewage  suggested  by  the  Royal  Commissioners  appointed  to  report 
on  the  sanitary  condition  of  barracks  and  hospitals  in  1861.  The  position 
of  the  ground  affords  facilities  for  the  adoption  of  either  of  the  plans  they 
propose,  pages  85-91,  and  therefore  under  no  circumstances  should  the 
draiuage  from  the  latrines  of  this  prison  be  permitted  to  flow  into  the  river. 

Since  my  last  inspection  in  1 864,  plans  and  specifications  for  remodelling 
the  buildings  of  this  prison  for  separation  have  been  prepared  by  Mr. 
McCurdy,  o.e.,  who  has  much  experience  as  a gaol  architect.  The  prin- 
ciples which  guided  him  in  the  proposed  alterations  are  well  suited  for 
the  purpose  intended,  and  when  altered  the  buildings  will  meet  all  the 
requirements  for  an  improved  prison  system  ; but  some  of  the  details 
require  revision — amongst  others  the  Governor’s  house  should  not  bo  on 
the  present  site,  but  the  building  now  used  as  an  hospital  might  be  fitted 
up  for  the  purpose.  As,  however,  the  Grand  Jury  have  deferred  the  con- 
sideration of  the  plans  until  the  wishes  of  Parliament  are  known,  it  is 
unnecessary  for  me  now  to  dwell  further  on  the  subject ; in  the  meantime 
the  Governor  of  this  gaol,  who  is  most  attentive  to  details,  and  anxious  to 
carry  out  a strict  discipline,  will,  I have  no  doubt,  render  the  defects  in 
the  present  system  as  innocuous  as  possible. 

The  classification  for  males  is  very  much  that  directed  by  the  Prisons 
Act ; the  prisoners  are  divided  into  master  and  pauper  debtors,  tried  and 
untried  felons  and  misdemeanants.  The  female  prisoners  being  few  in 
number,  and  as  (besides  the  nurse  in  hospital)  there  are  only  two  female 
officers  in  the  gaol,  this  classification  cannot  be  carried  out  The  marshalsea 
for  males  has  but  one  common  staircase,  and  one  exercising  yard  for  both 
master  and  pauper  debtors,  hence  the  separation  which  the  Act  directs  is 
not  enforced  in  it.  , 

Amongst  the  other  defects  of  this  gaol  the  very  faulty  drying-room  has 
no  proper  heating  apparatus,  but  merely  a stove  with  iron  flues  passing 
through  the  room,  round  which  horses  are  ranged,  on  which  the  clothes 
hang,  without  protection  from  the  heated  flue. 

As  there  are  no  exercising  yards  attached  to  the  hospitals,  the  prisoners 
in  them  have  not  the  benefit  of  air  and  exercise  which  the  6th  and  109th 
sections  of  the  Prisons  Act  direct.  The  punishment  cells  are  not  artificially 
heated ; that  for  females  is  entered  directly  from  the  open  air ; neither  it 
nor  the  punishment  cells  in  the  male  prison  have  means  of  communication 
with  an  officer  of  the  gaol,  and  the  latter  cells  are  in  other  respects  un- 
suited for  the  purpose. 

The  Medical  Officer  always  visits  prisoners  under  punishment.  _ 

There  is  a suitable  fumigating  box  attached  to  the  male  prison,  and 
another  in  that  for  females.  < 

No  gas  is  X understand  made  in  the  town  of  Lifford,  and  therefore  oil 
lamps  and  candles  are  used  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  the  passages  of  the 
gaol ; the  cells  are  not  artificially  lighted. 

The  prisoners  are  served  with  breakfast  at  half-past  eight,  a.m.,  and 
with  dinner  at  half-past  two.  . 

Unlocking  is  held  iu  summer  at  six  o’clock,  a.m  , and  iu  winter  at  seven. 
The  prisoners  are  locked  up  for  the  night  at  six  in  the  evening  during 
summer,  and  at  dark  in  the  whiter.  w . 

The  Governor,  head  - warder,  -and  all  the  turnkeys  attend  the  night 
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lockings.  The  prisoners  are  paraded  in  their  yards,  counted  and  marched 
to  their  sleeping-cells,  where  each  prisoner  standing  at  his  cell-door  is  seen 
by  the  Governor  and  head  warder;  he  is  then  locked  up  in  his  cell  for  the 
night,  when  the  keys  are  given  to  the  Governor,  the  head  warder  having 
previously  tried  the  locks.  A turnkey  remains  in  charge  of  the  prison  from 
locking-up  until  relieved  by  the  officer  on  uiglitservice  at  ten,  p.ar.,  whose  duty 
it  is  to  patrol  the  gaol  every  hour  during  the  period  of  his  watch.  The  keys 
of  the  back-gate,  sleeping-celts,  and  hospital,  are  delivered  to  the  Governor 
immediately  after  lockings  ; the  keys  of  the  front  gate,  outer  gates  of  the 
female  and  debtors’  prison  at  10,  p.jhc,,  and  they  remain  in  his  charge  until 
morning.  The  locks  and  keys  when  out  of  order  are  repaired  within  the 
walls  of  the  prison.  The  Governor  occasionally  goes  round  the'  prison  at 
unexpected  hours  during  the  night.  There  is  no  tell-tale  clock  in  the  gaol. 

At  one  place  the  gaol  is  not  secure,  and  a prisoner  outside  the  building 
might  escape  during  the  night ; but  to  improve  the  security  at  this  point 
would  he  attended  with  an  expense  of,  about  <£19,  and  the  Board  of 
Superintendence  having  perfect  confidence  in  the  watchfulness  of  their 
zealous  and  vigilant  Governor,  have  postponed  making  the  outlay  until 
the  other  alterations  in  the  gaol  are  being  carried  out.

. 411  tlie  P'mislimeiits  during  tlie  present  year  with  one  exception  wore 
inflicted  by  the  Governor,  and  the  hook  in  which  they  are  recorded  duly 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Superintendence  for  approval.  In  one  instance 
Magistrates,  members  of  the  Board,  sentenced  a prisoner,  G.  M.  G.,  to  21 
days  in  the  punishment  cell  on  broad  and  water  diet,  which  sentence  how- 
ever was  not  fully  carried  out,  the  prisoner  having,  bqfore  its  completion, 
been  released  by  order  of  the  Medical  Officer.  This  man,  G.  M.  G.,  who 
is  undergoing  au  imprisonment  of  12  months  with  hard  labour  for  sheep 
stealing,  lias,  I find,  14  punishments  for  insubordination  recorded  ip  the 
books  against  him  since  liis  committal  to  the  gaol.  When  I made  my 
inspection  in  October,  he  lodged  a complaint  with  me  that  the  Governor 
had  kept  him  for  nine  days  in  the  punishment  cell  on  bread  and  water 
diet  without  magisterial  intervention,  but  be  admitted  having  been  out  of 
the  cell  and  that  he  received  one  meal  on  prison  diet  between.  X inquired 
mto  the  particulars  of  the  case,  and  found  that  G.  M.  G.  was  sentenced  by 
Governor  to  three  days  in  cell  on  bread  and  water  diet,  on  three 
dillerent  occasions,  for  three  distinct  offences.  Bor  the  first  offence  lie 
was  placed  in  punishment  on  the  16th  July  at  10.30,  a.m„  and  released 
on  the  19th  July,  at  10.30,  A.n.  Bor  the  second  offence  he  was  placed  in 
punishment  at  8,  a.h.,  on  the  20th  July,  and  on  the  following  day  he  was 
brought  before  the  Board  and  sentenced  to  21  days  on  bread  and  water 
t iet ; le  remainder  of  the  second  and  the  third  sentence  to  go  on  eon- 
temporaneously  with  it.  He  continued  on  punishment  diet  until  the  2ud 
August,  when  the  Surgeou  directed  that  he  receive  the  ordinary  prison  diet, 
ind  he  was  released  from  punishment  by  that  officer  on  the.  5th  of  August.

The  school-teacher,  who  is  also  turnkey,  was  formerly  employed  in  the 
model  school  of  the  National  Board  of  Education  at  Belfast,  and  understands 
the  National  system,  but  was  never  trained  as  a teacher.  All  the  Chaplains 
inspect  the  school,  and  enter  the  date  of  their  visits  in  the  school  register. 

A black-board  and  some  maps  are  much  required  for  the  school-room, 
which  if  provided  would  enable  the  teacher  to  give  instruction  on  an 
improved  system.

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I tasted  the  food  for  prison  use  on  the  day  of  my  visit,  and  found  it 
good.  The  Chaplains  report  in  the  tabular  form  recommended  for  the 
purpose,  on  the  quality  of  the  provisions  supplied,  and  almost  always  very 
favourably.  I questioned  the  prisoners  in  custody.  I have  already  men- 
tioned one  complaint  made  to  me ; a second  was  preferred  by  another 
prisoner,  but  I could  find  no  corroboration  of  his  statement,  and  lie  had 
not  previously  mentioned  it  to  the  superior  officers  of  the  gaol.

It  is  shown  by  the  preceding  schedule  that  all  the  superior  officers 
are  constant  in  their  attendance  to  their  duties,  more  especially  the 
Apothecary  and  the  Local  Inspector.  The  latter  visits  the  gaol  almost 
daily,  and  carefully  superintends  the  working  of  the  establishment. 

The  turnkeys  mess  together  in  the  hospital.  They  wear  a neat  uniform, 
and  are  subjected  to  military  drill  with  fire-arms  morning  and  evening, 
but  they  keep  their  side-arms  when  on  duty  singly  in  the  yards  with  the 
prisoners  in  association,  a practice  attended  with  a certain  amount  of 
danger.  Batons  with  wrist  bands,  such  as  .are  used  by  the  police,  are 
far  safer  weapons,  and  more  efficacious  in  the  hands  of  persons  trained  to 
their  use.

The  hospital  wards  are  good  and  well  ventilated.  They  have  water- 
closets,  but  there  are  no  exercising  grounds  for  convalescent  patients,  or 
those  whose  cases  are  benefited  by  being  constantly  in  the  open  air, 
a contingency  .frequent  in  the  diseases  to  which  prisoners  are  peculiarly 
liable.  No  prisoner  was  in  hospital  on  the  day  of  my  visit.

Both  deaths  in  1865  were  of  lunatics,  one  of  diarrhoea.  The  other 
when  committed  was  in  a moribund  state,  and  died  soon  after  his  admittal 
into  the  gaol.  Two  lunatics  also  died  in  the  prison  during  the  month  of 
January  in  the  present  year. 

The  Medical  Officer  receives  no  remuneration  for  his  sendees  in  the 
gaol,  being  also  surgeon  to  the  County  Infirmary,  he  is  compelled  under 
the  86th  section  of  the  Act  6 and  7 Will.  IV.,  cap.  116,  “to  give  his 
attendance  and  professional  assistance  without  fee  or  remuneration  to  the 
prisoners  and  others  in  the  gaol  j”  he  has  so  attended  the  large  number 
of  lunatics  confined  in  it  for  many  years,  averaging  daily  in  1865,  38 
persons ; and  when  certificates  for  the  admission  of  the  insaue  into  the 
lunatic  asylum  are  required,  he  must  give  them  gratuitously,  although, 
another  medical  man  has  received  for  the  last  three  years  twenty- two 
pounds. for  counter-signing  the  certificates  which  he  makes  out.  I trust 
that  this  anomaly  will  be  remedied  in  future  legislation.

It  would  be  desirable 
that  this  woman,  after  her  discharge,  be  sent  back  to  her  native  place.

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When  I first  visited  this  gaol  in  March,  1S66,  83  male  and  21  female  Noimt 
prisoners  of  all  classes  were  in  custody  5 of  these  4 1 were  lunatics  and  PlSTRICT- 
7 debtors.  In  the  September  following,  when  I made  my  official  County  of 
inspection  for  the  year  1800,  besides  47  lunatics  and  5 debtors  38  male  Down 
and  14  female  prisoners  were  in  charge  under  criminal  committals.  Of  Gao1' 
these,  14  males  had  been  sentenced  for  long  periods  of  twelve  months 
and  upwards,  including  3 for  three  years,  2 for  two  years,  and  3 for 
eighteen  months. 

Two  males  were  under  sentences  for  nine  and  2 for  six  months  each; 
none  of  the  other  males  were  for  terms  exceeding  three  months,  and 
the  majority  were  for  shorter  periods ; 1 2 had  been  summarily  convicted 
including  3 vagrants,  1 poor  law  offender,  and  I other  convicted  under 
the  Excise  Acts.  Six  were  waiting  for  trial,  and  32  males  were  lunatics 
committed  as  dangerous. 

None  of  the  sentences  on  the  female  prisoners  exceeded  six  months  ; 

2 were  for  that  term ; the  women  were  prostitutes  convicted  of  lar- 
cenies from  the  person;  2 others  were  for  three  months,  4 for  two,  and 
2 for  one  month  each,  besides  which  one  female  had  been  committed 
for  seven  days  for  drunkenness.  One  also  was  on  remand,  and  2 fully 
committed  for  trial,  1 5 were  lunatics. 

The  classes  of  offences  for  which  the  prisoners  were  convicted  were — 

6 males  for  offences  against  property,  viz.,  1 for  cowstealing,  2 for 
burglary,  1 for  uttering  base  coin,  a forged  bill,  and  2 for  embezzlement 
of  yarn"  Four  others,  untried,  were  in  custody  on  suspicion  of  felony, 
all  the  remaining  male  prisoners  in  the  gaol  were  for  assaults,  and 
similar  offences  against  the  person.  Four  of  the  female  prisoners  had 
been  convicted  of  larceny,  and  1 committed  for  trial  charged  with  ob- 
taining money  under  false  pretences ; all  the  remainder  were  for  beg- 
ging, vagrancy,  or  disorderly  conduct  and  drunkenness. 

During  the  past  year  (1865)  41  males  and  6 females  were  committed 
for  trial  for  offences  against  the  person,  4 males  for  house-breaking 
and  burglary,  4 males  and  2 females  for  taking  forcible  possession,  and 
13  males  and  6 females  for  larceny  and  other  offences  against  property 
without  violence. 

The  total  number  of  known  thieves  and  depredators  proceeded 
against  by  indictment  in  this  district  in  1865,  were  18  males  and  2 
females. 

The  only  revenue  prisoner  in  custody  on  the  day  of  inspection  had 
been  convicted  in  1865.  Seven  males  and  1 female  were  convicted 
for  breaches  of  the  excise  laws  in  that  year,  but  none  since  the  com- 
mencement of  1866. 

Twenty-eight  males  and  4 females  had  already,  been  under  arrest  for 
debt  previously  to  my  visit  in  1S66,  and  37  males  and  4 females  in  the 
course  of  1865.  Five  master  debtors  occupied  the  marskalsea  on  the 
day  of  my  visit.  The  numerous  manufacturing  and  trading  population 
of  this  county,  which  extends  into  the  town  of  Belfast,  accounts  for  the 
large  number  of  debtors  who  find  their  way  into  this  gaol. 

Juveniles. 

Two  juveniles  (males)  were  in  custody  at  the  time  of  my  visit;  16 
had  been  committed  previously,  since  the  commencement  of  1866,  of 
whom  2 were  girls,  1 nine  and  a half,  the  other  eleven  years  of  age,  but 
both  were  acquitted  and  discharged.  One  boy,  nine  and  a half  years 
of  age  was  sent  to  a reformatory  for  larceny  for  four  years,  after  fourteen 
days’  imprisonment  as  a punishment  in  this  gaol ; 8 others  also  were 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  fourteen  days,  and  1 for  three  months. 
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North  In  1865,  30  males  and  1 female  were  committed,  1 under  ten  years 
r strict.  0f  age_  The  girl  and  6 boys  were  not  convicted ; 1 was  committed  as 
Count)  of  a dangerous  lunatic,  3 were  tried  by  jury  at  assizes  or  quarter  sessions 
Gao?  rema^ni^ei'  summarily  by  magistrates  at  petty  sessions,  1 was  twice 
convicted.  The  only  juvenile  sentenced  to  penal  servitude  in  Ireland 
during  1805  was  from  this  district,  he  received  a sentence  for  six  years; 
1 other  was  sentenced  to  au  imprisonment  for  six  months,  and  2 for 
three  months. 

Lunatics. 

Thirty-one  male  and  9 female  lunatics  were  inmates  of  this  gaol  at 
the  commencement  of  1805  ; S3  males  and  7 females  were  committed 
in  the  course  of  the  year,  2 died  (1  by  suicide),  and  33  males  and  15 
females  were  still  in  custody  at  its  close.  They  averaged  dnriiro-  the 
year  ( I SOS)  40  of  both  sexes  in  charge  daily.  Seventeen  males  and  12 
females  were  committed  previously  to  my  inspection  in  I860,  and  on 
the  day  of  my  visit  32  males  and  15  females  occupied  the  lunatic' 
wards  of  the  gaol,  1 of  the  former  was  in  such  a state  that  it  was  ne- 
cessary for  an  officer  to  remain  in  his  cell  during  the  night. 

My  colleague  and  I have  so  frequently  in  our  former  reports  called 
attention  to  the  evil  results  of  the  Act  1st  Vie.  cap.  27,' authorizing  the 
committal  of  the  insane  to  prisons  that  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  here 
to  repeat  the  reasons  for  condemnation  of  a system  fraught  with  so 
much  evil.  In  this  gaol,  although  the  quarters  in  which  the  insane 
are  confined  is  most  unsuitable  for  persons  in  their  state,  and  the 
flagged  yards  in  which  they  exercise,  as  well  as  the  gloomy  cells  of  the 
old  prison  buildings  where  they  reside,  are  far  different  from  the  accom- 
modation provided  for  patients  of  their  class  in  an  asylum,  and  now 
considered  essential  for  the  treatment  of  then-  disease,  still  the  gaol 
officials  here  bestow  on  them  every  care  within  their  power.  The  diet 
given  to  the  insane  includes  meat  for  dinner  twice  in  the  week,  and 
half  a pound  of  bread  with  half  a pint  of  milk  is  given  to  them 
for  supper  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  prison  dietary  for  criminal 
prisoners. 

The  accommodation  for  the  female  insane  prisoners  is  even  more 
defective  than  that  for  the  males.  On  the  day  of  my  visit  the  151unatie 
women  in  custody  were  confined  in  a room  little  larger  than  two  ordi- 
nary prison  cells. 

Six  insane  prisoners  died  in  the  gaol  in  1 SGO.  The  suicide  already 
lefeued  to  occurred  on  the  24th  December,  1865,  the  lunatic,  having 
been  committed  only  two  days  previously.  He  hung  himself  from 
the  bars  of.  his  cell  by  the  sheets  of  his  bed,  but  tbe  coroner's  jury 
who  investigated  the  circumstances  of  the  man’s  death  acquitted 
the  officers. of  . the  gaol  of  any  blame  in  the  matter.  Indeed  in  a gaol 
such,  as  this  it  is  impossible  to  prevent  patients  with  suicidal  ten- 
dencies from  accomplishing  their  desire.

I found  all  parts  of  the  gaol  on  my  inspection  in  a highly  creditable 
condition  of  order  and  cleanliness.  The  ventilation  good  and  the 
buildings  in  sound  repair,  except  that  the  roof  ot  the  capstan  mill 
admits  the  rain,  and  the  plastering  of  the  walls  in  the  female  prison  is 
broken  in  some  places.  On  the  day  of  my  visit  a fire  was  lighted  in 
the  day-room,  in  which  the  lunatics  were  confined,  and  every  care 
appears  to  be  taken  in  the  absence  of  all  suitable  appliances  to  make 
the  condition  of  this  class  as  comfortable  as  the  arrangements  of  the 
prison  will  permit.  I found  the  bells  and  fittings  of  the  cells  in  the 
separate  prisons  in  good  order  and  the  plumber’s  work  stanch.  The 
water  for  the  supply  of  the  gaol  is  derived  from  a reservoir  outside  the 
prison  grounds,  and  flows  into  a tank  (marked  D on  the  plan),  thence 
it  is  conveyed  into  every  cell  in  the  separate  prison,  and  is  likewise 
distributed  to  the  different  wards  and  to  the  other  parts  of  the 
establishment.  The  sewerage  is,  I am  informed,  most  expensively 
constructed  and  unnecessarily  large,  but  cesspools  are  placed  on  the 
line  of  each  sewer,  one  in  front  of  the  central  building  and  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  most  inhabited  part  of  the  gaol.  These 
cesspools  may  have  been  adopted  for  security  to  prevent  an  escape 
of  prisoners  by  the  sewers,  but  ] aterine  matter  must  accumulate  in 
them,  and  the  deposit  of  decomposing  organic  matter,  must  injuriously 
affect  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  establishment.  I would  suggest  that 
the  sewerage  he  examined  by  the  County  Surveyor,  or  some  other 
skilled  person,  and  any  defects  which  exist  remedied,  at  the  same  time 
that  proper  precautions  be  taken  to  insure  the  security  of  the  gaol. 
There  is  a large  quantity  of  made-up  clothing  in  use  here,  and  some  is 
in  store.  The  supply  of  bedding,  blankets,  and  sheets  is  also  sufficient, 
besides  linen  for  additional  sheets,  when  required,  has  been  provided; 
a tender  for  blankets  lias  likewise  been  advertised  for  and  will  be  at  once 
taken.  The  bed  rugs  in  use  ore  much  worn  and  in  holes,  hut  I am 
informed  that  the  contract  for  a fresh  supply  has  been  entered  into. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  present  year  the  gas  fittings  in  the 
cells  of  the  male  separate  prison  have  been  altered  as  suggested  by  mv 
colleague  in  his  last  report,  and  the  new  pipes  introduced  have  been 
sunk  in  the  wall  and  plastered  and  cemented  over. 

The  prison  chapel  has  been  lately  painted  and  a gas  stove  placed  in 
it.  but  it  is  still  very  faulty,  and  is  one  of  the  worst  in  Ireland.  The 
females  cannot  see  the  officiating  clergyman  nor  be  seen  by  him.  k 
new  boiler  has  been  placed  in  the  cook-house,  the  setting  of  which  was 
nearly  completed  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  There  is  an  excellent  laun- 
dry, with  twenty  cells  for  the  female  prisoners-,  and  a good  drying-room 
adjoins  it.  The  reception  cells  are  provided  with  a bath.  When  the 
accommodation  in  the  cells  is  not  sufficient  for  the  prisoners  com- 
mitted, large  room  in  the  hospital,  with  a guard  bed,  is  used  for  the 
remainder. 
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The  following  defects,  enumerated  in  former  reports  of  my  colleague 
and  myself,  still  continue.  1 st.  A good  and  well  fitted-up  school-room 
is  required.  2nd.  The  solitary  cells  are  not  heated.  3rd.  Suitable 
quarters  for  female  debtors  are  not  provided.  4th.  Neither  tables  nor 
seats  have  hitherto  been  supplied  to  the  cells  for  prisoners  in  separa- 
tion. 5th.  The  hospitals  have  not  water-closets  off  the  wards.  These 
could  be  put  up  at  a small  cost  in  an  adjoining  building,  on  each  side 
by  raising  the  roof,  and  breaking  doors  into  the  wards,  an  ante-room 
ol  a couple  of  feet,  if  cross  ventilated,  would  prevent  the  possibility 
of  annoyance  to  the  patients.  At  present  the  slops  are  carried  down 
the  stairs.  Fixed  baths  are  also  required  in  the  hospitals.  It  has 
been  suggested  to  put  up  eave  gutters  and  shoots  to  the  buildings,  and 
I think  doing  so  would  be  attended  with  advantage.  I do  not,  however, 
recommend  that  any  of  these  improvements  should  be  carried  out! 
or  indeed  expense  bo  incurred  at  present  or  until  the  wishes  of  Parla- 
liament  are  known  with  rerference  to  the  Prison  Bill  which  it  is 
proposed  to  submit  to  the  House  in  the  ensuing  session. 

According  to  a return  furnished  to  the  Prison  Office  this  prison  is 
unlocked  at  6.30  a.m.  in  summer,  and  at  7 a.m.  in  winter.  The  ceils 
tire  locked  for  the  night  in  the  presence  of  the  Deputy  Governor  by  the 
turnkey  or  matron  in  charge  at  6 r.u.  in  summer,  and  4.30  in  winter. 
Since  an  investigation  held  by  the  Board  of  Superintendence  in 
September,  1806,  just  following  my  inspection,  the  Deputy  Governor 
inspects  at  10  p.m.  every  occupied  cell  in  tlie  separate  prison  for  males, 
and  he  then  ascertains  by  personal  examination  the  presence  of  each 
prisoner  in  his  cell,  and  that  the  fastenings  are  secure.  Gaslight  is 
supplied  to  the  cells  in  the  separate  prison  after  lock-up  in  winter, 
until  6 o’clock,  when  it  is  extinguished  for  the  night.  At  5 p.m.  the 
night  patrol  comes  on  guard  in  winter,  and  at  7 in  summer.  Two 
turnkeys  are  told  off  for  that  duty  within  the  separate  prison,  and 
three  patrol  the  exterior  rounds  alternately.  All  remain  on  duty  until 
9 on  the  following  morning. 

Hitherto  the  only  tell-tale  clock  in  the  gaol  has  been  placed  in  the 
guard-room,  where  it  might  be  regularly  marked  by  the  night  watchman 
on  duty  without  his  leaving  the  guard-room  during  the  night,  but  the 
Board  of  Superintendence  have  now  provided  two  other  clocks,  and  all 
will  be  properly  placed  to  insure  the  regularity  at  stated  hours  of  the 
rounds  of  the  night  patrol  in  his  circuit  through  the  gaol.  Imme- 
diately after  night-lockings  the  keys  of  the  prison  are  given  up  to  t,he 
Deputy  Governor,  and  are  kept  by  him  in  a press  in  his  office.  The 
key  of  the  office  and  of  the  press  are  kept  at  present  by  the  Deputy 
Governor  in  his  bed-room  during  the  night. 

The  outer  gate  of  the  gaol  is  locked  by  the  gate-porter  at  1 0 p.m,,  in  the 
presence  of  the  first  watch,  who  deposits  the  key  with  the  acting  Go- 
vernor ; the  turnkey  on  duty  as  first  watch  having  a key  also.  The  ma- 
tron keeps  the.  key  of  the  female  prison,  and  the  hospital  nurse  that  of 
the  female  hospital.  The  faults  of  this  arrangement  are  evident,  and 
after  the  appointment  of  a Governor  a more  satisfactory  system  with 
regardto  the  custody  of  the  keys  will  be  enforced.  The  nurse,  who  is 
an  inferior  officer,  should  not  hold  the  key  of  the  hospital  at  night ! and 
it  is  most  objectionable  for  the  night  watchman  to  have  a duplicate  key 
of  the  outer  gate. 

The  prison  locks  are  kept  in  repair  by  a trustworthy  person  resid- 
ing in  the  town  of  Downpatrick,  who  himself  removes  them  frgm  the 
prison,  and  replaces  them,  when  repairs  are  required. 

Prisoners  who  act  as  cooks,  and  those  in  attendance  on  lunatics,  and 
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on  the  sicl:  in  hospital,  are  not  subjected  to  tho  separation  -which  is 
carried  out  with  all  other  criminal  prisoners. 

Prison  rules  for  the  gaol  were  approved  by  the  Executive  in  1857,  and 
some  additional  rules  were  made  in  1861,  when  the  prisons  were  fitted 
up  for  separation,  but  they  are  quite  inadequate  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  separate  system.

All  the  punishments  inflicted  during  the  present  year,  previously  to 
inspection,  were  by  the  authority  of  the  Governor.  Three  in  1805 
were  by  magistrates,  members  of  the  Board  of  Superintendence.  The 
Punishment  Book  is  duly  submitted  to  the  Board  at  its  meetings,  and 
signed  by  the  Chairman. 

I would  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  17  th  Rule  of  the  109th  Section 
of  the  Prisons  Act,  which  directs  that  when  handcuffs  are  used  by 
order  of  the  Governor,  he  is  required  to  record  the  particulars  of  every 
such  case  in  his  journal,  and  to  give. notice  of  the  fact  to  a member  of 
the  Board  of  Superintendence,  being  a magistrate  of  the  county,  and 
should  it  become  necessary  that  the  prisoner  be  kept  in  irons,  further 
proceedings  should  be  taken.

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Punitive  labour  here  has  in  a great  measure  superseded  the  em- 
ployment of  the  prisoners  at  works  of  a reproductive  or  industrial 
character.  Heuee  the  small  amount  of  net  profits  realized  in  a prison 
population,  deducting  lunatics  and  debtors,  averaging  daily  fifty-three 
individuals  in  1S65,  and  sixty  in  1866. 

Net  profit,  the  produce  of  prisoners’  labour,  disposed  of  outside  the 
gaol,  for  the  last  three  years  : —

The  male  prisoners  are  employed  during  the  day  alternately  at  shot 
drill  (shot  9 lb.  weight),  and  in'walking  rdtad  a capstan  mill  with 
boards  fourteen  inches  high  placed  at  short  distances  to  step  over  in 
their  path.  The  power  of  this  mill  is  not  applied  to  any  useful  pur- 
pose. During  the  past  year  no  prisoner  previously  unacquainted  with 
a trade  received  instruction  in  skilled  labor,  notwithstanding  that  six  of 
the  turnkeys  of  the  staff  are  tradesmen.  1 find  that  53  tradesmen  were 
in  custody  in  1866,  and  75  in  1SG5. 

There  is  a good  oven  in  this  gaol,  and  on  the  day  of  my  visit  1 
prisoner  was  employed  in  the  bakehouse,  1 other  was  in  the  tailor's 
shop,  S were  breaking  stones,  and  2 picking  oakum.  The  prison 
clothing  is  made  and  repaired  by  prisoners,  and  the  gardens  of  the 
Governor  and  Deputy  Governor  are  laboured  by  them ; the  washing  for 
the  families  of  the  Governor  and  Deputy  Governor,  and  for  the  matron, 
assistant  matron,  and  schoolmaster,  is  done  in  the  laundry.

The  school  teacher  is  well  qualified,  having  been  trained  in  a school 
under  the  care  of  the  Church  Education  Society  for  a period  of  four 
years,  and  he  holds  favourable  reports  from  the  Inspector  of  the  Board. 
The  matron  who  instructs  the  females  was  never  trained.  The  Chap- 
lains occasionally  visit  the  schools,  but  do  not  enter  their  observations 
in  the  school  registry.  The  last  entry  I could  find  was  dated  30th 
September,  1365.

The  food  for  prison  use  on  the  day  of  my  visit  was  of  a good  de- 
scription, and  I find  that  the  Chaplains  regularly  inspect  the  supply 
sent.  Bread  is  baked  in  the  prison  bakehouse,  by  which  the  best 
quality  of  bread  for  the  purpose  is  insured.  All  the  other  provisions 
are  reported  by  the  Chaplains  as  good,  “ except  that  on  one  or  two  oc- 
casions the  milk  was  stated  to  be  ‘ bad,’  or  a little  turned.”  Some 
prisoners  lodged  complaints  with  me,  but  only  one  as  far  as  I could 
ascertain  had  reason.  He  had  been  sentenced  to  imprisonment  without 
hard  labour , but  for  several  days  lie  was  kept  at  hard  labour  through 
mistake  notwithstanding  his  remonstrance,  but  on  his  making  the  fact 
known  to  the  Local  Inspector  the  mistake  was  at  once  remedied. 


Boohs  and  Accounts. 

I found  the  various  books  and  registries  belonging  to  this  gaol  kept 
with  much  care  and  attention.  The  Governor’s  journal  is  regularly 
entered  up,  and  he  daily  records  such  occurrences  of  importance  as 
may  come  under  his  notice.  The  reports  of  the  Local  Inspector  are 
made  to  the  Board  in  writing,  but  generally  oil  loose  sheets  of 
paper,  and  are  not  always  preserved.  The  Chaplains  and  the  Medical 
Officer  have  journals,  and  altogether  this  department  of  the  goal  appears 
satisfactory.

Number  of  coroner’s  inquests  held  in  the  gaol  during  1865,  and  up

Two  in  1865,  5th  January  and  26th  December;  three  in  1866,  up  to  day  of  In- 
spection— 1st  March,  6th  August,  24th  August. 

There  are  two  good  and  roomy  hospital  buildings  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  sick  in  this  gaol,  but  without  fixed  baths  or  water-closets. 
On  the  latter  subject  the  Royal  Sanitary  Commissioners  appointed 
in  1861,  in  their  report  on  military  hospitals,  observe: — “Water- 
closets,  one  for  every  ten  beds,  should  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the 
wards  furthest  from  the  centre  of  the  building,  and  so  that  the  external 
air  can  play  freely  around  them.  They  should  be  cut  off  from  the 
ward  by  a separately  ventilated  lobby,  and  each  contain  one  seat  with 
half  door  over  entrance.  The  simplest  form  of  soil-pan  should  be  used 
and  an  abundance  of  water  supplied.  There  should  be  a white  stone- 
ware urinal  supplied  with  water;  and  in  an  adjoining  compartment  a 
white  stoneware  sink,  shaped  and  trapped  like  an  ordinary  soil-pan, 
but  larger,  with  a large  -water-tap  over  it  for  washing  utensils.  In  this 
compartment  the  bed  pans,  urinals,  Ac.,  should  be  kept.”  I have 
given  this  quotation  in  full  because  it  shows  the  importance  attached 
to  the  matter,  by  the  highest  authorities  on  the  subject,  and  in  the 
expectation  that  the  suggestion  may  be  carried  into  effect  at  some  future 

* One  of  tbe  males  executed, 
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period,  but  in  the  present  unsettled  state  of  the  law  with  regard  to 
prisons,  I do  not  counsel  that  any  expense  be  incurred  until  the  new 
Prison  Bill  has  passed  into  law.  0 

As  I remarked  in  niv  report  on  this  gaol  in  180-1,  notwithstanding 
that  no  epidemic  has  prevailed  in  the  establishment,  the  number  of 
deaths  yearly  is  rather  large;  4 deaths  occurred  in  1802,  5 in  1$08, 
4 in  1864,  2 in  1865,  and  5 in  1860.

The  Board  meets  with  very  groat  regularity  on  the  last  Saturday  uf 
each  month,  when  the  accounts  arc  examined  and  liabilities  discharged 
by  draft  drawn  in  favour  of  tlic  Local  Inspector,  who  accounts  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Board  for  the  disbursements  made  by  him. 

General  Observations. 

In  consequence  of  some  irregularities  in  connexion  with  the  treat- 
ment of  a prisoner,  which  came  within  the  knowledge  of  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Superintendence  of  this  gaol  at  the  latter  end  of  August, 
1 806,  an  investigation  was  held  by  them  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Prisons  Act  early  in  the  month  of  September  following,  in  which 
inquiry,  at  the  expressed  wish  of  the  Board,  I assisted  as  Inspector- 
General  of  the  district. 

The  facts  connected  with  the  irregularities  complained  of  having 
been  the  subject  of  comment  and  discussion  in  some  of  the  leading 
joui'nals  of  the  kingdom,  the  Board  of  Superintendence  forwarded  to 
the  Executive  the  full  evidence  taken  at  the  investigation,  with  their 
report  thereon,  mainly  influenced,  as  I understand,  by  a desire  to  place 
their  proceedings  on  record,  as  for  many  obvious  reasons  it  would  not 
have  been  prudent  to  permit  the  representatives  of  the  press  to  be  pre- 
sent at  the  inquiry. 

'I he  investigation  lasted  during  the  entire  of  Friday  and  Saturday, 
7th  a ad  8 th  September,  and  I may  add  that  1 never  was  present  on  an 
occasion  when  more  patience  and  judgment  were  exercised  to  ascer- 
tain the  truth,  at  the  same  time  without  inflicting  unnecessary  pain  on 
anyone.  The  report  of  the  Board  is  clear  and  comprehensive  as  to 
the  facts  elicited.  The  decision  at  which  they  arrived  was  come  to 
after  due  deliberation,  and  notwithstanding  that  the  members  were 
most  anxious  to  lean  to  mercy  as  far  as  was  compatible  with  the  dis- 
charge of  a public  duty,  that  decision  was  necessarily  unfavourable  to 
the  parties  implicated  ; and  the  Board  were  coerced  by  the  facts  dis- 
closed in  the  evidence  to  the  adoption  of  such  a course,  because,  under 
a lax  and  negligent  management,  the  cellular  system  of  prison  discipline 
affords  facilities  for  abuses  and  corrupt  and  illegal  distinctions  in  the 
treatment  of  prisoners,  which  could  never  occur  in  a gaol  where  the  in- 
mates are  in  association  under  the  provisions  ofthe  Act?  Geo.  IV., cap. 47. 

As  my  colleague  and  I fully  concur  in  the  decision  of  the  Board,  it  is 
unnecessary  for  me  to  further  dwell  on  the  circumstances  which  gave 
rise  to  the  inquiry  ; but  it  still  remains  my  duty  to  call  special  attention 
to  some  matters  which  came  under  my  notice  during  the  investigation, 
and  on  my  inspection  of  the  gaol  on  the  preceding  day. 

The  first  great  defect  which  became  manifest  during  the  inquiry,  was 
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the  want  of  an  adequate  code  of  bye-laws  for  tile  government  of  this  gaol, 
in  which  would  bo  defined  the  various  duties  of  the  different  members 
of  the  stall',  and  proper  checks  established  at  the  entrance  gate  to 
prevent  the  abuses  which  were  shown  to  exist  under  the  loose  system 
which  hitherto  prevailed.  To  correct  this  evil,  the  Board  have  now 
framed  new  rules,  which  will  be  submitted  to  the  Grand  Jury  for 
approval,  at  the  spring  assizes  of  the  county,  in  March,  1807, 

Again,  some  of  the  turnkeys  now  reside  and  take  their  meals  in  the 
cells  of  the  separate  prison,  a practice  which  not  alone  leads  to  undue 
familiarity  between  officers  and  prisoners,  but  also  facilitates  the  intro- 
duction of  prohibited  articles  of  food,  drink,  &c.,  to  the  inmates,  besides 
which  many  other  abuses  may  arise  in  consequence ; and  1 would  add 
that  occasionally  facts  have  come  under  my  notice  in  connexion  with 
other  gaols  throughout  the  kingdom,  which  satisfy  me  that  the  resi- 
dence of  the  warders  in  the  cells  of  separate  prisons  under  such  circum- 
stances, is  always  objectionable.  There  are  several  unoccupied  build- 
ings within  tile  precincts  of  this  gaol,  and  I would  suggest  that  one  of 
them  be  appropriated  for  the  residence  of  such  warders  us  should  reside 
within  the  prison  walls,  and  that  none  be  permitted  to  take  their  meals 
within  the  separate  prison  building.  The  officer  on  duty  in  it  should 
remain  as  a policeman  on  his  heat,  and  after  a certain  number  of  hours 
be  relieved  by  another  warder.  A mess-room  should  he  fitted  up,  where 
the  officers  might  take  their  meals,  and  remain  when  off  duty. 

Thirdly,  the  persons  of  all  prisoners,  and  the  cells  which  they  occupy, 
should  be  searched  (for  prohibited  artielesi  daily  at  uncertain  hours  by 
the  turnkey  in  charge,  who  should  enter  on  his  “ daily  state”  the  hours 
at  which  this  duty  is  performed  by  him.  The  head  turnkey,  and  the 
principal  discipline  officers  of  the  gaol  should  each  occasionally  check 
these  returns,  and  satisfy  themselves  that  the  search  is  effectually  made. 

My  colleague  in  his  report  for  1865,  has  suggested,  “that  the  cum- 
brous iron  bedsteads  in  the  cells  he  removed,  and  cots  substituted 
for  them.”  If  this  arrangement  were  carried  out  it  would  facilitate  the 
search  of  the  cells,  and  ho  attended  with  other  advantages. 

A small  table  and  seat  should  be  provided  for  each  cell  in  the  sepa- 
rate male  prison,  and  all  prisoners  should  have  free  access  to  the  bath, 
as  directed  by  the  9th  Buie  of  the  109th  Section  of  the  Act  7 Geo.  IV. 
cap.  74. 

Suitable  books  should  he  furnished  to  the  prisoners  in  the  cells  of 
the  separate  prison,  as  required  by  the  4th  Section  of  the  Act  3 and  4 
Vic.  cap.  44 ; but  the  introduction  of  newspapers  should  never  be  per- 
mitted in  a well  regulated  gaol. 

All  these  arrangements  come  within  the  scope  of  the  Board  of 
Superintendence,  who  have  hitherto  evinced  a laudable  anxiety  to  have 
the  discipline  and  management  of  their  gaol  put  on  a proper  footing. 
But  there  is  another  matter  over  which  the  Board  have  no  control,  and 
which  under  the  Prisons  Act  comes  solely  within  the  province  of  the 
Medical  Officer,  and  to  it  I wish  now  specially  to  call  attention,  in 
order  that  he  may  understand  his  legal  powers,  and  the  responsibilities 
which  attach  to  his  office. 

When  making  my  inspection  on  the  day  preceding  the  investigation 
referred  to,  I found  a memorandum  for  the  Board,  dated  May  last,  in 
the  journal  of  the  surgeon,  in  which  he  states  : — 

“Two  of  the  prisoners  from  the  county  Antrim  have  applied  for  increase  of  dietary, 
saying  they  are  weak  with  hunger,  but  have  not  complained  of  illness;  under  these  cir- 
cumstances I cannot  order  an  increase  of  dietary,  as  I believe  a man  must  be  ill  before  he 
is  properly  under  the  charge  of  the  Medical  Officer.  I take  this  opportunity  of  saying, 
that  I believe  the  dietary  of  the  gaol  is  calculated  to  reduce  the  strength  of  many  of  the 
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prisoners,  and  -without  actually  making  them  ill,  reducing  them  to  such  a state  that,  on 
their  liberation,  they  are  not  tit  to  do  a day’s  work.  I am  aware  that  the  same  dietary  is 
used  in  every  gaol  'in  Ireland,  at  least  there  are  but  slight  differences  in  the  published 
dietaries  of  the  county  gaols,  and  while  the  present  dietary  exists  as  the  rule  of  this  gaol 
I shall  make  as  few  exceptions  to  it  as  possible,  though  I consider  as  a rule  it  is  insufficient. 

(Signed)  “John  K.  Maconchv.” 

Tlie  prison  dietary  for  adult  males,  the  subject  of  Dr.  Maconchy’s 
memorandum,  was  framed  during  the  famine  years,  at  a period  when  a 
danger  existed  that  crime  would  be  committed  “ for  the  mere  purpose 
of  obtaining  food  in  gaols,”  and  also  “in  consequence  of  the  number 
of  cases  of  persons  committed  for  insubordination  in  workhouses,  and 
for  acts  of  vagrancy,  solely  in  order  that  they  might  have  the  advantages 
of  being  fed  in  prison;”  but  under  the  72nd  sec.  of  the  Prisons  Act, 
the  MedicaL  Officer  of  the  gaol  is  required  to  examine  the  state  of  health 
of  the  prisoners  under  his  care”  and  “ at  every  visit  to  prescribe  for  all 
prisoners  who  shall  stand  in  need  thereof \ and  he  shall  order  such  sustenance 
and  other  articles  as  may  be  necessary , which  sustenance  and  other  articles 
shall  be  provided  by  the.  Local  Inspector.”  The  responsibility  therefore 
rests  with  the  Medical  Officer  to  see  that  no  injury  results  to  the  health 
of  the  prisoners  from  a dietary  framed  under  the  circumstances  which  I 
have  mentioned,  and  it  is  plainly  his  duty  to  take  care  that  no  prisoner 
is  rendered  unfit  to  earn  his  bread  after  discharge,  and  thus  forced  back 
into  the  criminal  class,  or  else  to  remain  a burden  on  the -rates  in  the 
workhouse.  The  diet  for  adult  males,  including  those  for  long  terms, 
and  sentenced  to  hard  labour  in  tills  gaol,  consists  of  «oz.  of  meal  (India 
and  oatmeal  mixed),  made  into  stirabout,  with  one  pint  of  buttermilk  for 
breakfast,  and  14oz.  of  bread  with  one  pint  of  sweet  milk  for  dinner. 
On  two  days  in  the  week  no  sweet  milk  is  given,  but  oatmeal  boiled  in 
water  for  gruel  instead.  Breakfast  is  served  at  8.3o  a.mm  and  dinner  at 
2.80  p.m.,  so  that  those  on  prison  diet  remain  for  eighteen  hours  daily 
without  food.  There  are  at  present  in  Down  Gaol  14  men  under 
sentences  of  imprisonment  of  one  year  and  upwards,  l of  which 
sentences  is  for  three  years,  2 for  two  years,  and  3 for  eighteen  months, 
all  these  prisoners,  with  one  exception,  being  sentenced  to  hard  labour. 
With  these  facts  in  view,  and  being  aware  that  it  never  was  contem- 
plated in  the  sentence  of  tlie  Judge  that  the  health  of  the  offender 
should  be  injured  by  the  dietary  to  which  he  is  subjected  during  impri- 
sonment, and  gathering  from  the  evidence  taken  at  the  investigation, 
that  in  many  instances  such  a contingency  is  more  than  probable,  1 
have  not  hesitated  to  enter  fully  into  the  above  details,  to  point  out  the 
grave  responsibility  which  attaches  to  the  Medical  Officer  in  this  matter, 
more  especially  as  he  is  the  only  authority  connected  with  the  gaol 
having  power  to  interfere  with  the  dietary  laid  down  for  use.  X would 
add  that  this  power  is  largely  exercised  by  Medical  Officers  of  other 
gaols,  who  do  not  hesitate  to  order  extra  diet  for  prisoners  sentenced  to 
hard  labour,  and  for  long  terms.  In  tlie  last  report  to  Parliament  for 
the  year  1805,  of  my  colleague  and  myself,  we  recommend  a revision 
by  a competent  medical  tribunal  of  the  dietary  tables  of  our  gaols, 
which  are  lower  than  those  in  use  in  any  similar  institution  in  Great 
Britain,  or  I believe  elsewhere ; at  the  same  time  we  consider  that  the 
recommendation  of  the  Lords’  Committee  (resolution  8,  section  0)”" 
“ Whilst  the  Committee  admit  the  necessity  of  giving  to  the  surgeon  of  every 
gaol  a discretion  by  the  occasioned  increase  of  food  to  meet  the  special  cir- 
cumstances of  individual  cases,  they  cannot  but  feel  that  the  issue  of  extra 
diets  to  prisoners  who  are  not  upon  the  sick  list  is  a poiver  to  be  sparingly 
used  and  carefully  watched ” — should  as  far  as  possible  be  carried  out, 
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but  until  that  revision  of  the  dietary  tables  has  been  made  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  gaol  to  use  liis  legal  powers  to  prevent 
the  evils  to  which  Dr.  Maconehy  refers,  more  especially  as  the  surrepti- 
tious introduction  of  prohibited  articles  into  this  gaol  will  in  future 
be  prevented. 

In  conclusion.  I feel  it  due.  to  Dr.  Maconehy,  the  surgeon  of  this 
gaol,  whose  skill  and  professional  acquirements  are  of  the  highest 
order,  to  add  that  being  also  surgeon  to  the  County  Down  Infirmary, 
he  is  precluded  under  the  80tli  section  of  the  Act" 6 and  7 Will.  IV., 
cap.  1 10,  from  receiving  any  remuneration  for  his  professional  services 
in  the  gaol,  notwithstanding  that  the  average  number  of  prisoners  in 
custody  has  for  some  years  exceeded  one.  hundred  daily,  and  since  the 
commencement  of  1800,  exclusive  of  debtors,  have  averaged  111,  many 
of  whom  are  lunatics ; nevertheless,  lie  discharges  this  onerous  and 
gratuitous  duty  with  commendable  zeal,  and  his  anxiety  fertile  interests 
of  the  institution  was  shown  in  the  evidence  taken  in  the  course  of 
the  inquiry  to  which  I have  referred. 

Note. — As  this  report  was  passing  through  press  I received  a communication 
from  a member  of  the  Board  of  Superintendence,  who  has  with  much  care  and 
attention  drawn  up  rules  for  the  government  of  the  gaol,  iu  which  he  suggests  that 
an  improved  dietary  for  certain  classes  of  prisoners  recommended  by  tlie  medical 
officer  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Superintendence  should  be  inserted  in  the 
rules ; but  as  such  cannot  legally  be  carried  out,  it  only  remains  tor  Dr.  Maconehy 
to  act  on  his  conscientious  convictions,  and  notwithstanding  the  resolutions  of 
both  Houses  of  Parliament  above  referred  to,  to  adopt  the  practice  of  some  of  the 
most  experienced  surgeons  of  county  gaols  in  Ireland,  and  “ to  order  such  sustenance 
and  other  articles  as  way  be  necessary  to  all  prisoners  who  shall  stand  in  need  thereof." 
Dr.  Maconehy  iu  liis  letter  to  the  Board  observes  that  “ the  labouring  classes 
are  now  better  fed  than  formerly,  and  the  continuance  of  the  present  gaol  dietary 
for  any  long  period  would  reduce  most  prisoners  below  what  is  safe  with  regard  to 
health,”

Of  the  25  male  and  17  female  prisoners  of  all  classes,  inmates^of  this 
mol  on  the  day  when  I made  my  inspection,  in  October,  1866, 11  (5  males 
and  6 females)  had  been  tried  by  jury  at  Assizes  or  Quarter  Sessions,  of 
whom  8 had  been  sentenced  to  terms  of  imprisonment  with  hard  labour  of 
twelve  months  or  upwards ; 5 for  two  years.  Two  (males)  had  been  found 
guilty  of  indecent  assaults ; the  others  of  larceny  or  burglary.  The  remain- 
ing convicted  prisoners  in  custody  had  been  summarily  sen  tenced  by  magis- 
trates at  Petty  Sessions  for  assaults,  leaving  service,  drunkenness,  or  under 
the  Larceny  Act ; several  were  old  offenders,  and  one  was  known  to  he  a 
returned  convict.  Two  females  and  3 males  were  waiting  for  trial  for 
larceny,  and  1 male  stood  committed  under  the  Coroners  warrant  foi 
murder.  Two  lunatics  and  3 pauper  debtors  were  m custody ; v of  the 
latter,  who  were  females,  occupied  one  of  the  wards  m the  hospital  when 
I visited  it. 

* Juveniles. 

Two  juveniles  of  ten  years  of  age,  convicted  of  stealing  money,  and 
sentenced  to  an  imprisonment  of  forty-eight  hours  and  to  be  whipped,  and 
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North  2 others  of  an  age  above  ten,  but  under  sixteen,  were  inmates  of  the  o-aol 
District,  the  time  of  my  inspection ; one  an  apprentice  sentenced  to  one  month’s 
County  of  imprisonment  for  misconduct,  the  second  a boy  of  fourteen  “for  trial” 
Fermanagh  charged  with  selling  a stolen  calf;  10  others  had  been  committed  pre- 
wao'  viousiy  iu  the  course  of  1866.  I find  on  looking  over  the  registry  of 
juveniles  that  3 convicted  of  larceny,  had  been  sentenced  each  to  an 
imprisonment  of  five  weeks,  and  five  years  in  a reformatory;  the  remaining 
juveniles  committed  during  the  year  were  for  trespass,  furious  drivim? 
and  similar  offences.  Two  females  of  twelve  and  thirteen  years  of  a°e 
were  not  convicted.  Thirteen  juveniles  were  committed  in  the  course  of 
1865,  one  of  whom  was  a female. 


Lunatics. 

Thirteen  (8  males  and  5 females)  lunatics  were  committed  as  dangerous 
in  1865  ; 3 remained  in  custody  at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  6 males  and 
5 females  were  placed  in  charge  in  1866  ; 2 (males)  were  in  the  <uiol 
when  I visited  it.  G 

I observe  on  examination  of  the  books  that  lunatics  in  this  <mol  are 
occasionally  ordered  tea  and  tobacco  by  the  Medical  Officer;  but  I cannot 
fiud  on  inquiry  that  any  insane  person  was  given  animal  food  while  under 
detention  in  it  during  1865  or  1866. 

Twenty-two  male  and  3 female  debtors  were  committed  in  1865,  and 
11  males  and  3 females  in  1866.  Three  pauper  debtors,  1 inale  aud  2 
females,  were  in  charge  on  the  day  of  inspection  ; the  females  have,  I am 
informed,  been  inmates  of  the  gaol  during  the  last  eighteen  months.

North  The  crank-pump  adjoining  the  stone  yard  has  been  stalled,  to  prevent 
District,  communication  between  the  prisoners  when  occupied  in  pumping  water 
County  of  to  the  tank  on  the  roof  of  the  new  male  prison.  But  the  crank  is  not  on 
Fermanagh  an  improved  principle,  and  accidents,  on  two  occasions  attended  with  loss 
Ga°l.  0f  ixfe>  have  resulted  in  another  prison  from  working  a continuous  and 
undivided  crank  when  stalled  as  this  is.  I cannot,  therefore,  approve 
of  the  stalls  unless  the  crank  be  altered,  as  has  been  done  in  the  gaol  of 
the  neighbouring  county  of  Monaghan,  at  Kilmainham,  and  elsewhere.  I 
append  (page  143)  a diagram  of  the  crank  which  has  been  erected  in  those 
places. 

A new  drying-room  is  now  being  constructed,  and  a laundry  fitted  up 
for  the  use  of  the  female  prisoners. 

The  supply  of  water  to  this  gaol,  which  is  derived  from  two  spring  wells 
within  the  prison  bounds,  and  likewise  from  the  lake,  is  abundant;  and 
the  sewerage  (I  am  informed)  effective.  The  stock  of  prison  clothing, 
bedding,  sheets,  and  blankets  is  sufficient,  but  some  of  the  blankets  in  use 
are  thin  and  worn;  they  should  be  replaced  by  others  from  the  store.  I 
found  in  the  female  prison  when  I inspected  it  only  one  sheet  on  each  bed, 
contrary  to  the  12th  section  of  the  Act  19  & 20  Vie.,  c.  68.  On  my  second 
visit,  on  the  23rd  October,  this  neglect  had  been  remedied. 

The  bath  belonging  to  the  reception  cell  for  females  is  now  supplied 
with  hot  water  from  the  cook-house;  that  cell  is,  however,  not  well 
situated.  I cannot  approve  of  placing  a woman  to  sleep  in  a cell  apart 
from  the  female  quarters,  and  opening  directly  into  the  yard  which  forms 
the  common  passage  of  the  prison,  to  which  all  the  male  officers  havo 
access.  The  inmates  of  this  cell  have  hitherto  had  no  means  of  communi- 
cating with  a female  officer  during  the  night  should  they  require  it.  I 
found  one  woman  in  it  on  the  evening  of  my  inspection.  I am  informed, 
however,  that  the  Board  have  since  ordered  a bell  to  be  fixed  from  the  cell 
to  the  hall  opposite  the  Matron’s  room. 

The  apartments  of  the  officers,  the  halls  and  passages  of  the  gaol,  and 
the  hospital  are  now  lighted  by  gas,  but  not  the  cells,  and  the  prisoners 
remain  in  darkness  during  the  long  nights  of  winter. 

Photography. is  in  use  here  for  the  purpose  of  tracing  old  offenders— a 
matter  of  considerable  importance,  as  when  recognized,  prisoners  with 
previous  convictions  recorded  against  them,  now  receive  long  sentences 
of  penal  servitude.  The  son  of  the  Governor  performs  this  duty  very 
effectively. 

.The  cells  of  the  new  prison  for  males  are  in  size  and  otherwise  well 
suited  for  carrying  out  individual  separation  of  prisoners  under  the  Act 
3 &.4  Vic.,  cap.  44,  but  have  never  been  certified  as  directed  by  the  4th 
section  of  that  statute,  and  they  are  not  furnished  with  the  means  of 
enabling  the  prisoner  to  communicate  with  an  officer  of  the  gaol. 

The  following  is  the  4th  section  of  the  Act  which  empowers  prisoners 
to  be  kept  in  separate  confinement : — 

‘l  Provided  always  that  no  cell  shall  be  used  for  ike  separate  confinement 
of  any  prisoner  which  is  not  of  such  a size , and  lighted , warmed , ventilated 
and  fitted  up  in  such  a manner  as  may  be  required  by  a due  regard  to 
health , and  furnished  with  the  means  of  enabling  the  prisoner  to  communi- 
cate at  any  time  with  an  officer  of  the  prison,  and  that  no  cell  shall  be  used 
Jor  such  separate  confinement , until  its  fitness  in  these  several  particulars 
shall  have  been  certified  by  one  of  the  Inspectors-General  of  Prisons  to  the 
Lord  Lieutenant,  and  that  every  prisoner  so  confined  shall  have  the  means 
oj  moral  and  religious  instruction,  and  with  suitable  books , and  also  with 
labour  and  employment.” 
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A A1,  is  a framework  forming  a series  of  compartments,  B B B ; D D,  is 
a shaft  extending  the  entire  length  of  the  apparatus,  and  receiving  motion 
from  cranks  CCO,  which  motion  it  transmits  to  the  machine  to  be  driven ;

County  of  framework  of  the  partition,  A,  of  the  compartment,  B,  in  which  the 
Fcnmnagh  prisoner  is  placed.  The  crank,  C,  is  separate,  and  the  pall  at  its  end 
r"°  ’ (which  is  kept  in  its  place  by  a spring)  drives  the  ratchet,  and  so  transmits 
its  motion  through  the  shaft,  E,  and  wheels,  I J,  to  the  main  shaft  ])  * 
but  should  the  prisoner  in  the  compartment  cease  to  work,  although  the 
action  of  the  machine  will  not  be  interrupted,  the  ratchet  travelling  over 
the  inactive  pall  will  produce  a clattering  noise  which,  with  the  increased 
labour  on  the  remaining  prisoners,  must  at  once  notify  the  fact  to  the 
warder  in  charge.  The  main  shaft  has  also  a registering  apparatus  which 
strikes  a bell  when  a certain  quantity  of  work  has  been  performed,  so  that 
each  relay  of  prisoners  must  accomplish  an  equal  and  known  amount  of 
labour. 

The  shaft  runs  at  the  back  ; the  crauk-liandles  are  independent  of  each 
other,  with  a tell-tale  rack  connected  with  each  ; the  movement  is  con- 
tinuous ; and  the  bell  attached  gives  notice  when  the  men  are  to  stop  work. 

On  the  day  of  my  visit  the  heating  apparatus  in  the  male  prison  did 
not  appear  to  work  well;  no  heated  air  was  passing  into  the  cells  from 
the  hot  air  flue,  and  a thermometer  held  at  the  aperture  for  hot  air  unto 
the  cells  only  showed  a temperature  of  52±  degrees.  The  Governor  has 
since  informed  me  that  the  air  in  the  flue  Is  now  at  64  degrees. 

The  cells  which  the  female  prisoners  occupy  in  the  old  gaol  are  flagged 
and  not  heated,  with  the  exception  of  one  cell  which  has  a fireplace  iu 
it.  This  fireplace  and  two  stoves  are  the  only  means  of  giving  warmth 
to  the  inmates  of  the  prison ; and  on  the  clay  of  my  inspection  I found 
women  and  their  infants  occupying  these  unheated  cells,  where  they  re- 
main during  the  entire  twenty-four  hours,  unless  when  permitted  to  warm 
themselves  separately  once  or  twice  in  the  day  at  the  stove,  or  when  they 
exercise  for  an  hour  in  the  yard.  The  day-rooms  of  the  prison  are,  I am 
informed  by  the  Governor,  not  used  as  such. 

Since  last  inspection  of  my  colleague  iu  April,  1865,  an  attempt  has 
been  made  to  heat  a corridor  at  the  entrance  to  the  female  prison,  by 
passing  through  it  an  iron  flue  from  a stove  in  the  adjoining  apartment, 
but  on  both  my  visits  the  flue  was  perfectly  cold,  the  heat  going  direct 
from  the  stove  into  the  chimney.  The  walls  separating  the  cells  from  the 
corridor  are  two  feet  in  thickness,  and  no  warmth  could  penetrate  even  if 
the  corridor  were  heated,  unless  through  holes  iu  the  iron  doors  of  the 
cells.  The  Governor  now  reports  that  the  heating  of  the  pipes  in  the 
corridor  has  been  improved.  The  flue  from  a second  stove  in  the  upper 
corridor  was  warm  on  the  day  of  my  visit.  There  is  no  attempt  to  heat 
the  corridor  of  another  row  of  colls,  in  one  of  which  is  a fireplace. 

To  heat  and  fit  up  with  hells,  plates,  and  the  other  appliances  for  sepa- 
ration, the  cells  in  the  old  gaol  now  used  as  a female  prison,  would  be 
attended  with  considerable  expense,  and  the  upper  cells  are  too  small 
to  be  certified.  I cannot,  therefore,  recommend  the  Board  to  incur  a large 
outlay  in  attempting  to  improve  this  old  gaol,  more  especially  in  the 
preseut  transition  state  of  prison  legislation  in  this  country;  and  although 
I am  fully  alive  to  the  evils  of  association  amongst  prisoners,  above  all, 
females  of  the  class  which  constitute  the  great  majority  of  the  inmates 
of  this  gaol,  nevertheless  it  is  my  duty  to  bring  under  the  notice  of  the 
Board  of  Superintendence  an  illegality  in  the  treatment  of  prisoners  which 
should  not  be  permitted.  There  are  women  under  sentences  of  two  years’ 
impnsonment  in  this  gaol;,  some  of  the  prisoners  have  infants  and  young 
children,  and  in  the  severity  of  winter,  kept  for  eighteen  hours  in  the 
( ay  without  food,  iu  unheated  cells,  their  constitutions  must  suffer.  Ifc 
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therefore  remains  for  the  Board  to  have  the  provisions  of  the  Prison  Act 
enforced,  which  direct,  section  6,  that  “separate  common  halls  shall  he 
provided  for  each  class  f and,  7tli  rule,  section  109,  that  “a  fire  shall  he 
lighted  in  the  day-rooms  for  ten  hours  in  the  day,  from  the  Is*  day  of  October 
to  the  1st  day  of  April  in  every  year  ” The  9th  rule  directs  that  prisoners 
“ shall  exercise  at  least  two  hours  daily  I 

There  is  one  tell-tale  clock  in  this  gaol,  it  is  placed  in  the  Governor’s 
office,  in  which  no  fire  is  lighted  during  the  night,  the  only  fire  at  night  being 
in  the  guard-room  of  the  new  prison.  One  turnkey  patrols  from  9,  p.m. 
to  4,  a.m.,  when  he  is  relieved  by  the  next  in  rotation,  who  remains  on 
duty  until  the  prisoners  are  unlocked  in  the  morning.  The  Governor, 
his  deputy,  and  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  class  attend  the  locking  up  of 
the  cells,  which  is  held  in  summer  at  6,  p.m.,  and  in  winter  at  twilight. 
The  prison  is  unlocked  at  6,  a.m.,  in  summer,  and  at  daybreak  in  winter. 
Breakfast  is  served  to  the  prisoners  at  9,  a.m.,  and  their  dinner  at  2.30,  p.m.

These  were  inflicted  by  the  sole  authority  of  the  Governor,  with  one 
exception,  when  14  days’  bread  and  water  was  ordered  by  a member  of 
the  Board,  being  a Magistrate. 

On  one  occasion  the  Governor  very  properly  brought  under  the  notice 
of  the  Board,  the  conduct  of  a woman  who  had  misbehaved  in  the  gaol, 
but  had  twice  been  an  inmate  of  a lunatic  asylum  ; he  did  so  in  order 
that  the  Board  might  decide  whether  they  considered  her  a fit  subject  for 
punishment.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Medical  Officer  for  his  opinion, 
and  by  his  directions  she  was  not  punished  but  was  taken  into  hospital.

The  bread  and  milk  issued  to  the  prisoners  on  the  day  of  my 
visit  were  of  good  quality.  The  Chaplains  report  on  the  supply  in 
the  tabular  form  for  their  use,  and  for  the  most  part  favourably. 
I questioned  all  the  inmates  of  the  gaol  when  I made  my  inspection; 
none  of  the  males  lodged  any  complaint;  but  a woman,  with  a 
child  twelve  or  sixteen  mouths  old,  complained  to  me  when  I visited  ber 
cell  at  three  o’clock  in  the  day,  that  although  she  with  her  child  was 
committed  on  the  previous  evening,  the  child  had  up  to  that  hour  in  the 
day  received  no  food  whatsoever*  The  cell  in  which  they  were  confined 
is  not  heated.  On  examining  the  daily  issue  ticket  of  dietary,  I ascer- 
tained that  this  child  was  marked  by  the  (Governor  for  an  allowance  of 
bread  and  milk,  so  no  blame  attache?)  to  him  in  this  matter.  Some  of 
the  other  women  complained  that  the  stirabout  issued  is  sometimes  thin 
and  the  quantity  not  sufficient. 


Boohs  and  Accounts. 

The  various  books  and  registries  of  this  gaol  are  in  the  forms  prescribed 
by  the  several  authorities,  and  are  kept  with  much  care  and.  attention. 

A book  in  use  here  in  which  prisoners  enter  their  names  on  admission  has 
led  to  identification  of  the  handwriting  of  offenders,  and  so  procured 
convictions.  It  also  shows  the  progress  made  by  the  inmates  in  writing 
during  the  periods  of  their  imprisonment.  The  superior  officers  keep  jour- 
nals, and  this  branch  of  the  establishment  is  satisfactorily  managed;  ■ '

A noteworthy  feature  in  the  preceding  table  of  committals  within  this 
county  is  the  small  average  daily  number  of  female  prisoners  in  custody 
in  the  gaol  during  the  last  five  years,  which  average  has  never  exceeded 
n during  that  period,  and  in  18C5  averaged  but  two  in  the  year.  On  the 
day  of  my  visit  6 females  were  inmates  of  the  gaol ; of  these  2 were  pro- 
stitutes, old  offenders,  sentenced  to  an  imprisonment,  1 of  twelve  months 
m stealing  money  from  the  person,  the  other  for  six  months  for  an  assault  * 
the  remaining  4 were— 2 convicted  of  trifling  larcenies,  1 of  deserting  her 
child,  and  1 of  trespass. 

I found  25  males  in  custody ; hut  2 only  committed  for  offences  against 
property,  1 for  stealing  a coat,  the  other,  a returned  convict,  a stranger 
o the  district ; both  were  under  sentences  of  imprisonment  for  twelve 
months  Amongst  the  other  prisoners  1 had  been  found  guilty  in  1864 
oi  an  attempt  at  rape,  and  sentenced  for  two  years ; another,  an  insane, 
prisoner  was  in  charge  for  an  assault.  The  remaining  male  prisoners  in 
the  gaol  had  been  convicted  of  various  assaults;  some  arising  out  of  the 
j-  * &en®K“  ejection  for  the  county ; others  the  result  of  faction  fights  at 
mirs  aud  markets. 


These  facts  pomt  to  the  small  number  of  professional  thieves  in  the 
> stnet  and  hkew^e  to  the  sad  effects  of  the  lawless  violence  and  quarrels 
amon^  neighbours,  which  prevail  in  this  ami  some  other  of  the  western 
and  southern  counties  of  Ireland.

Very  few  insane  prisoners  committed  as  dangerous  are  placed  in  custody 
here ; only  2 were  so  committed  in  1865,  and  none  in  1866  : never- 
theless, lunatics  are  sometimes  criminally  committed  to  the  gaol  on 
charges  of  assault,  pending  their  removal  to  the  asylum  of  the  district ; 1 
insane  prisoner  was  on  the  day  of  my  visit  an  inmate  of  the  gaol  under 
such  circumstances  ; and  when  my  colleague  made  his  inspection  in  1865, 
a lunatic,  in  a maniacal  state,  requiring  the  restraint  of  a strait  waistcoat, 
aud  the  constant  attendance  of  two  sane  prisoners,  was  in  custody  on  a 
charge  of  a criminal  assault. 


Debtors. 

No  prisoner  for  debt  occupied  the  marshalsea  of  the  gaol  on  the  day 
of  inspection  ; 5 (4  males  and  1 female)  had  been  in  charge  previously 
in  1SC6,  and  11  (9  males  and  2 females)  in  1865. 


Juveniles. 

Juveniles  are  now  seldom  committed  from  the  county  Leitrim; 
2 (a  boy  and  a girl)  had  been  in  custody  previously  to  my  visit  in 
1866,  the  boy,  an  orphan,  12  years  of  age,  was  discharged  ; the  girl,  who 
likewise  was  without  a father,  was  committed  for  an  assault.  Iu  I860 
only  1 (a  boy)  was  committed ; be  was  sentenced  to  an  imprisonment  of 
one  month,  and  afterwards  to  be  sent  to  a reformatory.

The  annexed  ground-plan  of  this  gaol  was  prepared  by  James  Butler 
Pratt,  esq.,  a.b.,  c.e.,  County  Surveyor  of  Leitrim,  and  the  issue  of  the 
report  delayed,  iu  order  that  the  engraving  might  be  inserted  — 

A,  guard -mom,  Arc.,  officers'  room  above;  B,  Governor’s  house,  Board-room  and  Local  Inspector* 
offices  above;  C,  chapel ; I),  female  prison,  thirty-one  cells,  school-room  and  laundry  under,  debtor* 
room.  Matron’s  room,  (lay-room  above;  E,  kitchen  and  stores;  F,  hospital;  G,  treadmill,  tank,  bath; 
H,  male  prison,  fifty -six  cells,  ten  day-rooms,  &c.;  I,  marshalsea,  two  day-rooms  under  aud  twelve  cell* 
above. 
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This  gaol  was  when  I made  my  inspection  in  a satisfactory  condition  of 
order  and  cleanliness.  The  buildings  generally  in  sound  repair  except  that 
the  woodwork  of  some  of  the  window  sashes  in  the  marshalsea  is  unsound 
the  flooring  of  the  female  prison  much  broken,  and  some  painting  is 
required  of  doors  and  of  the  balcony  in  front  of  the  Governor’s  house.  The 
ventilation  of  the  prison  is  good  and  the  sewerage  is  stated  to  he  effective. 
The  stock  of  prison  clothing,  the  bedding,  blankets,  and  sheets  are  suffi- 
cient for  present  requirements ; but  some  blankets  and  rugs,  which  I 
found  in  the  cells,  were  thin  and  much  worn.  These  cells  are,  however, 
never  used,  as  the  accommodation  is  far  greater  than  will  probably  ever 
be  required.  Blankets,  when  too  thin  for  bed  covering,  can  be  economically 
used  as  material  for  female  wear,  and  are  better  than  new  flannel  pur- 
chased in  the  market. 

Water  is  abundantly  supplied  to  the  different  sections  of  the  gaol  and 
to  the  adjoining  courthouse ; it  is  conveyed  by  the  power  of  the  treadmill 
into  a large  cistern  placed  over  the  machinery  for  pumping,  which  can 
be  worked  by  six  or  seven  men  on  the  wheel.  The  mill  is  partitioned. 
When  a sufficient  number  to  work  the  treadmill  of  prisoners  sentenced 
to  hard  labour  are  not  inmates  of  the  gaol,  a hand  pump  is  used  for 
raising  the  water  supply  for  the  establishment.  There  is  a water-cock  in 
every  yard  to  flush  the  sewerage. 

The  schoolroom  is  well  suited  for  the  purpose  intended,  and  the  mar- 
shalsea building  is  commodious,  bat  the  exercising  yard  attached  to  it  is 
not  divided  for  the  separation  of  master  and  pauper  debtors  as  directed 
by  tbe  Stb  rule  of  tbe  109th  section  of  the  7 Geo.  IV.  cap.  74.  The  sepa- 
ration could  be  made  at  a not  considerable  cost,  but  still  I do  not  urge  that 
the  Board  should  go  to  the  expense  of  doing  so  at  present,  until  the  wishes 
of  Parlianieut  are  ascertained  in  the  next  session,  when  a new  Prison  Bill 
will  be  introduced.  There  are  no  proper  quarters  for  female  debtors,  who 
are  placed,  when  in  custody,  in  some  of  the  rooms  of  the  criminal  prison. 

The  stone  sheds  and  the  schoolroom  are  partitioned,  but  not  the  laundry; 
the  drying-room  is  not  artificially  heated,  and  clothes  when  washed  are 
hung  up  iu  an  unoccupied  room  to  dry. 

As  has  been  observed  iu  former  reports,  the  sittings  in  the  chapel  are 
very  faulty,  and  the  prisoners  have  not  that  free  access  to  the  bath,  which 
the  9th  rule  of  the  109th  section  of  the  Prisons  Act  directs. 

The  classification  of  male  prisoners  is  in  accordance  with  the  Prisons 
Act  ; but  the  females,  who  are  generally  very  few,  are  divided  into  two 
divisions,  known  prostitutes  forming  one,  and  all  others,  tried  and  untried, 
the  second. . This  division,  which  is  the  only  one  which  could  be  adopted 
under  the  circumstances  of  the  gaol,  still  shows  how  injurious  are  loug  sen- 
tences of  imprisonment  of  grave  offenders  in  this  associated  gaol,  as  often 
the  most  confirmed  class  of  professional  thieves  are  uot  prostitutes. 

The  locks  of  the  prison  are  iu  good  order. 

Ihe  prisoners  are  unlocked  at  six  o’clock,  a.m.,  iu  summer,  and  after 
day  breaks  during  the  winter.  They  are  locked  in  their  cells  for  the 
uight  at  six,  p.m.,  during  the  entire  year.  The  Governor  and  turnkeys 
attend  night  lockings,  when  the  Governor  ascertains  by  personal  inspec- 
tion that  the  prisoners  are  in  their  cells,  and  the  locks  are  minutely 
examined. 

Ihe  Governor  frequently  goes  round  the  prison  at  uncertain  hours 
between  lock-up  and  unlock  in  the  morning. 

jSo  gas  has  been  introduced  into  this  gaol,  and  the  prisoners  remain  in 
darkness  during  the  long  nights  of  winter.  On  this  subject  the  Lords’ 
Committee  on  prison  discipline  iu  1863,  in  their  report,  page  xi.,  state 
that  in  conformity  with  the  resolutions  of  tbe  Committee  of  the  House 
6i  of  Commons  in  1S50,  they  would  strongly  insist  upon  a limitation  of 
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c;  the  time  during  which  the  prisoners  are  allowed  to  be  in  bed  to  eight 
“ hours.” 

The  night  watchman  comes  on  duty  at  six,  p.m.  ; but  although  a tell-tale 
clock  has  been  provided  to  test  his  vigilance  it  has  never  been  placed  for 
that  use.  After  the  lockings  up  at  six,  p.m.,  the  keys  of  the  prison  are 
delivered  to  the  Governor,  who  holds  them  in  his  bedroom  duriug  the 
night.  No  escape  was  attempted  from  this  gaol  either  during  18G5  or 
18GG. 

Photography  has  not  hitherto  been  employed  for  the  identification  of 
old  offenders  committed  to  this  gaol.  Without  it  there  is  great  difficulty 
iu  tracing  professional  thieves,  who,  when  their  antecedents  are  ascer- 
tained in  a particular  district,  wander  into  another  county,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  plunder  with  impunity,  where,  unknown,  they  often  escape  with 
short  sentences  after  detection.  In  some  other  gaol  districts  the  Board 
of  Superintendence  enters  into  a contract  with  a photographer  in  the 
town,  and  when  a stranger  is  committed  to  the  gaol  his  photograph  is 
forwarded  to  the  authorities  of  other  gaols,  and  by  it  bis  antecedents  are 
ascertained,  in  order  that,  if  au  old  offender,  he  may  be  dealt  with  accor- 
dingly and  receive  a sentence  sufficient  to  guard  the  public  from  his 
depredations.

No  complaint  was  made  to  me  by  any  prisoner,  and  when  I inspected 
the  gaol  the  food  was  of  good  quality.  I find  from  the  reports  of  the 
Chaplains,  which  are  made  in  the  tabular  form  recommended  for  their 
use,  that  the  supply  from  the  contractors  is  uniformly  satisfactory. 

Boohs  and  Accounts. 

Much  care  and  attention  appear  to  be  bestowed  on  the  books  and  accounts 
of  this  gaol,  and  the  various  registries  are  entered  up  with  a neatness  and 
precision  most  creditable  to  the  Governor,  on  whom  their  custody  and 
the  duty  of  seeing  them  properly  kept,  in  a great  measure,  devolves. 
The  different  forms  recommended  by  the  Inspectors-Greneral,  or  required 
by  the  rules  of  the  Queen’s  Bench,  have  been  adopted.  The  Medical  Officer 
and  Chaplains  have  separate  journals ; all  the  extern  officers  record  their 
observations  in  a book  kept  for  the  purpose  in  the  gaol.  All  the  prison 
hooks  are  regularly  produced  to  the  Board  at  its  meetings,  and  signed  by 
the  Chairman  in  full.

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  gaol  has  been  most  satisfactory, 
and  contrasts  strongly  with,  that  of  a neighbouring  county.  No  death 
has  occurred  here  for  many  years.  The  hospital  accommodation  is 
ample,  but  there  are  no  water-closets  annexed  to  the  wards,  a requirement 
essential  in  every  well  constituted  infirmary.  On  the  day  of  my  visit  1 
lunatic  with  2 sane  attendants  were  the  only  occupants  of  the  hospital. 
A bath  is  placed  in  the  room  between  the  male  aud  female  wards  for  the 
use  of  patients  of  both  sexes,  and  a boiler  has  been  put  up  to  heat  the 
water  when  a hot  bath  is  required.

The  increase  in  the  daily  average  number  of  male  prisoners  in  custody, 
which  my  colleague  noticed  when  making  his  report  on  this  gaol  in  1865,  has 
been  even  further  augmented  since  the  commencement  ol  the  present  year. 
The  averages  of  female  prisoners  on  the  other  hand,  which  were  almost  idea- 
ticalin  1864  and  186£,  have  diminished  from  18  to  15  daily  in  I860.  An 
regards  the  averages  of  males,  however,  I find  on  inquiry  that  the  increase 
in  1805  appears  to  be  altogether  due  to  the  large  number  of  insane  male 
inmates  of  the  gaol  during  the  period  referred  to,  the  average  daily  num- 
ber of  lunatics  of  both  sexes  in  custody  in  1864  being  8-5,  while  in  1865 
the  daily  average  of  male  lunatics  alone  increased  to  15'7.  Commitments 
of  drunkards  to  this  gaol,  especially  of  females,  have  been  very  numerous, 
and  although  the  number  of  females  committed  to  bridewells  for  this  vice 
diminished  in  1864-5,  the  number  of  those  committed  to  the  gaol  from 
the  city  and  its  neighbourhood  during  the  latter  years  has  considerably 
increased. 

The  entire  number  of  committals  of  criminals,  exclusive  of  drunkards, 
lunatics,  and  vagrants,  were — males,  243  in  1S63,  250  in  1864, and 255  in 
1S65;  females,  81  in  1863,  83  in  1864,  and  89  in  1865,  showing  an  increase 
in  the  numbers  for  both  sexes.  Since  the  commencement  of  1866  the  num- 
bers have  been  233  males  and  59  females ; having  regard,  however,  to  the 
frequent  recommittals  of  the  same  offenders,  especially  of  the  female  sex,  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  criminal  class  of  the  district  is  confined  comparatively 
to  few  individuals. 

I regret  to  observe  in  the  preceding  calendar  of  committals,  1 for  murder, 
and  2 for  manslaughter,  in  1865  ; as  also  1 for  stabbing,  and  6 for  man- 
slaughter in  the  present  year — 4 for  the  latter  olfence  were  iumatesof  the 
gaol  on  the  day  of  my  visit,  3 of  whom  (members  of  the  same  family)  liail 
been  convicted  at  the  last  spring  assizes,  and  sentenced  to  an  imprisonment 
of  two  years  each. 

I found  in  custody  besides  lunatics,  debtors,  drunkards,  and  untried 
prisoners,  29  male  and  5 female  prisoners  criminally  convicted ; of  these, 
15  males  and  3 females  had  been  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  terms 
exceeding  six  months — 5 males  for  a period  of  two  years,  and  5 for 
eighteen  months;  1 for  fifteen,  and  3 for  twelve  months  each;  2 
females  had  received  a sentence  of  eighteen,  and  1 of  twelve  months. 
These  IS  prisoners  constituted  the  entire  number  of  grave  offenders  under 
convictions  in  the  gaol,  and  their  cost  to  the  rates  during  the  period  of  their 
sentences,  calculated  at  the  average  expense  of  each  prisoner  during  the 
past  year,  will  amount  to  a sum  of  £662  10*.  for  maintenance  in  the  gaol. 
Dive  males  of  the  above  had  been  convicted  of  crimes  against  the  person; 
and  3 females  and  10  males  for  picking  pockets,  burglary,  and  larcenies; 
two  of  the  latter  were  returned  convicts.  Three  males  and  1 female  had 
been  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  six  months — 2 for  assaults,  1 for  lar- 
ceny of  fowl,  and  the  female  for  stealing  grass.  The  prisoners  under  short 
sentences  were  principally  for  assaults.  A deserter  was  waiting  for  removal. 

Two  pauper  debtors  were  in  custody ; one  has  been  an  inmate  of  the 
gaol,  charged  with  contempt,  since  2nd  December,  1864,  the  other. since 
August  1865.  These  two  debtors  have  already  cost  the  rates  for  mainten- 
ance upwards  of  £75.  Twenty-six  master  and  3 pauper  debtors  were 
lodged  in  the  gaol  in  1865,  and  19  males  and  1 female  in  1866. 

Seven  males  and  1 .female  were  committed  for  offences  against  the 
revenue  laws  in  1865,  hut  none  during  the  present  year. 
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Lunatics. 

I found  6 lunatic  male  prisoners  in  the  gaol,  committed  as  dangerous, 
besides  an  old  woman  who  had  been  tried  for  larceny,  but  acquitted  on  the 
grounds  of  “ being  insane;”  one  of  the  male  prisoners  has  been  in  custody 
since  September,  1861;  two  others  since  June,  1863,  and  one  since  Decem- 
ber, 1864. 

Lunatics  in  this  gaol  are  given  animal  food  for  dinner  on  three  days  in 
the  week;  they  also  get  bread  and  sweet  milk  for  supper. 

In  this  gaol  the  Medical  Officer,  being  also  Surgeon  to  the  county  infir- 
mary, must  attend  professionally  all  prisoners,  sane  and  insane,  without  fee 
or  reward,  and  the  law  likewise  requires  that  he  give  gratuitously  cer- 
tificates for  the  transfer  of  lunatics  to  the  asylum,  for  countersigning  which 
a second  medical  man  notbelouging  to  either  institutions  receives  a guinea 
in  each  case.  The  law  on  this  subject  requires  amendment. 


Juveniles. 

Fourteen  males  and  6 females  under  sixteen  years  of  age  were  inmates 
nf  this  gaol  in  1865 ; 1 (a  girl)  was  under  ten  years  of  age.  Two  (boys) 
were  twice  committed  during  the  year;  1 (male)  received  sentence  of 
eighteen  months’  imprisonment,  another  of  six  months,  and  2 of  three 
months.  Four  were  whipped  during  the  year. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  present  year  20  juveniles  were  in  cus- 
tody; 1 was  twice  committed,  3 were  whipped  and  discharged,  1 (aged 
13),  the  son  of  a returned  convict,  was  imprisoned  for  two  months,  and 
another  (aged  15),  who  had  absconded  from  a reformatory,  and  since  com- 
mitted a theft,  was  by  the  Judge  of  assize  sentenced  to  an  imprisonment  of 
fifteen  months  with  bard  labour,  to  be  whipped  in  the  gaol,  and  during 
two  days  in  each  month  to  be  kept  in  solitary  confinement.  After  bis 
imprisonment  to  be  sent  to  a reformatory  for  five  years.

New  locks  of  a 
superior  description  have  lately  been  procured  for  the  male  prison,  and  in 
one  corridor  hasps  to  cover  the  locks,  on  a plan  which  lias  been  adopted 
in  Kilmamham  and  Mountjoy  gaols.  Some  of  the  cells  in  the  male  prison 
and  those  in  the  old  part  of  the  female  prison  are  rather  small  for 
separation,  lmt  the  remaining  cells  in  the  female  prison  are  roomy  and 

SUltiLQiGa 

The  stock  of  bedding,  blankets,  sheets,  and  prison  clothing  is 
quite  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  establishment  “and 
some  blankets,  sheets,  shoes,  and  male  clothing  are  in  store.  The  cell 
liftings  are  in  excellent  order,  hut  there  are  no  tables  in  the  cells.  Tables 
are  provided  for  tbe  cells  in  the  best  regulated  separate  prisons,  and  I 
would  suggest  that  they  he  procured  for  this  prison  also.  The  supply  of 
water,  which  is  obtained  at  a rent  of  £30  a year  from  the  city  reservoir 
nows  into  a tank  marked  0 on  the  ground  plan  of  the  gaol,  whence  it  is 
distributed  to  the  different  sections,  and  is  applied  (interalia)  to  the  flushing 
ol  the  sewerage,  which  is  effective  and  most  carefully  trapped,  an  arrange- 
ment of  the  utmost  importance  in  a sanitary  point  of  view.  The  laundry 
though  small,  meets  the  requirements  of  the  gaol;  and  the  drying-room 
(with  three  horses)  works  well  and  is  economically  heated.  All  the  cookimr 
is  performed  in  the  female  prison,  and  the  food  for  the  male  prisoners  is 
piaceil  m a small  room  marked  S on  the  plan,  from  which  it  is  afterwards 
removed  to  the  male  side  of  the  gaol. 

Since  my  last  visit  the  new  school-room  has  been  fitted  np  and  parti- 
tioned. It  is  now  one  of  the  best  in  any  county  gaol  in  the  kingdom. 

Some  defects  pointed  out  by  my  colleague  in  his  report  for  I860  still 
continue;-  amongst  others  the  faulty  arrangement  of  sittings  in  the  chapel 
and  the  imperfect  accommodation  for  female  debtors.  Debtor  women’ 
however,  form  a very  small  class  in  this  gaol;  1 only  was  in  custody  in 
, 4>  none  in  ISho,  and  1 since  the  beginning  of  1866.  The  quarters 
lor  males  are  commodious.  *

UP  rr,St  Is  raectmg  in  April  last  directed  an  alarm-hell  to  be  pnt 
P mm  the  female  prison  and  hospital ; hut  hitherto  no  watch  has  been 
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kept  in  the  separate  prison  during  the  night,  so  that  the  prisoners  con- 
verse from  cell  to  cell  after  lockings  without  control  of  an  officer.  This 
breach  of  discipline  can  only  be  remedied  by  the  presence  of  a turnkey, 
who  should  patrol  during  the  night  through  the  passages  and  corridors  of 
the  prison,  and  have  a key  of  the  gates  in  the  corridors,  hut  not  of  the 
outside  door  of  the  prison  or  of  the  cells.  There  should  be  an  alarm-bell 
to  communicate  with  the  night  guard'on  duty  outside.  It  is  of  importance 
that  a watchman  should  be  within  every  separate  prison  at  night;  a 
prisoner  might  become  ill,  or  some  other  casualty  happen.

The  large  profits  obtained  from  the  sale  of  the  work  of  the  prisoners, 
satisfactory  evidence  that  human  labour  is  not  wasted  in  this  gaol,  but  w 
turned  to  the  best  account.  The  mats  made  here  are  of  a superior  de- 
scription, are  exported  to  other  parts  of  the  kingdom,  aud  command  the 
highest  price  in  the  market.  Stone-breaking,  which  is  hut  slightly  remu- 
nerative, is  in  use  as  an  acknowledged  form  of  hard  labour  j but  the  wor 
of  weaving  in  the  heavy  mat-looms  in  this  prison  appears  to.  be  a 3 1 
more  laborious  occupation,  Prisoners  sentenced  to  hard  labour  are  em- 
ployed  at  both  works. 
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Since  last  inspection  the  teacher  who  for  many  years  gave  instruction 
ia  the  school  of  this  gaol  resigned,  and  another  officer  of  the  prison  lias 
been  appointed  to  his  place.  The  Chaplains  occasionally  visit  the  school, 
and  the  approved  form  of  registry  is  properly  kept. 

Dietary  and  Contracts. 

Prisoners  committed  for  periods  exceeding  one  month Males  above  fifteen 

years  of  age — Breakfast — 8 oz.  meal  in  stirabout,  1 pint  buttermilk.  Dinner 14

I tasted  the  bread  and  milk  for  prison  use  on  the  day  of  my  visit, 

which  were  of  good  quality — the  milk  particularly  so.  The  Chaplains 
regularly  report  on  the  quality  of  the  food  in  the  tabular  form  prescribed  for 
tlieir  use,  and  for  the  most  part  favourably.  One  prisoner,  A.  B.,  under  a 
sentence  of  eighteen  months’  imprisonment,  whom  I found  at  work  at  a 
kom,  complained  to  me  that  for  want  of  sufficient  food  he  had  not  strength 
for  that  work,  and  he  certainly  appeared  to  me  to  be  in  the  state  he  men- 
tioned. On  reference  to  the  return  of  weights  of  prisoners,  I find  that 
when  last  weighed  on  the  1st  October,  he  had  lost  S lbs.,  although  then 
allowed  7 ounces  of  bread  extra  daily,  by  order  of  the  Medical  Officer, 
since  which  time  the  extra  allowance  had  been  withdrawn.  Another 
prisoner  also  complained,  but  as  far  as  I could  judge,  without  reason. 

The  Medical  Officer,  who,  as  I have  already  observed,  receives  no  remu- 
neration for  his  services  iu  the  gaol,  is  constant  in  his  attendance.  He 
lia5  furnished  me  with  a table  showing  the  difference  in  the  weights  of 
prisoners  under  sentences  of  one  mouth  and  upwards  when  first  weighed, 
and  again  on  the  1st  of  October  last.  Six  on  the  list  were  lunatics,  who 
receive  animal  food  as  part  of  their  diet,  4 of  whom  had  gained  in  weight 
-one  24  lbs. ; of  the  remaining  24  prisoners  criminally  convicted,  0 had 
gained  and  15  had  lost  weight ; the  greatest  gain  was  12  lbs.,  the  greatest

From  my  experience  I do  not  consider  the  weight  of  the  prisoner  alone  a 
sufficient  test  of  his  state  of  health;  at  one  time  all  male  prisoners  were 
directed  to  be  weighed  at  Mountjoy  prison,  but  the  custom  was  abandoned 
as  being  utterly  unreliable. 


Books  and  Accounts. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  this  gaol  are  kept  with  more  than  ordinary 
attention.  The  Local  Inspector  who  is  a very  efficient  officer,  devotes 
much  time  to  the  management  of  the  gaol,  and  looks  carefully  to  this 
department.  The  Governor  also  is  most  painstaking  and  anxious  to  satis- 
factorily fulfil  the  duties  of  his  office.  All  the  superior  officers  have 
journals  ; that  of  the  Governor  is  kept  with  care  and  minuteness.  The 
various  forms,  registries  of  discipline  and  finance  required  by  the  rules 
of  the  Queen’s  Bench,  or  recommended  by  the  Iuspectors-General,  are  in 
use,  with  the  exception  of  the  Work  Ledger  and  the  Daily  Employment 
Book.

On  the  day  of  my  inspection  19  males  and  11  females  of  ail  classes 
were  inmates  of  this  gaol,  2 of  whom  were  lunatics  and  2 master 
debtors.  Four  males  and  3 females  constituted  the  entire  number  ot 
offenders  against  property  in  the  prison  ; 8 males  were  under  com- 
mittals for  assaults,  and  I “for  trial  for  stabbing.’  The  remaining 
prisoners  in  custody  were  1 male  for  drunkenness  and  disorderly 
conduct,  5 females  for  vagrancy  and  loitering  for  prostitution,  and  1 
male  charged  with  Fenianism  ; 3 females  were  u on  remand  for  further 
examination.” 

On  examining  the  ages,  the  sentences,  and  the  circumstances  of 
each  case,  I find  that  of  the  4 males  committed  for  offences  against 
property,  one  was  a juvenile,  for  the  larceny  of  clothes;  another  convicted 
of  stealing  heather— both  sentenced  to  an  imprisonment  of  one  month;

■District,  months;  and  the  fourth,  a pickpocket,  for  six  months;  1 man  was  under 
€a\mtyof  a sentence  of  two  years*  imprisonment,  convicted  in  June,  1864,  of  an 
Longford  aggravated  assault,  and  2 others  sentenced  for  one  year  each,  also  for 
Gaoi'  assaults  ; 8 of  the  1 5 males  in  custody  were  of  an  age  not  exceeding 
twenty-two  years. 

The  female  inmates  of  the  gaol  were  for  the  most  part  prostitutes, 
2 were  under  sentence  of  six  months’  imprisonment,  1 has  been  seventy 
times  convicted,  another  thirty  times — this  woman,  who  had  only  com- 
pleted a previous  term  of  imprisonment  on  the  8th  June,  was  again 
recommitted  on  the  12th,  and  sentenced  for  one  month;  another  female 
was  waiting  for  trial  for  having  assaulted  the  Master  of  the  Union 
Workhouse ; she  has  already  been  eighteen  times  a prisoner  in  this 
gaol. 

Juveniles. 

Besides  the  juveniles  in  custody  on  the  day  of  my  visit,  10  boys  had 
been  committed  to  the  gaol  in  180G — 3 for  workhouse  offences,  l had 
been  sentenced  to  be  sent  to  a reformatory  for  three  years,  after  an 
imprisonment  of  one  month  as  a punishment.  The  offences  for  which 
they  were  committed  were  for  the  most  part  of  a very  trifling  nature. 
Nine  juveniles  (males)  were  committed  to  the  gaol  in  1865,  3 for  steal- 
ing workhouse  clothes,  2 for  larceny  of  fowl,  1 for  malicious  injury  to 
an  ass,  and  3 for  assaults ; 1 of  these  was  sentenced  to  an  imprison- 
• ment  of  one  month,  and  three  years  in  a reform atory;  8 could  read 
and  write,  and  only  1 was  wholly  illiterate ; l was  twice  committed 
during  the  year;  8 had  lost  one  parent;  only  1 girl,  under  sixteen  years 
of  age,  was  committed,  but  she  was  not  convicted,  and  was  discharged; 
her  parents  could  not  be  ascertained. 

Lunatics. 

One  female  and  6 male  lunatics  were  committed  as  dangerous  in 
1865,  and  4 previously  to  inspection  in  1866;  2 males  were  in  custody 
when  [ made  my  inspection.  The  insane  here  receive  a diet  of  which 
animal  food  forms  a part,  and  every  attention  appears  to  be  paid  to 
their  treatment  which  the  limited  appliances  at  command  will  permit. 
The  medical  officer,  Dr.  Edgeworth,  who  is  constant  in  his  attendance, 
receives  no  remuneration  for  his  services  in  the  gaol,  and  when  a 
certificate  for  the  admission  of  a lunatic  into  the  asylum,  which  must 
be  signed  by  two  medical  men,  is  required,  he  must  perform  that  duty 
gratuitously,  while  another  surgeon,  not  attached  to  the  gaol,  is  paid 
one  guinea  for  adding  his  signature  to  the  certificate. 

Thirty-four  debtors  (28  males  and  6 females)-  were  committed  in 
1865,  and  30  (25  males  and  5 females)  previously  to  inspection  in  1866. 

Two  males  and  one  female  were  committed  for  offences  against  the 
excise  laws  in  L865,  but  none  in  1866  up  to  the  day  of  inspection. 

As  there  are  no  bridewells  in  this  county,  all  committals  within  the 
county  are  included  in  the  preceding  returns.

As  has  been  observed  in  former  reports  of  Inspeetors-General,  this 
gaol  appears  to  be  as  satisfactorily  managed  as  the  defective  construction 
of  the  prison  buildings  and  the  imperfect  system  in  use  •will  permit. 

I found  the  buildings  in  fair  repair,  properly  ventilated,  clean,  and 
orderly ; the  inmates  well  caved,  and  subject  to  discipline ; the  prison 
clothing  good  and  suitable,  besides  some  articles  in  store  ; the 
blankets,  sheets,  and  bedding  also  sufficient,  but  the  hammocks  are  old 
and  worn,  and  should  be  replaced.  Since  last  inspection  new  padlocks 
of  Ghubbs’  make  have  been  provided  for  the  cells,  and  rim-locks  of  the 
same  excellent  manufacture  for  the  passages  leading  thereto ; a shed 
has  also  been  built  in  the  tread- wheel  yard,  to  shelter  the  turnkey  on 
duty,  and  well-constructed  water-closets  and  urinals  have  been  placed 
for  the  use  of  the  prisoners  who  work  on  the  -wheel,  and  also  adjoining 
the  workshops,  but  the  privies  in  the  exercising  yards  for  males  were 
very  offensive  when  I made  my  inspection,  and  there  is  no  means  to 
Hush  them.  I am  informed,  however,  that  the  supply  of  water  is  suffi- 
cient for  this  and  the  other  purposes  of  the  prison.  The  water  is 
taken  from  the  well-hole,  marked  Z on  the  ground-plan  of  this  gaol, 
and  is  raised  by  the  power  of  the  tread-wheel  into  a tank  over  the 
machinery,  whence  it  is  distributed  through  the  establishment,  but  the 
well-hole  is  in  the  centre  of  the  yards  and  buildings ; from  it  all  the 
water  for  drinking  purposes  is  derived,  and  it  is,  above  all  things, 
necessary  that  it  should  be  free  from  the  possibility  of  the  filth  from 
noxious  privies  being  washed  into  it,  or  by  water  impregnated  with 
organic  matter  percolating  through  the  subsoil.  The  sewerage  is  stated 
to  be  sufficient,  and  the  gaol  has  hitherto  been  very  healthy  ; nevertheless 
the  subject  requires  particular  attention  at  the  present  season.  In 
the  gaol  of  a neighbouring  county,  1 attribute  the  mortality  in  part  to 
this  cause,  and  the  fact  is  undoubted  which  is  mentioned  by  Parkes,  a 
writer  of  the  highest  authority.  In  his  work  on  Hygiene;  he  observes, 
page  18:— “A  well  drains  an  extent  of  ground  around  it  in  the  shape  of 
an  inverted  cone,  which  is  in  proportion  to  its  own  depth  and  the  loose- 
ness of  the  soil ; in  very  loose  soils  a well  of  sixty  or  eighty  feet  will 
drain  a large  area,  perhaps  as  much  as  200  feet,  or  even  more  and 
as  zymotic  diseases  are  all  largely  caused  by  water  rendered  impure  by 
the  evacuations  passed  in  these  affections,  the  possibility  of  such  a 
contingent  arising  should  be  carefully  prevented. 

Cellular  separation  is  here  carried  out  in  sixteen  cells  for  females, 
which  are  heated  and  fitted  up  with  bells  and  appliances  for  the  purpose; 
hut  as  has  been  remarked  in  former  reports  of  the  Inspectors- General, 
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North  the  cells  are  scattered,  and  not  under  supervision  of  the  officers;  and 
\ strict.  k0pe(j  w]len  an  improved  system  is  adopted  for  males

The  males  are  classified  according  to  the  seventh  section  of  the  Prisons 
Act,  but  the  subdivision  of  debtors  directed  by  the  eighth  rule  of  the 
100th  section  is  not  carried  out,  and  female  debtors  have  no  proper 
quarters  assigned  to  them.  The  laundry  and  drying-room  are  imper- 
iect,  and  the  school-room  is  not  partitioned.  An  iron  chest  for  the  safe 
custody  ol  thu  prison  keys  was  provided  in  March,  i860,  and  the 
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following1  regulations  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Superintendence  to  be 
enforced : — 

“I. — The  Governor  or  Deputy- Governor  shall  be  present  at  the  locking  of  each  prisoner 
at  lock-up,  and  shall  test  the  lock  of  each  cell  after  it  has  been  secured  by  the  person  In 
charge  of  the  class,  and  shall  take  up  the  key  thereof  immediately  the  locking  of  each 
class  has  been  completed. 

“ II. — The  Governor  or  Deputy- Governor  shall  visit  each  prisoner  again  between  9 and 
10,  r.M.,  accompanied  by  the  night-guard,  or  matron  when  visiting  the  females,  and  shall 
re-examine  the  locks,  bolts,  and  bars,  and  enter  the  state  of  the  same  in  his  journal  each 
night. 

“ III. — All  the  keys  of  the  prison,  the  pass-keys  of  the  officers  excepted,  shall  be  in  the 
Governor’s  possession  when  the  final  round  has  been  completed. 

“ IV. — The  Governor  and  Deputy- Governor  shall  each  make  a circuit  of  the  prison  once 
at  least  in  each  week,  between  10,  f.m.,  and  6,  a. si.,  to  test  the  vigilance  of  the  night-watch. 

“ V The  outer  case  of  each  tell-tale  clock  shall  be  secured  with  Chubbs’  patent  lock. 

“VI. — The  keys  of  the  prison  shall  be  kept  by  the  Governor  in  his  bed-room,  in  an  iron 
chest  to  be  purchased  for  that  purpose. 

“VII. — An  additional  lock  shall  be  placed  on  each  door  leading  into  the  female  prison 
from  the  yards,  and  back  doors  shall  be  double  locked  by  the  Governor  and  Matron  at  tlic 
final  round,  and  an  alarm  bell  shall  be  provided  for  the  Matron. 

“VIII. — When  any  lock  requires  to  be  repaired,  it  is  to  be  sent  to  the  manufacturer.” 

The  cells  are  not  lighted  by  gas. 

The  reports  on  the  state  of  the  markings  of  the  tell-tale  clocks  are 
regularly  entered  in  “ The  State  of  the  Prison  at  Lockings  Book.”

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The  hospital  wards  for  the  sick  of  both  sexes  are  separate  and 
sufficient  for  the  number  of  prisoners  in  custody.  There  are  two  for 
males,  with  a water-closet  off  each,  and  one  for  females,  with  three  beds 
which  also  is  provided  with  a water-closet. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  gaol  has  for  many  years  been  satisfac- 
tory, as  has  already  been  remarked.  The  medical  officer,  being  surgeon 
to  the  county  infirmary,  receives  no  remuneration  for  his  services  in  the 
gaol,  notwithstanding  which  his  attendance  is  constant,  and  much  more 
frequent  than  the  rules  require.

At  the  summer  assizes  for  this  county,  held  -within  a short  time 
previous  to  my  inspection,  no  prisoner  either  in  custody  or  on  hail 
for  a criminal  offence  was  for  trial  on  the  calendar ; and  on  the  day 
of  my  visit,  although  25  prisoners  (13  males  and  12  females)  criminally 
committed  were  inmates  of  the  gaol,  only  8 (5  males  and  3 females)  had 
been  convicted  before  the  Judge  of  Assize  or  Chairman  of  the  County 
at  quarter  sessions,  besides  1 soldier  who  had  been  tried  by  court- 
martial  for  insubordination.  The  other  criminal  prisoners  in  custody 
bad  been  summarily  convicted  by  Magistrates  at  petty  sessions  or  by 
the  Town  Commissioners  of  Dundalk  for  drunkenness  and  disorderly 
conduct  in  the  streets,  assaults,  poor  law  offences,  and  trifling  larcenies ; 

1 man  was  awaiting  his  trial  at  petty  sessions  for  leaving  service.  I 
found  2 prisoners  under  sentences  of  imprisonment  of  two  years — one 
the  soldier  convicted  by  court-martial  of  insubordination,  the  other  a 
prisoner  for  larceny.  " Three  females,  old  offenders,  convicted  of 
receiving  stolen  goods,  and  1 male  for  an  assault,  had  been  sentenced 
for  terms  of  twelve  months ; a lad,  21  years  of  age,  convicted  before  tho 
Magistrates  at  petty  sessions  of  four  different  larcenies,  had  for  each 
received  a sentence  of  six  weeks’  imprisonment,  making  altogether  a 
term  of  six  months;  2 other  prisoners  were  under  sentences,  one 
of  two,  the  other  of  three  months;  the  remainder  were  for  short 
periods,  none  exceeding  one  month.  All  the  prisoners  in  custody 
under  long  sentences  of  imprisonment  of  twelve  months  and  upwards, 
with  the  exception  of  one  woman,  had  been  convicted  previously  to 
January  in  the  present  year;  and  there  has  been  a remarkable  im- 
munity from  grave  crimes  in  this  county  since  the  commencement  of 
iS66. 

The  females  committed  during  that  period,  with  the  exception  of  the 
woman  referred  to,  who  is  a professional  thief,  and  another  whose 
intellect  is  deranged,  were,  I am  informed,  prostitutes  from  the  purlieus 
of  the  barracks  in  Dundalk,  convicted  for  the  most  part  before  the  Town 
Commissioners  under  die  Towns  Improvement  Act,  for  loitering, 
drunkenness,  and  disorderly  conduct.  During  the  six  months  and 
a-kalf  which  have  elapsed  since  the  commencement  of  1866,  only  8 
females  were  committed  in  this  county  for  offences  against  property  ; 
three  for  assaults;  the  remainder  were  for  loitering  in  the  streets  for 
prostitution  or  for  drunkenness;  these  women  are  constantly  recon- 
victed, as  they  return  immediately  on  discharge  to  their  former  life, 
having  no  other  means  of  support ; one  in  custody  when  I made  my 
inspection  has  already  two  hundred  convictions  recorded  against  her

She  is 
District.  uow  uncier  a sentence  of  two  months’  imprisonment  for  drunkenness 
County  of  and  disorderly  conduct;  another  also  has  been  seventy-three  times  an 
louth  Gaol,  inmate  of  the  gaol  since  the  commencement  of  1855.  These  wretched 
women  seldom  continue  this  existence  for  a long  period,  as  after  a 
few  years,  broken  in  constitution,  they  disappear,  to  be  succeeded  In- 
fresh  unfortunates.  Refuges  are  much  required  in  Dundalk  for  women 
of  this  class. 

Juveniles. 

No  juvenile  was  an  inmate  of  the  gaol  when  1 made  my  inspection; 
5 were  committed  previously  to  my  visit  in  i860 — 1 was  a stranger  to 
the  district ; 1 1 (1  under  ten  years  of  age)  were  committed  in  1805 — I 
was  twice  committed;  no  female  juvenile  lias  been  in  custody  in  this 
gaol  since  the  commencement  of  the  year  1805,  or  up  to  the  time  of 
my  inspection  in  I860. 

Lunatics. 

I found  6 (4  males  and  2 females)  lunatics,  convicted  as  dangerous, 
in  custody  on  the  day  on  which  I made  my  inspection ; 4 males  and  l 
female  were  in  the  gaol  at  the  commencement  of  1865  ; 18  (13  males 
and  5 females)  were  committed  during  the  year;  1 male,  31  years  of 
age,  placed  in  charge  on  the  9th  July,  died  on  the  24tli  of  the  same 
month,  of  effusion  of  the  brain. 

No  change  has  been  made  since  last  inspection  in  the  arrangements 
for  the  treatment  of  this  class,  and  the  diet  they  receive  is  that  provided 
for  convicted  prisoners  (viz.,  stirabout  and  half  a pint  of  milk  for 
breakfast,  bread  and  a pint  of  milk  for  dinner),  but  with  the  addition 
of  bread  and  milk  for  supper ; their  friends,  however,  (if  they  have  any 
willing  to  do  so)  may  provide  them  with  other  diet  under  the  loth  section 
of  the  Act  19  & 20  Viet.,  cap.  08,  which  empowers  unconvicted  prisoners 
to  receive  eooked  food  from  their  friends.  The  insane  here  are  still 
lodged  in  the  double  cells  of  the  criminal  prison,  which  is  the  only 
place  in  this  strictly  cellular  gaol  in  which  they  can  be  located;  and 
the  defects  pointed  out  in  former  reports  still  continue. 

No  revenue  prisoner  has  been  committed  to  this  gaol  since  1804. 
One  master  debtor  was  in  custody  on  the  day  on  which  I inspected 
the  gaol;  7 males  were  lodged  in  it  since  the  commencement  of 
I860,  and  10  in  1865  : no  female  in  either  year.  In  my  report  for 
1 864,  I pointed  out  how  the  quarters  for  debtors  could  be  considerably 
improved,  but  as  no  action  has  been  taken  in  the  matter  by  the  Board, 
it  is  useless  for  me  to  repeat  the  observations  T then  made.

I found  this  gaol  on  my  inspection,  as  on  former  occasions,  in  a 
satisfactory  state  of  cleanliness,  order,  and  discipline  ; the  ventilation 
sufficient,  the  buildings  in  sound  repair,  and  free  from  damp,  with  the 
exception  of  the  hospital  and  the  end  wall  of  the  south  wing,  besides 
a slight  leakage  (although  improved)  from  the  horizontal  shoot  from  the 
roof,  observed  by  my  colleague  on  his  last  inspection.  The  walls  of 
the  hospital,  when  the  wind  blows  from  pertain  quarters,  continue  to 
admit  the  rain  through  fissures  in  the  stones,  and  the  building  is  there- 
from uninhabitable. 

This  gaol  is  well  situated;  the  sewerage  is  discharged  into  a cesspool 
at  a distance  from  the  buildings,  and  thence  under  the  road  into  the 
demesne  on  the  opposite  side.  It  is  to  he  regretted  that  some  sewers 
pass  under  the  prison  building,  a practice  strongly  condemned  by  the 
Sanitary  Commissioners. 

There  is  a plentiful  supply  of  water  obtained  from  two  well-holes 
which  are  united  by  a passage  blasted  through  the  rock.  The  water  is 
raised  into  a large  tank  by  the  power  of  a crank-pump  worked  by  the 
prisoners. 

The  stock  of  prison  clothing,  blankets,  sheets,  and  bedding,  is  suf- 
ficient for  the  requirements,  and  some  are  in  store;  I found,  however, 
a few  of  the  blankets  moth-eaten  and  worn. 

There  is  a good  laundry  in  connexion  with  the  female  prison,  but 
the  drying-room  has  no  heating  apparatus  beyond  an  ordinary  fire- 
place; ropes  are  hung  across  the  room  on  which  the  clothes  are  placed. 
The  prisoners’  clothing  are  hero  disinfected  by  means  of  hot  steam. 
This  is  an  excellent  practice  which  should  be  adopted  elsewhere,  as  it 
is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  when  a prisoner  on  admission  is  sus- 
pected to  bear  the  infection  of  disease,  his  clothes  should  be  thoroughly 
freed  from  the  poison  which  they  may  contain,  and  it  is  now  well  known 
that  such  specific  poisons  when  exposed  to  the  purifying  action  of 
boiling  water  or  steam,  lose  their  vitality  and  any  dangerous  properties 
which  they  may  possess. 

The  stalls  in  the  chapel  are  very  faulty,  and  the  prisoners  in  the 
back  rows  when  on  their  knees  during  worship  cannot  be  seen  by  the 
officers  in  charge. 

The  punishment  cells  in  the  basement  story  are  not  artificially 
heated,  and  are  flagged.  They  are  not,  however,  used,  except  during 
the  daytime  and  in  summer. 

The  .very  great  defect  in  this  gaol  is  the  want  of  separation  between 
the  male  and  female  wings  of  the  prison.  My  colleague  and  I have 
called  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Superintendence  each  successive 
year  in  our  reports  to  this  very  faulty  arrangement,  which  in  no  other 
well-managed  separate  prison  in  Ireland  exists  to  the  same  extent  as  here. 

Individual  separation  is  strictly  carried  out  with  all  prisoners  crimi- 
nally committed,  except  those  in  charge  of  lunatics  or  employed  in  the 
kitchen,  or  such  as  are  exempt  by  the  special  directions  of  tli6  Medical 
Officer  in  each  case. 

Lock-up  is  held  at  6 p.m.  in  winter  and  7 p.n,  in  summer,  and  the 
prisoners  are  unlocked  in  the  morning  at  6 in  summer  and  at  7 during 
the  winter  months.  Gas  is  not  supplied  after  lock-up  to  the  cells  in 
which  the  criminal  prisoners  are  confined,  except  for  a short  time,  to 
enable  the  occupants  to  make  their  beds,  and  it  is  extinguished  for  the 
night  from  twenty  to  thirty  minutes  after  loekings. 

The  Governor  attends  lock-up  accompanied  by  the  chief  warder  on 
the  male  side  of  the  prison,  and  by  the  matron  and  assistant  matron  on 
the  female  side,  the  locks  are  then  carefully  examined,  It  is  the  duty 
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of  the  warder  in  charge,  before  turning  off  the  gas  from  each  cell,  to 
ascertain  that  the  prisoner  is  within. 

After  the  cells  are  locked  the  keys  of  the  prison  remain  in  the  office 
until  ten  o’clock,  when  they  are  taken  by  the  Governor  to  his  bed-room 
for  the  night.  The  turnkey  on  duty  keeps  watch  for  four  hours  after 
lock-up,  and  he  is  succeeded  by  two  others  until  unlock  in  the  morning. 

There  is  in  the  gaol  only  one  tell-tale  clock,  which  is  placed  in  the 
central  hall.

The  prisoners  are  principally  occupied  in  pumping  water,  breaking 
stones,  teasing  rope,  and  picking  oakum;  but  when  skilled  artisans 
are  in  custody  they  axe  employed  at  their  respective  trades.  When  the 
number  of  offenders,  sentenced  to  hard  labour,  in  custody  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  work  the  pumps,  others  not  so  sentenced  are  employed  at  the 
work,  provided  they  do  not  object.

In  the  basement  of  the  prison  a carpenter’s  shop  and  smith’s  forge 
have  been  fitted  up,  besides  a room  with  turning  lathe.

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C C C,  which  motion  it  transmits  to  the  machine  to  he  driven ; each  crank,  C,  has 
at  one  end,  H,  a pall  which  works  opposite  a ratchet  wheel,  G,  fixed  at  the  end  of  a 
short  shaft,  E E,  passing  through  the  framework  of  the  partition,  A,  of  the  com- 
partment B,  in  which  the  prisoner  is  placed.  The  crank,  C,  is  separate,  and  the 
pall  at  its  end  (which  is  kept  in  its  place  by  a spring)  drives  the  ratchet,  and  so 
transmits  its  motion  through  the  shaft,  E,  and  wheels,  I J,  to  the  main  shaft,  D ; 
but  should  the  prisoner  in  the  compartment  cease  to  work,  although  the  action  of 
the  machine  will  not  be  interrupted,  the  ratchet  travelling  over  the  inactive  pall  will 
produce  a clattering  noise,  which,  with  the  increased  labour  on  the  remaining  pri- 
soners, must  at  once  notify  to  the  warder  in  charge  when  any  one  man  stops  work. 
The  main  shaft  has  also  a registering  apparatus  which  strikes  a bell  when  a certain 
quantity  of  work  lias  been  performed,  so  that  each  relay  of  prisoners  must  acconu 
plish  an  equal  and  known  amount  of  labour. 

The  shaft  runs  at  the  back;  the  crank-handles  are  independent  of  each  other, 
with  a tell-tale  rack  connected  with  each;  the  movement  is  continuous;  and  a hell 
attached  gives  notice  when  the  specified  amount  of  labour  has  been  accomplished, 
and  the  men  are  to  cease  work.

I questioned  all  the  prisoners  in  custody ; no  complaint  was  made  to 
me  by  any,  except  by  one  man  under  a long  sentence,  who  complains 
that  the  quantity  of  food  given  him  is  not  sufficient,  hut  I find,  that 
he  receives  the  quantity  which  the  rules  direct.  I tasted  the  provisions 
supplied  for  prison  use  on  the  day  of  my  visit ; they  were  of  good 
quality,  and  the  Chaplains,  who  regularly  inspect  the  supplies  furnished 
by  the  contractor,  report  very  favourably  of  them  and  in  the  tabular 
form  recommended  for  their  use;  each  loaf  is  of  the  weight  required 
for  one  person,  a very  satisfactory  arrangement,  as  insuring  a fair  distri- 
bution to  each  prisoner.

The  Board  meets  regularly  every  month  for  the  discharge  of  its  duties, 
when  a printed  memorandum  of  business  to  be  transacted  is  laid  before 
the  meeting  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  also  the  abstract  of 
accounts,  bank-book,  and  vouchers.  At  the  end  of  each  quarter  a special 
meeting  is  held,  in  which  every  department  of  the  gaol  is  inquired 
into,  and  members  of  the  Board  inspect  the  wards,  yards,  and  buildings 
of  the  prison.  Small  accounts  are  paid  monthly,  the  larger  sums  at 
assizes,  each  by  a separate  cheque.

I am  anxious  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Superintendence 
to  a cesspool  which  is  quite  close  to  the  pump-hole,  from  which  the 
only  water  for  drinking  purposes  is  obtained  for  this  Bridewell;  and  to 
show  the  danger  of  permitting  it  to  remain,  I here  quote  a fact  taken 
m16  “^ePort  on  Health  of  the  Social  Science  Association,  for 
18ba ; “ The  water  from  the  pump  in  Broad-street,  Golden-square, 
London,  killed  500  people  in  three  days,  because  there  were  cesspools 
m the  area  of  the  houses  close  to  the  pump,  and  the  matter  percolating 
trom  the  cesspools  into  the  well  poisoned  the  water,  and  so  was  fruit- 
■ v Productive  of  disease  and  death.”

At  the  summer  assizes,  1SG0,  held  a short  time  previous  to  my 
inspection  of  this  gaol,  the  presiding  Judge  in  bis  address  to  the  Grand 
Jury  observes,  “ There  is  no  hill  to  go  before  you ; only  one  case  is  for 
trial,  postponed  since  last  assizes.  The  County  Inspector’s  report 
shows  that  only  three  offences  have  been  committed  within  the 
jurisdiction  since  last  assizes,  two  of  which  have  been  of  a very  trivial 
nature,  and  the  third  of  no  serious  consequence." 

On  the  day  on  which  I made  my  inspection  altogether  9 males  and 
3 females  were  inmates  of  the  gaol,  including  1 master  debtor,  1 prisoner 
sentenced  for  being  drunk,  and  a third,  who  is  almost  imbecile,  com- 
mitted for  larceny  of  clothes ; notwithstanding  the  few  offenders  in 
custody,  2 were  returned  convicts,  both  now  under  sentence  of  two 
years’  imprisonment  for  riot  and  assault.  One  of  these,  a native  of 
Limerick,  has  twice  been  sent  to  penal  servitude  for  picking  pockets— 
at  Omagh,  in  1 858,  and  in  Mayo,  in  1 862;  he  was  only  discharged  from 
Spike  Island  Convict  Depot,  on  8th  May  last,  and  on  the  20tk  June 
following,  was  convicted  before  the  Chairman  of  this  county  of  the 
offence  for  which  he  is  now  under  sentence.  The  other  returned 
convict  has  four  convictions  recorded  against  him ; he  is  a native  of 
Drogheda,  and  I find  that  his  nephew,  a juvenile,  has  been  several  times 
in  custody  here  for  larceny  and  malicious  injury.  Two  other  prisoners 
in  the  gaol  were  under  sentence  for  assaults. 

The  man  committed  for  drunkenness  has  already  been  fifty-one  times 
convicted.  # 

The  remaining  criminal  prisoners,  besides  1 female,  with  five  con- 
victions recorded  against  her,  and  sentenced  to  twelve  months  imprison- 
ment for  larceny,  were  2 men  and  2 women,  sentenced  for  uttering  base 
coin;  all  are  strangers  to  the  district;  the  men  from  the  Queen  s county. 
The  females  with  whom  they  consorted  are  known  to  be  the  agents  of 
professional  coiners  in  Dublin,  one  of  whom  was  previously  convicted 
here  in  1865,  and  sentenced  to  six  months’  imprisonment;  she  is  now 
under  sentence  for  a term  of  fifteen  months;  her  husband  is  at  present 
in  Waterford  gaol,  likewise  convicted  of  passing  base  coin.  The  other 
female  is  the  wife  of  a returned  convict,  and  known  to  be  a grave  offender. 
I have  enumerated  these  particulars  because  they  shoxv  that  the  majority 
of  the  inmates  of  the  gaol  are  habitual  offenders  who  have  adopted  theft 
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and  robbery  as  a profession,  and  it  is  impossible  in  a small  prison  to 
exercise  a rigorous  penal  discipline  over  them,  as  the  number  of  pri- 
soners in  the  gaol  is  only  sufficient  to  pump  water  and  discharge  the 
other  prison  duties  of  cleaning,  &c.,  in  the  establishment.  1 would 
however,  wish  to  add  that  I believe  the  Governor  carries  out  discipline 
as  far  as  the  circumstances  of  the  gaol  will  permit,  and  that  he  is  a good 
and  active  officer.  One  of  the  three  women  in  custody  was  in  a bad 
fever  in  hospital,  another  was  in  attendance  on  her  as  nurse. 


J uveniles. 

No  juvenile  was  committed  to  this  gaol  during  the  six  and  a 
half  months  of  1866,  previously  to  my  inspection  in  July;  but  10,  all 
males,  were  committed  in  1865  ; one  of  these,  J.  C.,  14  years  of  age, 
was  convicted  of  injury  to  property.  I find  by  the  gaol  books  that  he 
had  been  three  times  previously  found  guilty  of  larcenies,  and  twice 
whipped;  this  boy  is  nephetv  of  one  of  the  returned  convicts  in  custody 
on  the  day  of  my  inspection.  Two  other  boys,  brothers,  of  the  ages  of 
ten  and  eleven  years,  have,  I find,  also  been  frequently  committed  for 
larceny. 

Lunatics. 

No  lunatic  was  in  custody  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  unless  the  imbe* 
cile  committed  for  larceny  can  be  considered  such;  1 female  was 
committed  as  dangerously  insane  in  1866,  and  4 males  and  2 females 
in  1865.

I found  this  gaol,  as  on  former  occasions,  in  a satisfactory  condition 
of  order  and  discipline;  the  buildings  in  sound  repair,  clean,  and  well 
kept ; the  bedding  and  clothing  good  and  sufficient,  ventilation  satis- 
factory, and  the  supply  of  water  adequate  for  the  requirements ; but 
there  is  one  very  serious  defect  which  should  be  at  once  rectified, 
because  it  endangers  the  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  establishment,  I 
allude  to  a large  and  deep  cesspool  into  which  all  the  water-closets  of 
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the  separate  prison  discharge  themselves,  and  placed  against  the 
building  in  which  the  prisoners  are  confined,  thus  only  separated  from 
the  floor  of  the  lower  tier  of  cells  by  the  thickness  of  the  wall.  On 
going  round  the  outside  boundary  of  the  prison  and  in  the  adjoining 
field,  which  is  considerably  lower  than  the  site  on  which  the  gaol  is 
built,  I found  the  contents  of  this  cesspool  breaking  out  through  the 
bottom  of  the  boundary  wall,  having  infiltrated  through  the  inter- 
mediate soil  of  the  prison  grounds,  its  foul  and  putrid  water,  satu- 
rated with  organic  matter,  polluting  the  subsoil  with  animal  poison, 
the  surest  foment  of  diarrhoea,  typhus,  and  other  zymotic  diseases,  and, 
with  cholera  impending,  most  hazardous  to  the  health  of  the  prisoners. 
It  doubtless  must  likewise  soak  through  the  foundation  wall  of  the 
prison  building,  which  forms  also  the  side  of  the  cesspool,  and  so  pass 
under  the  cells  in  which  the  prisoners  remain  for  twenty-two  hours  in 
the  day  ; in  fact,  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  one  of  the  only  three  females 
in  custody  was  suffering  under  a severe  attack  of  that  form  of  fever  (as 
I understand)  which  is  stated  by  writers  to  be  kindled  by  the  specific 
poison  generated  under  such  circumstances.  The  Iloyal  Sanitary  Com- 
missioners in  their  report  made  to  the  Secretary  of  War  in’  I sill, 
observe,  ‘'The  cesspool  system  of  drainage  is  based  on  the  assumption, 
that  the  fluid  shall,  to  a large  extent,  be  disposed  of  by  polluting  the 
subsoil,  the  worst  of  all  expedients  for  health ; if  the  cesspit  is  not 
absolutely  watertight,  the  subsoil  must  necessarily  be  contaminated.” 
They  lay  it  down  as  a rule,  that  “ the  entire  system  of  drainage  by  cesspits 
is  so  objectionable  that  it  ought  never  to  be  permitted  to  exist  near  inhabited 
buildings Here  the  cesspit  is  in  contact  with  the  wall  of  the  main 
building  itself.  • 

I am  unwilling  to  ask  the  Board  to  incur  expense,  if  it  can  be  avoided, 
as,  although  the  gaol  is  managed  with  the  greatest  ecouomy,  the  average 
cost  of  each  prisoner  during  the  past  year  amounted  to  £d;l  18s.,  in- 
eluding maintenance  and  establishment  charges.  The  rectifying  the 
sewerage,  however,  is  a matter  of  vital  importance  in  a sanitary  point 
of  view,  and  although  the  poisoned  air  from  sewage  matter  may  not  of 
itself  generate  cholera,  still  should  that  disease  unfortunately  find 
its  way  into  the  gaol,  the  danger  under  present  circumstances  would 
he  considerably  increased.  The  Sanitary  Commissioners  in  their 
report,  at  pages  85  and  1 03,  point  out  how  latrine  drainage  can  be 
safely  disposed  of;  they  recommend  that  when  not  discharged  directly 
into  the  sea  where  it  can  do  no  harm,  it  should  be  conveyed  by  pipes 
into  a field  several  hundred  yards  to  the  leeward  of  the  buildings  with 
reference  to  the  prevailing  winds,  with  filter  and  other  arrangements 
which  they  suggest;  and  add,  uit  is  committing  waste  as  well  as  injury 
to  throw  latrine  drainage  into  rivers I trust  the  Board  will  not  mis- 
understand my  reason  for  dwelling  so  fully  on  this  subject. 

Since  last  inspection  the  only  change  or  improvement  which  has 
been  made  here  is  that  eave  shoots  have  been  attached  to  the  old  part 
of  the  prison ; a new  clock  has  also  been  provided  for  the  establishment. 

The  prisoners  are  unlocked  at  half-past  sixo’clock  in  the  morning  both 
in  summer  and  winter.  They  are  locked  for  the  night  into  their  cells 
at  six  o’clock  in  summer  and  at  half-past  five  in  winter.  Gas-pipes 
have  not. been  introduced  into  the  cells,  but  the  central  hall  is  lighted 
by  gas,  and  in  winter  the  trap  doors  of  the  cells  are  left  open  alter 
(lark,  and  until  six  o’clock  p.m„  to  enable  the  prisoners  confined  in 
them  to  work  up  to  that  hour ; but  after  six  o’clock  they  are  in  darkness 
for  the  remainder  of  the  night  during  the  short  days  of  winter  for  a 
period  of  twelve  hours  and  a half.

The  Governor  and  turnkey  on  duty  are  present  at  the  lock  up  of 
males,  and  the  Governor  and  matron  when  the  females  are  locked  for 
the  night.  At  ten  o’clock,  p.m.,  the  Governor  and  turnkey  on  duty 
make  their  final  rounds ; the  cells  are  then  examined,  and  the  locks 
tried.  No  watch  is  held  after  ten  o’clock,  p.m„  when  the  turnkey  on 
duty  goes  to  bed,  unless  political  prisoners  are  in  custody.

On  analysing  the  preceding  tables  of  offences  and  the  list  of 
prisoners  in  custody  on  the  day  of  my  inspection  of  Castlebar  gaol, 
the  many  crimes  against  the  person,  and  the  few  against  property 
recorded  as  having  occurred  in  die  county  Mayo  dm-ing  the  past  few 
years  is  most  remarkable.  On  the  day  of  my  visit  in  August,  1866,4-.; 
male  prisoners  under  criminal  committals  were  inmates  of  the  gaol, 
all  of  which,  with  the  exception  of  6,  were  charged  with  assaults 
and  other  offences  against  the  person  of  a more  or  less  aggravated 
character,  and  even  1 of  the  5 referred  to  was  under  sentence  for 
an  offence  committed  11  years  ago,  although  only  recently  made 
amenable  to  justice,  and  now  convicted  before  the  Magistrates  at  Petty 
Sessions  of  having  cut  some  young  trees  and  hazel  rods  in  the  year 
1855.  The  others  were,  a lad  18  years  of  age,  a herdsman’s  son,  who 
had  stolen  a sheep  from  his  employer  to  obtain  funds  to  emigrate;  a 
man  who  had  broken  a large  pane  of  glass ; a post-office  offender,  who 
had  forged  a money-order ; and  a pickpocket,  who  was  not  previously 
known  in  the  district. 

I found  1 prisoner  in  custody  committed  for  trial  on  a charge  of 
homicide,  he  having  struck  another  man  on  the  head  with  a loaded 
whip,  thereby  causing  death. 

Notwithstanding  the  immunity  of  this  district  from  crimes  against 
property,  the  frequency  of  assaults,  the  result  of  riots  and  quarrelling 
amongst  neighbours  at  fairs  and  markets,  so  swelled  the  number  of 
committals  to  this  gaol  during  the  past  year,  that  the  average  daily 
number  in  custody  of  the  criminal  population  of  this  gaol  exceeded  that 
of  30  out  of  the  38  gaol  districts  in  the  kingdom,  at  the  same  time, 
it  must  be  observed  that  the  great  majority  of  offenders  committed 
had  never  previously  been  inmates  of  a gaol,  and  the  proportion  of 
recommittals  is  much  less  here  than  in  other  gaol  districts  of  the  king- 
dom— -a  proof  that  habitual  offenders  are  comparatively  few,  and  that  it 
would  not  he  difficult  for  persons  of  influence  in  tire  different  localities' 
to  prevent  these  disgraceful  crimes.

The  only  male  prisoner  sentenced  to  two  years'  imprisonment  in 
custody  on  the  day  of  my  inspection  was  the  post-office  offender 
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already  mentioned.  Two  others  were  under  sentences  of  1 8 months Nobth 

one  for  sheep  stealing,  the  other  for  a felonious  assault;  1 1 had  been  Disikict. 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  terms  varying  from  8 to  19  months;  c^fh/of 
and  11  for  6 months,  all  for  assaults,  the  remainder  for  shorter  periods,  Mayo 
including  1 for  5 months.  Gaol 

Four  debtors  (males)  were  committed  since  the  commencement  of  the 
present  year,  and  2 (master  debtors)  were  still  in  charge  on  the  day  of 
inspection. 

1 found  1 female  in  custody  for  an  offence  against  the  revenue  laws, 
four  males  and  three  females  had  previously  been  under  sentence  in 
the  gaol  for  a like  offence. 

Besides  the  female  already  mentioned  sentenced  for  a breach  of  the 
revenue  laws  and  two  others,  an  old  woman  of  84  years  of  age  com- 
mitted for  begging,  and  a lunatic  for  an  assault,  eight  females  were 
inmates  of  the  gaol  when  I inspected  it,  all,  with  one  exception,  known 
to  belong  to  the  class  of  street  prostitutes.  Several  of  these,  although 
very  young,  have  already  been  frequently  recommitted  for  drunkenness 
and  disorderly  conduct.  The  elder  sister  of  one  convicted  at  Ballina, 
has  been  28  times  in  custody,  her  father,  a notorious  offender,  has 
lately  completed  a term  of  2 years’  imprisonment  in  this  gaol  for  larceny ; 
her  uncle  was  for  the  third  time  sentenced  to  penal  servitude  in  June 
last ; and  her  aunt  was  sometime  since  accidentally  suffocated  by  gas 
when  a prisoner  in  a cell  of  the  convict  depot.  Another  of  this  class, 
now  under  sentence  of  9 years’  imprisonment  for  an  assault  on  the 
police,  had  previously  suffered  an  imprisonment  of  1 year  for  violently 
assaulting  a constable  when  on  the  witness-table  giving  evidence  before 
the  Magistrates  at  Petty  Sessions;  she  also  belongs  to  a' family  of 
criminals,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  she  will  continue 
to  he  an  expense  to  the  ratepayers  of  this  district,  constantly  recom- 
mitted, until  sentenced  to  penal  servitude.  She  has  already  spent  4 
years  and  a half  in  this  gaol. 


Juveniles. 

No  juvenile  was  in  custody  on  the  day  of  my  inspection;  hut  several 
of  the  females  in  the  gaol  were  of  an  age  hut  little  removed  from  that 
class.  Twelve  juveniles  have  been  committed  since  the  commence- 
ment of  1866,  1 only  9 years  of  age,  and  2 others  of  1 1 and  12  years 
were  sentenced  to  reformatories.  One  boy,  an  orphan,  from  the  county 
Galway  was  imprisoned  for  1 month  and  whipped;  1 had  been  8 times 
previously  in  custody ; 9 were  natives  of  this  county,  2 were  from 
Roscommon,  and  1 from  Galway. 

Lunatics. 

X found  2 male  lunatics  in  custody  and  1 female  committed  for  an 
assault  only,  from  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  a second  Magistrate  to 
sign  her  commitment  as  a lunatic.  This  gaol  has  for  a long  period 
been  crowded  with  lunatics  committed  to  it  until  the  asylum  of  the 
district  was  completed.  They  were  removed  to  it  a short  time  before 
my  visit,  and  on  visiting  the  asylum  it  was  most  gratifying  to  perceive 
the  improvement  which  had  already  taken  place  in  some  who  had 
previously  been  in  the  gaol. 

The  Governor  attends  the  locking  in  of  the  cells  of  half  the  male 
prisoners,  the  Deputy-Governor  the  other  half,  the  cells  are  locked  by 
the  turnkey  in  charge  of  each  class.  ■ The  Governor  altering  his  attend- 
ance from  one  to  the  other  part  of  the  prison  occasionally.  In  summer 
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North  the  prisoners  are  unlocked  at  six  in  the  morning  and  locked  in  their 
District.  cens  s;x  jn  the  afternoon.  In  winter  they  are  unlocked  at  daylight 
Cmpty  of  and  locked  for  the  night  at  dusk,  and  as  no  gas  has  hitherto  been  intro- 
Matjo  duced  into  the  gaol,  the  inmates  remain  during  the  long  winter  nights 
CrW.  }n  darkness,  a period  in  one  part  of  the  year  of  1 3 or  14  hours,  contrary 
to  the  opinion  so  emphatically  expressed  by  Special  Committees  of 
Parliament  that  no  prisoner  should  remain  in  his  cell  in  darkness  for 
a period  longer  than  is  required  for  rest,  viz.,  eight  hours.  Gas  is 
now  manufactured  in  the  town  of  Castlebar ; the  gas  main  is  laid  to  the 
prison  gate ; and  it  is  worthy  oi  consideration  whether  arrangements 
should  not  be  at  once  made  for  lighting  the  gaol  as  well  as  tire  lunatic 
asylum  which  adjoins  it. 

At  10  o’clock,  p.ir.,  the  Governor  examines  the  locks  and  bolts  of  the 
cells  already  inspected  by  the  Deputy,  who  makes  a like  examination 
in  the  remainder  of  the  prison.  The  Governor  also  occasionally 
makes  an  unexpected  examination  of  all  in  which,  grave  criminals  are 
. confined. 

Three  turnkeys  make  rounds  of  the  prison  until  10  o’clock,  p.m., 
when  the  night  guard,  consisting  of  L turnkey  in  rotation,  comes  on 
duty  and  remains  in  charge  until  morning  ; his  vigilance  is  tested  by 
two  tell-tale  clocks,  both  placed  where  tampering  is  impossible,  and 
protected  by  Chubbs’  locks,  the  strings- are  pulled  through  holes  in 
the  wall,  from  the  outside  of  tire  buildings. 

The  Governor  makes  frequent  inspections  of  the  gaol  at  all  hours 
of  the  night. 

After  ten  o’clock,  when  the  looks  havo  keen  properly  examined,  the 
Governor  has  the  keys  of  the  gaol  removed  to  his  bed-room. 

The  locks  and  keys  are  repaired  in  Dublin.

These  still  continue,  and  notwithstanding 
cffftyaf  that  the  authorities  are  most  anxious  to  carry  out  discipline  it  is 
Mayo  impossible  in  an  associated  prison  such  as  this  is  and  with  the  imperfect 

Gao1 • appliances  at  their  disposal  to  establish  a deterrent  system  of  discipline, 

which  is  peculiarly  necessary  in  dealing  with  the  classes  of  offenders 
who  form  the  great  majority  of  the  population  of  this  gaol.  Some 
suggestions  have  been  made  by  my  colleague  in  his  report  for  1865, 
which  will  doubtless  be  attended  to  now  that  the  lunatics  are  in  a great 
measure  removed  from  the  gaol. 

I found  this  gaol  and  the  grounds  belonging  to  it  kept  with  the 
same  careful  attention  to  order  and  cleanliness  which  I observed  on 
my  former  visits.  The  entrance  to  the  prison  is  tastefully  planted 
with  flowers,  and  there  is  an  appearance  of  neatness  throughout.  A 
notice,  pointing  out  the  penalties  to  be  incurred  for  the  introduction  of 
prohibited  articles  or  for  aiding  a prisoner  to  escape,  is  placed  over 
the  entrance-gate,  so  that  no  person  can  pretend  to  ignorance  of  the 
punishment  should  he  be  guilty  of  a breach  of  the  law  in  these  respects. 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  well  in  which  the  pumps  are  fixed  is 
now  unfailing,  and  fully  sufficient  to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the 
establishment.  The  prison  clothing,  blankets,  sheets,  and  bedding  are 
of  good  quality,  with  the  exception,  that  a few  of  the  rugs  on  the  beds 
are  worn ; the  stock  in  store  is,  however,  adequate  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  gaol. 

The  prison  buildings  are  for  the  most  part  in  sound  repair,  except  that 
the  roof  of  the  chapel  admits  the  wet,  and  the  chimneys  require  some 
slight  repairs  which  have  been  ordered  by  the  Board ; but  as  far  as  I can 
ascertain  the  sewerage  is  very  defective.  This  is  a subject  of  consider- 
able importance  in  a sanitary  point  of  view,  and  should  not  be  lost  sight 
of,  especially  with  cholera  impending,  as  it  is  now  admitted  that  nothing 
tends  more  to  predispose  to  certain  classes  of  disease  than  defective 
latrine  sewerage  and  cesspits  close  to  inhabited  buildings ; the  consti- 
tution of  lunatics  and  patients  broken  down  by  disease  cannot  withstand 
the  poison  generated,  and  great  mortality  ensues.  The  sewerage  of  this 
prison  is  supposed  to  deliver  itsfelf  into  a quarry  on  the  grounds  of  the 
lunatic  asylum  adjoining;  but  although  the  deep  drain  from  the  area 
round  the  central  block  acts  sufficiently,  the  latrine  sewerage  of  tire 
prison,  which  is  at  a higher  level,  and  connected  with  cesspits  in  the 
yards,  being  ineffective,  no  discharge  of  the  filth  from  the  privies  is 
discernible,  and  the  water  impregnated  with  the  foul  matter,  which 
accumulates  in  the  imperfect  drainage,  and  cesspits  must  of  a necessity 
infiltrate  through  the  soil  of  the  surrounding  area  within  the  prison 
boundary.  The  Governor,  who  is  most  anxious  to  have  his  gaol  in 
as  satisfactory  a state  as  circumstances  will  permit,  informs  me  that  he 
has  partly  filled  up  the  cesspits  with  yellow  clay,  but  the  noxious  deposit 
is  apparently  not  discharged  and  must  accumulate,  vitiating  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  gaol. 

I would,  therefore,  suggest  that  an  effective  scheme  of  drainage,  on 
the  most  improved  principle,  be  adopted  and  commenced  at  once, 
without  waiting  for  the  other  improvements  proposed.  I would  urge 
this,  because  good  sewerage  is,  under  all  circumstances,  of  the  utmost 
importance  for  health,  and  will  be  required  whether  the  alterations  in 
the  buildings  are  made  or  not.  The  inclination  of  the  ground  offers 
peculiar  advantages  for  adopting  one  well-devised  scheme  of  drainage 
for  both  the  gaol  and  the  lunatic  asylum  which  adjoins. 

The  evils  which  result  from  a system  of  imperfect  sewerage  such 
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as  exists  here,  is  admirably  pointed  out  by  tbe  Royal  Sanitary  Com-  Nokth 
niissioners  in  their  report  in  1861,  on  the  sanitary  condition  of  tbe  DisraicT. 
military  barracks  and  hospitals  in  the  United  Kingdom.  - At  page  1 63  CmU/of 
in  that  report  they  recommend  a plan  which  I am  satisfied  might  be  -Afai/n 
carried  out  here  with  advantage  and  ultimately  effect  a saving  to  the 
county. 

No  alteration  or  change  has  been  made  in  this  establishment  since 
last  inspection ; but  the  Board  of  Superintendence  caused  to  be  made 
in  1864  a plan  for  improving  this  gaol,  which  has  received  the 
approval  of  the  Architect  of  tbe  Board  of  Works,  cud  although  not 
yet  adopted  by  the  Grand  Jury  will  doubtless  be  again  submitted  to 
them.  I therefore  reproduce  it,  taken  from  my  report  on  the  gaol  for 
the  year  1864. 


Plan  No.  2. 
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It  is  proposed  that  one  of  the  blocks  of  buildings  marked  M should 
he  remodelled  according  to  a plan  similar  to  that  which  has  been 
elsewhere  adopted  with  advantage,  and  which  can  be  executed  at  a 
comparatively  trifling  cost. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  report  of  the  architect  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  on  this  plan  when  submitted  for  his  considera- 
tion:— “The  new  arrangement  would  afford  a corridor  with  thirty-six 
cells,  with  suitable  convenience,  an  enclosed  ring  for  exercising,  and 
a crank  pump,  and  stone-breaking  sheds  for  hard  labour,  all  easily 
inspected  by  one  officer,  and  a school-room  ” He  suggests  a slight 
alteration  in  the  method  of  admitting  the  light  into  the  school-room, 
which,  however,  does  not  interfere  with  the  plans,  and  can  he  adopted 
when  the  work  is  being  carried  out. 

The  building  so  altered  can  at  any  time  afterwards  he  enlarged  by 
uniting  it  and  another  block  similarly  remodelled  to  the  central  build- 
ing at  A;  pending  legislation,  however,  I do  not  recommend  any 
expense  in  making  the  alterations  to  be  incurred. 

A suggestion  made  by  the  Governor,  in  March  last,  to  facilitate  his 
inspection  of  the  separate  blocks  of  the  prison  has  been  carried  out, 
and  it  appears  to  accomplish  to  a certain  degree  the  object  intended.

The  Inspector  of  National  schools  in  his  report  on  this  school  in 
November,  1865,  states — “The  male  department  is  regularly  and 
efficiently  conducted,  and  the  prisoners  make  very  considerable  pro- 
gress in  the  more  essential  branches  of  the  programme.  On  the  other 
hand,  nothing  of  importance  is  effected  in  the  female  department,  the 
circumstances  of  which,  as  regards  the  numbers  in  attendance,  the  pre- 
vious attainments  of  the  pupils,  the  duration  of  their  term  of  imprison- 
ment, or  their  desire  of  improving  themselves,  do  not  seem  nearly  so 
favourable  to  success  as  in  the  case  of  the  male  prisoners.”  “ I believe 
the  Governor  intends  to  apply  for  the  usual  gratuity  of  £5  (to  the 
Education  Board)  for  the  male  teacher,  as  I stated  to  him  my  opinion 
that  the  condition  of  the  school  was  such  as  to  entitle  him  to  this 
favour,” 

The  master  has  not  yet  been  trained,  but  he  is  anxious  that  the  Board 
would  permit  him  to  attend  the  training  class  in  Dublin. 


Dietary  and  Contracts.

The  Chaplains  report  in  the  approved  tabular  form  on  the  quality 
of  the  provisions  supplied  'for  prison  use,  and  for  the  most  part  favour- 
ably; 1 prisoner  complained  to  me  of  the  quality  of  the  food  he  received, 
but  on  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Chaplain  on  the  day  he  mentioned 
it  is  stated  to  have  been  good.  A master  debtor  also  complained  that 
he  was  not  allowed  to  wander  outside  the  Marshalsea,  a breach  of 
prison  rules  which  could  not  he  granted,  and  the  prisoner  Waiting  for 
trial  asked  to  be  permitted  to  supply  himself  with  cooked  food,  under 
the  1 5th  sec.  of  the  Act  19  & 20  Vic.  * This  privilege  could  not  be  refused 
him,  and  the  Governor  has  since  allowed  him  to  do  so,  as  the  section 
of  Act  directs  that  “ Prisoners  of  ability  to  maintain  themselves  shall 
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be  at  liberty  to  purchase  and  provide  at  their  own  expense  sufficient 
cooked  food,  &c.,  subject  to  such  restrictions  and  regulations  as  the 
Board  may  deem  proper.”

Boolcs  and  Accounts. 

The  various  books,  registers,  and  journals,  as  directed  by  the  rules 
of  the  Queen’s  Bench,  and  in  the  approved  forms,  are  here  in  use,  and 
are  kept  with  much  care  and  neatness.  The  Chaplains,  Medical  Officer, 
and  Governor  keep  journals,  and  the  Local  Inspector,  several  times 
during  the  week,  examines  the  different  books  and  checks  the  accounts, 
receipt  and  issue  of  provisions,  &c.  All  money  and  other  private 
property  found  on  prisoners  on  their  admission,  when  searched  by  the 
gate-keeper,  are  rft  once  entered  in  his  book,  and  then  handed  to  the 
Governor,  who  initials  the  entry  and  gives  a receipt  to  the  prisoner.

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The  accommodation  for  the  sick  of  both  sexes  in  this  gaol  is  good 
and  sufficient;  the  wards  are  well  ventilated,  and  have  water-closets  at- 
tached. Nevertheless  the  many  deaths  of  prisoners  during  the  last  few 
years,  would  point  to  some  fault  in  the  sanitary  arrangements.  The 
deaths  are  for  the  most  part  of  lunatics,  but  the  low  vitality  and  de- 
ficiency in  nervous  energy  of  patients  of  this  class  would  make  them 
more  susceptible  of  miasmatic  poison  and  noxious  influences,  which 
the  vigour  of  constitution  of  prisoners  in  rude  health --might  successfully 
combat. 

I find  that  no  inquest  has  been  held  on  any  of  the  prisoners  who  died 
in  the  gaol  during  the  year.

The  Board  meets  monthly  for  the  discharge  of  business,  when  ac- 
counts are  examined,  and  the  several  creditors  paid  (unless  when  the 
sum  is  very  small),  by  a separate  cheque  drawn  in  favour  of  each.  The 
superior  officers  receive  their  salaries  half-yearly  at  assizes  ; the  sub- 
ordinates are  paid  monthly. 

Bridewells. 

I have  again  to  call  attention  to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  some  of 
the  bridewells  of  this  county,  especially  that  at  Belmullet,  which  is 
lamentably  deficient  in  many  of  the  primary  requirements  directed  by 
the  Prisons  Act  to  be  provided  for  such  institutions.  The  salary  of 
each  keeper  of  a bridewell  in  this  county  is  only  £15  a year,  a sum 
quite  insufficient  for  a person  holding  his  responsible  position.  Again,  in 
some  bridewells  there  is  but  one  small  room  for  the  keeper,  to  be  used 
as  sitting-room,  bed-room,  and  kitchen ; and  when  it  is  remembered 
that  the  keeper  ought  to  be  a married  man,  as  women  are  committed 
to  bridewells,  and  a female  is  required  to  attend  them,  the  insufficiency 
of  this  accommodation  is  manifest— the  keeper  of  Swineford  Bridewell 
having  likewise  charge  of  the  court-house,  resides  with  his  family  in 
the  latter  building,  which  however  is  separated  from  the  bridewell  by 
the  street ; the  keeper  of  the  bridewell  at  Boyle  has  not  this  advantage, 
and  he  uses  one  of  the  prisoner’s  day-rooms  as  a kitchen;  at  Belmullet 
the  room  for  the  bridewell-keeper  is  so  damp,  that  although  the  kitchen 
fire  is  close  to  his  bed,  the  bedclothes  cannot  be  kept  dry  in  consequence 
of  the  damp  of  tire  walls.  He  has  .no  apartment  hut  this  wretched 
room  and  the  use  of  the  petty-jury-room  when  the  Court  is  not  sitting. 

None  of  the  bridewells  of  this  county  have  sewerage,  or  water  on  the 
premises,  and  the  keeper  at  Belmullet  states  that  he  must  pay  a penny 
lor  every  bucket  of  water  be  provides  for  the  use  of  the  prisoners  or  his 
own,  for  which  outlay  no  allowance  is  made  him  by  the  county.  There 
is  no  stock-lock  on  any  door  belonging  to  this  bridewell,  and  only  three 
padlocks  for  securing  the  doors  of  the  entire  premises ; one  of  the  outer 
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doors  of  the  yard  for  prisoners  is  a common  batten  door  of  half-inch 
boards,  considerably  shattered  and  useless.  On  the  day  of  my  visit  four 
males  were  in  custody  for  drunkenness.  The  door  of  the  room  in  which 
they  were  supposed  to  be  confined,  had  no  lock,  and  was  fastened  by  a 
peg  of  wood  on  the  inside.  The  yard  is  so  insecure  that  a prisoner  could 
without  difficulty  escape ; and  as  the  premises  are  very  much  in  the 
same  condition  as  I found  them  in  1864,  I shall  now  repeat  the  obser- 
vations I then  made  in  my  report  in  reference  thereto  ; I would  add 
that  in  the  November  following  that  inspection,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
the  district  made  the  following  remark  in  the  visitors’  book,  which 
describes  accurately  the  condition  of  prisoners  lodged  here  during  the 
winter  season : — 

“I  have  been  to  see  Hugh  Murphy,  a prisoner  in  bridewell,  confined  in  the  lower 
cell ; the  flags  were  dripping  wet,  the  bed-tick  was  quite  wet  from  damp.  For  the 
sake  of  humanity,  and  in  charity,  I asked  the  bridewell-keeper,  who  is  desirous  of 
carrying  out  his  instructions,  to  remove  the  prisoner  to  the  upper  cell,  as  there  was 
no  person  confined  there  last  night.  There  was  a regular  down-pour  of  rain,  and 
this  morning  the  keeper’s  apartment  was  flooded. 

“(Signed),  James  Mallony,  Medical  Officer." 

The  following  is  taken  from  my  report  of  this  bridewell  in  1861 

“ The  premises  used  as  a court-house  and  bridewell  at  Belmullet  were  not  origi- 
nally built  for  that  object,  but  a small  private  house  in  the  street  of  the  town,  with 
an  out-house  behind,  have  been  altered  to  answer  the  purpose.  In  the  front  house 
petty  sessions  are  held  fortnightly,  and  one  quarter  sessions  during  the  year.  The 
bridewell  consists  of  two  very  damp  rooms  on  the  ground  floor,  with  two  beds  in  the 
inner  one;  and  two  rooms  over  them  similarly  furnished,  which  are  entered  from 
steps  on  the  outside.  The  outer  doors  are  fastened  with  common  padlocks,  hasps, 
and  staples. 

“ There  is  no  sewerage,  and  no  water  on  the  concerns  or  near.  The  salary  of  the 
keeper  is  only  £15,  and  30s.  a quarter  is  allowed  him  to  purchase  stationery,  fuel, 
and  light  for  the  use  of  the  prisoners,  and  his  own.  Notwithstanding  that  the 
bridewell-keeper  receives  only  this  very  insufficient  salary  from  the  county,  these 
miserable  buildings  cost  the  ratepayers  a considerable  sum,  which  would  go  far  to 
repay  the  yearly  instalments  on  an  advance  from  the  Treasury,  sufficient  for  the 
erection  of  a suitable  court-house  and  bridewell.  The  landlord,  who  is  petty 
sessions  clerk,  receives  from  the  county  as  rent  for  these  premises  £45,  and  as  keeper 
of  the  court-house,  £&,  making  altogether  £53  yearly;  he  likewise  receives  for 
stationery,  fuel,  and  light  of  court-house,  £6  12s.  2 d. 

“ The  rent  of  a court-house  for  holding  petty  sessions,  can  in  no  case  legally 
exceed  £10  a year ; but  if  it  is  decided  that  criminal  quarter  sessions  ought  to  beheld 
in  Belmullet,  the  required  advance  from  the  Treasury  for  the  building  could  be  pro- 
cured, interest  free,  repayable  in  twenty  half-yearly  instalments,  on  the  faith  of  a 
presentment.  It  is,  however,  a question  whether  it  is  desirable  that  they  should 
be  held  in  the  town,  as  it  sometimes  happens  that  in  the  month ''of  October  pri- 
soners have  been  brought  on  open  cars  there  for  trial  from  the  county  gaol,  over 
the  bleak  and  uncultivated  country  which  lies  between  it  and  Belmullet,  a distance 
of  forty-eight  and  a-half  statute  miles,  and  in  consequence  of  the  difficulty  of  pro- 
curing competent  jurors  in  the  town,  their  trial  cannot  be  proceeded  with.  It  is 
then  necessary  for  .them  to  travel  a further  distance  of  thirty-nine  miles,  over  a 
similarly  wild  district,  to  the  town  of  Ballina,  where  the  other  three  quarter  sessions 
of . district  are  held,  and  where  jurors  can  always  be  obtained.  Nine  of  the 

prisoners  for  trial  at  last  October  sessions  (18(33),  had  to  be  bailed  for  trial  at 
Ballina,  as  appears  from  the  following  return :

The  preceding  tables  show  but  a small  amount  of  crime  in  the 
county  of  Meath  during  the  pastand  present  years.  The  entire  number 
of  committals  for  offences  against  property  during  that  period  being  of 
97  males  and  20  females  in  1S65,  and  of  14  males  and  8 females  since 
the  commencement  of  180(1.  Offences  against  the  person  were  far 
more  frequent;  and  although  no  crime  belonging  to  this  category  of  an 
aggravated  character  is  recorded,  80  committals  for  assaults  in  1865, 
and  30  during  the  first  five  months  of  1806  are  enumerated  in  the  table 
of  committals  to  this  gaol  during  that  period.* 

On  the  day  of  my  inspection  21  males  and  11  females  were  inmates 
of  the  gaol,  including  2 debtors,  3 deserters,  2 (a  male  and  female) 
committed  for  drunkenness,  and  3 females  for  loitering  for  prostitution. 
I find,  however,  that  only  1 female  and  5 males  of  the  entire  number 
of  prisoners  in  custody  had  been  sentenced  by  a Judge  or  Chairman 
of  Quarter  Sessions.  The  other  convicted  prisoners  were  6 males 
summarily  sentenced  by  magistrates  at  petty  sessions ; no  females. 
Four  males  were  on  remand  or  waiting  for  trial,  for  various  larcenies — 
1 a boy  of  10  years  of  age,  and  3 lads  of  15  and  20,  both  strangers  to

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this  district,  but  one  well  known  elsewhere  its  an  incorrigible  offender; 
the  fourth  is  a man  with  five  previous  convictions  recorded  against  him, 
a returned  convict  who  was  only  discharged  from  Spike  Island  Govern- 
ment Prison  in  November  last.  He  is  now  waiting  for  trial  for  stealing 
a watch.  Besides  these  another  in  custody  was  under  a sentence  of 
two  years’  imprisonment  for  larceny ; he  had  twice  previously  been 
sentenced  to  five  years’  penal  servitude  for  like  offences.  One  also, 
although  not  heretofore  committed  within  this  district  is  well  known 
to  the  Dublin  police  under  various  aliases  since  1854,  notwithstanding 
that  he  is  only  21  years  of  age.  He  was  sentenced  to  three  years’ 
penal  servitude  in  1800,  but  showing  no  signs  of  amendment  was  not 
transferred  to  an  intermediate  prison,  and  was  discharged  at  the  end  of 
his  sentence  from  the  Convict  Depot.  Since  then  he  has  completed 
an  imprisonment  of  two  years  in  the  Richmond  Bridewell,  from  which 
prison  he  was  discharged  on  the  6th  of  February  last.  On  the  present 
occasion  he  has  been  summarily  convicted  by  magistrates  at  petty 
sessions  for  picking  pockets,  and  sentenced  to  an  imprisonment  of 
three  months  in  this  associated  gaol.  Offenders  of  this  class  always 
elect  to  be  tried  by  magistrates  at  petty  sessions,  as  being  unknown, 
they  thus  escape  long  sentence  of  penal  servitude ; and  when  they 
perceive  that  they  are  recognised,  they  pass  into  another  district  where 
their  antecedents  are  unknown.  This  man  acknowledged  to  me  on  my 
inspection  here  that  he  intends  when  he  leaves  this  gaol  to  return  to 
his  former  life,  as  having  no  other  course  open  to  him  ; from  his  im- 
perfect sight  he  will  not  be  taken  as  a soldier,  and  having  always  lived  in 
habits  of  idleness  he  is  neither  willing  nor  able  to  work.  I have  called 
attention  to  the  above  facts,  because  they  show  that  the  present  prison 
system  is  defective  and  requires  to  be  changed.  The  most  inveterate 
offenders  being  unknown  in  the  districts  where  convicted  now  escape 
with  comparative  impunity,  and  thus  not  only  is  crime  perpetuated, 
hut  the  counties  are  charged  with  the  maintenance  of  offenders  who  do 
not  belong  to  them. 

As  has  already  been  observed,  1 female  only  in  the  gaol,  hall  been 
convicted  at  assize  or  quarter  sessions.  She  was  under  sentence  for 
larceny  of  imprisonment  for  twelve  months.  Three  others  were  under 
convictions  for  loitering  in  the  streets  for  prostitution,  and  a fourth  for 
drunkenness.  These  women  are  constantly  recurrent  to  the  gaol ; I, 
only  30  years  of  age,  has  already  5 1 convictions  recorded  against  her. 
The  imprisonment  of  prostitutes  to  an  associated  gaol  has  a most 
injurious  effect  on  any  chaste  female  who  may  chance  to  be  com- 
mitted to  it,  and  is  uudaterrent  to  the  unfortunate  women  themselves, 
who,  the  moment  they  are  discharged  from  custody  resume  their  pre- 
vious mode  of  life,  having  no  other  possible  means  of  support,  as  they 
will  not  enter  the  workhouse.  I found  6 other  females  in  custody 
waiting  for  trial,  for  larceny,  stealing  clothes  from  the  Kells  workhouse, 
and  1 for  child  desertion. 

Lock-up  is  held  at  6 p.m.,  and  unlock  at  7 a.m.  The  Governor  is 
present  at  lock-up,  and  the  head  turnkey  immediately  afterwards 
examines  all  the  locks  of  the  cells.  The  turnkey  on  duty  is  relieved  by 
the  first  night  watchman  at  9 o’clock,  p.m.,  whose  duty  it  is  to  examine 
all  parts  of  the  prison,  and  he  gives  charge  to  the  second  watchman  at 
1 o’clock,  a.m.,  who  is  again  relieved  by  a third  turnkey  at  5 o’clock  m 
tlie  morning ; the  latter  remains  on  duty  until  7 o’clock. 

Occasionally  the  Governor  visits  the  prison  at  unexpected  hours. 

Gas  is  not  supplied  to  the  cells  at  night;  it  is  extinguished  in  the 
classes  at  0 o’clock,  p.m. 

All  the  keys,  except  those  of  the  hospital,  are  given  up  to  file 
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Governor  after  the  prison  is  looked  for  the  night,  and  he  keeps  them  Nouth 
in  his  bed-room ; but  the  key  of  the  male  hospital  remains  in  the  DlsIWCT- 
custody  of  the  turnkey  who  sleeps  in  the  hospital ; and  the  key  of  the  o«rf.y  of 
hospital  for  females  is  given  up  to  the  matron.  I consider  that  the  hhatk 
Governor  should  not  delegate  his  powers  to  any  person ; he  is  respon-  00 ' 
sible  for  the  safe  custody  of  all  prisoners  whether  in  or  out  of  hospital, 
and  in  future  he  should  keep  the  keys  of  the  hospital  also  during  the 
night.  One  tell-tale  clock  is  placed  in  the  gate-porters’  office;  and  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  watchman  to  call  the  hours  and  half-hours  under  the 
window’s  of  the  Governor  during  the  night. 

In  July,  1865,  a prisoner,  J.  It , under  sentence  of  penal  servitude, 
escaped  from  this  gaol  through  the  neglect  of  the  gate-porter  and  the 
two  turnkeys  on  duty ; he  was,  however,  retaken  soon  afterwards.  The 
Board  of  Superintendence  subsequently  met,  and  having  investigated 
the  circumstance,  fined  the  officers  in  fault — two  in  a penalty  of  £:S,  the 
other  of  £1 ; and  they  passed  a resolution  stating  that,  were  it  not  for  the 
long  and  faithful  services  of  these  officers  they  would  have  been  dis- 
missed. The  Board  have  also  now  made  regulations  for  the  admission 
of  visitors  to  prisoners  which,  if  carried  out,  will  prevent  the  recurrence 
of  such  neglect  in  future. 

One  pauper  and  5 master  debtors  were  placed  in  custody  in  1865, 
and  7 previously  to  my  inspection  in  1866. 

One  offender  against  the  excise  laws  was  committed  in  1865,  and  7 
since  January,  1866. 

Juveniles. 

I found  2 juveniles  (males)  in  custody  when  I inspected  this  gaol* 
and  1 (a  girl)  in  the  bridewell  at  Kells  on  the  day  of  my  visit  to  it. 

I have  since  been  informed  that  the  girl  has  been  sentenced  to  one 
month’s  imprisonment  as  a punishment  for  her  offence,  and  after- 
wards to  be  sent  to  a reformatory  for  four  years.  Four  (3  boys  and 
1 girl)  had  been  committed  since  the  commencement  of  the  year,  and 
5 (all  males)  in  1865.  One  boy  12  years  of  age  was  sentenced  to 
fourteen  days’  imprisonment,  and  afterwards  to  be  sent  to  a reforma- 
tory ; 1 other  was  committed  for  absconding  from  a reformatory.  No 
sentence  beyond  one  month’s  imprisonment  was  passed  on  any  juvenile 
in  either  year.  There  is  no  separate  place  allotted  for  juveniles  in  the 
gaol,  and  it  is  difficult  to  prevent  their  being  corrupted,  especially 
females,  while  in  prison  by  adult  criminals  with  whom  they  may  be 
placed  in  association. 

One  juvenile  here,  committed  for  trial  with  another  lad,  for  stealing 
clothes,  although  unknown  to  the  gaol  authorities  of  this  district,  lias 
been  living  since  an  early  age  in  crime  ; he  was  convicted  of  larceny  in 
November,  I860,  and  sentenced  to  four  years’  detention  in  a reforma- 
tory at  the  end  of  his  punishment.  In  December,  1864,  the  manager 
of  die  reformatory  placed  him  in  a respectable  warehouse  in  Dublin, 
where  he  was  employed  to  fold  parcels,  but  was  so  idle  and  inattentive 
that  he  was  dismissed.  The  manager  of  the  reformatory  then  paid  his 
passage  to  America,  where  he  was  sent  with  other  lads  who  are  now 
doing° well  there  ; he,  however,  shipped  himself  back  to  Dublin,  where 
he  was  again  found  by  the  manager  ; and  to  give  him  another  chance  was 
sent  to  England,  to  a place  where  work  was  obtained  for  him,  but  he 
again  returned  to  Dublin,  and  joining  with  another  thief  he  has  been 
begging  and  thieving  through  the  country.  The  manager  of  the  refor- 
matory0writes  to  me  that  he  has  tried  every  means  to  reclaim  him,  but 
without  success.  He  was  lassy  and  idle  while  in  the  reformatory,  and 
since  his  discharge  has  cost  the  institution  a large  sum  of  money  in 
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providing  him  with  opportunities  to  support  himself  honestly,  as 
being  so  young  it  was  still  hoped  that  lie  might  improve  as  he  grew 
older,  but  he  is  irreclaimable. 

This  boy  is  one  of  four  prisoners  who  should  receive  long  sentences 
of  penal  servitude,  as  in  association  here  they  corrupt  the  less  hardened 
inmates  of  the  gaol. 

Lunatics. 

I found  no  lunatic  in  custody  committed  as  dangerous ; 7 males  and 
1 female  were  so  committed  during  the  past  year.  I am  informed  that 
the  insane  sent  here  by  magistrates  are  generally  soon  afterwards 
removed  to  the  asylum  of  the  district.

This  gaol,  as  will  bo  seen  from  the  ground-plan  of  the  ’buildings, 
was  erected  at  a time  when  the  requirements  for  prison  manage- 
ment were  not  understood,  and  without  great  expense  the  build- 
ings could  not  be  remodelled  for  a system  of  individual  separation, 
the  only  form  of  discipline  suited  for  a county  prison.  Should,  how- 
ever, it  he  decided  at  any.  time  to  make  the  alterations  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  separation  of  prisoners,  either  the  plan  lately  approved  of 
by  the  Cavan  grand  jury  for  altering  their  gaol,  or  that  carried  out  in 
remodelling  the  county  gaol  at  Limerick,  might  be  adopted.  I do  not, 
however,  advise  that  at  present  any  expense  should  he  incurred  for  this 
purpose  as  the  cost  of  the  establishment  is  already  heavy.  So  few 
offenders  being  committed  from  this  district  that  during  1865  each 
prisoner  in  custody  in  the  gaol  cost  the  ratepayers  £86  3s.  63.  The 
entire  sum  paid  for  maintenance  of  the  gaol  during  the  year  was 
£1,640  3s.  93.,  while  the  salaries  paid  to  the  staff  amounted  to 
£1,076  7s.  6d.,  being  a cost  of  JU  l 7s.  8J3.  for  proportion  of  staff  alone, 
and  £14  15s.  9 d.  for  maintenance  and  all  other  expenses,  for  each 
individual  prisoner  committed  during  the  year — the  daily  number  in 
custody  averaging  26.  It  is  desirable  that  in  future  legislation  provi- 
sion should  he  made  to  save  the  ratepayers  from  this  large  and  unne- 
cessary expenditure,  which,  however,  is  due  solely  to  tKe  necessity  of 
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keeping  up  a large  staff  of  officers  where  there  are  but  few  prisoners, 
and  is  not  attributable  to  an  unnecessary  expenditure  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  establishment.

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I found  the  gaol  when  I made  my  inspection  very  clean,  orderly,  andwell 
kept  The  buildings  generally  in  sound  repair,  except  where  damp  ap- 
pears in  one  block,  and  some  trifling  adjustments  are  required  in  the 
laundry  The  stock  of  bedding,  sheets,  blankets,  and  prison  clothing  are 
ample  for  present  requirements,  and  some  of  such  articles  most  m use  are 
in  store  Water  is  abundantly  procurable  from  two  well-holes  on  tile 
premises,  and  is  driven  by  the  tread-wheel  when  worked  into  two  tanks, 
one  of  very  lar»e  size,  the  other  small,  and  used  for  drinking  purposes. 
1 tasted  the  food  intended  for  the  prisoners  on  the  day  of  my  visit,  and 
found  it  of  good  quality ; but  I perceive  that  the  Chaplains  occasionally 
take  exception  to  the  sweet  milk  supplied  as  being  thin,  and  the  butter-

No  change  or  alteration  has  been  made  m the  arrangements  or  build- 
;n„s  of  this  gaol  since  it  was  last  inspected  by  my  colleague  in  April, 

1 805  and  the  defects  then  enumerated  by  him  still  continue.  They 
are— 1st,  the  cells  do  not  contain  the  minimum  amount  of  cubic  feet 
of  air  considered  necessary  for  prisoners  in  separation ; 2nd,  there  is 
no  means  of  supervision  over  officers  or  prisoners  ; 3rd,  there  is  no 
separation  between  the  different  classes  of  debtors,  and  the  accommoda- 
tion for  female  debtors  and  juveniles  is  very  defective ; 4tli,  there  axe  no 
covered  lavatories,  and  no  baths  attached  to  the  reception-rooms  for 
prisoners.  The  tread-wheel  is  not  partitioned,  it  is  old  and  lumbering, 
and  takes  the  power  of  twelve  men  to  work  it;  but  as  frequently  there  is 
not  that  number  of  offenders  sentenced  to  hard  labom  in  custody,  a 
hand  pump  for  the  supply  of  the  prison  with  water  is  then  used.  The 
laundry  is  not  partitioned,  and  the  drying-room  is  merely  a room  with 
a fire-place  in  it.  There  is  not  sufficient  separation  of  the  sexes  in 

Male  prisoners  are  divided  into  five  classes,  viz.,  two  of  felons,  two  of 
misdemeanants,  and  one  of  lunatics.  The  females  form  two  divisions ; 
but,  as  has  been  observed  in  former  reports,  it  is  not  possible  to  have 
proper  separation  in  this  ill-constructed  prison.

The  provisions  supplied  for  the  use  of  the  prison  on  the  day  of  my  visit 
was  of  good  quality ; but  I perceive  that  the  Chaplains  occasionally 
report  that  cl  the  sweet  milk  is  thin  and  the  buttermilk  bad.”

The  preceding  statistics  of  crime  in  the  county  Monaghan  show  the 
small  number  of  professional  offenders  belonging  to  the  county,  and  the 
present  peaceable  state  of  the  district. 

I found  on  the  day  which  I selected  for  my  official  inspection,  besides 
lunatics  committed  as  dangerous, '2  female  and  19  male  prisoners  in  custody. 
iBotli  the  females  were  old  offenders,  one  of  whom  is  constantly  ^current 
’to  this  gaol  for  drunkenness,  disorderly  conduct,  and  theft,  and  she  w at 
.present  under  three  consecutive  sentences  of  six  months  each,  passed  by  tae 
Chairman  at  quarter  sessions,  in  October,  1S65,  for  three  several  larcenies , 
the  other,  although  a stranger  in  the  county  Monaghan,  is  well  known  as 
.ft  professional  thief  in  other  districts,  at  Trim,  Dublin,  and  elsewhere;  aiitl 
when  I inspected  Drogheda  Gaol  on  a former  occasion,  she  was  then  an 
inmate  of  it.  Now,  she  is  under  a summary  conviction  by  the  magistrates 
of  Clones  petty  sessions,  for  shoplifting  in  that  tow  n,  She  was  at  the  time 
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0f  my  inspection  sick  in  hospital.  As  these  two  women  are  the  only  sane  Nobih^ 
inmates  of  the  female  prison,  they  are  of  necessity  employed  as  nurses  of 
the  lunatics  of  that  sex  in  custody.  Under  the  circumstances  in  which  Count;/  if 
this  and  the  great  majority  of  county  gaols  in  Ireland  are  placed,  there 
can  be  no  hard  labour  in  them  for  females,  and  neither  deterrent  nor  ' 
reformatory  influences  are  brought  to  bear  on  the  inmates,  hence  women 
of  this  class,  on  discharge,  resume  their  former  modes  of  life,  and^  con- 
stantly recommitted  to  one  or  other  of  the  county  gaols,  are  a continued 
tax  on  the  rates. 

Female  crime  in  this  district  is  indeed  very  trifling.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  some  prostitutes,  committed  for  drunkenness,  and  4 prisoners  on 
remand,  but  who  were  not  finally  committed,  only  9 sane  women,  and 
lunatics,  were  lodged  in  the  gaol  during  the  six  and  half  months  which 
preceded  my  visit  in  July,  1866, "and  even  three  of  these  were  “for 
disturbing  the  public  peace.”  No  female  was  tried  at  assizes  or  quarter 
sessions  up  to  that  period  of  the  year. 

In  many  other  prison  districts  of  the  kingdom  there  is  an  equally  small 
amount  of  female  crime,  and  frequently  the  few  grave  offenders  nominally 
sentenced  to  hard  labour,  who  are  committed  to  them,  pass  the  periods 
of  their  sentences,  as  in  this  instance,  not  under  punishment,  but  as  petty 
officers  in  charge  of  the  insane  occupants,  so  improperly  placed  in  the 
prisons.  Thirty-eight  prisons  for  women  are  maintained  by  the  county 
rates  throughout  Ireland,  in  which  the  salaries  of  the  female  officers  alone, 
notwithstanding  that  great  economy  is  used,  amounted  (rations  and  other 
perquisites  not  included)  to  the  sum  of  .£4,368.  in  1865.  Only  91  females 
were  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  that  year  for  periods  exceeding  six 
months,  and  201  others  for  terms  exceeding  three  months  ; all  might  be 
managed  with  economy  and  effectively  in  one  central  gaol,  under  Govern- 
ment control,  as  in  Scotland,  the  insane  excluded  from  prisons,  and 
drunkards  and  trifling  offenders,  who  would  require  a different  system  of 
treatment,  might  still  remain  within  the  district. 

In  the  male  prison,  besides  lunatics,  19  prisoners  were  in  custody — 16 
for  election  riots,  assaults  and  other  offences  against  the  person,  1 of  whom 
hud  been  committed  for  trial  on  a charge  of  manslaughter,  having  struck 
with  a loaded  whip,  in  an  altercation,  a neighbour  on  the  head,  thereby 
causing  death.  Three  only  of  those  in  custody  were  for  offences  against 
property — 1,  a post  office  messenger  who  had  forged  a post-office  re- 
ceipt, was  under  a sentence  of  twelve  months’  imprisonment  ; the  second, 
was  under  a like  sentence,  convicted  of  pig  stealing,  and  his  son  is 
now  an  inmate  of  a reformatory,  convicted  of  larceny  ; the  third  was 
sentenced  by  the  magistrates  at  petty  sessions  to  two  months  im- 
prisonment, also  for  larceny.  The  sentences  passed  on  the  offenders 
convicted  of  assaults  and  riots  were — 1 of  twelve,  3 of  six,  2 of  four,  and 
5 of  two  months’  imprisonment  each  ; 1 also  bad  been  committed  for  a 
term  of  seven,  and  2 of  fourteen  days.  These  constituted  the  entire 
number  of  prisouers  under  sentence  in  this  gaol. 

lunatics. 

Seven  male  and  8 female  insane  prisoners  committed  as  dangerous 
occupied  the  lunatic  wards  oh  the  day  of  my  visit-  One  female  has  been 
nearly  nine  years  an  inmate  of  the  gaol,  another  nearly  six;  % men  five, 
and  1 three  .years  in  custody. 

At  the  commencement  of  I860,  10  male  and  8 female  insane  patients 
were  in  charge  in  this  gaol,  and  15  males  and  13  females  were  com- 
mitted during  the  course  of  the  year.  Of  these,  5 died,  1 by  suicide 
(he  was  committed  on  the  24th  January,  1865,  and  put  an  end  to  his 
existence  on  the  9th  April  following);  7 males  and  10  females  remained  in 
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charge  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Eight  males  and  3 females  were  committed 
previously  to  my  visit  in  July,  1S66.  Seven  males  and  8 females  were 
then  in  custody.  I found  the  female  lunatics  usefully  employed  in  the 
laundry  washing  the  prison  clothing — a salutary  occupation  for  persons 
in  their  state,  and  nothing  is  more  to  he  deprecated  than  the  custom  in 
most  gaols  of  keeping  the  insane  shut  up  in  day-rooms,  cells,  or  paved  yards, 
either  without  occupation  to  distract  their  minds  from  the  subject  of  their 
delusions,  or  else  forced  to  pick  oakum  as  a task,  or  at  other  unsuitable 
employments.  The  beneficial  results  of  the  school  established  under  the 
National  Board  of  Education  in  the  Richmond  Lunatic  Asylum,  in  Dublin ; 
the  splendid  specimens  of  penmanship  and  other  works  executed  by  the 
insane  of  that  establishment ; their  private  theatricals,  aud  their  amateur 
bands,  are  evidences  of  the  advantages  of  the  system  which  I advocate. 

In  this  gaol  lunatics  now  get  beef  aud  soup  twice  in  the  week  for 
dinner,  aud  8 ounces  of  bread  and  half  a pint  of  sweet  milk  for  supper. 

Juveniles. 

One  boy  of  twelve  years  of  age  was  under  sentence  of  fourteen  days 
imprisonment  for  an  assault  at  the  time  of  inspection  ; 2 others  had  been 
previously  committed  since  the  commencement  of  1866,  1 for  leaving 
service — he  likewise  had  been  sentenced  to  fourteen  days’  imprisonment  ; 
the  other,  a boy  of  twelve  years  of  age  from  Emyvale,  had  been  sentenced 
to  one  month’s  imprisonment  for  larceny;  8 (6  boys  and  2 girls)  juveniles 
were  committed  during  1865 — all  were  tried  by  the  magistrates  at  petty 
sessions;  2 were  sentenced  to  a reformatory  after  one  mouth’s  imprison- 
ment as  a punishment;  3 others  for  a term  of  imprisonment  of  one  week ; 
2 were  acquitted  aud  discharged. 

No,  debtor  was  in  the  gaol  at  the  time  of  my  visit;  5 had  been  previously 
in  charge  during  1866,  aud  14  (1  a female)  in  1865.  A female  debtor  died 
in  January,  1866. 

Four  prisoners  were  committed  for  breach  of  the  revenue  laws  in  18(iC, 
and  2 in  1865.

Append  to  Forty-fifth  Report  of 

On  tli q several  occasions  when  I visited  this  gaol  in  the  course  of  1 866, 
I found  it  invariably  in  a creditable  state  of  order  and  cleanliness,  the 
buildings  well  ventilated,  and  except  that  damp  showed  itself  on  the  walla 
of  the  female  prison,  and  a leakage  had  occurred  in  one  ol  the  lavatories, 
they  were  in  sound  repair.  The  prisoners  appear  amenable  to  discipline, 
and  I notice  on  each  visit  since  the  appointment  of  the  present  Local  In- 
spector, an  improvement  in  the  general  management  of  the  gaol.  During 
the  past  summer  thebouudary  wall  hasbeen  thoroughly  pointed  and  repaired 
by  presentment  of  £’80  off  the  county  at  large,  but  not  included  in  the  gaol 
estimates.  The  stone  sheds  have  been  completed.  The  plastering  on  the 
new  work  in  the  female  prison,  which  had  partly  fallen  off,  was  under  repair 
at  the  time  of  inspection,  advantage  being  taken  of  the  unoccupied  state  of 
the  building,  no  females,  except  those  in  charge  of  lunatics,  being  in  cus- 
tody. Some  of  the  locks  also  of  the  new  building,  which  were  found  inferior, 
have  been  removed,  and  the  old  locks,  which  are  of  a better  description, 
have  been  regulated  and  put  in  their  place.  The  female  school  lias  been 
partitioned,  and  improvements  made  in  the  partitions  of  the  male  school. 
I found  the  stock  of  bedding,  blankets,  sheets,  and  prison  clothing  infuse 
good  and  sufficient,  besides  some  in  store  ; the  water  also,  which  is  raised 
by  the  power  of  the  crank  pump  from  a deep  well  within  the  prison 
hounds,  is  adequate  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  gaol,. as  soft  water  is 
collected  from  the  roof  for  the  laundry.  The  sewerage  is  effective  and 
fiushable. 

With  the  exception  of  the  improvements  already  enumerated  no  change 
has  been  made  in  this  gaol  during  the  past  year,  and. the  defects  pointed 
out  by  my  colleague  in  his  report  for  1865,  [the  principal  of  which  is  the 
want  of  separation  of  the  classes  of  debtors,  as  defined  by  the  109th  section 
of  the  Prison  Act,]  still  continue,  but  with  the  prospect  of  a Prison  Bill 
to  be  introduced  in  the  next  session  of  Parliament,  I do  not  counsel  any 
expense  to  be  incurred  until  the  wishes  of  the  Legislature  are  ascertained. 

The  prisoners  are  unlocked  at  half-past  six  o’clock,  a.m.,  in  summer, 
and  at  seven  in  winter,  and  the  cells  are  locked  for  the  night  by  the  turnkey 
in  charge,  in  presence  of  the  Governor,  at  six  o’clock,  p.m.  During  the 
winter  months  gas  is  kept  lighting  in  the  cells  until  eight  o’clock,  when  the 
Governor  again  goes  round,  and  sees,  by  personal  inspection,  each  prisoner 
in  his  cell  ; the  gas  is  then  extinguished  in  the  cells,  and  a turnkey 
remains  in  charge  until  the  night  watch  takes  duty  at  ten  o’clock,  when 
the  keys  are  brought  to  the  Governor,  who  keeps  them  in  his  bed-room. 
The  hospitals  also  are  locked  in  the  presence  of  the  Governor,  and  the  keys 
remain  in  his  charge  during  the  night.  One  good  tell-tale  clock  has  been 
procured,  which  will  be  put  up  in  the  central  hall,  answering  the  double 
purpose  of  a clock  to  regulate  the  time  and  a detector,  in  case  of  neglect 
of  the  night  guard  on  duty.  No  escape  has  been  attempted  from  this  gaol 
during  1865  or  1866.

X found  in  the 
prison  books  some  observations  on  this  subject  made  by.  a most  active 
and  painstaking  member  of  the  Board  in  February,  1866,  in  which  obser- 
vations I perfectly  agree,

Educational  instruction  is  given  for  two  hours  daily  by  a turnkey,  who, 
although  not  trained  as  a teacher,  is.stated  to  be  qualified.  The  assistant 
matron  is  appointed  to  give  instruction  to  the  females,  wheuevei  a class 
can  be  formed.

I found  the  food  of  good  quality  on  all  my  vists  to  this  gaol.  The 
Chaplains  regularly  report  in  the  tabular  form  recommended  for  their 
use,  and  for  the  most  part  favourably. . I questioned  all  the  prisoners  in 
custody,  and  found  no  cause  of  complaint. 


Boohs  and  Accounts. 

The  books  and  registries  are  all  in  the  approved  forms,  and  most,  carefully 
kept.  At  each  meeting  of  the  Board  they  are  examined,  and  receive  the 
signature  of  the  Chairman  of  the  day.  The  Local  Inspector,  Chaplains, 
Medical  Officer,  and  Governor,  have  journals.  The  Local  Inspector  also 
verifies  the  receipt  and  issue  of  provisions  and  the  accounts  \ as  a further 
check,  I find,  that  some  members  of  the  Board  occasionally  examine  the 
books  and  satisfy  themselves  of  the  correctness  of  the  entries.  Altogether 
the  department  appears  properly  managed.  To  prevent  inaccuracies  in 
the  record  of  their  attendances,  the  extern  officers  enter  their  names  in  the 
journal  of  the  Local  Inspector  at  each  visit.

Area  607,691  acres;  population  157,272  inhabitants. 

I found  on  the  day  of  my  inspection  of  this  gaol  41  males  and  21 
females  in  custody  • but  on  analyzing  the  causes  of  committal  of  these 
62  prisoners,  it  appears  that  only  15(11  males  and  4 females)  had  been 
convicted  before  a Judge  of  Assize  or  the  Chairman  of  the  County  at 
Quarter  Sessions ; all  the  remaining  inmates  of  the  gaol  were  lunatics, 
debtors,  or  prisoners  untried,  or  summarily  convicted  by  Magistrates 
sitting  at  Petty  Sessions.  Of  the  1 1 male  offenders  above  referred  to 
8 had  been  convicted  of  crimes  against  property,  cattle  stealing,  picking 
pockets,  or  embezzlement,  and  sentenced  to  various  terms  of  imprison- 
ment—2 of  two  years,  4 of  one  year,  1 of  six,  and  1 of  three  months. 
Three4others  had  been  convicted  of  assaults  or  riot,  and  sentenced,  1 
to  nine  and  2 to  four  and  five  months’  imprisonment  each.*  Amongst 
the  male  offenders  summarily  convicted  at  Petty  Sessions  1 only  was  for 
an  offence  under  the  Larceny  Act;  all  the  other  prisoners  so  convicted 
were  for  assaults,  leaving  service,  or  similar  misdemeanors ; 2 had  been 
committed  in  default  of  bail  or  for  non-payment  of  a fine  imposed. 

* At  the  summer  assizes  just  concluded,  not  a single  prisoner  was  for  trial.  , 
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North  Three  male  prisoners  were  waiting  for  trial— 1 for  Fenitinism;  another, 
District.  a rai]Way  porter,  charged  with  several  robberies  at  the  railway  station ; 
County  of  the  third,  a lunatic,  committed  for  stealing  a pair  of  boots.  Eleven  male 
Roscommon  lunatics,  committed  as  dangerous,  occupied  the  block  of  cells  set  apart 
Gaol.  £or  the  insane  of  that  sex  in  this  gaol. 

Twenty-one  females  were  in  custody,  including  1 debtor  and  8 
lunatics ; 3 were  on  remand  for  larceny,  7 summarily  convicted,  and  4 
by  a Judge  of  Assize  or  the  Chairman  of  the  County  at  Quarter  Sessions; 
2 of  the  latter  had  been  sentenced  to  an  imprisonment  of  two  years— 
1 for  stealing  a large  sum  of  money,  the  other  for  receiving  stolen 
goods ; *2  convicted  of  a like  olfence  had  received  sentences  of  impri- 
sonment— 1 of  twelve,  the  other  of  three  months.  Amongst  the  sum- 
mary convictions  1 woman  only  had  been  sentenced  for  larceny ; all 
the  remainder  were  prostitutes  from  the  garrison  towns  of  the  district, 
convicted  of  indecent  conduct,  drunkenness,  or  assaults.  One  old 
woman,  committed  for  trial  with  her  daughter,  is  seventy-two  years  of 
age. 

Lunatics. 

The  disorder  consequent  on  the  unhappy  committal  of  lunatics  to  a 
penal  prison  is  nowhere  more  plainly  exemplified  than  in  the  female 
wards  of  this  gaol.  The  Commissioners  of  Lunacy,  in  their  Fifteenth 
Keport,  observe,  page  55,  “ Nothing  in  connexion  with  the  treatment  of  the 
insane  has  a more  direct  and  immediate  effect  for  good  or  ill  upon  their 
condition  and  comfort  than  the  fact  of  their  being  under  the  charge  of  good 
or  bad  attendants .” 

It  is  also  laid  down  by  all  writers  who  treat  on  lunacy,  that  one 
of  the  chief  impediments  to  the  successful  management  of  the  insane 
is  due  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  even  at  high  wages  attendants  who 
are  not  repelled  by  the  painful  and  often  disgusting  nature  of  the  duties 
which  they  have  to  perforin,  and  at  the  same  time  are  of  a frame  of 
mind  and  intelligence  competent  to  enforce  therapeutical  and  moral 
treatment,  and  to  exercise  the  calm  and  merciful  self-control  and  judg- 
ment so  imperatively  demanded  to  quell  wild  excitement  and  wayward 
impulses,  not  by  violence  or  the  use  of  mechanical  restraint  beyond 
what  is  imperatively  demanded,  but  by  soothing  influences,  hopeful 
words,  and  offices  judiciously  administered  to  the  patients  placed  under 
their  care.  I found  in  the  female  ward  of  this  gaol  6 lunatics  com- 
mitted as  dangerous,  3 of  whom  were  in  strait  waistcoats ; and  the 
matron  informs  me  that  this  restraint  sometimes  is  continued  for  an 
entire  week  without  being  removed.  Three  sane  prisoners  were 
employed  as  keepers  over  them ; 1 convicted  of  stealing  money,  and 
sentenced  to  two  years’  imprisonment,  another,  a prostitute  of  the  lowest 
class,  whose  ungovernable  temper  even  in  the  presence  of  her  matron, 
the  Governor,  Local  Inspector,  and  myself,  showed  itself  on  the  day 
on  which  I made  my  inspection.  On  that  occasion  one  of  the  other 
prisoners  accused  her  of  striking  and  otherwise  ill-treating  the  lunatics 
m her  charge,  selling  their  bread,  and  of  assaulting  herself.  The  cases 
referred  to  were  of  old  date,  and  1 of  the  lunatics  mentioned  is  dead; 
but  although  the  complaint  could  not  now  be  entertained,  the  facts 
disclose  how  unfit  she  is  for  the  office  ; yet  I am  informed  that  she  is 
by  far  the  most  useful  amongst  the  prisoners,  in  the  gaol  as  a nurse 
over  those  unhappy  beings  afflicted  with  diarrhoea  and  other  noisome 
diseases,  as  she  does  not  object  to  be  employed  in  the  most  filthy  occu- 
pations ; and  considering  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  she  is,  I 
suppose,  the  least  objectionable  for  the  work. 
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I find  44  previous  convictions  recorded  in  the  prison  books  against  North 
this  woman,  and  in  May,  1864,  she  was  awarded  twenty-one  days’  District. 
solitary  confinement  on  bread  and  water  for  breaking  the  windows  in  county  of 
the  laundry  of  the  gaol  and  the  apartment  of  the  assistant-matron;  she  Roscommon 
is  now  in  custody  for  offensive  conduct  in  the  public  streets.  I have  GaoIm 
entered  into  these  particulars  to  show  the  class  of  attendants  necessarily 
placed  in  charge  of  lunatics  when  committed  as  dangerous.  The 
prison  authorities  cannot  compel  sane  prisoners  to  perform  the  duties, 
and  having  no  power  of  selection  must  accept  any  prisoner  who  volun- 
teers to  discharge  them.  This  is  one  of  the  many  evils  resulting  from 
the  operation  of  the  Act  1st  Vic.,  cap.  27,  under  which  the  insane  are 
committed  to  our  gaols. 

One  female  in  custody  has  already  been  three  times  committed  as 
dangerously  insane.  Twelve  male  lunatics  were  also  in  the  gaol  on 
the  day  of  my  visit;  1 1 committed  as  dangerous,  and  1 criminally  for 
stealing  a pair  of  boots ; 1 has  been  in  charge  since  August,  1 863,  and 

1 since  January,  1804.  Two  lunatics  died  in  the  gaol  in  1865,  and  8 
during  the  first  quarter  of  1866 — 2 of  dysentery,  besides  1 sane  prisoner 
died  of  cerebral  apoplexy.  On  the  day  of  my  visit,  three  insane  patients 
occupied  the  male  hospital  in  charge  of  a like  number  of  sane  prisoners ; 

2 were  suffering  from  a very  severe  attack  of  inflammation  of  the  mem- 
branes of  the  brain.  The  Medical  Officer,  who  is  most  attentive  to 
the  patients  confided  to  his  care,  accompanied  me  through  the  wards. 

He  orders  a generous  diet  for  the  insane,  who  each  receives  10  lbs.  of 
meat  in  the  week;  and  having  regard  to  the  mortality  in  the  gaol,  I 
conceive  that  some  influence  is  at  work  over  which  he  has  no  control ; 
when,  therefore,  I find  that  the  sewerage  is  defective  and  a cesspool  in 
close  proximity  to  the  well-hole  from  which  the  water  supply  of  the 
prison  is  drawn,  there  is,  I am  satisfied,  reason  to  believe  that  the 
sanitary  state  of  the  gaol  is  injuriously  influenced  by  this  circumstance. 

The  average  daily  number  of  lunatic  prisoners  in  the  gaol  in  1865 
was  1 1 males  and  8 females. 

Juveniles. 

Fourteen  male  and  3 female  juveniles  were  committed  to  this  gaol 
in  1865;  1 (male)  was  twice  committed  during  the  year;  1 female  was 
under  ten  years  of  age ; 2 (male  and  female)  were  sent  to  reformatories 
at  the  end  of  their  punishment.  Up  to  the  period  of  my  inspection 
in  June  of  the  present  year  no  juvenile  had  been  committed ; but  1 
boy,  who  had  previously  been  in  custody,  for  trial  before  the  Chairman 
of  the  County,  was  convicted  in  January,  1866,  of  larceny,  and  has 
since  been  sent  to  a reformatory.  His  father  is  a returned  convict. 

Debtors. 

Fourteen  (6  master  and  8 pauper)  debtors  were  lodged  in  tliis^  gaol 
during  i860  ; 5 were  committed  since  the  commencement  of  1866,  but 
no  female  within  that  period;  a woman  however  arrested,  as  I am 
informed,  by  order  of  a Master  in  Chancery  for  contempt  of  court  in 
1862,  still  remains  in  custody,  and  as  there  is  no  marshalsea  forlemales 
in  this  gaol  she  is  placed  in  the  ward  intended  for  the  sick  in  hospital, 
which  she  has  now  occupied  for  some  years.  Being  a pauper  debtor 
she  is  supported  at  the  cost  of  the  ratepayers,  and  has  already  cost 
them  upwards  of  .£100,  calculating  the  average  cost  of  each  inmate; 
besides  the  great  inconvenience  arising  from  her  occupation  of  the 
hospital. 

I find  that  23  offenders  under  the  Poor  Law  Acts  were  committed 
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in  1865  ; none  under  the  Excise  laws.  One  Eevenue  prisoner  was 
lodged  in  custody  since  the  commencement  of  1806,  but  for  an  offence 
committed  in  1864.  Eighteen  political  prisoners  were  placed  in  cus- 
tody since  the  commencement  of  1866. 

The  prisoners  are  unlocked  in  summer  at  6,  a.m.,  and  in  winter  at 
7T5.  They  are  locked  for  the  night  at  6,  p.m.,  in  summer,  and  at  445 
in  winter.  No  gaslight  is  supplied  to  the  cells.  The  Governor  and 
the  warder  in  charge  of  each  class  are  present  at  loclc-up;  after  lock-up 
the  Governor  sees  each  prisoner  in  his  cell ; one  turnkey  shuts  the 
door,  another  padlocks  it,  and  the  lock  is  shaken  to  ascertain  that  it 
is  secure.  The  Governor  goes  round  afterwards  at  unexpected  hours. 
Many  of  the  locks  of  this  gaol  are  of  an  inferior  description ; but  in 
March,  1866,  some  excellent  new  ones  were  procured  for  the  outer 
doors  of  the  prison  at  a cost  of  £93  9s.,  besides  £1 0 was  paid  for  bolts 
and  to  a mason  for  building  up  some  of  the  doors  to  increase  the 
security  of  the  gaol.  One  turnkey  in  rotation  patrols  at  night;  he 
comes  on  duty  at  9,  p.m.,  and  his  vigilance  is  checked  by  one  tell-tale 
clock,  placed  in  the  hospital,  the  string  of  which  is  pulled  from  the 
outside  ; any  neglect  detected  is,  in  the  morning,  entered  in  the  daily 
state  book  of  the  gaol.  The  keys  of  the  cells  at  lock-up  and  of  the 
outer  gate,  at  1 0,  p.m.,  are  placed  in  the  sleeping  room  of  the  Gover- 
nor ; he  likewise  keeps  the  key  of  the  hospital  for  males. 

Photography  is  used  in  this  gaol  for  the  recognition  and  identification 
of  prisoners  suspected  of  being  old  offenders.  A photographer  resident 
in  the  town  is  employed  for  the  purpose  whenever  his  services  are 
required.

I found  this  gaol  on  my  inspection  clean  and  orderly,  the  buildings 
in  fair  general  repair,  with  the  exception  of  the  hospital  for  males,  the 
roof  of  which  admits  the  wet,  the  chimneys  of  the  ward  smoke,  and  the 
woodwork  requires  to  be  painted.  ' In  the  female  prison  one  door  is 
rotten  and  the  bells  belonging  to  the  cells  are  broken  and  useless. 

The  supply  of  bedding  is  sufficient,  the  blankets  are  of  good  quality, 
but  some  of  the  bed-ticks  are  old  and  worn;  they  are,  however,  being 
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gradually  replaced  by  new  ones.  The  prison  clothing  is  ample  for  North 
males,  some  in  stock,  and  materials  for  making  more,  but  the  stock  of  District. 
female  clothing  is  rather  scanty.  ComU/of

Although  during  the  winter  months  the  supply  of  water  from  the 
well-hole  is  found  to  be  ample,  still  in  the  dry  season  of  autumn  it  has 
been  found  insufficient;  and  in  the  month  of  October,  1865,  a second 
well-hole  was  commenced  adjoining  the  other,  and  sunk  65  feet,  being 
one  foot  deeper  than  the  old  well,  when  from  the  difficulty  of  keeping 
, out  the  water,  the  further  sinking  was  postponed  until  August  of  the 
present  year,  when  it  is  intended  to  have  it  sunk  to  a sufficient  depth. 

A new  roof  has  been  put  on  a shed  in  the  Governor’s  yard,  but  no 
other  change  has  taken  place  in  the  arrangements  since  last  inspection, 
and  the  defects  enumerated  in  former  reports  still  continue.  They 
are — 

1 . The  marshalsea  for  males  does  not  admit  of  the  classification  of 

master  and  pauper  debtors  required  by  the  Prisons  Act. 

2.  There  is  no  marshalsea  for  female  debtors,  who,  when  committed, 

are  placed  in  the  hospital. 

3.  The  chapel  is  ill-constructed,  and  the  sittings  are  very  unsuitable. 

4.  There  are  no  reception  rooms  for  either  sex. 

6.  The  laundry  and  stone-sheds  are  not  partitioned,  and  the  stalls  at 
the  tread- wheel  require  alteration. 

6.  There  are  no  covered  lavatories  for  males  or  hot  baths  in  female 
prison. 
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Noam  The  paramount  evil  in  the  establishment  is,  however,  the  faulty  state 
District.  0f  pvivies  and  drainage,  and  having  fully  inquired  into  the  circum- 
Cmtiof  stances  of  the  gaol,  I cannot  but  impute  the  great  mortality  which 
Itovommon  latterly  has  taken  place  in  it  at  least  in  part  to  this  cause,  A com- 
Oad.  m0I1  privy  in  the  marslialsea  building  is  very  offensive,  especially 
in  hot  weather,  and  has  been  pointed  out  by  the  Inspectors-General  in 
their  reports  for  several  years  as  being  most  objectionable  in  a sanitary 
point  of  view ; only  water-closets  should  be  in  inhabited  buildings.  In 
order  that  the  evils  resulting  from  the  effluvia  coming  from  au  open 
privy  under  such  circumstances  may  be  properly  understood,  1 append 
the  following  observations  with  reference  to  the  effect  on  Health  and 
life  caused  by  exhalations  from  feeal  matter,  which  were  published  by 
the  Royal  Sanitary  Commissioners  in  their  report  to  Parliament  in 
1861.  They  state: — “It  is  a law  of  our  organization  that  organic 
matters  excreted  from  the  body  cannot  be  reintroduced  into  it  without 
danger  to  health  and  life.  The  lungs  are  the  medium  through  which 
aerial  poisons  of  tills  nature  reach  the  blood.  The  putrescent  organic 
matter  attaches  itself  to  furniture,  bedding,  floors,  walls,  and  ceilings, 
which  in  time  it  saturates,  and  from  which  it  can  be  scraped  off  and 
examined.”  They  add  that  the  blood  becomes  gradually  diseased,  of 
which  blanching  and  loss  of  vigour  are  the  first  effects,  indicating  a 
steady  deterioration  of  the  constitution  and  great  susceptibility  to  colds 
from  slight  exposure — consumption,  as  well  as  diarrhoea,  dysentery, 
fever,  and  other  zymotic  diseases  are  the  results. 

Again,  cesspools  are,  I am  informed,  sunk  in  each  of  the  prison  yards, 
some  close  to  the  pump-liole,  from  which  water  for  the  use  of  the  prison 
is  taken ; a sewer  also  passes  close  by.  The  evil  is  aggravated  by  the 
sinking  of  a new  well-hole  commenced  last  summer,  even  nearer  to  a 
cesspool  and  the  sewer.  This  well-hole  is  evidently  supplied  with 
water  principally  by  infiltration  from  the  adjoining  soil,  and  not  from  a 
deep  spring,  otherwise  the  supply  of  water  would  not  fall  off  after  dry 
weather,  as  at  present ; thus  water  polluted  by  fecal  matter  is  in  use 
in  the  gaol,  imperilling  the  health  and  even  life  of  the  inmates,  espe- 
cially lunatics,  whose  low  state . of  vitality  makes  them  peculiarly 
susceptible  of  the  poison. 

The  Royal  Sanitary  Commissioners  remark — “ The  cesspool  system 
of  drainage  is  based  on  the  assumption  that  the  fluid  si i nil  be  disposed 
of  by  polluting  the  subsoil,  the  worst  possible  expedient  for  health. 
Indeed  drainage  by  cesspools  is  so  objectionable  that  it  ought  never  to 
be  permitted  near  inhabited  dwellings and  water  obtained  from 
wells  under  such  circumstances  is  contaminated  by  the  “ nuisances 
within  the  area  affording  soluble  organic  matter  and  salts,  which  are 
carried  with  the  water  to  the  lowest  level,  which  is  the  well."  The 
Commissioners  further  state  that  the  impurities  are  not  generally 
cognizable  by  taste  or  smell. 

Parkes,  in  his  work  on  practical  hygiene,  states  that  ten  grains  of 
such  impurities  in  a gallon  of  water  used  for  drinking  purposes,  are 
sufficient  to  produce  diarrhoea  and  dysentery,  diseases  which  appear  to 
have  peculiarly  affected  patients  in  this  gaol.  He  quotes  numerous 
authorities  on  the  subject,  and  adds — “An  endemic  of  diarrhoea  is 
almost  always  owing  either  to  impure  air,  impure  water,  or  bad  food, 
but  is  far  more  likely  to  be  produced  by  bad  water  than  by  any  other 
cause.”  He  observes  that  the  putrefying  organic  matter,  whether 
floating  in  the  atmosphere  or  in  drinking  water,  is  received  into  the 
mouth  and  produces  its  effect  directly  on  the  mucous  membrane,  or  is 
absorbed  into  the  blood,  thus  becoming  the  source  of  disease  and 
death, 
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I have  dwelt  fully  on  this  subject,  because  it  is  of  vast  importance, 
and  has  been  too  long  overlooked. 

I would  urge  the  Board  of  Superintendence  to  have  the  cesspools 
abolished,  and  an  effective  scheme  of  sewerage  adopted.  Should  cholera 
visit  this  country  the  danger  would  be  much  increased.  I understand 
that  the  main  drain  is  sufficient  and  capable  of  discharging  the  sewage 
of  the  establishment.  The  completion  of  the  work  would  not,  therefore, 
he  attended  with  much  expense. 

The  criminal  prisoners  here  are  divided,  the  males  into  four  classes, 
tried  and  untried  felons,  and  misdemeanants  similarly  classed  All 
take  their  meals  and  sleep  in  separate  cells,  and  discipline  appears  to 
be  as  well  maintained  by  the  Governor  in  the  male  prison  as  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  gaol  will  permit.  The  females  are  nominally  in 
separation,  except  those  in  charge  of  lunatics ; hut  I consider  that  they 
are  not  sufficiently  under  control,  and  the  management  of  the  female 
prisoners  requires  considerable  improvement.

I tasted  the  food  for  prison  use 
on  the  day  of  my  visit,  and  found  it  good,  but  the  Chaplains,  who 
regularly  inspect  the  supply,  frequently  complain  of  the  milk  as  being 
very  thin  and  poor,  and  it  is  sometimes  rejected  and  cocoa  substituted. 
I find  also  fines  recorded  against  the  contractor.

Two  lunatics  in  hospital  on  the  day  of  my  visit  were  suffering  from 
inflammation  of  the  membranes  of  tbe  brain  ; and  the  number  of 
patients  affected  by  disease  of  the  membranes  of  the  brain  and  intes- 
tines deserves  attention. 

The  great  mortality  in  this  gaol  is  due  I believe  to  the  circumstances 
already  dwelt  on  in  this  report.  Certainly  it  is  not  the  fault  of  the 
Medical  Officer,  who  is  most  assiduous  and  painstaking  in  the  discharge 
of  bis  duties  in  the  establishment. 

The  batli  in  the  hospital  is  almost  useless  from  the  want  of  water. 
A boiler  is  placed  in  tbe  bath-room,  but  the  flue  is  out  of  order,  and 
when  a hot  bath  is  ordered  to  he  given  to  a patient  the  water  must  be 
carried  in  tubs  from  the  cook-house.  There  is  however  a good  water- 
closet  off  each  ward,  with  lavatory.

The  Board  meets  on  the  second  Saturday  of  the  mon  th  for  the  trans- 
action of  business,  when  liabilities  are  discharged  by  separate  cheques 
for  each,  except  small  accounts,  which  are  paid  by  llie  Local  Inspector, 
who  exhibits  vouchers  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.  Intern  officers 
receive  their  salaries  monthly,  the  Local  Inspector  and  Medical  Officer 
quarterly,  and  the  Chaplains  half-yearly  at  assizes. 


Bridewells.  Bridewells. 

The  bridewells  in  this  county  are  not  well  maintained.  The  salaries 
paid  to  the  bridewell  keepers  (£15  to  each)  are  far  too  low  for  persons 
holding  their  responsible  position.  The  accommodation  in  all  is  very- 
defective,  and,  ns  will  be  seen  from  the  following  tabular  report,  niativ 
of  the  requirements  order, ed  by  the  Prisons  Act  have  never  been  pro- 
vided. At  Castlerea  and  Boyle  I found  neither  sash  nor  shutter  to  the 
window  of  the  cell  in  which  drunkards  and  lunatics  are  confined; 
these  cells  are  flagged,  and  have  no  guard  beds,  so  that  the  prisoners 
sleep  on  straw  on  the  flags.  I found  in  the  latter  bridewell  a lunatic, 
T.  0.  C.,  who  had  already  been  four  nights  in  the  drunkards'  cell  exposed 
to  the  weather  from  the  opening  for  the  window,  although  heavy  rain 
had  fallen  during  part  of  that  time.  Since  the  committal  of  this  man 
the  keeper  has  been  obliged  to  remain  up  at  night  to  watch  him,  as  he 
is  in  a very  bad  condition.  At  half-past  three  o’clock  oil  the  morning 
of  July  80th,  the  keeper  visited  him  and  found  him  apparently  in  a 
dying  state,  lying  on  the  straw  of  his  cell  on  his  face,  with  froth  from 
his  mouth,  he  was  naked,  except  his  trowsers,  very  feeble,  his  extremi- 
ties cold,  and  he  was  unable  to  speak.  The  keeper,  with  the  assistance 
of  his  servant,  carried  him  into  the  day-room,  and  after  nursing  him  and 
giving  him  some  hot  tea,  he  gradually  recovered : later  in  the  day  he 
again  became  very  violent,  and  broke  all  the  glass  in  the  window  of  the 
day-room  in  which  he  was  placed ; at  twelve  o’clock  on  that  night  he 
was  found  in  his  cell  perfectly  naked,  and,  after  considerable  difficulty, 
the  keeper,  with  the  assistance  of  the  police  and  the  friends  of  the 
lunatic,  put  on  his  clothes  and  handcuffed  him,  to  prevent  him  from 
again  stripping  himself.  When  I visited  him  on  the  31st  July  he  was 
still  handcuffed,  talking  loudly  to  himself,  and  in  a very  excited  state. 
The  prisoner  was,  I am  informed,  a police  constable,  and  has  a pension 
of  £20  a year;  his  insanity  is  caused  by  a hurt  on  the  head.  I have 
entered  into  these  particulars  because  they  are  another  proof  of  the 
evils  of  the  Act  1 Vic.  chap.  87,  which  empowers  magistrates  to  commit 
insane  patients  to  gaols  and  bridewells. 

I consider  that  the  keeper  of  Boyle  Bridewell  deserves  credit  for  the 
care  he  has  bestowed  on  this  man,  who  apparently  otherwise  must  have 
lost  his  life.  The  injury  which  the  patient  lias  suffered  in  the  bridewell 
is  the  result  of  the'  working  of  a law  which  was  found  intolerable  in 
England,  and  was  repealed  for  that  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  the 
year  1838.

Nine  males,  one  a master  debtor  and  8 females,  were  inmates  of  this 
gaol  on  the  30tli  July,  the  day  which  I selected  for  my  inspection;  and 
it  will  be  seen  from  the  preceding  tables  that  earlier  in  the  month  even 
fewer  prisoners  were  ih  custody.  During  the  greater  part  of  the  month 
of  March  the  female  population  of  the  gaol  seldom  exceeded  2 in 
number;  and  considering  that  the  same  women  are  constantly  recom- 
mitted for  drunkenness,  disorderly  conduct,  and  begging  in  the  town  of 
Sligo  (one  woman  discharged  on  the  day  previous  to  my  inspection  was 
31  times  convicted),  it  is  evident  that  the  remark  of  my  colleague  in  his 
last  report  on  this  gaol  still  holds  good,  that  the  proportion  of  female 
offenders  to  the  population  is  less  in  this  county  than  in  any  other  in 
the  kingdom.  I found  under  sentence  a lad  of  10  years  of  age,  con- 
victed of  sheep  stealing,  and  sentenced  to  an  imprisonment  of  twelve 
months ; another  two  or  three  years  older  sentenced  for  a term  of  four 
months,  for  an  assault  and  robbery  of  a gun ; one  woman  also  was 
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under  a sentence  of  six  months'  imprisonment  lor  larceny  ; none  of  (lie 
other  sentences  exceeded  one  mouth  ; till  wore  for  threatening  and  as- 
saults, begging,  or  drunkenness,  none  for  offences  against  property. 
One  master  debtor,  1 man  and  i woman  waiting  tor  trial,  constituted 
the  entire  remaining'  population  of  the  gaol. 

Besides  the  woman  waiting  for  trial,  and  the  other  convicted  of  lar- 
ceny, an  old  woman  committed  for  begging  was  the  only  female 
prisoner  in  custody. 

Seventeen  males  and  I female  were  committed  for  debt  to  this  gaol  in 
IStio,  and  -t  males  since  the  commencement  of  I BOO. 

One  offender  against  the  revenue  laws  was  committed  in  1806,  ami 
13  in  the  preceding  year. 

1 found  no  lunatic's  in  custody.  Happily  only  3 were  lodged  in  this 
gaol  in  1805,  and  one  since  the  commencement  of  1860. 

Jtimti/es. 

Only  one  juvenile,  a hoy  li  years  of  age,  was  committed  to  this 
gaol  previously  to  inspection  in  1800;  ho  was  sentenced  to  11  days’ 
imprisonment  lor  larceny,  anil  to  be  sent  to  a reformatory  for  four  years. 
Eleven  were  committed  in  1805  ; of  those,  4 were  orphans ; 3 were 
convicted  of  workhouse  offences;  1 boy  who  had  lost  his  father,  was 
sentenced  to  an  imprisonment  of  3 months  for  larceny  ; the  sentences 
of  none  of  the  others  exceeded  one  month  ; no  juvenile  was  sent  to  a 
reformatory  in  1805.

When  I inspected  this  gaol  I found  the  prison  buildings  properly 
ventilated,  very  clean,  orderly,  and  well  kept,  but  the  hoard-room  shows 
marks  of  damp  on  the  walls  whore  the  roof  was  removed  during  the 
erection  of  the  Governor's  house.  That  building  has  been  completed 
since  my  last  visit  to  this  gaol,  and  the  roof  of  the  central  building  is 
now  staunch.  The  chapel  also  has  been  altered,  lmt  it  could  still  be 
improved.  The  marslialsea  is  excellent,  with  suitable  separation  for 
nil  classes.  The  stores  are  roomy  and  properly  fitted  up  ; the  stock  ol 
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betiding,  sheets,  blankets,  and  prison  clothing,  meet  all  the  present  re-  north 
quirements,  with  the  exception  of  caps  for  females,  of  which  there  are  District. 
only  four  in  the  establishment;  and  although  the  supply  of  shirts  for  of 

males  is  sufficient  for  the  number  of  prisoners  in  custody,  none  are  in  Sligo' /lull. 
store,  and  some  new  must  soon  he  provided.

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  establishment  since  last  inspection, 
except  that  all  the  locks  of  the  gaol,  which  were  much  worn,  have  been 
repaired.  The  Board  of  Superintendence  in  January  last  passed  a 
resolution  giving  the  Local  Inspector  full  powers  to  adopt  any  arrange- 
ment., or  secure  any  additional  assistance,  he  might  deem  requisite  to 
insure  the  safety  of  the  prison;  the  steps  he  took  were  most  judicious, 
and  the  Board  exercised  a wise  discretion  in  giving  him  the  power,  and 
I consider  that  even  had  an  outbreak  occurred,  the  safety  of  the  prison 
would  have  been  insured  through  the  vigilance  and  care  of  the  two 
excellent  officers  at  the  head  of  the  establishment,  the  Local  Inspector 
and  Governor.  The  large  gate  at  the  side  is  the  weakest  point.  It  was 
then  strengthened  by  a bank  of  stones  placed  against  it,  but  I pointed 
out  how  it  could  he  made  permanently  secure,  so  as  to  prevent  the 
possibility  of  its  being  forced. 

There  is  a never  failing  supply  of  water  to  this  gaol,  from  a reservoir 
outside  the  prison  bounds,  whence  it  flows  into  a large  cistern,  which 
supplies  the  different  yards  in  which  the  prisoners  take  exercise.  This 
cistern  is  now  of  Homan  cement,  and  is  not  staunch ; it  is  proposed  to 
erect  a metal  one  in  its  place. 

There  is  a sufficient  fall  for  the  sewerage,  which  is  stated  to  be 
effective. 

The  defects  enumerated  in  former  reports  -are — the  want  of  proper 
reception  rooms — the  school-room  is  unsuitable — the  laundry  is  not 
stalled,  and  other  requirements  for  separation  are  not  carried  out — 
there  are  no  water-closets  attached  to  the  wards  in  the  hospital, 
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although  an  offset  lies  off  each  in  which  they  could  be  placed;  I under, 
stand,  however,  that  they  have  been  estimated  for,  and  also  a bath  for 
the  hospital.  . . 

The  prisoners  are  unlocked  at  6 in  the  morning.  The  Governor 
or  his  deputy  attends  lock-up,  which  is  held  at  9 o’clock,  r.ii.  The 
turnkeys  patrol  at  night  in  rotation,  and  it  is  their  duty  to  call  under 
the  Governor’s  window  at  each  hour  during  their  watch.  Two  detector 
clocks,  placed,  one  in  the  guard-room,  the  other  in  the  passage  to  the 
board-room,  are  used  to  test  the  vigilance  of  their  rounds.  As  an  ad- 
ditional precaution  the  watchman  is  bound,  himself  to  report  any 
neglect  of  dutv- 

The  keys  of  the  gaol  are  kept  at  night  by  the  Governor  in  ins  bed- 
room, hut  those  of  the  male  and  female  hospital  are  in  charge  of  the 
turnkeys,  with  whom  they  are  left  during  the  night,  a practice  which 
should  not  he  continued,  as  the  Governor  is  equally  responsible  for  all 
prisoners  whether  in  or  out  of  hospital. 

This  gaol  is  not  lighted  by  gas. 

Photography  has  not  been  hitherto  in  use  here  for  the  detection  of 
offenders,  but  it  has  been  found  elsewhere  a valuable  adjunct  for  their 
identification ; and  I would  suggest  that  an  arrangement  be  made  with 
some  photographer  in  the  town  of  Sligo  to  take  the  photographs  of  such 
strangers  committed  to  this  gaol,  as  there  is  reason  to  believe  are  old 
offenders,  who  have  removed  to  this  locality  for  the  purposes  of  crime. 

No  escape  was  attempted  from  this  gaol  in  1866.

The  few  prisoners  in  custody  on  the  day  of  my  visit  were  employed— 
the  males  at  stone-breaking  and  picking  oakum,  the  three  females 
washing  and  sewing.  Net-making,  shoe-making,  and  tailoring  are 
also  carried  out  in  the  gaol,  and  during  the  winter  the  males  crush 
bones  for  manure ; but  this  employment  could  not  with  safety  be  carried 
on  during  warm  weather.

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In  consequence  of  the  few  prisoners  in  custody  being  required  to 
perform  the  necessary  duties  of  the  prison,  very  little  opportunity  for 
schooling  can  be  afforded.  The  teacher  has  not  been  trained  under 
any  public  board,  but  he  is  reported  to  be  properly  qualified.  What- 
ever educational  instruction  the  females  receive  is  given  by  the  assistant 
matron.  The  proper  form  of  registry  is  in  use.  The  Chaplains  occa- 
sionally visit.

I questioned  individually  all  the  prisoners  in  custody;  one  lodged  a 
complaint  against  a turnkey,  which  the  Local  Inspector  and  I investi- 
gated. The  prisoner  was  insubordinate,  and  the  turnkey,  who  is  not 
long  in  the  service,  did  not  know  how  to-act;  he  should  have  made  a 
report  of  the  circumstance  to  his  superior  officer.  I cautioned  him  as 
to  his  duty  in  future. 

The  Chaplains  regularly  report  in  the  approved  tabular  form  on  the 
quality  of  the  food  supplied  for  the  use  of  the  prisoners,  and  for  the  most 
part  favourably.  I observe,  however,  that  in  the  beginning  of  the  year 
the  sweet  milk  was  occasionally  found  to  be  faulty,  and  the  contractor 
was  fined  for  his  neglect ; latterly  it  is  stated  to  be  satisfactory.  I 
tasted  the  food  and  found  it  good. 

Books  and  Accounts, 

The  books  and  registers  are  here  kept  with  the  greatest  clearness  and 
correctness,  which  elicited  the  commendations  of  my  colleague  in  his 
report  last  year,  and  which  I find  are  still  strictly  persevered  in.  The 
Governor,  Chaplains,  and  Medical  Officer,  keep  journals;  and  all  the 
forms  prescribed  by  the  Queen’s  Bench,  and  recommended  by  the  rules 
are  in  use.

As  very  few  lunatics  are  committed  from  the  county  of  Tyrone  as 
dangerous,  these  averages  are  scarcely  influenced  by  the  intrusion  of  a 
class  of  persons  not  criminal  who  in  other  districts  are  lodged  in  the 
gaol  from  the  want  of  asylum  accommodation  to  receive  them. 

The  preceding  tables  show  that  crimes  of  violence  still  preponderate 
within  the  county,  and  that  vagrancy  and  drunkenness  are  here  more 
frequent  than  in  many  other  parts  of  Ireland  ; again,  during  the  past 
year  more  debtors  have  been  placed  in  custody  from  this  than  from  thirty 
out  of  the  thirty-eight  gaol  districts  of  Ireland.  One  female  and  6 males 
occupied  the  debtors’  quarters  of  the  gaol  on  the  day  of  my  visit. 

On  examining  the  crimes  and  sentences  of  the  convicted  prison 
inmates  at  the  time  of  my  inspection,  we  find  that  8 males  and  3 
females  were  under  sentences  of  imprisonment  of  more  than  six  months 
for  picking  pockets,  coining,  and  like  offences  against  property,  viz., 
4 sentenced  for  two  years,  5 for  one  year,  2 for  nine,  and  1 for  eight 
months  ; 2 others  for  larceny  had  been  sentenced  for  periods,  1 of  six  and 

1 of  three  months  ; all  the  remaining  prisoners  in  custody  were  disorderly 
characters,  vagrants,  or  persons  guilty  of  trifling  assaults,  poor  law  offenders, 
or  else  apprentices  for  breach  of  indentures.  Altogether  18  males  and 
17  females  were  in  the  gaol,  besides  2 males  and  3 females  “ untried,”  or 
“ for  further  examination.” 

As  I have  already  remarked,  12  prisoners  were  in  charge  under  long 
sentences  of  more  than  six  months,  and  were  for  the  most  part  profes- 
sional thieves  with  several  previous  convictions  recorded  against  them. 

Calculating  the  average  expense  of  each  inmate  of  the  gaol  during  the 
past  year,  these  12  offenders  will  cost  the  rates  for  maintenance  during 
the  period  of  their  sentences  £439  10s.  9 d.}  less  than  one-third  of  which 
will  be  reimbursed  to  the  county  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund. 

The  females  in  custody  were,  with  few  exceptions,  street  prostitutes, 
who,  the  moment  they  are  discharged  from  prison,  return  to  their  former 
mode  of  life.  The  constant  recommittals  of  these  women  show  how 
hopeless  for  reformation  is  the  present  system  for  this  class  in  the  county 
gaols,  and  the  continued  expense  which  they  entail  on  the  rates. 

Lunatics. 

Very  few  lunatics  are  committed  here  as  dangerous  ; only  8 males  and 

2 females  were  so  committed  during  the  last  three  years,  and  3 since 
January  in  the  present  year.  I found,  however,  an  idiot  in  custody  for 
vagrancy  ; another  prisoner,  convicted  of  picking  pockets,  and  sentenced 
to  six  months’  imprisonment,  is  epileptic.  It  is  remarkable  how  frequent 
this  disease  exists  amongst  criminals. 

Juveniles. 

One  of  the  2 juveniles  in  the  gaol  when  I visited  was  a telegraph  clerk, 
convicted  of  embezzlement.  I find  by  the  books  that  18  male  and  2 
female  juveniles  were  committed  during  the  present  year  ; one  only  had 
lost  both  his  parents;  six  others  had  but  one.  The  great  majority  of  the

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North  offences  of  the  juveniles  committed  were  of  a trifling  character.  One 
District.  boy^  nine  years  0f  age,  was  sentenced  to  an  imprisonment  of  three  weeks 
County  of  ai]6  five  years  in  a reformatory.  One  of  the  girls  also,  thirteen  years  of 
Tyrone  age,  who  had  been  abandoned  by  her  parents,  and  whose  mother  is  in 
tiaol.  America,  was  sentenced  to  three  weeks’  imprisonment,  and  two  years  in 
a reformatory.  Bearing  in  mind  that  at  the  end  of  half  the  sentence  a 
juvenile  in  a reformatory  may  be  placed  in  service  on  licence,  two  years 
is  too  short  a limit  of  detention  for  a girl  of  her  age.  At  the  end  of  her 
sentence  she  will  be  just  at  the  period  of  life  most  dangerous  to  a female 
situated  as  she  will  then  be.  In  my  report  on  Armagh  Gaol  I have  given 
extracts  from  a letter  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Shore,  honorary  secretary  of  the 
Protestant  reformatory  school  for  girls  in  Cork-street,  Dublin,  in  •which he 
points  out  the  evil  results  probable  under  such  circumstances. 

One  female  and  8 males  were  committed  for  breaches  of  the  revenue 
laws  during  the  present  year,  and  3 {males)  in  1865.

In  my  report  of  that  ®uoL 
year  I exhibited  the  diagram  of  a bell  suited  for  punishment  cells,  which 
1 now  re-insert,  as  it  is  not  open  to  the  objection  made  to  the  bells  used  in 
the  other  parts  of  the  prison,  and  in  accordance  with  the  4th  section  of  the 
Act  3 & 4 Vic.,  cap.  44,  it  is  necessary  that  “no  cell  shall  be  used  for  the 
separate  confinement  of  any  prisoner  which  is  not  furnished  with  the  means  of 
enabling  the  prisoner  to  communicate  with  an  officer  of  the  prison The 
Board  of  Superintendence  have  shown  a laudable  anxiety  to  make  their 
prison  as  perfect  as  possible,  and  have  spared  no  expense  in  fitting  up  on 
the  most  improved  principle  the  lavatories,  water-closets,  and  other  ap- 
pliances in  the  male  prison,  and  this  trifling  defect  should  no  longer  be 
overlooked.  The  water-closets,  lavatories,  and  baths  are  from  Macfarlaiu’s 
Saracen  Foundry  at  Glasgow,  and  are  well  suited  for  the  purpose  intended, 
aud  might  be  adopted  elsewhere  with  advantage. 


The  following  is  the  diagram  to  which  I refer  : — 


A,  iron  box  with  spiral  spring  ; BB,  wood  block  let  into  the  wall  to  make  fast 
box  with  spring;  C,  iron  rod,  £ inch  diameter,  tapped  into  bell  crank  at  D,  and 
also  at  the  opposite  end  H ; E,  pivot  upon  crank  moves  when  the  rod  is  pushed  at 
H,  the  spring  forces  the  rod  back  into  its  place,  when  the  thumb  is  removed 
from  pressing  at  Ii  ; F,  is  also  a block  of  wood  let  into  the  wall  to  carry  crank  and 
tell-tale,  the  square  dotted  in,  marked  G,  is  cut  out  of  the  woodblock  for  the  crank 
to  work  in.  Push  with  the  thumb  at  H,  which  forces  down  the  spiral  spring  in 
box  A,  moves  the  crank  by  force  at  D,  and  arm  I,  which  is  at  the  same  time  touched 
by  the  crank  at  K,  falls  down. 

There  is  a large  stock  of  bedding,  blankets,  sheets,  rugs,  and  prison 
clothing  in  this  gaol,  and  of  good  quality.  The  -water  supply  is  likewise 
ample  ; every  yard  has  pipes  with  soft  aud  hard  water,  and  cups  for  the 
use  of  the  prisoners  to  drink.  Hard  water  for  drinking  purposes  is 
pumped  up  by  the  power  of  the  tread -wheel  from  a well  within  the  prison 
bounds  at  a depth  of  ninety  feet.  The  tread-wheel  is  partitioned  with 
iron  plates,  and  it  is  proposed  to  erect  stalls  for  prisoners  waiting  fur  their 
turn  on  the  mill;  the  doors  to  be  louvered.  The  crank-pump, . which 
draws  water  from  the  river  into  a tank  placed  over  the  machinery  is  very 
faulty.  I suggested  at  tbe  time  of  my  visit,  in  the  minute-hook  of  the  Board, 
that  an  improved  crank  such  as  is  in  use  in  some  other  gaols  he  put  up 
here  also,  and  I then  expressed  my  intention  to  describe  in  this  report  the 
crank  which  I would  recommend.  It  is  most  desirable  that  prisoners  who 
work  at  the  pump  should  be  separate  ; at  the  sanm  time  such  separation 
should  never  be  attempted  without  proper  precaution,  as  elsewhere  lives 
have  been  lost  from  accidents  caused  by  prisoners  working  each  in  a 
separate  stall  a continuous  and  undivided  crank,  The  Board  at  their 
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next  meeting  promptly  decided  to  liave  my  suggestion  adopted.  1 
therefore  append  the  diagram  of  a crank  for  upwards  of  two  years  in  use 
at  Kilmainham  gaol  and  elsewhere,  and  which  I consider  will  be  found 
satisfactory. 
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A A‘,  is  a framework  forming  a series  of  compartments,  BB  B;  BB,  North 
a shaft  extending  tlie  entire  length  of  the  apparatus,  and  receiving  motion  DlSTRICT- 
from  cranks  0 0 C,  which  motion  it  transmits  to  the  machine  to  be  driven ; Count?/  of 
each  crank,  0,  has  at  one  end,  H,  a pall  which  works  opposite  a rachet  Tyrone 
wheel,  G-,  fixed  at  the  end  of  a short  shaft,  E E,  passing  through  the  Gaol‘ 
framework  of  the  partition,  A,  of  the  compartment,  B,  in  which  the 
prisoner  is  placed.  The  crank,  C,  is  separate,  and  the  pall  at  its  end 
(which  is  kept  in  its  place  by  a spring)  drives  the  ratchet,  and  so  transmits 
its  motion  through  the  shaft,  E,  and  wheels,  I J,  to  the  main  shaft,  D ; 
but  should  the  prisoner  in  the  compartment  stop  work,  although  the  action 
of  the  machine  will  not  be  interrupted,  the  ratchet  travelling  over  the 
inactive  pall  will  produce  a clattering  noise  which,  with  the  increased 
labour  on  the  remaining  prisoners,  must  at  once  notify  to  the  warder  in 
charge  when  any  one  man  stops  work.  The  main  shaft  has  also  a regis- 
tering apparatus  which  strikes  a bell  when  a certain  quantity  of  work  has 
been  performed,  so  that  each  relay  of  prisoners  accomplishes  an  equal  and 
known  amount  of  labour. 

The  shaft  runs  at  the  back ; the  crank-handles  are  independent  of  each 
other;  the  movement  is  continuous;  and  the  bell  attached  gives  notice 
when  the  men  are  to  cease  to  work. 

The  sewerage  in  this  prison  is  stated  to  be  good,  and  the  well,  being  at 
a great  depth,  is  not  likely  to  be  contaminated  by  surface  water.

Since  last  inspection  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  report  of  my 
colleague  in  1865  have  been  carried  out ; the  punishment  cell  of  the 
female  prison  has  been  artificially  heated,  and  well  ventilated  with  zinc 
panes  in  the  window.  The  wooden  troughs  of  the  lavatories  in  that  prison 
have  been  lined  with  lead,  and  are  now  in  good  order.  A fumigating  box 
has  also  been  placed  in  the  store.  The  laundry  and  drying-room  have 
been  altered  since  my  visit  in  1864,  and  the  bath  for  females  has  been 
placed  close  to  the  boiler,  where  there  is  a supply  of  hot  water  always  at 
hand. 

There  are  no  tables  in  the  cells  of  the  prisoners.  I consider  that  a small 
table  should  be  provided  for  each,  more  especially  as  the  prisoners  receive 
educational  instruction  in  their  cells,  and  there  is  no  school-room  in  the 
gaol.  I do  not  approve  of  the  height  of  the  shower-bath  for  females 
(thirteen  feet  four  inches  from  floor  to  bottom  of  cistern) ; the  shock  is  too 
great  under  ordinary  circumstances.  There  is  an  excellent  cook-house, 
with  proper  lifts  for  the  food  to  the  different  compartments  of  the  male 
and  female  prison.  The  contrivances  for  the  conveyance  to  it  of  the  pro- 
visions show  the  care  taken  by  the  prison  authorities  to  carry  out  all  the 
details  in  a satisfactory  manner. 
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nSS  £?sliSht  is  applied  to  the  prisoners  in  their  cells  ; hence  they 

• remain  in  darkness  during  the  long  winter  nights,  contrary  to  the  opinion 

County  of  expressed  by  Select  Committees  of  both  Houses  of  Parliament  on  prison 
TSZT  disciPline>  in  1850  and  again  in  1863,  “that  no  prisoner  in  separation 
should  remain  in  bed  for  a longer  period  than  the  time  required  for  rest 
viz.,  eight  hours.”  ' ’ 

The  great  defect  in  this  gaol  is  the  difficulty  of  supervision  by  superior 
authority,  and  the  small  size  of  the  cells,  faults  which,  however,  cannot 
now  he  remedied;  again,  there  are  at  present  no  certain  means  to  insure 
the  regularity  of  the  night-watchman’s  rounds.  It  is  always  possible  by 
tell-tale  clocks  properly  placed  to  ascertain  if  he  does  his  duty,  but  there 
was  at  the  time  of  my  inspection  only  one  tell-tale  clock  in  the  gaol,  and 
it  was  placed  in  the  guard-room,  so  that  the  night- watchman  might  pen-  it 
regularly  without  leaving  that  room  during  the  entire  period  of  “his 
watch ; this  fault,  however,  will  he  remedied  in  future.  The  Board 
of  Superintendence  have  ordered  another  clock,  which,  with  the  clock 
now  in  use,  will  he  suitably  placed  to  insure  the  regular  inspection  of  the 
different  parte  of  the  prison  during  the  night;  and  the  Local  Inspector 
has,  since  my  visit,  made  himself  acquainted  with  the  system  of  discipline 
carried  out  at  Kilmainham  gaol  and  in  other  well-managed  prisons, 

.The  prisoners  are  unlocked  at  six  o’clock  in  summer,  and  at  sunrise  in 
winter.  As  soon  as  they  get  up  they  make  their  beds,  and  go  to  their  daily 
work;  at  nine  they  breakfast,  and  at  ten  o'clock  the  teacher  instructs  the 
male  prisoners  in  their  cells ; at  twelve  the  males  again  go  to  work,  and  the 
females  to  school.  Dinner  is  served  at  three  o’clock,  and  work  is  resumed 
at  tour,  until  six  o’clock  in  summer,  and  sunset  i n winter,  when  the  cells  are 
locked  for  the  night,  and  the  personal  clothing  of  the  prisoners  removed,  the 
locks  of  the  cells  are  then  tested  by  the  officer  in  charge.  The  Governor  or 
his  deputy  afterwards  ascertains  the  presence  of  each  prison  er  in  his  cell,  col- 
ects  all  keys,  except  one,  which  is  left  in  charge  of  the  turnkey  on  duty  until 
nine  o clock,  when  the  night-watch  is  set,  all  the  officers  being  present,  and 
the  Governor  or  his  deputy  having  satisfied  himself  that  the  fastenings  are 
secure.  . At  half-past  ten  o’clock  the  gaol  is  locked  for  the  night ; all  keys 
of  exterior  and  mam  entrances  are  then  given  to  the  Governor,  in  whose 
keeping  they  remain  till  six  o’clock  on  the  following  morning.  Some- 
times the  Governor  goes  round  the  gaol  at  lato  and  unexpected  hours. 
When  sick  are  m hospital,  which  seldom  happens,  the  key  of  the  build- 
ing remains  with  the  watchman  on  duty  during  the  night— a most  unsafe 
proceeding,  which  should  not  be  permitted.  The  Governor  is  equally 
responsible  for  the  safe  custody  of  prisoners  whether  in  or  out  of  hospital.

An  iron  safe  has  been  ordered  for  the  secure  keeping  of  the  keys. 

e reys  are  repaired  within  the  prison  by  a competent  person.

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On  looking  over  the  journal  of  tlie  Medical  Officer,  I find  the  following  North 
entries,  to  which  it  is  my  duty  to  call  attention  : — District. 

“ Applied  to  by  the  Governor  to  authorize  the  administration  of  the  shower-bath  as  a County  of 
punishment  in  refractory  cases,  I can  only  give  an  opinion  as  to  the  probable  effect  of  a Tyrone 
shower-bath  on  the  health,  and  I have  no  hesitation  in  stating  that  it  is  more  likely  to  Gaol. 
be  attended  by  beneficial  effects  than  the  contrary  when  the  prisoner  is  in  the  ordinary 
health  and  the  bath  not  too  long  continued. 

“Feigning  insanity,  no  objection  to  an  occasional  shower-bath  when  refractory.” 

The  Medical  Officer  very  properly  in  the  preceding  observations  gives 
his  opinion,  at  the  request  of  the  Governor,  as  to  the  probable  effects  of  a 
shower-bath  on  the  health  of  a prisoner;  but  I desire  to  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  powers  of  the  Governor  to  inflict  punishments  are 
strictly  limited  to  those  granted  to  him  under  the  109th  section  of  the 
Prisons  Act,  and  the  administration  of  a shower-bath  is  not  included  in 
the  punishments  so  prescribed,  for  the  enforcement  of  which  that  officer  is 
solely  responsible  within  the  powers  conferred  upon  him  by  the  statute.

I have  very  great  pleasure  in  reporting  on  the  care  and  attention  which 
the  Governor  of  this  gaol  bestows  on  the  industrial  department  of  the 
establishment,  which  is  remarkably  well  managed.  The  mats  and  brushes 
made  here  are  of  an  excellent  description.  The  brushes,  especially  those 
with  elastic  backs,  and  the  various  descriptions  of  mats  bring  tlie  highest 
prices  in  the  market.  Prisoners  employed  at  mat-making,  anil  weaving 
cocoa  fibre  matting,  are  allowed  daily  for  supper  eight  ounces  of  bread . 
and  half  a pint  of  milk,  by  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer.. 

£8  17s.  0 ^d.  being  one-third  of  their  earnings,  was  paid  during  the 
past  year  to  prisoners  as  a share  of  profits  on  their  work,  besides

The  prisoners  are  instructed  in  their  cells  by  a qualified  teacher,  who 
was  trained  in  the  schools  of  the  Church  Education  Society;  his  assistant 
is  also  stated  to  be  competent ; the  Chaplains  visit  during  instruction 
and  I find  that  the  remarks  made  by  them  are  favourable.

The  food  provided  for  the  prisoners  on  the  day  of  my  visit  was  "of  good 
quality,  and  in  the  report-book  of  the  Chaplains,  which  is  in  the  tabular 
form  prescribed  for  their  use,  it  is  stated  to  bo  almost  always  so.  I find, 
however,  that  on  one  occasion  the  milk  was  sour,  and  the  bread  is  occasion- 
ally reported  as  not  well  baked ; two  prisoners  complained  of  the  food;  one 
woman  insisted  that  she  did  not  get  the  quantity  which  the  law  allows.

The  Board  has  now  recognised  the  services  of  Mr.  M'Clelland,  the

The  hospitals  are  seldom  used,  being  reserved  for  contagious  diseases; 
they  have  neither  water-closets  nor  baths.  Five  cells  in  the  second  floor 
of  the  male  prison  are  set  apart  for  ordinary  hospital  cases,  but  the  cells 
are  very  small,  and  quite  unsuited  for  some  diseases  frequent  amongst 
prisoners.  I highly  approve  of  cellular  hospitals  for  prisons,  but  of  a 
very  different  construction,  and  such  as  have  been  adopted  in  the  Belgian 
prisons. 

In  consequence  of  the  death  of  a female  sent  from  Coohstown  Petty 
Sessions  to  this  gaol  in  January,  1866,  without  sufficient  food  or 
clothing,  and  suffering  from  the  severity  of  the  season,  the  Grand  Jury  at 
the  Spring  Assizes  in  March,  1866,  passed  a resolution  recommending  that 
in  future  prisoners  when  committed  from  Cookstown  Petty  Sessions,  be 
forwarded  via  Dungannon,  and  by  rail  to  Omagh.  In  this  resolution  I 
perfectly  agree ; similar  cases  of  great  hardship  have  occurred  in  other 
districts,  from  prisoners  being  sent  long  distances  during  the  winter  months 
on  open  cars  and  carts.

The  Board  meets  regularly  for  the  discharge  of  business  on  the  seoond 
Thursday  of  each  month,  when  accounts  are  examined  and  payments 
made  by  separate  cheques  to  each  creditor,  signed  by  three  members,  and 
countersigned  by  the  Local  Inspector.  Small  liabilities  are  paid  by  the 
Local  Inspector,  and  accounted  for  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 
The  Governor  and  other  superior  officers  are  paid  half-yearly  by  present- 
ments at  assizes,  the  inferior  officers  monthly  by  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendence. 

I cannot  conclude  without  referring  to  the  great  anxiety  always  shown 
by  the  Board  of  Superintendence  to  have  their  prison  in  a satisfactory 
state,  and  their  promptitude  in  carrying  into  effect  the  suggestions  of  my 
colleague  and  myself.

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Persons  found  drank  in  Westmeath,  at  Atlilone  (which  town  is  situate 
in  two  counties),  are  now  often  committed  to  the  nearest  bridewell,  which 
is  on  the  Roscommon  side  of  the  river;  their  numbers,  therefore,  are  not 
included  in  this  return. 

The  preceding  schedule  of  offences  for  which  prisoners  were  made 
amenable  within  the  county  during  the  past  three  years  do  not  call  for 
lengthened  observations.  The  more  grave  crimes  against  life,  with  the 
exception  of  one  of  “stabbing”  have  not  appeared  on  the  calendar  for 
I860  or  1866,  although  I find,  from  the  charge  of  the  presiding  Judge  at 
the  last  summer  assizes,  that  two  cases  of  “firing  at  the  person”  were 
reported  to  the  police  in  1866  ; assaults  also  have  diminished  in  the 
present  year;  but  drunkenness  has  increased  ; and  the  new  crime  of 
“ seducing  soldiers  from  their  allegiance”  has,  I regret  to  say,  arisen. 
On  the  day  of  my  inspection,  besides  4 prostitutes  committed  for  three 
months  as  vagrants,  2 prisoners  on  remand,  and  1 debtor,  21  males  and  3 
females  were  inmates  of  the  gaol.  Of  these,  2 males  and  1 female  had 
been  found  guilty  of  passing  base  coin ; the  woman  and  one  of  the  meu 
were  from  Dublin.  The  other  man,  although  likewise  previously  unkuown 
to  the  ’authorities  of  this  prison,  is  believed  to  be  a returned  convict  of 
the  class  of  professional  thieves  who  pass  from  districts  where  their  ante- 
cedents have  been  ascertained  to  others  where  they  are  unknown,  but 
always  living  at  the  cost  of,  and  to  the  detriment  of  the  public,  whether 
in  or  out  of  prison.  This  man  is  now  under  a sentence  of  imprisonment 
with  hard  labour  for  two  years,  passed  in  March,  I860.  Another  prisoner, 
who  had  been  gardener  in  a gentleman’s  family,  was  under  a sentence  of 
eighteen  months5  imprisonment  for  cattle  stealing ; he  had  been  trans- 
ferred from  Trim  Gaol,  where  he  had  previously  been  punished  for  a like 
offence  committed  in  the  county  Meath.  Three  other  males  convicted  of 
larceny  were  in  custody — 1 from  the  workhouse,  and  2 professional 
thieves,  under  long  sentences  of  one  and  two  years.  These,  with  1 
man  sentenced  for  three  months,  for  receiving  stolen  goods;  a boy  “for 
trial,”  charged  with  stealing  an  ass ; and  a half-witted  man,  for  arson, 
constituted  the  entire  number  of  male  offenders  against  property;  inmates 
of  the  gaol — 11  males  in  custody  were  for  assaults,  obstructing  the  police, 
and  1 for  riot. 

Besides  the.  woman  convicted  of  passing  base  coin,  sentenced  to  six 
months’  imprisonment,  6 females  were  in  charge,  1 of  whom  was  under 
a sentence  of  eighteen  and  1 of  six  months’  imprisonment — the  latter  is 
known  to  be  a returned  convict ; the  other  four  were  under  committals  for 
three  months  as  vagrants,  having  been  found  loitering  for  prostitution.  My* 
experience  convinces  me  that  not  one  of  the  convicted  females,  inmates 
of  the  gaol  on  the  day  of  my  visit,  will  leave  it  a better  woman  than 
when  she  entered  it ; all  will  return  on  the  day  of  their  discharge  from 
prison  to  their  former  modes  of  life  by  crime,  and  these  seven  women  will 
have  cost  the.  honest  portion  of  the  community  for  their  maintenance 
during  the  period  of  their  incarceration  a sum  of  .£113  105.  Id calculating 
the  amount  at  the  average  cost  of  each  prisoner  in  the  gaol  during  the 
past  year.  The  / male  prisoners  now  under  long  sentences  in  the  gaol, 
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will,  when  discharged,  have  cost  the  sum  of  £300  14s.,  taking  the  same 
bases  of  calculation.  The  Local  Inspector  has  furnished  a return  to  this 
office  by  which  I find  that  one  female,  H.  F.,  was  226  times  in  custody  in 
this  gaol ; B.  M.  72  times ; M.  E.  39  times ; K.  W.  28  times ; M.  B.  27 
times,  &c.,  &c. 

Hitherto  photography  has  not  been  adopted  here  as  a means  of  identi- 
fying old  offenders,  hence  many  escape  detection.  It  would  be  attended 
with  a very  trifling  expense,  to  have  the  photographs  of  strangers  committed 
to  the  gaol  taken  by  some  person  in  the  town  of  Mullingar,  who  understands 
the  process ; and  the  autecedents  of  the  professional  thieves  becoming 
kuown  to  the  authorities  of  this  prison  previously  to  their  trial,  would 
in  many  instances  procure  the  infliction  of  deterrent  and  reformatory 
sentences  of  penal  servitude  instead  of  imprisonments  in  this  goal. 

Juveniles. 

Besides  several  lads  who  had  just  passed  the  period  when  classed  as 
juveniles,  1 boy,  fourteen  years  of  age,  whose  father  was  dead,  was  on  the 
day  of  my  visit  in  custody  for  trial  charged  with  larceny ; 4 others  had 
been  committed  for  larcenies  during  1866,  2,  each  twelve  years  of  age, 
both  of  whom  had  lost  their  fathers,  were  sent  to  reformatories.  Ho 
female  juvenile  had  been  committed  in  1866,  and  only  1 in  1865.  Six 
boys  were  convicted  during  the  latter  year,  1 of  whom  was  sentenced  to 
imprisonment  for  twelve  months,  another  for  two,  and  4 for  one  month 
each.  The  girl  received  a sentence  of  fourteen  days  imprisonment. 

Lunatics. 

No  lunatic  was  in  custody  on  the  day  of  my  visit;  and  as  there  is  an 
excellent  and  commodious  lunatic  asylum  in  the  town  of  Mullingar,  there 
is  no  reasonable  excuse  for  the  commitment  of  insane  patients  as  dangerous 
to  the  gaol,  nevertheless  they  are  so  sent,  and  1 in  a moribund  state , com- 
mitted on  the  24f/i  A ugust,  1865,  “ as  dangerous ,”  died  in  the  gaol  on  the  3rd 
September  following,  of  softening  of  the  brain  ; again,  in  July  of  that  year 
the  Local  Inspector  of  this  gaol  complained  to  the  prisons’  office  of  the 
difficulty  he'  experienced  in  the  transfer  of  lunatics  from  the  gaol  to  the 
asylum.  I refer  to  these  facts  to  show  that,  even  when  a lunatic  asylum 
adjoins  the  gaol,  magistrates  will  still  commit  to  the  gaol  so  long  as  they 
can  legally  do  so. 

Debtors. 

Not  many  debtors  are  lodged  here ; 11  males  and  1 female  were  in  cus- 
tody in  1865,  and  7 males  since  the  commencement  of  1866  ; 1,  a pauper, 
was  an  inmate  of  the  prison  when  I inspected  it.  The  accommodation  for 
female  debtors  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  8th  rule  of  the  109th  section 
of  the  Prisons  Act,  only  one  room  in  the  female  prison  is  set  apart  for  both 
classes  of  mistress  and  paupers,  and  no  separate  space  being  allotted  for 
their  use,  they  take  exercise  in  the  laundry-yard,  also  used  by  criminal 
prisoners.  Very  few  females  are  however  now  committed  here  for  debt, 
only  1 in  1865,  and  1 previously  in  1863 ; and  having  regard  to  the  pro- 
posed change  in  the  law  with  regard  to  prison  management,  I do  not 
advise  any  expense  to  be  incurred  in  making  alterations,  which  under  other 
circumstances  I would  recommend.  The  accommodation  in  the  marshalsea 
for  males  is  abundant  In  the  master  debtors’  prison  there  are  five  cells, 
three  with  fire-places,  and  a day-room,  on  the  ground  floor ; the  apart- 
ments for  pauper  males  is  also  sufficient.

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I found  the  gaol  on  my  inspection  in  a satisfactory  condition  of  order 
and  discipline,  the  buildings  very  clean,  properly  ventilated,  and  generally 
in  sound  repair,  except  that  an  old  crack  exists  in  the  walls  of  the  male 
prison  ; and  marks  of  damp  appear  in  the  top  cells  of  that  building,  but  I 
believe  principally  due  to  the  overflow  of  the  tank  placed  on  the  roof ; part 
of  the  plastering  also  is  broken.  A few  of  the  wooden  doors  are  not  quite 
sound,  but  they  were  being  put  in  order,  painted,  and  varnished  at  the 
time  of  my  visit.  I found  the  hells  and  appliances  in  the  cells  of  No.  3 
class  of  male  prison,  which  had  lately  been  fitted  up  for  separation,  out 
of  order;  the  bells  would  not  ring,  and  the  hot-water  apparatus  was 
not  stanch.  The  stock  of  prison  clothing,  bedding,  blankets,  sheets, 
and  rugs  is  sufficient  for  the  requirements  of  the  gaol,  but  many  of  the 
blankets  are  thin  and  unsuited  for  winter  use  ; all  of  those  however  on  the 
beds  now  occupied  by  prisoners  are  new  and  of  good  quality  ; some  of  the 
rugs  are  worn. 

A covered  well,  on  a rising  ground  outside  the  prison  bounds,  furnishes 
an  unfailing  supply  of  pure  water,  which  flows  into  a tank  at  D on  the 
ground  plan  of  the  gaol;  but  the  cisterns  placed  on  the  roof  of  the  male 
and  female  prisons  and  the  laundry  are  supplied  by  two  force  pumps  with 
water  taken  from  a water-course,  part  of  the  river  Brosna,  which  passes 
close  'by  and  afterwards  receives  the  sewage  of  the  prison,  as  marked 
on  the  annexed  plan.  From  the  abundance  of  the  water  supply  and 
the  short  course  of  the  sewers  to  the  river  much  filth  cannot  lodge  in 
them ; nevertheless,  no  sewers  should  be  without  traps,  to  prevent  the 
escape  of  noxious  gases  in  dry  weather.  The  mouths  of  these  sewers  are 
open,  a defect  which  could  easily  be  remedied,  and  at  a very  trifling 
expense,  by  placing  effluvia  traps  on  the  mouth  of  each.  The  troughs  in 
the  laundry  are  partitioned,  and  have  a supply  of  hot  and  cold  water ; the 
drying-room,  which  is  large  (with  nine  horses)  works  well,  and  both  male 
and  female  prisons  have  baths;  that  for  male  prisoners  adjoins  the  water 
tank  at  I).  In  three  yards  belonging  to  the  male  prison,  corresponding 
with  the  cells  heated  for  separation,  there  are  covered  lavatories.  In  the 
other  compartments  the  prisoners  wash  at  the  water-cock  in  the  yard,  or 
at  a bucket  during  bad  weather. 

A new  school-room,  with  seventeen  stalls,  well  planned,  has  been  fitted 
up  in  one  of  the  day-rooms,  which  has  been  enlarged  by  the  addition  of 
the  adjoining  room,  an  arch  having  been  thrown  across.  Alarm  bells 
have  been  put  up  from  the  hospital  and  the  female  prison. 

Approximate  separation  is  carried  out  in  this  goal  for  females  and  for 
two  classes  of  males.  Cells  for  a third  class  in  the  male  prison  have  been 
fitted  lip  for  separation,  hut  are  not  yet  certified 

I postponed  my  inspection  until  December,  in  the  expectation  that  the 
cells  of  the  third  class  would  then  have  been  fit  to  be  certified,  but 
both  the  heating  apparatus  and  the  bells  were  faulty  and  out  of  order  at 
the  time  of  my  visit,  so  that  I was  constrained  to  withhold  my  certificate 
for  the  present. 

The  cells  in  the  male  prison  are  small,  their  measurement  9 feet  by  G, 
and  Yarding  in,  height,  They  contain  from  402  to  540  cubic  feet  of  air 
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North  each ; they  have  no  ventilating  shafts,  are  flagged,  and  not  lighted  by  gas; 
rsTRicT.  the  bells  are  on  a bad  model,  and  are  easily  put  out  of  order.  The  cells 
County  of  are  distributed  over  three  tiers  of  corridors.  There  are  13  for  prisoners  in 
Westmeath  Class  No.  1,  16  in  No.  2,  and  14  in  No.  3.  The  different  sections  have 
a0  ■ separate  heating  apparatus;  and  separate  doors  opening  into  the  yards,  so 
that  there  are  altogether  eleven  outside  doors  to  the  male  prison.  The  con- 
struction of  this  prison  requires  an  expensive  staff,  and  even  then  proper 
supervision  by  superior  authority  is  impossible.  I have,  however,  to  add 
that  the  Governor  and  Local  Inspector  manage  the  establishment  with 
considerable  skill  and  economy,  considering  the  circumstances  of  the  gaol; 
and  the  prisoners’  labour  is  turned  to  a useful  account ; much  money  is 
made  by  the  mill,  which  besides  is  found  to  be  a great  convenience  to 
the  inhabitants  of  Mullingar  and  the  neighbourhood. 

The  stock-locks  on  the  doors  are  of  a good  description,  but  can  all  be 
passed  by  one  key,  and  would  afford  no  obstacle  for  an  escape  should  a 
pass-key  be  obtained.  The  many  outer  doors  are  another  cause  of  inse- 
curity in  this  gaol.  The  cell  fastenings  are  large  padlocks  and  open  to  the 
same  objection.  These  observations,  however,  apply  to  many  other  county 
gaols  in  Ireland.  A smith  who  works  in  the  forge  on  the  premises  makes 
and  repairs  the  locks  ; he  is  assisted  by  a prisoner  who  works  the  bellows. 
This,  again,  gives  an  opportunity  for  tampering  with  the  locks  of  the  gaol. 
The  cells  are  unlocked  in  summer  at  6.30,  a. m.,  and  in  winter  after  the 
day  breaks.  Breakfast  is  served  to  the  inmates  at  8 ’45,  and  dinner  at 
-a20,  p.m.  ; so  that  prisoners  on  the  diet  of  the  gaol  receive  no  food  for 
upwards  of  eighteen  hours  of  each  day. 

The  cells  are  locked  for  the  night  at  six  o’clock,  p.m.,  in  summer,  and 
f*i  wint0r*  T^e  Gtovemor  and  his  deputy  see  all  the  cells 

locked  by  the  turnkey  in  charge,  having  first  ascertained  that  each  pri- 
soner is  in  his  cell ; and  then  the  locks  are  duly  tested.  The  night  patrol 
goes  on  duty  immediately  after  the  lockings.  A superior  officer  makes  a 
nnal  round  at  10,  p.m.  Two  turnkeys  hold  watch  in  rotation  and  their 
vigilance  is  tested  by  two  tell-tale  clocks,  both  guarded  against  the  possi- 
bility  of  being  tampered  with — one  is  iu  the  office,  the  other  on  the  second 
tier  of  cells  in  the  male  prison.  The  markings  of  the  clocks  are  entered 
m the  state  of  lockings  book.  The  keys  of  the  gaol  are  placed  in  the 
Governor  s bed-room  at  ten  o’clock  at  night,  and  that  officer  occasionally 
visits  the  prison  at  uncertain  hours. 

. ^ie  is  locked  at  six,  p.m,,  and  the  Governor  makes  a final 

inspection  of  it  at  ten,  p.m.

Some  years  since  a similar  outrage  was  committed  by  a prisoner 
sentenced  by  the  late  Sir  J olm  Howley,  the  chairman,  at  quarter  sessions, 
in  the  town  of  Tipperary,  and  the  Grand  Jury  of  that  county  then 
erected  a screen  of  wirework  in  front  of  the  dock  between  the  prisoners 
and  the  bench  j and  it  would  be  desirable  to  put  up  a similar  screen  here. 

Prisoners  under  punishment  are  not  kept  in  the  solitary  cells  at  night.

The  preceding  table  is  a fair  sample  of  the  employment  of  prisoners  iu 
this  gaol  during  the  past  year ; a profit  of  8d.  per  ton  is  earned  by  stone 
breaking  ] the  stones,  which  are  of  limestone,  are  purchased  at  6d.  and 
sold  at  14c?.  per  ton.  India  corn  is  bruised  in  the  mill  for  horse  and  fowl 
feeding  at  10s.  per  ton  (half  a ton  could  be  bruised  in  the  day) ; and 
oats  at  8d.  a barrel.  The  prisoners  work  at  the  crank  mill*  for  three 
hours  daily,  in  two  relays,  relieving  each  other  every  ten  minutes.  There 
is  a good  kiln  on  the  premises  for  drying  corn  ; oats  of  last  year’s  growth 
only  and  of  the  best  description  are  ground  in  the  mill  for  prison  use. 

The  Governor,  who  is  an  intelligent  and  zealous 'officer,  turns  every 
thing  to  the  best  account,  and  makes  the  labour  of  the  prisoners  as  profit- 
able as  the  appliances  at  bis  disposal  will  permit.

As  has  been  observed  in  former  reports,  the  crank  in  use  here  is  not  on  an 
improved  principle,  and  prisoners  cannot  work  it  if  partitioned  for  separation  with- 
out danger  to  themselves.  A diagram  of  a crryik  (now  erected  in  several  county 
prisons),  which  is  free  from  this  objection,  will  be  found  in  my  reports  on  the  state 
of  the  gaols  at  Omagh  and  Lifford  for  the  present  year. 
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North  The  teacher,  who  has  been  for  many  years  employed  in  this  gaol,  is 
District,  trained  and  well  qualified,  holding  the  rank  of  second  class  under  the 
Count"  of  National  Board  of  Education.  He  keeps  a school  in  the  town  of  Mullingar, 
Westmeath  but  attends  morning  and  evening  to  his  duties  in  the  gaol;  the  matron 
6W.  is  always  present  when  he  gives  instruction  to  the  female  prisoners.  I 
was  much  pleased  to  observe  the  copy  books  of  two  prisoners  under  long 
sentences  who  had  both  acquired  a very  fair  handwriting  in  the  gaol, 
although  stated  to  be  quite  illiterate  when  committed.  This  school  is 
inspected  by  the  Inspector  of  National  Education,  who  reports — 

“ The  qualifications  of  the  teacher,  who  ranks  second  of  2nd  class,  are— 
1st.  Acquirements  and  method  of  conducting  the  school  fair ; 2nd.  Character 
good.  The  course  of  instruction  is  fairly  adapted  to  the  circumstances  of 
the  young  persons  in  attendance,  and  the  proficiency  they  have  attained  ia 
on  the  whole  satisfactory.” 

Instruction  is  given  by  the  teacher  to  both  male  and  female  prisoners. 

Dietary  and  Contracts. 

Males. — Breakfast — 8 oz.  oatmeal,  and  § pint  new  milk.  Dinner — 74  oz.  brown 
bread  and  1 pint  new  milk. 

Females Breakfast — 7 oz.  oatmeal,  and  | pint  new  milk.  Dinner— 12  oz.  brown 

bread  and  $ pint  new  milk. 

All  prisoners  get  soup  on  two  days  each  week,  in  lieu  of  milk,  and  those  sen- 
tenced  to  one  calendar  month  and  under,  each  day  for  dinner. 

Juveniles  get  the  dietary  prescribed  for  them.

6 A ; coal,  per  ton, 
IBs.  lOrf. ; turf,  per  100  boxes,  £4  10s.;  straw,  per  cwt..  Is.  Set.  ; gas,  per  1,000 
cubic  feet,  8s.  Ad. ; candles,  per  lb.,  $\d. ; soap,  per  cwt.,  £1  4s. ' 

In  no  gaol  in  Ireland  is  more  care  taken  to  make  the  too  scanty 
dietary  in  use  in  the  Irish  county  gaols  as  nutritious  as  the  scale  will 
permit.  No  buttermilk  or  India  meal  stirabout  is  given  to  the  prisoners 
for  breakfast,  but  sweetmilk  and  oatmeal  stirabout  instead.  The  gruel 
also  given  in  lieu  of  milk,  instead  of  being,  as  in  some  other  gaols,  merely 
one  or  two  ounces  of  oatmeal  boiled  in  water,  has  in  addition  a quantity 
of  pepper,  onions,  turnips,  and  parsnips  boiled  in  it.  The  bread,  which  is 
baked  twice  a week  in  the  prison,  is  made  into  separate  rolls,  so  that  each 
prisoner  gets  without  the  possibility  of  mistake,  the  full  quantity  which  the . 
law  allows.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  all  prisoners  were  given  white  bread 
instead  of  wholemeal  bread,  in  consequence  of  the  danger  of  cholera.  The 
excellent  water  in  this  gaol  is  also  an  important  sanitary  agent  in  this 
establishment.  One  prisoner  lodged  a complaint  to  me  against  a warder;* 
two  others  stated  that  their  sentences  were  not  correctly  entered;  I 
examined  the  return  of  their  sentences  made  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace, 
and  ascertained  that  the  prisoners  were  mistaken. 

* The  Board  of  Superintendence  at  their  next  meeting  investigated  on  oath  this 
complaint,  and  while  they  severely  reprimanded  the  warder  for  using  violent  lan- 
guage, they  sentenced  the  prisoner  to  three  days  solitary  confinement  for  insubor- 
dinate conduct.  As, the  warder  had  not  reported  the  insubordination  of  the  prisoner 
up  to  the  period  when  I made  my  inspection,  and  as  the  circumstance  only  came 
to.  the  knowledge  of  the  superior  authorities  of  the  gaol  in  consequence  of  the 
prisoner  having  complained  to  me  of  the  conduct  of  his  officer ; and  as  I invariably, 
when  making  my  inspection,  inform  all  the  prisoners  that  they  may  mention  their 
grievances  without  danger  of  ulterior  consequences  to  themselves,  X felt  it  my  duty 
to  communicate  with  the  Local  Inspector  on  the  subject,  and  ascertained  from  him 
that  the  offence  had  occurred’ only  a short  time  previously  to  inspection,'  so  that  the 
matter  could  not  much  sooner  have  been  reported  to  the  Local  Inspector  and 
Governor  ; and  also  that  at  the  investigation  by  the  Board,  which  was  most  care- 
fully held,  it  was  proven  not  alone  on  the  oath  of  the  warder,  but  of  a fellow 
prisoner,  that  this  man  had  most  obstinately  refused  to  comply  with  the  rules  of 
the  prison,  and  had  resisted  the  warder  in  the  execution  of  his  duty. 
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Books  and  Accounts. 


The  Deputy  Governor,  who,  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor,  attends 
to  this  department  of  the  establishment,  appears  to  discharge  the  duty  in 
a very  creditable  manner.  The  various  statistics  of  discipline  and  finance 
are  carefully  attended  to,  and  the  proper  forms  are  in  use.  All  the  superior 
officers  keep  journals  ; those  of  the  Local  Inspector  and  the  Governor  are 
fully  and  minutely  filled.  The  form  in  use  for  the  work  fund  account  is 
particularly  clear  and  satisfactory ; it  shows  always  the  balance  in  bands, 
and  the  names  of  all  parties  who  have  dealings  with  the  gaol  being  given, 
the  correctness  of  each  account  can  at  any  time  be  verified.

The  quarters  for  the  sick  of  both  sexes  are  in  the  same  building,  but 
separate,  with  different  exercising  yards.  There  is  one  good  bath  placed 
next  the  boiler,  where  a hot  bath  can  be  given  to  a patient  at  auy  time. 
There  is  also  a slipper  and  a shower  bath  in  the  hospital.  The  wards  up 

stairs one  for  each  sex — have  water-closets  attached.  One  young  man, 

committed  for  an  assault  on  his  stepmother,  was  in  hospital ; he  is  hope- 
lessly attacked  with  phthisis.  A turnkey,  -whose  constitution  appears 
completely  broken  down,  was  also  in  hospital.  The  opinion  of  the  Medical 
Officer  should  be  obtained  with  a view  to  his  superannuation,  if  per- 
manently disabled.

This  county  enjoys  a remarkable  immunity  from  crime,  but  at  the 
period  of  my  visit,  the  numbers  stood  higher,  than  at  late  inspections,  in 
consequence  of  some  of  the  prisoners  being  under  long  sentences,  and 
of  the  presence  of  four  persons  charged  with  complicity  in  the  Fenian 
conspiracy.  The  fluctuations  in  the  averages  of  the  males  during  the 
last  three  years  have  been  greater,  than  in  those  of  the  females,  the 
inmates  of  the  latter  sex  being  derived  almost  universally  from  the 
recurrent  classes  of  prostitutes,  and  pickpockets.  There  were  no  juve- 
niles in  custody  (for  very  few  falling  within  this  category  are  to  be  found 
on  the  registry),  and  no  returned  convicts.  There  was  only  one  male 
dangerous  lunatic,  a wretched  object,  committed  as  such,  but  there 
were  two  other  males  committed  for  assaults,  who  were  considered  to 
be  of  unsound  mind.  Although  there  is  a well-ordered  lunatic  asylum 
at  Carlow,  the  vicious  practice  of  committing  the  insane  to  the  prison 
still  continues,  two  males  and  five  females  having  been  confined  here  in 
1866,  in  spite  of  the  absence  of  all  curative  means,  and  appliances.

I found  the  building  in  a creditable  condition  of  cleanliness,  and 
order,  in  sound  repair,  free  from  damp,  (a  leak  in  the  weaving  shed 
being  now  stanched,)  well  ventilated,  and  adequately  provided  with 
water  and  sewerage.  The  stock  of  bedding,  blankets,  sheets,  &c.,  is 
sufficient  for  existing  demands,  but  a fresh  supply  will  be  needed  be- 
fore winter.  The  clothing  also  is  somewhat  scanty,  but  orders  are 
issued  from  time  to  time  for  satisfying  the  requirements  as  they  arise. 

No  alteration  has  been  carried  out  since  the  last  inspection,  but 
measures  have  been  taken  for  improving  the  security  of  the  prison, 
hitherto  very  defective,  by  bevelling  down  the  projecting  rusticated 
work  at  the  entrance  gate,  which  afforded  foothold,  and  by  a plan  for 
insulating  the  boundary  walls,  it  being  proposed  to  sink  an  area  twenty- 
two  feet  wide.  It  is  necessary  that  I should  recapitulate  the  defects, 
which  have  been  noted  in  former  reports,  such  as  the  absence  of  re- 
ception cells,  of  quarters  for  male  pauper  debtors,  and  for  female 
debtors  of  either  denomination,  the  female  hospital  being  the  only 
accommodation  available  for  this  sex.  The  male  solitaries  in  the  old 
prison  are  not  artificially  heated,  and  those  allocated  to  the  females  are 
occupied  by  the  additional  turnkeys,  who  have  been  lately  appointed  ; 
the  baths  also  are  not  supplied  with  hot  water.  The  females  are 
subjected  to  individual  cellular  separation,  but  I found  two  of  this 
sex  necessarily  placed  together,  one  of  them  having  exhibited  suicidal 
tendencies.  There  is  no  night  watch  for  this  section  of  the  prison, 
which  is  in  contravention  of  the  requirements  of  the  “Separate  System 
Act.”  The  males  are  still  under  the  old  and  imperfect  form  of  classi- 
fication, felons  and  misdemeanants  being  i*espeetively  subdivided  into 
the  “ tried”  and  “ untried.”  I have  thus  detailed  the  principal  short- 
comings of  the  prison,  but,  pending  legislation,  which  will  probably 
hereafter  involve  a considerable  change  in  the  constitution,  and  even 
the  redistribution  of  gaols,  and  will  define  the  exact  requirements,  the 
nonfulfilment  of  which  will  incur  a penalty,  I abstain  from  urging 
any  particular  action  in  the  alteration  of  this  building. 

No  escape  was  attempted  from  this  gaol  in  1864  or  1865.  New  locks 
were  purchased  in  1852;  since  then  they  have  not  required  repair. 
The  keys  of  the  gaol  are  kept  by  the  Governor  in  his  bedroom.  The 
hospital  is  not  locked  at  night,  unless  when  a male  prisoner  is  an  inmate 
of  it.  This  arrangement  should  be  changed,  as  the  Governor  is  equally 
responsible  for  female,  as  well  as  male  prisoners.  The  Governor  or  his 
deputy  is  present  at  unlock,  by  the  turnkey  or  matron  in  charge  of  each 
class ; it  is  held  at  6,  a.m.,  in  summer,  and  at  daylight  in  winter.  One 
or  other  is  also  present  when  the  prisoners  are  locked  in  for  the  night, 
viz.— at  6,  p.m.,  in  summer,  and  at  dusk  in  winter.  At  present  a 
night  patrol,  wholly  external,  is  maintained  by  the  turnkeys  in  succes- 
sion, one  performing  duty  from  6 to  10,  p.m  , and  the  other  from  10,p,jt„ 
to  6,  a.m.  One  tell-tale  clock  has  been  provided  in  the  guard-room, 
and  another  has  been  ordered  to  be  placed  at  the  opposite  side  of  the 
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prison,  where  the  female  solitaries  stand,  but  both  will  require  to  be 
protected  against  tampering ; and  further,  an  entire  and  careful  examina- 
tion of  the  looks,  &c.,  an  ascertainment  of  the  presence  of  each  prisoner 
in  liis  cell  after  look-up,  and  a vigilant  supervision  at  uncertain  hours 
on  the  part  of  the  Governor,  are  imperatively  demanded.

No  complaints  as  to  the  diet  were  preferred  by  the  prisoners,  who  are 
served  with  milk  from  the  same  vessel  with  the  officers.  The  Chaplains, 
tvho  are  regular  in  their  inspection  of  the  provisions,  and  observe  the 
approved  form  of  comment,  ordinarily  report  favourably  of  the  milk, 
but  frequently  take  exception  to  the  bread. 


Books  and  Accounts. 

The  principal  officers,  extern  and  intern,  are  provided  with  journals, 
which  however  contain  very  brief  entries.  The  books,  as  prescribed  and 
recommended  by  the  several  authorities,  are  almost  universally  kept 
with  accuracy.  <l  The  Daily  Employment  of  Prisoners  ” Book,  how- 
ever, is  limited  to  the  males.

The  conduct  of  the  staff  was  reported  to  me  as  having  been  generally 
satisfactory;  but  among  those  recently  appointed  two  probationers, 
having  been  proved  to  be  under  the  influence  of  liquor,  were  permitted 
to  resign.  I lament  to  add  that  the  Governor,  all  efficient  and  pains- 
taking officer,  had  been  for  some  time  labouring  under  a very  severe 
affection,  which  wholly  disqualified  him  from  performing  his  duties.

An  examination  of  the  foregoing  tables,  together  with  the  record  of 
daily  averages,  leads  us  to  the  conclusion  that  female  crime  here  scarcely 
varies  as  to  the  number  of  those  committed,  or  as  to  the  classes, 
from  which  offenders  of  this  sex  are  almost  exclusively  derived,  viz., 
prostitutes  and  larcenists  ; and  that,  on  the  other  hand,  there  is  a con- 
siderable fluctuation  in  the  aggregate  of  the  males,  although  they  still 
maintain  a large  proportion  of  committals  for  acts  of  personal  violence.

There  were  in  custody  2 female  juveniles  (those  falling  within  this 
category  being  rarely  committed  here),  6 males  only  (2  of  whom  were 
transferred  to  reformatories),  and  1 female  having  passed  through  the 
prison  in  the  year  1805.  There  were  no  returned  convicts  known  to  he 
such,  but,  photography  not  being  in  use  here,  the  means  of  identifying 
old  offenders  are  wanting.  There  were,  I regret  to  add,  9 male  and  2 
female  dangerous  lunatics.  The  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Cullinan,  justly 
complains  of  the  very  inadequate  accommodation  for  dealing  with  the 
cases  of  these  most  unfit  inmates  of  a building  designed  only  for 
responsible  criminals ; hut  it  is  to  he  hoped  that  the  system  of  mere 
makeshifts,  to  which  it  is  necessary  to  resort  in  the  present  deficiency 
of  proper  rooms,  is  about  to  be  brought  to  a conclusion  by  the  opening, 
either  in  its  entirety,  or  even  partially,  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum  now 
nearly  completed.

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South  I found  the  prison  clean  and  orderly,  in  fair  repair,  generally  free 

District.  from  damp,  airy,  fully  supplied  with  water  (the  pipes  and  cocks  having 
County  of  been  lately  renewed),  and  with  effective  sewerage,  except  in  one  locality, 
Clare  Gaol,  adjoining  the  cook-house.  The  authorities  appear  to  be  satisfied  with 
regard  to  the  security  of  the  building,  which  however  it  is  highly 
desirable  to  strengthen,  by  carefully  stowing  away  all  implements,  which 
might  afford  facilities  of  escape,  by  removing,  for  the  same  objection, 
an  iron  bridge,  which  connects  the  drying-room  with  the  female  quarter' 
and  by  placing  stock-locks  on  the  cell  doors.  The  stock  of  bedding 
sheets,  &c.,  was  adequate,  but  that  of  the  clothing  and  shoes,  especially 
for  the  males,  fell  short  of  the  requirements.  Flax,  however,  has  been 
purchased  for  weaving,  all  the  prison  dresses  being  manufactured  from 
this  material. 

The  defects  so  frequently  detailed  in  former  reports  remain  unre- 
medied, the  principal  of  which  I feel  bound  to  recapitulate.  There 
are  no  day-rooms,  nor  exercising  yards,  nor  separate  rooms  for  female 
debtors  (now  happily  rare)  of  the  two  classes,  the  sole  provision  beim* 
one  apartment  situated  above  the  matron’s  quarters.  The  male  school- 
room is  small  and  ill-ventilated,  and  the  laundry  and  drying-room  are 
ineffective.  The  ordinary  cells  are  not  supplied  with  gas,  nor  the  soli- 
taries with  the  means  of  artificial  heating.  The  chapel,  moreover, 
requires  alteration  by  a fresh  disposition  of  the  sexes,  who  are  at  present 
placed  in  view  of  each  other.  The  existing  classification  is  imperfect, 
even  when  it  is  measured  by  the  old  and  inoperative  system  of  disci- 
pline, the  males  being  divided  into  the  tried  and  untried  (without  any 
sub-modification),  and  the  lunatics,  to  which  is  to  be  added  at  present 
a special  class  allocated  to  political  prisoners.  The  females  occupy 
two  sections  only ; both  sexes,  however,  sleep  singly,  and  take  their 
meals  in  their  cells.  It  was  the  intention  of  the  authorities  to  take 
immediate  measures  for  correcting,  partially  at  least,  some  of  those 
evils  ; but,  as  the  whole  system  of  prison  management  is  about  to  he 
dealt  with  by  the  Legislature,  involving  not  improbably  a complete 
change  in  the  constitution,  and  even  distribution  of  gaols,  I am 
constrained  to  avoid  urging  upon  the  fiscal  body,  and  ratepayers  any 
definite  action,  or  particular  plan  as  to  the  reconstruction  of  the  build- 
ings, in  order  not  to  subject  them  to  unnecessary  expenditure,  in  the 
event,  which  is  highly  probable,  of  a considerable  extension  of  the 
requirements  hereafter  to  be  enacted. 

Unlock  takes  place  at  6,  a.m.,  in  summer,  and  at  7 in  winter,  and  no 
gas,  as  stated  above,  being  furnished,  the  inmates  of  the  cells  remain 
for  twelve  and  thirteen  hours  respectively  in  a state  of  inaction. 

Lock-up  takes  place  at  6,  p.m.,  in  both  seasons,  and  is  now  attended 
by  the  Governor,  who  however  does  not  personally  ascertain  the  presence 
of  each  prisoner  in  his  cell,  nor  test  the  locks,  nor  go  the  final  rounds 
at  9 o’clock  ; these  duties  being  delegated  to  the  Head-turnkey;  but  it 
was  stated  that  the  Governor  sometimes  makes  a circuit  of  the  prison 
at  late  and  uncertain  hours.  The  keys  are  now  given  into  his  custody 
except  those  of  the  female  hospital,  which  remain  in  the  hands  of  the 
nursetender. 

The  night  patrol,  which  is  set  at  6,  p.xr,,  and  is  maintained  for  twelve 
hours,  is  performed  by  a single  watchman,  who  is  not  a turnkey,  there 
being  but  one  tell-tale  clock  (which  is  not  protected  against  tampering), 
to  test  his  vigilance.  A second  clock,  which  is  indispensable,  is,  I am 
informed,  about  to  be  procured.  The  whole  night  discipline  of  the 
prison  is  thus,  it  is  to  be  observed,  not  carried  out  with  sufficientstrict- 
_ ness,  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  Governor,  who  is  solely 
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responsible  for  the  safe  custody  of  those  in  his  charge,  and  for  the  con-  South 
sequences  of  any  laxity.  Disraucr. 

The  locks  are  reported  to  he  generally  in  good  condition,  and  to  be  County  of 
repaired  in  the  presence  of  the  Head-turnkey.

leads  to  the  conclusion  that  the  females  are  nearly  stationary,  evincing 
however,  in  the  current  year  a slight  decline;  but  that  the  males,  with 
the  exception  of  the  past  year,  in  which  the  numbers  retrograded,  show 
a tendency  to  an  increase,  which,  however,  is  readily  to  be  accounted 
for  by  the  presence  of  a considerable  aggregate  of  persons  charged  with 
being  members  of,,  or  as  being,  involved  in  the  Fenian  conspiracy. 
The  inmates  of  this  sex  are  also  largely  derived  from  military  and 
naval  offenders,  classes  wholly  unconnected  with  the  ordinary  population 
of  this  county,  but  necessarily  prevalent  here.  . There  is  nothing  in 
the  character  orr  amount  of  crime,  which  has  exhibited  itself  among  the 
prisoners  of  either  sex  more  immediately  belonging  to  the  locality,  to 
demand  special  commentary ; the  offences  of  the  males  chiefly  em- 
bracing acts  of  personal  violence  in  different  degrees  (from  murder 
down  to  riot,  and  mere  breaches  of  the  peace),  as  well  as  larceny,  which 
latter  is  also  proportionately  more  rife  among  females ; prostitution,  and 
recently  cases  of  concealment  of  birth,  constituting  the  remainder. 
There  was  in  charge  one  returned  convict  (a  female),  ascertained  to  be 
such,  for,  as  photography  has  been  adopted  here  of  late  years,  the 
means  of  recognition  are  constantly  available.  There  was  happily 
also  only  one  dangerous  lunatic  (a  female),  but,  although  there  is  an 
asylum  of  considerable  capacity  here,  20  males  and  25  females,  falling 
within  this  category,  passed  through  the  prison  in  1865.  Juveniles,  of 
whom  there  were  4 in  custody  (all  males),  do  not  furnish  a large  quota 
of  the  inmates;  34  males  in  1865,  and  19  in  the  first  six  months  of 
the  current  year,  and  4 females  in  each  of  these  periods,  having  been 
committed  here,  of  whom  9 and  4 respectively  were  directed  to  be 
transferred  to  reformatories.

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South  I found  the  building  in  a creditable  condition  of  order,  and  eleanli- 
District.  ness,  in  sound  repair,  free  from  damp,  except  that  caused  by  the  lod^e- 
County  of  ment  °f  moisture  in  a humid  climate  upon  the  surface  of  the  limestone 
Cork  Gaol,  well  ventilated,  and  sufficiently  provided  with  water  at  present,  although 
there  appears  to  exist  a doubt  as  to  a constant  and  unfailing  supply,  and 
the  sewerage  requires  examination.  The  whole  prison  was  represented 
to  me  as  being  generally  secure ; the  locks,  some  of  which  neverthe- 
less have  been  a long  time  in  use,  being  in  good  working  order.  Two 
dozen  pad-locks,  of  Chubb’s  patent,  and  of  the  best  description  have 
been  procured,  the  keys  of  which  are  entrusted  solely  to  the  Governor 
and  to  the  chief  warder.  Material  means  of  security  however  would  be 
of  little  avail  unless  in  the  hands  of  trustworthy  persons.;  and  I feel 
bound  to  bear  testimony  to  the  zeal  and  efficiency  of  the  Board,  and  to 
the  vigilance  and  activity  of  the  officers,  both  superior  and  subordinate 
most  onerous  and  unceasing  duties,  which  involved  a stoppage  ofleave 
or  relaxation,  having  been  imposed  upon  them  in  consequence  of  the 
presence  of  so  many  important  political  prisoners,  connected  with  the 
Fenian  conspiracy;  of  whom  no  less  than  125  were  committed  here 
between  the  21st  of  September  and  the  14th  of  June. 

The  stock  of  prison  clothing,  and  of  shoes  was  adequate,  as  well  os 
of  bedding,  sheets,  blankets,  &c. ; some  of  the  latter  were  rather  thin 
and  worn,  but  there  was  a sufficiency  of  new  ones  in  store. 

The  existing  classification  consists  of  four  primary  sections'  among 
tho  males ; felons  and  misdemeanants  being  each  divided  into  the  tried 
and  untried;  care  moreover  is  taken  to  isolate  all  juveniles  as  much  as 
possible.  The  females  are  in  three  divisions,  one  comprising  prosti- 
tutes and  hardened  offenders,  and  two  others  embracing  “ first  ” offen- 
ders, and  those  of  less  impurity,  and  experience  in  delinquency, 

All  criminal  prisoners  of  both  sexes  sleep  and  take  their  meals  in 
separate  cells,  and  work  in  the  latter,  or  in  stalled  compartments.  Un- 
lock takes  place  at  6 o’clock,  a.m.,  in  summer,  and  at  7 in  winter;  and 
lock-up  in  these  seasons  respectively,  at  8 o’clock,  p.m.,  and  at  dusk.  In 
winter  therefore,  as  no  gas-light  is  supplied  in  the  cells,  the  inmates  are 
allowed  to  remain  in  darkness,  and  in  inaction  during  a period  of  pro- 
bably  fourteen  hours,  a condition,  which  militates  against  bodily  energy, 
and  mental  improvement.  The  chief  warder,  the  warder  in  charge  of 
each  class,  and  a third  warder,  are  always  present  at  the  locking  in  of 
every  prisoner  into  his  cell,  and  ascertain  that  every  look,  bolt,  bar,  te, 
are  properly  fastened,  and  a report  of  the  lockings,  signed  by  the  chief 
warder,  is  furnished  to  the  Governor  each  evening. 

About  10  o’clock  the  Governor,  or  chief  warder  goes  the  final 
rounds,  and  sees  every  political  prisoner,  and  those  charged  with,  or 
convicted  of  offences  of  grave  social  importance. 

The  night-watch  is  set  after  lock-up,  and  consists  of  a patrol  of  three 
turnkeys,  the  duty  being  divided  among  the  whole  body  in  rotation,  one 
of  whom  eonstantiy  traverses  tile  insulating  passage,  which  is  lighted 
with  gas,  and  at  each  extremity  of  which  are  placed  tell-tale  clocks,  pro- 
tected against  tampering.  The  Governor  occasionally  at  uncertain 
hours  makes  a circuit,  of  the  prison,  and  every  night  receives  and  locks 
up  in  an  iron  safe  the  keys  of  all  quarters  of  the  prison,  including  the 
hospitals.  The  state  of  the  locks  is  reported  daily  by  each  officer,  as  to 
those  under  his  immediate  charge,  and  latterly  all  required  repairs 
have  been  executed  within  the  walls  of  the  prison,  and  under  supervision. 

In  his  last  report,  my  colleague  took  occasion  to  record  in  detail  the 
particulars  of  plan  for  a very  comprehensive  adaptation  of  the  prison, 
as  furnished  by  Mr.  Atkins,  the  eminent  architect,  and  the  passing  of 
a presentment  by  the  Presentment  Sessions  for  the  county  at  large, 
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Since  that  period  the  whole  plans  and  specifications  have  been  approved  south 
by  the  Grand  Jury,  being  favourably  reported  upon  by  the  architect  of  District.

and  it  now  only  remains  for  me  to  congratulate  the  rate-payers  upon  c^l%ad. 
their  provident  liberality  in  supplying  the  means  for  giving  effect  to 
the  most  approved  form  of  discipline,  which  will  doubtless  be  worthily 
maintained  under  the.  supervision  of  the  zealous  and  highly  efficient 
administrative  body,  and  the  executive  staff.

The  question  of  the  amount  of  punitive  labour,  which  involves  a 
reconsideration  of  the  dietary,  will  doubtless  be  defined  more  accurately, 
whenever  a Prisons  Bill  for  this  kingdom  shall  become  law.  Indus- 
trial employment  is  carried  out  with  considerable  energy,  although  one 
only  of  the  large  staff  of  turnkeys  is  a trained  handicraftsman,  viz.  a 
weaver.  Frieze  for  clothing,  and  linen  for  shirts  and  shifts,  are  woven 
within  the  walls  ; and  all  articles  of  wear,  including  shoes,  are  made  up 
by  prison  labour.  Stone-breaking  is  barely  remunerative ; but  a profit- 
able return  is  derived  from  making  mats  and  sheep-netting,  and  opening 
oakum,  there  being  a brisk  demand  for  the  latter  in  this  seaport  town. 
The  males  during  the  work  hours  are  transferred  to  the  old  prison, 
and  the  females  are  chiefly  engaged  in  washing,  the  laundry  being 
economically  well  arranged  for  ventilation,  separation,  and  supervision.

The  schools  are  in  connexion  with  the  National  Board,  and  the 
registry  prescribed  by  that  institution,  as  well  as  that  recommended  by 
the  Inspectors-General,  which  is  adapted  for  the  lowest  state  of  know- 
ledge, are  both  kept  here. 

The  Chaplains  visit  from  time  to  time,  and  enter  their  comments  in 
the  report  book. 

The  Inspector  of  the  National  Board  reports  very  favourably  of  the 
qualifications  and  efficiency  of  the  teacher,  and  of  the  general  progress 
of  the  few  pupils  in  daily  attendance,  but  strongly  expresses  his  regret 
that  those,  who  are  admitted,  consist  chiefly  of  the  comparatively  pro- 
ficient, “as  if  the  schools  were  intended  for  the  educated , and  not  for 
the  ignorant  /”  and  he  adds,  “ I would  therefore  suggest  to  the  Board  of 
Superintendence,  and  to  the  Inspectors-General  that , so  far  as  prison 
discipline  will  admit  of  it,  ignorance,  and  not  age , except  in  extreme 
cases,  should  determine  the  prisoners  to  be  sent  to  school.  ” In  a subsequent 
Report  lie  states — “ I must,  therefore , conclude  that  the  school  has  been 
progressing  very  fairly  since  my  previous  inspection”

A revision  of  the  dietary,  as  has  been  stated  above,  will  be  based  upon 
the  statutable  enforcement  hereafter  of  hard  labour,  and  will  embrace 
a graduated  scale  according  to  the  duration  of  the  sentences.  No  cora- 
plamts  were  preferred  by  the  prisoners  with  regard  to  the  diet,  except 
by  one  of  those  detained  under  the  warrant  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
who  excepted  to  the  bread,  but  without  sufficient  grounds,  as  appeared 
to  me  on  investigation.  The  Chaplains  are  assiduous  in  their  inspection 
of  the  provisions,  observing  the  approved  form  of  tabular  comment,  and 
rarely  objecting  to  any  item.  The  Surgeon  also,  and  the  discipline 
officers  examine  the  daily  issue  ; hut  I found  no  report  as' to  the  gruel 
or  soup  Any  article  of  food  _ condemned  by  these  authorities  is 
returned  to  the  Contractor,  who  is  obliged  to  replace  it. 

Boohs  and  Accounts . 

All  the  superior  officers  are  provided  with  journals,  and  the  registries, 
and  the  several  books  and  forms  prescribed  by  the  Court  of  Queen’s 
•<5w*  ian<*  reco1mmenc^e(i  by  the  Inspectors-General,  are  kept  here 
with  fulness  and  accuracy.  The  by-laws,  which  were  formed  nearly 
forty  years  ago,  are  no  longer  consonant  with  the  requirements  of 
miproved  modern  discipline  ; but,  whenever  the  contemplated  Prisons 
Bill  shall  become  law,  the  very  efficient  Board  of  Superintendence  and 
the  superior  officers  will  doubtless  draw  up  a new  code  of  a more  com- 
prehensive and  definite  character.

I recapitulate  my  former  observations  upon  the  hospital  accommoda- 
tion, as  to  its  inconvenient  position,  and  the  want  of  a water-closet  in 
the  female  section,  and  of  fixed  baths ; but  the  projected  alterations 
include  a complete  provision  for  this  department,  which  is  very  care- 
fully tended  by  the  Medical  Officer.

Ifound  the  whole  building  in  sound  repair,  free  from  damp,  fairly  ven- 
tilated(somefartherimprovements  in  this  particular  beingcontemplated), 
amply  supplied  with  water,  and  with  effective  sewerage,  and  secure* 
except  in  one  point,  viz.,  where  the  stone  shed  adjoins  the  boundary 
wall.  The  locks,  although  they  have  been  in  use  for  a considerable 
period,  are  stated  to  be  in  satisfactory  working  order ; and  the  stock  of 
bedding,  sheets,  blankets,  &c.,  and  of  prison  clothing,  was  sufficient  for 
all  requirements.  With  regard  to  accommodation,  there  are  adequate 
quarters  for  male  debtors  of  both  denominations,  but  the  windows  of 
the  corridors  in  the  master  debtors’  section  command  tire  yard  assigned 
to  the  paupers,  and  thus  afford  means  of  undue  communication.  Fe- 
male  debtors  of  both  classes,  on  the  other  hand,  are  placed  in  one 
ui  ding  in  common.  The  factory  for  males  is  badly  arranged,  and  is 
not  stalled,  both  the  school-rooms  and  the  laundry  being  also  similarly 
unpartitioned.  Cleanliness,  order,  and  discipline  are  as  well  maintained 

Y 2 
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here,  as  is  consistent  with  the  non-observance  of  the  system  of  strict 
individual  cellular  separation,  to  which,  however,  some  approximation 
is  made  by  the  prisoners  taking  their  meals  and  sleeping  in  single  cells, 
and  being  kept  apart,  while  employed  at  the  tread-wheel,  at  stone- 
breaking,  and  at  oakum-picking.  The  imperfect  forms  of  classification 
laid  down  in  the  old  Prisons  Act  (the  7th  Geo.  IV.,  chap.  74)  are  still 
adhered  to,  felons  and  misdemeanants  being  divided  only  into  the  tried 
and  untried ; but  in  the  cases  of  juveniles  and  prostitutes  a further 
segregation  is  carried  out. 

Lock-up  takes  place  at  G p.m.  in  summer,  and  at  5.30  p.m.  in  winter, 
and  unlock  in  the  morning  respectively  at  0 and  7 a.m.,  the  prisoners 
being  left  in  inaction  and  darkness  for  nearly  13  hours,  no  gas  being 
supplied  in  the  cells,  although  it  has  been  held  that  “ lighting”  is  to  be 
construed  to  mean  “ artificial'’  lighting,  and  that  consequently  the 
Inspectors- General  are  not  empowered  to  grant  the  necessary  cer- 
tificate of  fitness  for  occupation  in  the  case  of  cells  thus  unprovided. 
The  Governor,  or  his  deputy,  attends  the  lock-up,  and  sees  every 
prisoner  locked  into  his  cell,  but  there  does  not  appear  to  be  sufficient 
precaution  taken  for  testing  the  locks  and  other  fastenings,  and  for 
ascertaining  subsequently  the  presence  of  each  prisoner  by  challenge 
or  inspection.  The  night-watch  is  set  at  9 p.m.,  and  consists  of  two 
of  the  turnkeys,  who  serve  in  rotation.  Two  tell-tale  clocks  have  been 
ordered,  which  are  indispensable  to  measure  the  vigilance  and  regu- 
larity of  the  patrol,  and  which  further  require  to  he  protected  against 
tampering.  After  lock-up  all  the  keys,  except  those  of  the  hospital,  are 
given  up  to  the  Governor,  who  places  them  in-  his  own  apartments. 
The  keys  of  the  hospital  have  hitherto  been  left  in  charge  of  the  turn- 
key, but  this  lax  practice  must  be  discontinued,  the  Governor  solely 
being  responsible  for  the  sale  custody  of  all  the  prisoners.  The 
Governor  is  further  reported  to  make  his  final  rounds  at,  or  about 
1 1 p.m.,  and  from  time  to  time  to  visit  at  late  and  uncertain  hours. 

Since  the  last  inspection  a presentment  has  been  passed  with  the 
view  of  making  certain  alterations  tending  towards  the  establishment 
of  the  system  of  “ separation.”  These  alterations,  which  embrace  a 
change  in  the  position  of  the  doors  of  the  corridors,  the  enlargement 
of  the  windows  of  cells  now  in  occupation,  the  opening  of  other  win- 
dows into  new  cells  to  be  formed  by  the  conversion  of  some  of  the 
day-rooms,  which  are  now  imlighted,  and  the  erection  of  lavatories  at 
the  end  of  the  corridors,  are  in  entire  consonance  with  the  require- 
ments laid  down  in  the  Act  (the  “ Prisons  Act”  for  England  and  Wales 
only,  the  28th  and  29th  Vic.,'  chap.  1 20)  which  passed  in  the  year  1 8G5, 
and  which  renders  the  enforcement  of  the  above  system  compulsory, 
certain  penalties  and  disabilities  being  attached  to  a non-compliance 
with  the  prescriptions,  although  the  privilege  is  not  accorded,  which 
exists  in  this  portion  of  the  United  Kingdom — namely,  the  advance  of 
moneys  from  the  Treasury  on  the  faith  of  presentments,,  to  be  repaid 
without  interest  by  twenty  half-yearly  instalments. 

Subsequently  a bill  fully  embodying  the  leading  principles  of  that 
Act,  and  applying  them  to  Ireland,  was  laid  on  the  table  of  the  House 
of  Commons,  and  reached  the  stage  of  a first  reading,  while  at 
the  same  time  the  annual  report  of  the  Inspectors-General  for  1865 
was  similarly  laid,  which  submits  a more  extensive  change  in  tbe 
constitution  and  distribution  of  prisons,  and  which  probably  in  the 
neat  session  will  be  made  the  basis  of  wider  legislation.  Under  these 
special  circumstances  I am  unwilling  to  urge  the  local  authorities  to 
take  any  immediate  action,  until  all  the  requirements  of  gaols  shall 
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have  been  statutably  defined,  and  until  the  relative  position  of  each  of 
the  latter  shall  have  been  ascertained.

Punitive  labour  here  falls  far  below  the  statutable  minimum  fixed 
by  the  English  Prison  Act,  which  was  passed  in  the  session  of  1865, 
but,  when  the  diet  undergoes  revision,  with  the  view  of  the  enforcement 
of  a more  stringent  discipline  in  this  particular,  the  relative  proportion 
will  be,  doubtless,  adjusted.  Industrial  employment  is  maintained 
with  laudable  activity,  some  of  the  turnkeys  being  capable  of  giving  rudi- 
mental  instruction  in  trades  available  within  the  walls  of  a prison. 
Corn  for  intern  use  is  ground,  and  all  articles  of  clothing  and  wear, 
except  blankets  and  rugs,  are  manufactured  and  made  up  here.  Some 
profit  is  derived  from  stone-breaking,  but  oakum-picking  supplies  the 
most  remunerative  return.  In  the  factory  the  prisoners  are  assembled 
together  in  very  disadvantageous  association,  but  means  are  provided 
for  keeping  them  apart,  when  engaged  in  other  works*

The  prisoners  of  both  sexes  are  instructed  by  competent  teachers, 
but  the  schools  are  not  placed  in  connexion  with  the  National  Board 
of  Education,  and  thus  the  benefits  of  effective  supervision,  and  of 
reward  for  successful  tuition,  are  not  obtained.  The  Chaplains,  how- 
ever, visit  with  laudable  frequency,  and  the  registry,  which  is  kept  in 
the  form  recommended  by  the  Inspectors-General,  contains  evidence 
of  a fair  progress. 


Dietary  and  Contracts. 

Breakfast. — 1st  Class — Males,  6 oz.  Indian  meal,  2 oz.  of  rice  in  hominy,  and 
1 pint  of  sweet  milk.  Dinner — 1 4 oz.  brown  bread,  2 pints  of  milk. 

Breakfast.— 2nd  Class — Females,  5 oz.  Indian  meal,  2 oz.  of  rice  in  hominy,  and 
1 pint  of  sweet  milk.  Dinner — 12  oz.  brown  bread,  1£  pints  of  milk. 

Breakfast. — 3rd  Class — Males  and  Females  under  fifteen  years,  5 oz.  oatmeal  in 
stirabout,  and  1 pint  of  milk.  Dinner — 8 oz.  brown  bread,  and  1 pint  of  oat- 
meal soup.  Supper — 4 oz.  brown  bread. 

All  prisoners  committed  for  one  month  and  under,  get  oatmeal  soup,  in  lieu  of 
milk,  for  dinner;  and  all  classes  of  prisoners  get  oatmeal  soup,  in  Ueu  of  milk, 
for  dinner,  two  alternate  days  in  each  week.

No  complaints  with  regard  to  the  diet  were  preferred  to  me  by  any 
of  the  prisoners,  whom  I questioned  singly.  The  provisions  are 
inspected  by  the  Chaplains,  who  use  the  approved  tabular  form  of 
record,  and  their  report  of  each  item  of  food  is  almost  universally 
favorable,  but  no  comments  on  the  gruel,  or  soup  appear. 


Boohs  and  Accounts. 

The  Chaplains,  the  Medical  Officers,  and  the  Governor  are  provided 
with  journals,  but  not  the  Local  Inspector;  and  almost  all  the  books 
and  forms  prescribed  and  recommended  by  the  several  authorities  are 
kept  here. 

No  by-laws,  however,  have  yet  been  framed  by  the  Board — a want, 
which  must  be  supplied,  as  soon  as  definite  legislation  upon  the  require- 
ments of  prisons  shall  take  place ; and  I regret  to  observe  that  singular 
laxity  prevails  in  the  admission  of  visitors  to  untried  prisoners.

This  decline  is  doubtless  chiefly  caused  by  the  withdrawal  of  the 
lunatics  to  the  Asylum  at.Ballinasloe,  which  has  been  relieved  of  the 
patients  belonging  to  the  county  of  Mayo,  the  latter  having  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  asylum  recently  opened  at  Castlebar.  The  number  of 
inmates  however  under  all  circumstances,  who  were  in  custody  at  my 
inspection,  was  unprecedentedly  low,  when  the  population  and  the 
extent  of  the  county  are  taken  into  consideration. 

Lpon  examining  the  schedule  of  committals  for  all  offences,  a large 
proportion  of  those  involving  violence  and  disorder,  amounting  generafiv 
to  a moiety  of  the  whole  criminal  class,  is  observable  in  the  males'; 
minor  assaults,  larcenies,  and  cases  under  the  Poor  Law  Acts  prepon- 
derating among  the  females.  There  were  no  lunatics  in  charge,  nor 
juveniles,  youthful  delinquents  here  being  comparatively  rare ; thus 
during  1865  and  the  first  nine  months  of  1866,  at  males  only,  and  3 
females  passed  through  the  prison,  of  whom  two  males  were  transmitted 
to  reformatories.  There  was  I returned  convict,  a male,  in  confine- 
ment; hut,  as  photography  is  not  in  use  here,  that  important  auxiliary 
to  the  detection  of  recurrent  criminals  is  wantin'*.

Sleeping  singly  and  taking  their  meals  in  their  cells),  except  at  exer- 
County  of  cise  and  some  kinds  of  employment,  when,  however,  they  are  placed 
aPart  at  “Nervals  under  supervision,  at  the  hand-pump  and  at  school 
ao ' The  females  are  divided  into  three  classes,  viz.,  the  tried,  and  untried" 
and  the  prostitutes ; but  they  are  always  in  association  in  their  respec- 
tive quarters,  taking  their  meals  in  the  day-room. 

No  alteration  lnft  taken  place  since  the  last  inspection,  and  I there- 
fore feel  bound  to  recapitulate  the  prominent  defects,  which  have 
frequently  been  detailed  in  former  reports,  vi2.,  the  want  of  a marshalsea 
for  females,  and  of  proper  accommodation  for  the  two  classes  of  male 
debtors,  of  reception-rooms  for  both  sexes,  of  a suitable  laundry,  drying- 
room,  kitchen,  and  of  covered  lavatories  on  the  female  side,  but  I do  not 
dwell  upon  them,  as  plans  have  been  prepared  by  the  highly  efficient 
County  Surveyor,  Mr.  S.  Roberts,  which  would  have  been  submitted  to  the 
proper  authorities,  with  the  view  inter  alia  of  carrying  into  effect  the 
amalgamation  of  the  county  and  town  gaols  ; hut  pending  legislation 
which  not  improbably  may  involve  considerable  changes  in  the  whole 
constitution  and  distribution  of  county  and  borough  prisons,  or  even  in 
the  class  of  prisoners,  as  well  as  in  the  corresponding  requirements,  it  was 
thought  to.  be  unadvisable  to  pledge  prematurely  the  authorities  of  the 
two  jurisdictions  to  any  definite  arrangement,  which  might  afterwards 
prove  to  he  in  conflict  with,  or  he  rendered  unnecessary  by  the 
provisions  of  a Bill  regulating  all  these  matters,  should  it  he  introduced 
in  the  coming  session  of  Parliament.  In  the  event  of  such  a Bill 
passing  through  both  Houses,  and  receiving  the  Royal  Assent,  1 trust, 
if  any  difficulties  should  he  interposed  in  the  adjustment  of  the  terms 
of  amalgamation  (the  measure  being  one  undoubtedly  advantageous  to 
both  parties),  that  arbitration  may  be  at  once  resorted  to,  in  order  to 
avoid  delay,  and  the  consequent  withholding  of  the  contribution  from 
the  Consolidated  Fund  from  all  prisons,  which,  after  a certain  stated 
interval,  should  make  default  in  fulfilling  the  statutable  requirements 
already  imposed  upon  those  of  England  and  Wales. 

Whatever  the  nature  or  amount  of  legislative  prescription  may  ulti- 
mately be,  it  is  obvious  that  it  will  necessitate  a very  great  change  in 
the  present  condition  both  material  and  moral  of  the  prison  ; and  I am 
constrained  to  add  that  neither  the  administration,  nor  the  supervision, 
of  the  goal  or  bridewells,  or  the  part  of  the  superior  officers  who  have 
served  for  many  years,  exhibit  the  energy,  strictness,  and  individual 
attention,  which  are  indispensable  to  the  maintenance  of  the  improved 
forms  of  discipline.  I learned,  for  instance,  by  the  merest  accident,  as 
a matter  of  public  notoriety,  and  not  without  the  greatest  surprise,  that 
the  prisoners  had  been  sent  by  the  Governor  out  of  the  gaol  to  per- 
form tasks  of  . the  most  trifling  character,  such  as  picking  grass  for 
transplanting  into  the  borders  of  the  garden  within  the  walls;  and  I 
found,  that  though  the  prisoners  were  thus  publicly  employed,  the 
Local  Inspector  was  not  aware  of  this  dangerous  dereliction  of  duty. 
Every  such  act  amounts,  I am  instructed,  to  a breach  of  custody,  and 
a prisoner  escaping  under  such  circumstances  could  not,  if  retaken,  be 
indicted  for  . prison-breach  ; and  the  Governor  by  sending  them  out  of 
the  gaol  without  due  authority  virtually  discharges  them.  Lock-up 
takes  place  at  8,  p.ar.,  and  unlock  at  6,  a.m.,  in  summer,  and  at  dusk 
and  daylight  respectively  in  winter;  the  occupants  of  the  cells  being 
thus  left  in  darkness  and  inertion  for  thirteen  or  fourteen  hours  during 
the  latter  season,  as  no  gas  has  been  introduced  into  the  cells.

The  males  are  instructed  in  the  chapel  (which  [is  not  partitioned),  by 
a teacher,  who  was  not  trained  under  the  National  Board  of  Education, 
although  the  school  is  in  connexion  with  that  body.  The  Inspector’s 
report  is  not  very  favourable.  The  attendance  is  limited,  the  wholly 
illiterate  not  being  included,  as  well  as  those  of  advanced  age,  and  those 
who  are  not  acquainted  with  the  English  language.  The  Chaplains  are 
stated  to  visit  from  time  to  time,  but  do  not  enter  their  comments.  I 
regret  to  repeat  that  no  secular  instruction  whatever  is  given  to  the  female 
prisoners.

No  complaints  with  regard  to  the  diet  were  put  forward  by  any  of  the 
prisoners,  whom  I questioned  singly,  but,  upon  examining  the  tabular 
report  upon  each  item  of  consumption  kept  by  the  Chaplains,  who  are 
regular  in  their  inspection,  I perceived  some  exceptions  recorded  to  the 
bread  and  milk.  I tasted  both,  and  found  the  former  to  be  rather  bitter, 
and  the  latter  poor  in  quality.  The  stirabout  is  made  wholly  of  Indian 
meal  procured  from  Ga'latz. 
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The  extern  officers  are  provided  with  journals,  but  the  latter  are  of  a 
very  meagre  character,  and  amount  to  little  more  than  mere  entries  nf 
attendance.  That  of  the  Governor  is  more  full  and  comprehensive.  The 
registries,  ana  the  forms  prescribed,  and  recommended  by  the  several 
authorities,  are  kept  with  accuracy.  The  general  by-laws  require 
revision,  being  ill-adapted  to  the  requirements  of  improved  pnson 
discipline.^  A lax  practice  appears  to  be  permitted  here  with  respect  to 
the  admission  of  visitors  to  convicted  prisoners,  no  fixed  intervals  between 
such  visits  being  laid  down  in  the  by-laws;  and  I am  further  informed 
that  by  custom  (the  by-laws  being  silent  on  the  point),  any  justice  of  the 
peace  is  empowered  to  grant  an  order  for  such  admission.  ' J

The  Board  is  convened  monthly,  and  at  each  meeting  all  the  gaol  hooks 
are  examined,  and  the  subordinate  officers  receive  their  salaries.  The 
settlement  of  accounts  (including  the  salaries  of  the  superior  officers) 
which  are  carefully  prepared,  takes  place  quarterly  ; the  form  of  payment 
being  by  that  of  cheques  signed  by  three  members  of  the  Board,  and 
countersigned  by  the  Governor ; the  final  audit  at  the  assizes  being 
reserved  for  a fiuance  committee  nominated  by  the  grand  jury. 

Brideivels.  Bridewells. 

I would  again  call  the  attention  of  the  local  authorities  to  the  condition 
of  the  Bridewells  of  Eyrecourt  and  Woodford,  the  latter  especially,  which 
is  wholly  untenantable.  Neither  of  these  bridewells,  as  is  evident  from 
the  handful  of  prisoners  confined  there  in  the  course  of  the  year,  are 
necessary  for  the  purposes  of  justice,  and  yet  they  are  allowed  to  remain 
a burden,  and  a discredit  to  the  county,  The  record  of  the  inspection  of 
all  the  bridewells  is . imperfect,  and  no  comment  appears  in  the  report 
book  at  each  bridewell  of  the  state  and  the  requirements.  This  default 
is  rendered  more  important  by  the  fact  that  for  none  of  tho  bridewells  has 
an  auxiliary  Board  of  Superintendence  been  formed,  consisting  of  the 
justices  of  the  peace  attending  the  petty  sessions,  as  proscribed  in  the  2-3th 
section  of  the  Amendment  Prisons  Act  (the  19th  and  20th  Vic.,  cap.  68), 
which  is  almost  universally  complied  with  in  other  jurisdictions  throughout 
the  kingdom.  I found,  moreover,  at  those  of  Gort  and  Portumna  mere 
youths  intrusted  with  the  charge;  and  I am  informed  that  the' keeper  of 
Portumna  works  as  a carpenter  in  the  prison  in  direct  contravention  of 
the.  2nd  rule  annexed  to  the  109th  section  of  the  7th  Geo.  IV.,  cap.  4, 
which  prescribes  that  the  “keeper  shall  not  be  concerned  in  any  trade  or 
occupation  whatsoever.” 

The  whole  question  of  bridewells  will  doubtless  be  dealt  with  in  the 
projected  Prisons  Bill,  and  powers  will  be  conferred  on  the  Executive  to 
declare  that  any  bridewell  which,  after  a stated  period,  shall  be  found 
deficient  in  any  of  the  accommodations  to  be  fixed  by  enactment,  shall 
cease  to  be  a legal  place  of  confinement  for  any  description  of  prisoner,  a 
deficiency  which,  I fear,  would  attach  to  all  the  minor  prisoners  in  this 
county.

we  shall  be  struck  with  the  normal  decline  of  the  males,  among 
whom  offences  of  personal  violence  and  disorder  in  various  gradations 
are  found  to  preponderate,  while  among  the  females  the  numbers 
latterly  have  an  apparent  tendency  to  fluctuate.  I say  apparent , for  I 
am  informed  that  the  increase  in  the  daily  average  is  to  be  attributed 
to  the  longer  sentences  now  awarded,  larceny  as  before  constituting  the 
chief  criminal  proclivity  of  this  sex.  There  were  no  returned  convicts, 
no  dangerous  lunatics,  and  no  juveniles  in  custody  ; 3 2 males  in  1805, 
and  10  in  18G6,  and  but  1 female  belonging  to  this  category  having 
passed  through  the  prison,  none  of  whom  were  transferred  to  refor- 
matories. Vagrancy  has  greatly  declined,  and  I am  happy  to  perceive 
a diminution  in  the  record  of  drunkenness.

I found  the  building  at  my  inspection  clean  and  orderly,  in  sound 
repair,  and  fairly  ventilated.  The  treadwheel,  however,  as  referred 
to  below,  furnishing  the  only  means  of  raising  an  adequate  supply  of 
water  at  all  times  (for  a well  on  the  premises,  is  easily  exhausted  in 
summer),  there  is  a deficiency  in  this  primary  requirement  for  sanitary 
purposes,  which  it  is  sought  to  remedy  by  the  illegal  and  dangerous 
practice  of  sending  prisoners  outside  the  walls  to  the  river.  This 
practice,  which  amounts  to  a breach  of  custody,  must  be  forthwith 
abandoned,  and  proper  means,  such  as  a hand-pump,  be  provided.  The 
sewerage  is  capable  of  being  flushed  by  water  from  the  adjoining  lake. 
The  stock  of  bedding,  blankets,  and  sheets,  and  of  clothing,  and  shoes 
for  both  sexes  (afresh  issue  having  recently  been  made),  was  sufficient. 
The  smallness  of  the  staff,  and  the  want  of  cell-locks  on  the  female 
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side  greatly  impair  the  security  of  the  prison.  The  males  are  divided 
into  four  classes,  vis.,  tried,  and  untried  felons,  and  miSmeanantJ and 
the  females  are  p aced  in  two  sections  regulated  by  conduct,  aTd “ 
“ter  : ‘he  prostitutes  being  kept  apart  in  one  of  them.  Both  sexes 
take  their  meals  in  their  cells.  It  is  almost  needless  that.  I should

Punitive  labour,  properly  so  designated,  cannot  be  ordinarily  carried 
out  in  this  prison,  as  the  sole  mode  of  enforcing  it,  viz.,  the  tread- 
wheel,  requires  a far  larger  number  to  work  it  effectively,  than  tile 
normal  average  of  inmates  supplies.  Mat-making,  teasing  oakum 
needlework,  and  sewing  muslin,  constitute  the  chief  industrial  employ- 
ment of  both  sexes.  None  of  the  turnkeys  are  handicraftsmen,  for  the 
former  trade  of  one  of  them,  that  of  a marble  polisher,  is  unavailable  in 
a prison. 

No  secular  instruction  has  ever  been  given  to  the  females  here; 
and  the  services  of  the  schoolmaster,  who  heretofore  instructed  the 
males,  were  discontinued  by  the  Board,  on  the  ground  of  his  associa- 
tion with  persons  suspected  of  being  members  of  the  Fenian  brother- 
hood.

No  complaints  were  preferred  with  regard  to  the  diet  by  any  of  the 
prisoners,  whom  I questioned  individually.  The  provisions  are  regularly 
inspected  by  the  Chaplains,  who  now  observe  the  approved  tabular 
form  of  comment,  and  report  favourably.  I tasted  the  bread,  milk,  and 
Stirabout,  and  found  them  to  he  of  unexceptionable  quality. 
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Books  and  Accounts. 

The  registries  in  the  books  prescribed  and  recommended  by  the 
several  authorities  are  kept  here  with  care,  almost  exclusively  by  the 
Governor,  an  officer,  who  under  very  difficult,  and  disheartening  cir- 
cumstances, has  always  fulfilled  his  onerous  duties  with  remarkable 
assiduity,  zeal,  and  efficiency.  His  journal  also  is  a full  record  of  his 
duties,  and  of  any  daily  occurrences  requiring  notice;  but  the  Local 
Inspector  and  the  Chaplains,  who  have  one  book  in  common  merely 
enter  their  attendance.  The  by-laws  are  somewhat  lax  with  regard  to  the 
admission  of  visiters  to  convicted  prisoners,  who  are  allowed  to  see  their 
friends  fortnightly  instead  of  quarterly,  as  is  the  rule  in  other  well-ordered 
gaols.

I found  the  buildings  at  my  inspection  clean,  orderly,  in  sound 
repair,  generally  free  from  damp,  well  ventilated,  amply  supplied  with 
water,  and  provided  with  effective  sewerage.  The  locks  were  in  good 
condition.  Ibe  stock  of  bedding  and  blankets  (which  latter  are  manu- 
iacturea  in  the  gaol)  was  adequate  for  the  existing  requirements,  and 
new  sheets  were  to  be  procured  immediately ; the  clothing  was  rather 
deficient  for  the  males,  but  trowsers  were  about  to  be  made  up,  and 
shoes,  which,  especially  for  the  females,  were  below  the  ordinary  neces- 
sary  amount,  were  in  progress  of  making  up,  one  of  the  turnkeys  being 
a shoemaker,  and  a prisoner  of  this  trade  being  employed. 

The  improvements,  which  have  latterly  been  carried  into  effect  here, 
comprise  the  alteration  ot  the  flues  of  the  chimneys,  which  are  now 
perpendicular,  and  capable  of  being  cleaned  by  machinery,  and  the 
erection  of  a new  steam-boiler  in  connexion  with  the  cookhouse,  the 
laundry,  and  the  drying-room. 

T lie  principal  defects  therefore  remain  unremedied,  viz.,  the  want  of 
rceeption-rooms,  and  of  adequate  marshalseas  for  both  sexes,  especially 
r ‘C&:  ■ 6 “e^tors  T,he  two  denominations,  of  a bath,  and  of  cells 
°{  suf  "f111  capacity  in  the  female  quarter,  and  of  a laundry  suitably 
placed ; the  position  of  the  existing  one,  adjacent  as  it  is  to  the  entrance 
gate,  and  to  the  male  workshops,  and  wholly  detached,  and  divided  from 
the  female  prison,  being  highly  objectionable. 

The  windows  of  the  solitary  cells  (which  are  furnished  with  fireplaces) 
ale  not  glazed,  and  no  gas  has  been  introduced  into  the  gaol,  with 
reference  to  which  it  is  right  to  observe  that  it  has  been  held  that  the 
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certificate  of  the  fitness  of  cells  for  occupation  under  the  “ separate 
system,”  caunot  be  legally  given  unless,  inter  alia,  artificial  lighting  is 
provided.  ° ° 

The  criminal  classification  of  the  males  consists  of  five  sections  viz. 
felons  aud  misdemeanants,  each  being  subdivided  into  the  tried  anil 
untried,  and  juveniles ; while  the  females  are  placed  in  two  divisions 
only,  regulated  by  their  known  antecedents,  a separate  day-room 
however  being  assigned  to  the  prostitutes.  Both  sexes  sleep  singly 
and  take  their  meals  m their  respective  cells,  and  when  employed  at 
the  treadwheel,  laundry,  stone-sheds,  and  school-room,  which  are  all 
stalled,  are  under  the  supervision  of  officers,  but  at  other  times  are  in 
association. 

With  regard  to  this  condition  of  discipline,  I am  bound  to  direct 
special  attention  to  the  fact  that  a bill  was  prepared,  and  reached  the 
stage  of  a first  reading,  which  adopts  the  provisions  of  the  English 
liisons  Act  (passed  last  session)  rendering  “ individual  cellular  sepa- 
paration  compulsory.  It  is  therefore  manifest,  that  whatever  modi- 
fications may  take  place  in  the  Irish  Bill,  these  prescriptions,  which  are 
introduced  at  the  instance  of  the  Treasury,  will  beyond  all  doubt 
become  law,  but  in  the  present  transitive  state  of  opinion  as  to  the 
requirements  of  gaols,  I refrain  from  pressing  for  any  immediate  action 
on  the  part  of  the  local  authorities. 

. Unlock  takes  place  at  6.30,  am.,  in  summer,  and  at  daylight 
m winter,  and  lock-up  at  6 and  4.30,  p.m.,  respectively  in  these 
two  seasons.  The  Governor,  or  the  Deputy  in  his  absence,  sees  every 
prisoner  locked  into  his  cell,  and  immediately  tests  the  fastening,  but 
no  further  examination  of  the  cells  and  locks,  nor  anv  ascertainment 
by  challenge,  or  by  opening  the  doors,  of  the  presence  of  the  inmates, 
is  carried  out.  At  9 o’clock,  p.m.,  in  summer,  and  at  8 in  winter, 
one  of  the  superior  officers  goes  the  final  rounds;  but  it  is  stated  that  in 
addition  one  of  them  makes  a circuit  of  the  prison  at  late,  and  unexpected 
hours,  in  order  to  test  the  accuracy  of  the  night-watch,  which  is  per- 
formed by  two  turnkeys,  one  armed  on  patrol,  and  the  other  stationed  in 
the  guardroom,  who  relieve  each  other  every  two  hours.  There  are, 
moreover,  two  tell-tale  clocks,  which,  being  not  protected  against  tamp er- 
mg,  fail  to  constitute  an  effective  check  upon  the  vigilance,  and  regularity 
of  the  service.  At  9 in  summer,  and  at  8,  p.m.,  in  winter,  all  the  keys, 
except  those,  of  the  hospital,  which  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  nurse- 
tender,  are  given  up  to  the  Governor,  or  to  the  Deputy,  and  kept  in  his 
bed-room.  This  negligent  practice  must  be  abandoned,  and  a bell 
ought  to  be  attached  to  the  hospital,  so  as  to  enable  the  nursetender  to 
pve  the  alarm,  if  medical,  or  other,  aid  should  be  required.  It  is  to  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  responsibility  for  the  safe  custody  of  all  the 
prisoners  is  legally  vested  in  the  Governor,  and  that  it  is  therefore 
incumbent  on  him  to  exercise  a much  more  active  and  stringent  super- 
vision and  discipline  both  by  day  and  night,  than  he  has  hitherto 
maintained.

Ill  favour  of  the  Governor,  who  is  hound  to  produce  the  requisite  r~~T  , 
receipts.  The  system  of  payment  by  cheques  to  each  individual  creditor  C°K^,y 
is  far  preferable,  and  has  been  almost  universally  adopted.

The  annexed  tabular  synopsis  is  compiled  from  the  observations  of 
the  Inspector- General  and  the  Local  Inspector  at  their  respective 
visits,  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  Legislature  will  interpose  effectually  to 
place  these  minor  prisons,  most  of  which  are  miserable  makeshifts 
wanting  in  even  the  primary  requirements  of  water  and  sewerage,  on  a 
proper  basis,  including  the  appointment  of  officers  at  adequate  Salaries.

to  tne  conclusion  that  there  has  been  no  remarkable  fluctuation  in  the 
averages  of  the  prisoners  of  both  sexes,  the  males,  however,  showing  a 
tendency  to  a slight  advance  ; but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  to  be  observed 
hat  the  whole  number  of  committals  has  largely  increased  (thus  indicating 
that  the  periods  of  imprisonment  are  shorter),  the  females  especially  as 
appears  by  the  recommittals,  being  constantly  recurrent_a  social  condi- 
tion deeply  to  be  lamented,  attesting  as  it  does  at  once  the  depraved  class 
from  which  they  are  derived,  and  the  ntter  inadequacy  of  the  discipline 
of  ordinary  prisons  to  cope  with  the  growing  evil.  P

The  presence  also  of  the  lunatics  here  still  continnesto  affect  the  adminis- 
tra  ion  very  unfavourably,  no  less  than  15  “ dangerous  ” and  3 “criminal” 
male  lunatics,  and  3 females  of  the  former  category  being  in  custody  on 
the  day  of  my  inspection.  The  males  are  removed  at  night  to  the  hospital, 
but  during  the  day  time  they  are  necessarily  located  in  the  old  portion  of

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There  were  no  juveniles  in  charge  at  the  period  of  my  visit.  In  lSGo 
10  males  and  5 females,  and  in  1866  9 of  the  former  and  3 of  the 
latter  sex  were  committed  here ; of  whom  4 and  2 respectively  were  trans- 
ferred to  reformatories.  There  was  one  returned  convict  (a  male),  but 
as  photography  is  not  in  use  here,  a valuable  auxiliary  to  justice,  in 
tracing  the  antecedents  of  prisoners  suspected  to  be  old  offenders,  is 
wanting.

I found  the  whole  prison  at  my  inspection  on  the  days  recorded  above 
in  sound  repair,  free  from  damp,  well  ventilated,  in  a creditable  condi- 
tion of  order,  cleanliness,  aud  discipline,  and  adequately  provided  with 
bedding,  blankets,  clothing,  and  shoes.  The  sewerage  is  effective,  and 
the  supply  of  water  is  ample  ; but  the  crank-pump  is  inconveniently 
placed,  and  is  limited  to  the  service  of  a portion  only  of  the  prison,  and 
it  will  therefore  be  very  desirable  to  change  the  locality,  and  to  adopt  a 
plan  submitted  by  Messrs.  Ross  and  Murray,  for  erecting  one  of  sufficient 
power  to  command  the  whole  building,  which  would  be  moreover  specially 
available  in  the  event  of  fire. 

The  upper  tier,  which  is  assigned  to  females,  does  not  contain  accom- 
modation for  even  the  average  number  of  prisoners  of  this  sex,  but  the 
excess  is  seldom  greater  than  can  be  disposed  of  in  the  reception-rooms ; 
in  which,  though  not  fully  adapted  to  the  requirements  of  the  cellular 
system,  they  are  kept  singly.  Provision  for  female  debtors  might  be 
easily  obtained  in  the  reception  wing  of  the  old  prison.  There  is  a suffi- 
ciency of  baths  and  water-closets,  which  are  in  good  order.  The  laundry 
is  divided  into  compartments,  and  the  washing  is  now  performed  by  four 
females,  permanently  selected  for  the  purpose,  who  are  thus  more  directly 
under  the  cognizance  of  the  matron. 

Mangling  and  ironing  are  carried  on  at  different  times  from  the  washing, 
in  order  to  concentrate  supervision.  The  addition  of  latticed  doors  to 
the  laundry  stalls  would  aid  in  the  maintenance  of  the  separate  system, 
which  is  extended  to  all  the  criminal  classes,  except  the  epileptics,  the 
lunatics  and  their  attendants,  and  those  in  hospital,  in  school,  in  chap&b 
and  at  exercise ; but  in  the  latter  cases  officers  are  always  in  charge. 
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Several  precautionary  measures,  for  maintaining  the  security  of  the  South 
building,  have  been  recently  carried  into  effect ; such  as  the  building  up  District. 
of  six  doors,  which  led  to  the  hall  and  basement  storey;  the  affixing  of  Coimhiof 
iron  check -gates  to  the  entrances,  which  remain,  and  to  the  staircase  com-  KUiurt 
municating  with  the  basement,  and  of  an  iron  bar,  fastened  with  a special  Gao1' 
padlock  to  the  windlass-trap  ; the  replacing  of  cast  metal  bars  in  the  cell 
windows  by  wrought  iron ; the  securing  of  the  windows  by  iron  cramps, 
bedded  into  the  granite  jambs ; the  chaining  the  tables  to  the  floor,  so 
as  to  prevent  the  iuinatc3  from  looking  out  of  the  windows;  and’ the 
strengthening  of  the  male  hospital  by  bolts  and  special  locks,  a grated 
trap  being  placed  in  the  door  of  the  upper,  and  a spy-hole  in  that  of  the 
lower  ward  for  the  purpose  of  inspection.  I suggested,  for  further  security, 
that  a certain  number  of  cells  should  be  fitted  with  bolts,  or  swine- bars 
with  hasps  (to  be  padlocked),  so  as  to  cover  the  keyholes  of  the  stockdocks 
— the  keys  to  remain  in  the  bands  of  the  Governor  exclusively;  and 
that  padlocks  ought  also  to  be  provided  for  the  food-traps  of  the  cell  doors. 

These  precautions  appear  indispensable  for  the  safe  custody  of  highly- 
skilled  offenders,  or  of  prisoners,  whose  detention  is  of  paramount  public 
importance,  whether  belonging  to  the  criminal  class,  or  to  that  of  political 
conspirators  ; and  I have,  therefore  much  pleasure  in  stating  that  the 
Board,  who  have  always  evinced  an  earnest  desire  to  improve  the  insti- 
tution under  their  administration,  have  acceded  to  this  proposition,  as 
well  as  to  the  erection  of  an  iron  railing  for  the  purpose  of  excluding 
all  officers,  except  those  on  duty,  from  the  male  prisoners,  and  of  more 
effectually  cutting  off  all  communication  between  the  male  and  female 
officers,  and  the  prisoners  respectively  in  their  charge.  Moreover,  plans 
and  specifications  have  been  submitted  to,  and  approved  by  the  Board  of 
"W  orks,  and  sanctioned  by  the  Executive,  for  rearranging  the  quarters  of 
the  head  turnkey,  his  family  and  servants,  and  those  of  the  matron  and 
her  assistants,  with  a similar  object,  so  as  to  prevent  undue  access  and 
intercourse  to  the  portion  of  the  prison  occupied  by  criminals. 

Lock-up  takes  place  at  6,  p.m.,  in  summer,  and  at  dusk  in  winter, 
unlock  being  fixed  throughout  the  year  at  6 "30,  a.m.  The  Governor,  or  , 

in  his  necessary  absence,  the  head  warder,  the  evening  guard,  and  the 
class  officers  attend  the  locking-in  of  each  individual  prisoner  into  his 
cell ; after  which  the  superior  officer  on  duty  tests  the  locks,  and  ascer- 
tains by  looking  through  the ‘trap,  and  by  challenge,  the  presence  of  the 
prisoner.  Gas,  which  has  been  lately  introduced,  is  kept  burning  in  the 
cells  until  8,  p.m.,  in  the  officers’  quarters  until  ll’O,  and  in  the 
Inspection-hall  until  daylight.  The  extern  night  patrol  is  set  at  8, 
p.m.,  being  performed  by  two  watchmen  (not  warders),  appointed  for  this 
duty ; and  the  intern  at  10,  p.m.,  by  prison  warders,  in  rotation.  Their 
vigilance  is  tested  by  three  tell-tale  clocks,  under  special  locks  and  keys 
in  the  charge  of  the  Governor,  but  not  otherwise  protected  against  tam- 
pering. The  Governor,  in  addition,  frequently  makes  a round  of  the 
prison  at  late  and  unexpected  hojirs,  a record  of  which  visits  is  kept. 

At  10,  p.m.,  all  the  keys,  including  those  of  special  locks  (solely  in  the 
possession  of  the  Governor),  upon  the  approaches  to  the  basement  storey, 
upon  the  iron  check-gates,  and  upon  the  hospital  (which  is  provided  with 
an  alarm-bell,  in  order  to  enable  the  warder  in  charge  to  communicate 
with  the  night  watch),  are  placed  by  the  Governor  in  an  iron  safe,  to 
which  he  alone  has  access,  fixed  in  the  wall  of  his  office,  and  fastened 
with  a Chubbs’  patent  lock.  The  locks  are  stated  to  be  in  good  order, 
and  to  be  almost  daily  examined  by  the  Governor,  and  by  the  officers, 
who  report  to  him ; and  when  requiring  repair,  they  are  conveyed  by 
him  or  the  head  warder  to  Dublin,  and  sent  back  by  the  locksmith  ; the 
repairs  being  thus  executed  without  that  intermediate  official  supervision, 
which  is  indispensable  to  security.

The  prisoners  of  both  sexes  (a  matron  attending  the  females  during 
tuition)  are  taught  daily  by  a master,  trained  under  the  National  Board 
of  Education,  with  which  the  schools  are  placed  in  communion.  The 
Inspector,  in  his  last  report,  represents  the  teacher  to  be  “ fair  as  to 
literary  acquirements,’  to  be  of  “ excellent  character,”  and  “ painstaking 
and  skilful  in  his  method  of  conducting  the  school.”  Considerable  inter- 
ruption, however,  was  caused  by  the  presence  of  prisoners  committed  in 
connexion  with  the  Fenian  conspiracy ; and  the  Inspector  complains  of 
the  unpromising  class  of  prisoners  in  attendance  at  his  visits.  Males 
above  thirty  years  of  age  are  seldom  admitted ; and  of  females  a large 
proportion  consists  of  prostitutes  under  very  short  rules.  The  Registry  of 
the  National  Board  has  been  altered  and  adapted,  so  as  to  furnish  the 
statistical  matter  required  by  the  Inspectors-General  of  prisons  for  their 
returns. 

The  Chaplains  occasionally  visit  the  schools,  and  make  an  entry  of 
such  visits. 

Dietary  and  Contracts.

No  complaints  with  regard  to  the  diet  were  preferred  by  any  of  the 
prisoners,  whom  I questioned  singly.  The  Chaplains  inspect  the  pro- 
visions regularly,  observing  the  approved  form  of  tabular  comment,  and 
rarely  take  exception;  but  the  Governor,  who  examines  every  article 
of  food,  has  had  occasion  not  nnfrequently  to  condemn  the  miik,  and  to 
substitute  pure  milk,  purchased  in  the  town  at  the  expense  of  the  con- 
tractor, or  coffee.

Hospitals. 

The  quarters  for  the  'sick  of  both  sexes  are  of  adequate  capacity,  well 
ventilated,  and  fitted  with  baths  and  waterclosets.  The  male  hospital  is 
now  occupied  ^at  night  by  the  lunatics,  who  are  thus  brought  under  easy 
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supervision,  a smaller  number  of  sane  attendants  being  sufficient. 
Most  of  the  cases  of  ordinary  indisposition  are  treated  in  the  cells.  The 
sanitary  condition  of  the  prisoners  was,  and  had  been  satisfactory.  One 
instance,  however,  occurred  of  contagious  fever,  which  was  promptly 
dealt  with,  and  the  precautions  taken  to  prevent  the  spreading  of  the 
disease  were  successful,  no  other  case  having  appeared,  and  the  patient

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we  shall  find  no  great  variation  in  the  aggregates,  hut  apparently  a 
gradual  tendency  to  decline,  especially  in  the  county. 

° Xn  the  county,  among  the  males,  assaults,  and  crimes  involving  more  or 
less  violence  prevail,  as  also  in  the  city,  but  in  the  latter  military  offenders 
largely  swell  the  numbers.  The  females  are  characterized  by  larcenies, 
and  by  offences  against  peace  and  order  ; the  turbulent  and  abandoned 
class,  from  which  the  majority  is  derived,  being  committed  chiefly  under  the 
headings  of  vagrancy,  or  drunkenness.  There  were  happily  no  “ dangerous 
lunatics ” in  custody,  and  but  one  juvenile;  ten  males  and  one  female 
belonging  to  this  category  having  passed  through  the  prison  during  the 
current  year,  none  of  whom  were  directed  to  be  transferred  to  reforma- 
tories. There  were  no  returned  convicts  in  charge,  known  to  be  such,  but 
as  photography,  a valuable  auxiliary  to  justice,  is  not  practised  here,  the 
means  of  recognising  old  offenders  are  wanting.

X found  the  building  at  my  final  inspection  fin  October),  which  was 
quite  unexpected,  clean  throughout,  and  orderly,  in  sound  repair,  with  the 
exception  of  the  treadwheel-house,  and  the  roof  of  the  old  prison,  free 
from  damp,  save  in  some  of  the  cells  of  the  south  side  of  the  female  wing, 
fairly  ventilated,  amply  supplied  with  water,  and  provided  with  sewerage, 
which,  though  somewhat  defective,  is  kept  clear  by  flushing.  The  water- 
closets,  however,  which  are  placed  in  the  cells,  are  so  faulty  in  construc- 
tion, and  the  soil-pipes  are  of  such  small  bore,  as  at  times  to  affect  the 
atmosphere  of  the  cells  very  unfavourably.  It  would,  therefore,  be  neces- 
sary to  obtain  tbe  report  of  a competent  person  as  to  tbe  mode  and  the 
cost  of  a thorough  rectification  of  these  defects,  and  upon  the  receipt  of 
such  report,  to  take  whatever  further  measures  should  be  considered 
expedient  under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  gaol,  regard  being  bad  to  the 
structural  difficulties,  and  to  the  requirements  of  the  probable  number  of 
prisoners.  The  heating  apparatus  is  stated  to  be  now  more  effective.

It  is  also  necessary  that  the  office  ’ 
dormitory  should  be  looked-up  at  night,  the  key  of  which  should  he  in  tho 
sole  charge  of  the  Governor,  m order  to  prevent  access  to  the  prisoners  W 
any  one  except  the  turnkey  on  patrol  duty,  and  therefore  responsible  1 
I he  position  of  the  cell  traps,  in  the  event  of  their  being  opened  from 
the  outside  (the  fastening  being  merely  a spring-catch),  would  render  i 
easy  for  the  inmate  of  a cell  to  pass  his  arm  through  the  trap-anertnr» 
and  thus  reach  the  lock  ;*  for  although  additional  bolts  and  padlocks  ha*r 
been  attached  to  the  doors  of  seventy-four  cells,  alloca  ted  to  males  the 
ingenuity  and  dexterity  of  shilled  criminals  is  such,  that  with  the  aid  of 
picklocks,  formed  out  of  portions  of  the  water-closets  placed  in  their  cells 
they  have  been  enabled,  not  unfrequently,  to  open  all  the  fastening  of 
their  doors.  ° 

That  however,  which  is  absolutely  indispensable  to  the  maintenance  of 
safe  custody  is  a check  upon  the  vigilance  and  regularity  of  the  turnkov 
on  patrol  m the  body  of  the  prison,  by  placing  tell-tale  clocks  at  consider- 
able distances  apart,  and  set  accordingly,  which  should  be  completely 
protected  against  tampering;  for  it  is  within  the  experience  of  the 
inspectors-General  that  in  no  instance  have  tell-tale  clocks  if  Snf 
heient  in  number  (say  three),  and  thus  defended,  failed  to  detect 
great  neglect,  and  laxity.  I concur  with  my  colleague,  who  in  his 
last  report  suggested  the  removal  of  a wall,  and  of  old  and  un- 
tenanted punishment  cells,  which  encumber  the  male  pauper  debtors’ 
yark  For  females  of  both  denominations  there  is  but  one  exercising 
yard  in  common,  although  the  8th  rule  annexed  to  the  109th  section  of 
the  prison  Act  is  imperative  as  to  the  observance  of  separate  classifica- 
tion m this  particular.  The  system  of  individual  cellular  separation  is 
generally  enforced  among  all  criminals.  r 

rtoS  orau.1f'Pun?I>! tIie  treadwbeel,  the  laundry,  and  the.stone-sheds  are 
stalled  or  dmded  into  partitions.  Educational  and  industrial  iustruc- 
tion  is  also  carried  into  effect  with  each  prisoner  in  the  colls,  in  which 
they  take  their  meals,  the  excess  of  accommodation  enabling  them  to 
sleep  singly  m other  cells,  which  have  not  been  occupied  during  the 
daytime.  Those  who  are  exempted  from  the  application  of  ‘‘separation” 
are  lunatics,  epileptics,  and  their  attendants,  and  association  also  takes 
place  in  chapel,  at  exercise  (supervision  by  officers,  however,  being  care- 
fully observed  in  both  cases),  and  in  the  hospital,  which  is  not  cellular.

The  night  watch  is  set  at  10,  f.m.,  from  which  hour  until  6 am  the 
turnkey  on  duty  inside  the  body  of  the  prison  patrols,  visiting  each  occu- 
pied cell  hourly,  and  pegging  the  single  tell-tale  clock,  an  inadequate 
check,  as  has  been  noticed  above.  A watchman,  solely  employed  in  this 
duty,  and  not  of  a grade  sufficient  for  so  responsible  a charge,  patrols  the 
exterior,  and  challenges  the  intern  guard  at  each  hour.  There  is  no 
female  officer  on  patrol  at  night,  although  the  Separate  System  Act  clearly 
contemplates  the  attendance  of  an  officer  to  be  at  all  times  ready  at  once 
to  communicate  with  every  prisoner  who  requires  aid.  The  Governor 
moreover,  frequently  makes  his  rounds  generally  twice  a week  at  late  and 
unexpected  hours. 

Immediately  after  lock-up  the  keys  of  the  section  of  the  building  in 
which  male  prisoners  are  confined  are  received  by  the  Governor  and 
locked  up  m his  own  house.  At  10,  p.m.,  the  Governor  visits,  inspects 
the  officers,  and  collects  and  locks  up  in  his  bed-room  the  remaining  keys 
including  those  of  the  main  gate,  and  of  the  outer  door  of  the  female 
prison,  as.  well  as  those  of  the  outer  door  of  the  hospitals,  the  officers  in 
charge  retaining  the  inner  keys. 

There  is  a bell  placed  in  the  hospital,  which  communicates  with  the  in- 
spection-hall, and  is  answered  by  the  night-guard,  who  forthwith  sum- 
mons the  senior  turnkey. 

Similar  hells  are  attached  to  the  master  and  pauper  debtors’  quarters 
for  the  same  object.  n 

Bells  are  also  provided  to  enable  the  gate-porter  to  alarm  the  senior 
turnkey,  and  the  Governor  (when  his  presence  is  demanded)  who  is  fur- 
mshed  with  an  answering  bell.  The  latter  has  moreover  procured  a small 
tinkling  bell  to  ring  in  the  inspection-hall,  which  will  enable  him  fre- 
quently to  test  the  vigilance  of  the  patrol  by  requiring  an  immediate  reply. 

Lastly,  the  night  guard  is  supplied  with  a hell,  which  rings  in  the 
Matron  s apartments.  The  locks  are  reported  to  be  in  a good  condition, 
but,  when  occasion  requires,  they  are  repaired  by  a locksmith  outside, 
being  conveyed  and  brought  back  by  the  senior  turnkey.  Too  much  care 
cannot  be  bestowed  in  maintaining  a constant  supervision  during  the 
process  of  repair.

National  Board,  and  consequently  there  is  neither  official  inspection  nor 
are  premiums  offered  to  stimulate  the  energy  of  the  teachers.  The  ap- 
proved form  of  registry  is  in  use.  I found  entries  of  occasional  attendance 
on  the  part  of  the  Chaplains,  but  no  comments  on  the  progress  of  the 
pnpils.

No  complaints  with  regard  to  the  diet  were  preferred  by  any  of  the 
prisoners,  whom  I questioned  singly.  The  Chaplains  are  assiduous  in 
their  inspection  of  the  provisions,  observing  the  tabular  form  of  comment 
upon  each  item  of  consumption,  as  recommended  by  the  Inspectors-Gene< 
ral,  and  very  rarefy  taking  exceptions.  I tasted  the  stirabout,  which  is 
made  of  equal  parts  of  oatmeal  and  Indian  meal,  and  the  milk,  which 
latter  I found  to  be  of  very  good  quality. 


Books  and  Accounts. 

All  the  superior  officers,  extern  and  intern,  the  Local  Inspector,  the 
Chaplains,  the  Medical  Officer,  the  Governor,  the  Head  Turnkey,  and  the 
Matron,  are  provided  with  satisfactory  journals,  and  the  books  and  forms 
prescribed  and  suggested  by  the  several  authorities,  are  generally  kept 
with  fulness  and  accuracy.  The  by-laws  require  revision  in  some  parti- 
culars, and  especially  in  relation  to  the  admission  of  visitors  to  prisoners  ■ 
those  sentenced  to  terms  exceeding  a month,  being  permitted  to  see  their 
friends  monthly , instead  of  once  in  three  months,  which  is  the  almost 
universal  rule  in  the  gaols  of  both  kingdoms.

The  males  are  placed  on  the 
ground  story,  which  is  floored  with  Shankhill  flags  (an  objectionable  ma- 
terial, as  retaining  surface  moisture)  ■ and  the  females  on  the  upper  story. 
The  sanitary  condition  of  the  prisoners  was  and  had  been  satisfactory.

The  Board  is  convened  monthly  for  the  transaction  of  general  business, 
and  for  the  payment  of  the  smaller  accounts,  including  the  salaries  of  the 
subordinate  staff,  and  the  cost  of  conveying  prisoners.  The  expenses  of 
the  Bridewells  are  discharged  quarterly,  and  all  other  liabilities,  com- 
prising the  salaries  of  the  superior  officers  and  contracts,  are  disposed  of 
at  each  assizes. 


Bridewells. 

The  defects  of  the  Bridewells  have  been  so  frequently  and  vainly  com- 
mented upon  in  former  reports,  that  I confine  myself  to  the  expression  of 
the  confident  expectation  that  the  projected  Prisons  Bill  will  lay  down 
such  a scale  of  requirements  as  to  lead  to  “ the  abolition  of  these  anomalous 
institutions,”  or  if  they  should  be  retained,  to  the  enforcement  of  proper 
provisions. 

t The  tabular  synopsis,  which  is  annexed,  is  grounded  upon  the  observa- 
tions of  the  Inspector-General  and  the  Local  Inspector  at  their  several 
visits,  but  I regret  to  be  compelled  to  make  some  special  observations 
upon  the  bridewell  at  Callan. 

On  the  24th  of  December  a female  prisoner,  named  Bridget  Phelan, 
escaped  in  consequence  of  the  gross  neglect  of  the  keeper,  she  having  con- 
trived* to  slip  out  of  the  day-room,  in  which  he  had  left  her  unguarded, 
while  he  was  engaged  in  the  cells,  and  to  lock  him  into  the  day-room,  the 
door  of  which  can  only  be  locked  from  the  outside.  She  then  availed 
herself  of  the  key  of  the  outer  door,  which  the  keeper  had  most  impru- 
dently placed  on  an  open  shelf,  and  thus  made  her  way  into  the  town,  but 
was  re-arrested  the  same  evening,  immediate  notice  having  been  given  to 
the  Constabulary.  On  the  night  of  the  28th,  only  four  days  afterwards, 
the  same  prisoner,  who  does  not  appear  to  have  been  placed  under  special 
precautions,  again  succeeded  in  escaping,  having  taken  advantage  of  the 
dangerous  facilities  afforded  by  the  very  insecure  condition  of  the  fastenings 
of  the  cell-door,  and  having  opened  the  padlock.  She  subsequently  cut  out 
a panel  of  the  door  of  the  day-room  leading  into  the  yard,  broke  a pane  of 
glass  in  one  of  the  windows  of  the  Court-house,  burned  a hole  in  the 
shutter,  and  thus  obtained  an  entrance  into  the  Court-house,  from  which 
she  passed  out,  the  door  of  the  latter,  as  I presume,  not  having  been 
locked. 

The  case  was  subsequently  investigated  by  the  Board  of  Superintend- 
ence, who  dealt  with  the  keeper  in  a spirit  of  lenity  very  incommensu- 
rate with  the  gravity  of  the  offence,  having  merely  reprimanded  him, 
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and  cautioned  him  as  to  liis  future  conduct,  tlio  alleged  ground  of  this 
inadequate  punishment  being  that  be  bad  served  for  twenty-five  years  as 
if  so  long  a period  of  unavailing  experience  did  not  enhance,  rather  than 
excuse,  a total  dereliction  of  duty,  for  it  appears  from  communications 
addressed  to  this  department  that  the  keeper  never  reported  to  the  Local 
Inspector  the  first  escape  of  the  prisoner,  nor  the  utter  want  of  security  of 
the  locks,  &c,,  although  the  responsible  custody  of  prisoners  is  vested  solely 
in  the  keeper ; and  further,  I would  add  that  the  possession  of  imple- 
ments, which  the  prisoner  employed  in  cutting  the  door  and  in  burning 
the  shutter,  proves  that  she  could  not  have  been  carefully  searched,  or 
that  these  means  of  prison-breach  had  been  allowed  to  remain  within  her 
procurement,  despite  her  known  dexterity,  and  daring. 

No  measures  hare  yet  been  taken  for  providing  additional  means  of 
security,  but  it  is  intended  the  whole  condition  of  the  Bridewells  of  Callait 
and  Urlingford  shall  be  brought  under  the  consideration  of  the  (brand  Jury 
at  the  ensuing  Assizes.

At  my  last  official  inspection  I took  occasion  to  congratulate  the 
authorities  upon  the  small  aggregate  of  the  inmates  of  this  gaol,  but 
at  my  visit  of  the  above  date  I am  happy  to  state  that  X found  a yet 
smaller  number  in  custody— viz,,  22,  comprising  17  males  and  5 
females  ; and,  when  we  take  into  consideration  that  of  the  17  males  1 
is  a debtor,  a second  a lunatic,  a third  a military  offender  uncon- 
nected with  the  locality,  and  a fourth  a prisoner  under  sentence  of  penal 
servitude  awaiting  transmission  to  a convict  depot,  but  thirteen  indivi- 
duals of  this  sex  (including  four  for  further  examination)  represent  die 
criminal  status  of  the  county.  Further,  if  we  examine  the  daily 
averages  we  observe  a gradual  decline  during  the  three  preceding 
years,  and  a more  rapid  decrease  during  the  expired  portion  of  the 
current  year— the  numbers  (to  the  omission  of  fractions)  standing

There  is  little,  therefore,  demanding  comment  os  to  the  nature  and 
amount  of  crime,  or  upon  the  remaining  schedules  given  above,  except 
perhaps  to  remark  that  the  larger  proportion  of  re-committals  among 
the  females  attests  the  debauched  and  degraded  class,  from  which  the 
great  majority  of  them  is  derived ; one  of  this  sex  was  also  under  rule 
of  penal  servitude,  but  about  to  be  removed.  There  was  i juvenile  in 
charge ; 2 males  falling  within  this  category  having  been  committed 
here  in  this  year,  one  of  whom  was  transferred  to  a reformatory,  whilst 
in  1865  18  males  and  5 females  passed  through  the  prison,  one  only  of 
whom  (a  .male)  was  similarly  disposed  of.  There  was  1 dangerous 
lunatic— prisoners  of  this  unhappy  class  being  not  numerous  here; 
and  during  the  year  1865  only  1 1 males  and  2 females,  who  were  not 
long  detained,  were  committed.

I found  this  prison  in  as  good  a condition  of  cleanliness,  order,  and 
discipline,  as  was  consistent  with  the  extensive  alterations  in  progress, 
and  approaching  completion.  One  of  the  wells  has  already  heai 
deepened,  and  another  was  in  process  of  deepening,  so  as  to”  secure 
an  ample  and  unfailing  supply  of  water,  and  the  sewerage,  both  old 
and  new,  is  stated  to  be  highly  effective.  The  locks  were  in  good 
order,  the  clothing,  (be.,  sufficient  for  existing  requirements,  and 
hammocks  and  sheets  were  in  course  of  being  made  up.  The  roof  of 
the  old  prison  was  undergoing  repair,  and  measures  were  about  to  bo 
taken  for  stanching  a leak  in  the  chapel. 

I met,  by  appointment,  at  my  inspection  the  very  efficient  County 
Surveyor,  according  to  whose  plans  the  works  have  been  executed,  and 
discussed  fully  with  him  the  several  matters,  which  appeared  to  require 
to  be  further  dealt  with.  Some  of  these  have,  I understand,  already 
been  determined  on,  or  provided  for,  such  as  the  retention  of  water- 
closets,  baths,  and  lavatories  on  the  middle  storey  of  the  new  building 
as  originally  designed,  the  closing  and  opening  of  doors  for  the  purposes 
of  security  in  the  localities  designated,  the  addition  of  locks,  and  the 
repairs  referred  to  above.  The  further  requirements,  for  which  a 
presentment  will  be  necessary,  are — 

Firstly. — The  introduction  of  gas  into  the  cells,  which  is  indispen- 
sable in  order  to  enable  the  Inspector-General  to  certify  the  “lighting,” 
which  is  construed  to  mean  “ artificial  ” lighting. 

Secondly. — An  apparatus  for  heating  the  bath  and  the  adjoining 
clothes  store  (which  latter  is  rather  damp),  near  the  entrance  gate. 

Thirdly. — 1 The  addition  of  stalls  to  the  mill-crank  and  the  pump,  in 
order  to  maintain  “ individual  separation"  at  work-time. 

Fourthly — The  placing  of  high  seats  in  the  chapel  for  tho  officers, 
so  as  to  afford  a plunging  view  for  strict  supervision,  and  the  addition 
of  bars  to  the  windows  adjoining  the  new  building. 

Fifthly. — The  erection  of  a laundry  (to  he  stalled),  a drying  and 
smoothing  room  for  the  female  prisoners,  in  lieu  of  the  miserable 
makeshift  now  existing. 

Sixthly. — The  fitting  up  of  water-closets  and  fixed  baths,  and  the 
addition  of  porches  to  the  hospitals  for  both  sexes. 

Seventhly. — The  supplying  all  the  privies  with  the  means  of  flushing.* 

I would  further  throw  out  that  the  old  solitaries  might  be  abandoned, 
and  that  some  of  the  ordinary  cells  should  be  prepared  by  affixing 
shutters  to  the  windows,  in  order  to  darken  them,  and  that  provision  for 
separatingmaster  and  pauper  debtors  might  beeasily  arranged.  Quarters 
for  debtors  of  both  denominations  of  the  other  sex  are  still  wanting.  Pend- 
ing legislation,  and  having  regard  to  the  probable  changes  in  the  require- 

* Since  tlie  above  was  in  type  plans  embracing  tile  points  enumerated  have  been 
approved  by  the  Grand  J ury,  and  by  the  Board  of  Works,  recommended  by  the  Iiispecka- 
Geiieral,  and  finally  sanctioned  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant, 
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merits  and  constitution  of  prisons,  which  may  become  statutable  in  the  Sooth 
next  session  of  Parliament,  I refrain  from  urging  any  action  to  be  District. 
taken  in  increasing  the  amount  of  cellular  accommodation  for  females  A~ 
When  the  gaol  is  completed,  all  the  criminal  classes  will  be  subjected  cS» 
to  “ individual  separation  ” in  cells  of  ample  capacity,  and  placed  on  a Gad. 
footing  highly  creditable  to  the  public  spirit  of  the  authorities  and  the 
rate-payers,  whom  I beg  to  congratulate  on  the  advance  already  made 
towards  a sound  system  of  prison  discipline. 

The  Governor,  or  his  deputy  attends  the  lock-up,  which  takes  place 
at  0 o’clock,  r.H.,  in  the  summer,  and  at  4 o’clock  in  the  winter;  unlock 
in  the  morning  being  at  6-30  in  summer,  and  7-30  in  winter. 

The  night  watchman  comes  on  duty  at  8-30  p.ir.,  and  remains  till 
0-30  a. st. ; there  being  only  one  tell-tale  clock,  which  is  insufficient  to 
test  his  vigilance,  aud  is  moreover  not  protected  against  tampering. 

Iu  many  particulars,  such  as  the  examination  of  the  cell  fastenings, 
and  the  ascertainment  of  the  presence  of  eaeh  prisoner  in  his  cell,  the 
establishment  of  final  rounds  by  a superior  officer,  the  custody  of  all 
tne  keys,  including  those  of  both  the  hospitals,  by  the  Governor,  and 
the  mode  of  repairing  the  locks,  greater  activity  and  caution  are  required.

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Punitive  labour  in  its  proper  sense  is  scarcely  carried  into  effect 
here,  as  the  crank  mill  is  applied  only  to  grinding  com,  and  raising 
water  for  the  use  of  the  prison,  processes,  which  occupy  hut  a short 
time.  Stone-breaking  partakes  of  the  character  of  both  kinds  of 
labour,  but  is  not  always  productive  of  a remunerative  return  from 
extern  sale.  Industrial  employment  embraces  weaving  linen,  blanket- 
ting,  and  friezes,  and  the  making  up  of  bedding,  clothing,  and  shoes. 
Pour  of  the  turnkeys,  it  is  to  be  noted,  are  handicraftsmen.

Very  little  is  effected  in  this  department,  as  may  be  gathered  from 
the  record  of  individual  prisoners,  -who  attended  the  schools  during  the 
past  year.  The  approved  form  of  Registry  is  observed  for  this  sex,  but 
entries  of  visits  on  the  part  of  the  Chaplains  are  very  rare.  The  female 
school  is  almost  a nullity,  and  the  registry  recommened  by  the  Inspec- 
tors-General  is  not  in  use.

No  complaints  were  preferred  by  any  of  the  prisoners  with  regard  to 
the  provisions,  which  are  inspected  by  the  Chajdains,  who  report  their 
opinion  in  the  prescribed  tabular  form.  The  bread  is  of  excellent 
quality,  but  some  exceptions  to  the  milk  had  been  taken  from  time  to 
time,  and  no  comments  on  the  gruel  appeared.

under  rules  of  imprisonment  exceeding  six  months.  Grimes  involvin? 
violence  and  lawlessness  m diflerent  degrees  are  found  to  prevail  anion? 
the  males,  while  minor  assaults,  larcenies,  and  poor  law  offences  prepon- 
derate among  the  females.

to  in  former  reports  are  advancing  towards  completion,  the  male  section 
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being  already  occupied,  and  ga,s  having  been  introduced  into  the  cells.  A 
similar  provision  is  about  to  be  carried  out  in  the  female  quarter,  with 
the  addition  of  bells,  and  tell-tale  plates,  in  order  to  fulfil  the  prescriptions 
of  the  “separate  system”  Act.  Some  further  corrections  of  a minor  charac- 
ter, and  not  costly,  are  imperatively  required,  such  as  artificial  heating 
for  the  punishment  cell,  which  is  at  present  unfit  for  the  reception  of  a 
prisoner  in  winter,  or  in  cold  and  moist  weather ; a few  of  the  ordinary 
cells  also  might  be  advantageously  prepared  for  giving  effect  to  the  same 
object,  by  affixing  shutters,  or  other  means  of  darkening  them.  The  win- 
dow of  the  pauper  debtors’  day-room  commands  one  of  the  exercising 
yards,  and  ought  therefore  to  be  fitted  with  muffed  glass,  and  grating,  so  as 
to  prevent  any  communication  with  the  criminal  classes.  The  tempera- 
ture of  the  drying-room  is  not  sufficiently  high,  and  the  springs  of  the 
water-closets  are  defective.  The  female  school-room  requires  to  be 
divided  into  compartments,  as  well  as  that  for  the  males,  unless  it  should 
be  thought  preferable  to  stall  the  end  of  the  inspection-hall  for  prisoners 
of  the  latter  sex.  The  stock  of  shoes  and  clothing  was  sufficient  for  the 
existing  demand,  and  old  blankets  are  worked  up  into  jackets  for  the 
males,  and  into  petticoats  for  the  females.  The  bedticks,  and  especially  the 
sheets,  were  much  worn  ; but  it  is  intended  to  issue  a fresh  supply  before 
the  winter.  Already  an  approximation  to  C£  individual  separation  ” has 
been  established  here,  except  in  the  case  of  lunatics  and  their  sane  attendants, 
but  it  is  unnecessary  to  particularize  this  branch  of  discipline,  as  the  whole 
of  the  criminal  classes  will,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  be  shortly  placed  under  the 
full  operation  of  this  invaluable  system  in  its  integrity. 

Unlock  takes  place  in  summer  at  6,  a.m.,  and  lock-up  at  6,  p.m.,  and  in 
winter  at  daybreak  and  dusk;  and  from  lock-up  to  sunrise  gas  is  kept 
burning  in  the  halls  and  passages.  The  turnkey  of  each  class  locks  up  the 
prisoners  in  his  own  charge  under  the  general  superintendence  of  the  Head 
Turnkey,  who  takes  part  only  in  the  locking-in  of  prisoners  demanding 
special  care.  He  again,  accompanied  by  the  inside  night  guard,  inspects 
such  prisoners  at  10  o’clock,  p.m.,  and  the  Governor  almost  every  night 
at  unexpected  hours  visits  the  cells  occupied  by  inmates,  whose  safe 
keeping  is  of  higher  importance ; but  all  prisoners  are  not  ascertained  by 
a superior  officer  to  be  in  their  cells,  a laxity  of  discipline  which  ought 
forthwith  to  be  corrected,  the  responsibility  for  the  custody  of  all  being 
legally  vested  in  the  Governor  solely.  From  lock-up  until  10  o’clock, 
p.m.,  one  turnkey  is  on  guard  within  the  precincts  of  the  male  prison,  two 
more  being  placed  at  the  outer  and  inner  gates  respectively.  From  the 
latter  hour,  until  unlock,  one  turnkey  remains  inside  the  male  prison, 
while  two  watchmen  patrol  round  the  exterior,  their  vigilance  and  regu- 
larity being  tested  by  two  tell-tale  clocks.  Another  is  about  to  be 
procured,  and  it  is  indispensable  that  they  should  all  be  protected  against 
tampering,  in  order  that  an  effective  check  may  be  maintained.  The 
Governor  or  the  Head  Turnkey  is  in  charge  of  the  keys  from  lock-up 
until  the  posting  of  the  night  watch,  after  which  period  they  are  retained 
by  the  former  alone.  The  locks  are  reported  to  he  in  excellent  condition, 
and  when  out  of  order,  they  are  repaired  by  a locksmith  within  the 
prison,  under  the  supervision  of  an  officer.  I feel  bound  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  authorities  to  the  very  objectionable  practice  which  has 
been  allowed  to  grow  up  here,  and  which  elsewhere  has  been  found  to 
lead  to  very  disastrous  consequences,  namely,  a permission  to  the  families 
of  officers  to  reside  within  the  walls.  The  number  of  such  persons,  with 
every  probability  of  an  increase,  if  we  were  to  judge  by  the  return  of  the 
ages  of  the  children,  amounts  irrespectively  of  the  Governor’s  family,  hut 
including  two  visitors,  to  no  less  than  thirty -six}  a total  nearly  equal  to 
the  daily  average  of  male  prisoners  during  the  last  three  years.  It  is 
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„S  impossible  to  overstate  the  detriment  to  order,  discipline,  and  security 

• caused  by  the  presence  of  so  large  an  aggregate  of  individuals  bavins

A teacher,  trained  under  the  National  Board  of  Education,  and  holding 
a first-class  certificate,  instructs  daily  the  prisoners  of  both  sexes ; the 
females  of  course  being  subject  to  the  supervision  of  a matron  during 
tuition.  The  male  school  had  latterly  been  greatly  interrupted,  the  time 
of  the  schoolmaster  being  frequently  occupied  by  matters  connected  with 
the  discipline  to  be  observed  in  relation  to  the  Fenian  prisoners.  On  the 
other  hand  the  paucity  of  numbers,  the  short  terms  of  sentence,  and  the 
requirements  of  the  laundry,  and  other  prison  duties  have  also  unfavour- 
ably affected  this  branch  of  discipline  among  the  females.  The  Chaplains 
occasionally  visit  the  schools,  and  examine  the  pupils,  and  the  form  of 
registry  of  progress  recommended  by  the  Inspectors-G-eneral  is  in  use.

No  complaints  were  preferred  by  any  of  the  prisoners,  whom  I ques- 
tioned singly,  in  reference  to  the  diet.  I tasted  the  milk,  which  was 
unexceptionable,  power  being  taken  to  order  milk  elsewhere  at  the  expense 
of  the  contractor,  in  the  event  of  its  proving  to  he  of  inferior  quality. 
The  bread  I found  to  be  very  fair,  but  the  Indian  meal  was  not  pure,  and 
therefore  insufficient  for  sustenance ; oatmeal  ought  to  be  substituted  for  it. 

The  Chaplains  are  regular  in  their  inspection  of  the  provisions,  and 
comment  upon  each  item  (except  the  gruel,  which  is  never  reported), 
observing  the  approved  tabular  form.  ■ 

Books  and  Accounts. 

All  the  superior  officers  are  provided  with  journals  and  the  registries, 
and  the  several  forms  directed  or  recommended  by  the  respective  autho- 
rities are  generally  kept  with  praiseworthy  correctness.  By-laws  in 
consonance  with  the  improved  system  of  discipline  about  to  be  introduced 
were  duly  prepared,  and  submitted  to  the  Grand  Jury;  but  the  latter 
having  attached  certain  conditions  and  qualifications  in  the  form  of  a 
resolution  to  their  endorsement  of  approval,  the  Inspector-General  felt 
bound  to  seek  the  opinion  of  the  law  officers,  who  accordingly  held  that 
the  approval  contemplated  by  the  4th  section  of  the  19th  and  20th  Vic., 
cap.  68,  must  be  definite  and  complete,  and  that  the  limitation  imposed 
by  the  Grand  Jury  in  this  instance  amounted  to  a disapproval  of  the 
by-laws  with  regard  to  a particular  class  of  prisoners.  It  is  to  be  hoped, 
however,  that  at  next  assizes  this  obstruction  will  be  withdrawn.

The  Board  is  convened  monthly,  when  all  debts  are  discharged  : the 
larger  amounts  by  cheques  payable  to  the  individual  creditors,  and  the 
smaller  through  the  hands  of  the  Governor,  who  duly  accounts  for  the 
disbursements  at  the  next  ensuing  meeting.

The  annexed  tabular  synopsis,  compiled  from  the  observations  of  the 
Inspector-General  and  the  Local  Inspector  at  their  several  visits,  shows 
that  the  condition  of  these  minor  prisons  is  in  no  degree  improved,  and  that 
the  defects  so  frequently  enumerated  in  former  reports,  involving,  as  they 
do,  the  absence  of  even  primary  requirements,  remain  unremedfed.  The 
proposed  Prisons  Bill,  which  will,  doubtless,  become  law,  imposes  certain 
prescriptions,  scarcely  any  of  which  are  fulfilled  in  the  existing  buildings ; 
and  I have  therefore  only  to  repeat  that  the  paucity  of  the  numbers 
confined  in  some  of  them,  the  facility  of  communication  by  means  of 
railways,  and  the  policy  of  removing  prisoners  at  once  to  the  county  gaol, 
in  which  a complete  system  of  discipline  will  he  shortly  carried  into  full 
operation,  suggest  the  suppression  of  those  situated  in  localities,  where  no 
criminal  quarter  sessions  are  held.

There  were  to  he  remarked,  however,  among  the  males  some  few 
instances  of  crimes  of  violence,  viz.,  murders,  manslaughter,  and  high- 
way robbery,  as  well  as  of  offences  affecting  the  public  peace.  The 
females,  on  the  other  hand,  are  derived  almost  exclusively  from  the 
debased  and  disorderly  class  inseparable  from  the  population  of  a largo 
town ; prostitution,  assaults,  and  larceny,  being  the  leading  character- 
istics. There  were  no  returned  convicts  in  custody,  and  happily  no 
lunatics,  and  there  was  hut  1 juvenile,  a male.  In  the  past  year  6 
males  only  falling  within  this  category  were  committed  here  (of  whom 

1 was  transferred  to  a reformatory),  and  2 females,  both  of  whom  were 
similarly  disposed  of.  In  the  current  year  4 males  were  so  committed. 

2 of  whom  were  sent  to  reformatories,  but  no  females.

Considerable  progress,  as  has  been  stated  above,  has  been  made  in 
tlie  rebuilding  of  the  prison,  and  I had  the  advantage  of  conferring 
fully  with  the  Architect,  and  the  Local  Inspector,  to  whom  I communi- 
cated such  suggestions  as  appeared  to  be  demanded  for  security  and 
discipline.  Some  of  these  suggestions  it  has  already  been  decided  to 
carry  into  effect,  while  others  remain  under  consideration,  or  have  fceen 
negatived  by  the  local  authorities,  and  it  is  my  duty  therefore  to  put 
upon  record  the  following  recapitulation  of  the  points,  which  I directed 
fo  be  submitted  to  the  Board,  and  to  the  Commissioners; 

1.  A wall  of  sufficient  height  to  be  built  at  the  rere  of  the  Governor’s  intended 
residence  from  the  debtor’s  apartments  to  the  boundary  wall,  a distance  about  h 
feet  from,  and  parallel  to  the  rere  wall  of  the  Governor’s  house,  so  as  to  cutoff 
communication  between  the  pauper  debtors’  yard  and  the  Governor’s  residence-  u 
door  for  ingress  and  egress,  to  be  opened  in  such  wall. 

2.  Iron  bars  and  a lattice  to  be  attached  to  the  two  windows  of  the  Governor’s 
house,  at  the  rere. 

3.  A wall  to  be  built  from  the  corner  of  the  court-house,  where  it  joins  the  new 
cells,  to  the  boundary  wall  abutting  on  the  river,  so  as  to  cut  off  communication 
with  any  of  the  cell  windows  and  the  outer,  or  stone  yard. 

4.  A tower  to  be  erected  at  the  extreme  angle  of  the  outer  boundary  walls  near 
the  county  court-house,  so  as  to  overhang  the  outer  sides  of  the  land  and’ river 
boundary  walls  at  their  junction. 

5.  The  sheds  at  present  in  the  small  yard,  or  passage  between  the  county  court- 
house aud  boundary  wall  of  city  prison  to  be  removed. 

t>.  The  wall  at  present  separating  the  work  yard  from  hospital  yard,  to  be  taken 
down  and  removed  nearer  to  the  hospital  at  the  angle  of  the  staircase  wall,  so  as  to 
cut  off  communication  between  the  cells  at  the  end  of  new  building  and  the  hos- 
pital yard. 

7.  A small  shower-bath  to  be  provided  in  the  hospital. 

8.  The  tell-tale  clocks  to  be  isolated,  and  so  protected  that  the  officer  on  duty 
cannot  possibly  tamper  with  them. 

8.  The  cell  doors  to  be  sheeted  at  the  inner  side  with  iron. 

9.  The  food  traps  to  be  moved  up  higher  in  the  cell  doors,  so  as  to  place  the  locks 
out  of  the  reach  of  the  prisoners,  if  they  should  pass  their  arms  through  the 
apertures. 

10.  The  present  holts  on  the  old  doors  to  he  altered  in  the  hasps,  or  new  ones  to 
be  procured,  so  that  they  should  be  padlocked  under  the  rim  locks  and  cover  the 
keyholes  of  the  latter. 

. The  intended  Roman  Catholic  chapel  to  bo  so  arranged,  that  it  may  not  be 
possible  for  the  female  and  male  prisoners  to  see  each  other  while  at  mass  or  prayer. 
The  Local  Inspector  to  meet  the  Chaplain,  Architect,  and  Governor,  and  confer 
with  them  on  the  most  suitable  arrangement  for  carrying  out  this  object.. 

A female  officer  to  be  placed  on  duty  at  night  iri  the  female  section  of  the 
new  prison,  aud  a bell  to  be  provided,  in  order  to  enable  her  to  summon  aid  in  case 
of  need. 

13.  The  galleries,  &c.,  of  the  existing  Roman  Catholic  chapel  to  he  removed,  so 
as  to  convert  it  into  a school-room  for  males,  which  might  be  used  for  the  service 
of  the  Established  Church,  subject  to  the  consideration  of  the  Protestant  Chaplain, 
and  the  intended  male  school  to  be  used  as  turnkeys’  apartments, 

14.  The  laundry  and  the  male  and  female  schools  to  be  stalled. 

15.  All  locks  and  keys  when  needing  repair  to  be  sent  out  in  charge  of  a prison 
officer  and  repaired  in  his  presence. 

Trusting,  therefore,  that  no  interruption  may  prevent  the  speedy 
execution  of  the  plans*and  the  completion  of  the  further  improvements, 
which  have  heen  detailed, T have  only  to  conclude  with  the  hope  that 
the  prison  as  altered  will  prove  to  be  a creditable  institution ; hut  haying 
regard  to  the  considerable  expenditure  incurred,  and  to  tlie  necessity 
of  maintaining  hereafter  a large  staff,  I cannot  refrain  from  expressing 
my  regret  that  the  amalgamation  of  the  county  and  city  gaols  was  not 
carried  into  effect.

Postscript. 

I regret  that  I am  called  upon  to  add  to  my  report  a statement 
gravely  impugning  the  administration  of  this  prison.  The  Local  In- 
spector having  discovered,  upon  examining  the  hooks,  that  the  amount 
of  meal,  &c.,  issued,  as  appeared  by  the  store-keeper's  hook,  was  far  in 
excess  of  what  appeared  in  the  Dietary  Book,  and  that  such  excess  had 
extended  over  a long  series  of  years,  the  matter  was  submitted  to  the 
Board,  and  the  store-keeper  was  called  upon  for  an  explanation,  which 
he  furnished  in  writing,  stating  inter  alia  that  **  at  the  request  of  the 
Chaplains , who  are  the  inspectors  of  the  provisions  issued  to  the  prisoners, 
the  late  Local  Inspector  sanctioned  the  issuing  of  an  extra  allowance  of 
Indian  meal , dec.,  to  the  prisoners.”  This  remarkable  statement  was 
accepted  by  the  Board  as  “ satisfactory without  even  a reference  to 
the  surviving  Chaplains  (the  Local  Inspector  being  dead),  although 
the  Board,  it  is  to  be  presumed,  were  aware,  and  the  store-keeper 
especially,  an  officer  of  many  years  standing,  must  have  known  that  the 
Local  Inspector  was  wholly  without  authority  to  alter  the  dietary,  which 
is  framed  by  the  Inspectors-General,  and  approved  by  the  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant (to  whom  the  powers  formerly  vested  in  the  Queen’s  Bench  were 
transferred  by  the  19th  and  30th  Yic.,  cap.  68),  and  which  is  directed

while  the  females  exhibit  a tendency  to  decline. 

Offences  of  the  highest  gravity  have  not  been  prevalent ; there  was, 
however,  in  custody  a male  prisoner  charged  with  murder,  not  of  an 
agrarian  character,  but  attributed  to  jealousy.  There  were  moreover 
no  less  than  24  males,  who  had  been  engaged  in  riots  and  assaults  in 
connexion  with  the  excitement  arising  from  the  general  election,  and 
who  were  about  to  be  discharged  in  a few  days  after  my  official  visit. 
Among  the  females  were  two  of  almost  incorrigible  disposition,  com- 
mitted from  the  poorhouse,  one,  who  had  been  noticed  in  former 
reports,  and  another,  who  is  constantly  recurrent  to  gaol,  short  terms  of 
imprisonment  being  manifestly  of  no  avail  in  repressing,  or  correcting 
unruly  and  depraved  natures  in  this  sex.  There  were  no  returned  con- 
victs in  charge,  nor  lunatics,  either  “ dangerous  ” or  “ criminal,”  nor 
juveniles.  J

No  alteration  has  taken  place  since  the  last  inspection,  in  the  accom- 
modation, the  quarter  assigned  to  the  males  containing  cells  far  beyond 
the  ordinary  requirements,  hut  that  for  the  females  being  occasionally 
indequate  to  receive  the  “highest  number”  in  custody.  There  is, 
moreover,  no  proper  provision  for  female  debtors,  happily  now  a very 
rare  class  here,  a room  in  the  house  of  the  matron  being  solely  set 
apart  for  tbis  purpose.  Tbe  construction  of  the  prison,  consisting  as 
it  does  of  four  distinct  wings,  unfortunately  prevents  the  maintenance^ 
of  simultaneous  supervision,  or  of  a constant  check  upon  infractions  of 
discipline;  but  pending  legislation  with  regard  to  the  requirements 
hereafter  to  he  enforced  in  gaols,  I abstain  from  offering  any  sug- 
gestions. 

I found  the  whole  buildings  secure,  in  sound  repair,  free  from  damp, 
well  ventilated,  and  amply  provided  with  water  and  sewerage,  whichis  duly 
flushed.  The  stock  of  clothing  and  shoes  (a  tailor  and  a shoemaker, 
both  prisoners,  having  been  constantly  employed)  was  complete,  and 
also  of  the  bedding,  &e.,  except  that  some  of  the  blankets  were  thin.  A 
fresh  supply  however  had  been  ordered.  The  system  of  individual 
cellular  separation  is  extended  to  all  the  criminal  classes  of  both  sexes, 
except  lunatics,  epileptics,  the  sick,  and  their  several  attendants. . 

Unlock  takes  place  at  6,  a.m.,  in  summer,  and  at  daylight  in  winter. 
The  prisoners  are  locked  for  the  night  at  6,  p.m.,  in  summer,  and  at 
dusk  in  winter.  The  Governor  reports  that  he,  or  his  assistant  sees 
every  prisoner  locked  in  his  cell  at  night.  The  head  and  class  turn- 
keys afterwards  go  round  and  examine  the  locks.

challenged,  in  order  to  ascertain  that  he  is  in  his  cell.  The  cells  aren  t 
supplied  with  gas,  but  gas  remains  lighted  in  the  general  prison  until 
10  0 clock,  KM.  when  all  the  lights  in  the  gaol,  with  the  exception  of 
those  opposite  the  tell-tale  clocks,  are  extinguished.  At  that  hour  one 
oi  the  superior  officers  goes  his  last  rounds  for  the  night.  The 
is  placed  at  9 o'clock.

hours  daily,  one  hour  being  to  be  deducted  for  intervals  of  rest;  but

on  this  small  amount.  Industrial  employment  is  maintained  in  mak- 
ing up  all  materials  of  clothing,  and  in  linen  weaving  for  intern  use, 
and  in  manufacturing  mats  and  brushes  for  extern  sale.

The  schools  are  in  connexion  with  the  National  Board  of  Education, 
hut  the  Inspector  does  not  give  a highly  favourable  report  of  the  progress 
of  the  males,  who  are  instructed  by  a schoolmaster-turnkey  ; the  females 
being  taught  by  si  matron.  As,  however,  the  latter  are  generally  con- 
fined for  very  short  terms,  little  is  effected  among  pupils  of  this  sex. 
The  Chaplains  are  stated  to  examine  those  attending  the  schools  from 
time  to  time,  but  no  comments. are  entered  on  the  face  of  the  registry.

No  complaints  of  the  diet  were  preferred  by  any  of  the  prisoners. 
The  Chaplains  inspect  the  provisions  regularly,  observing  the  approved 
tabular  form  containing  each  item  of  food,  hut  I found  no  report  upon 
the  gruel.  Some  exceptions,  chiefly  to  the  milk,  appear  to  have  been 
taken,  but  very  rarely.

The  Local  Inspector,  the  Chaplains,  and  the  Medical  Officer,  are 
provided  with  journals.  The  registries  and  books  prescribed,  and 
recommended  by  the  several  authorities,  are  carefully  kept,  hut  the 
form  of  the  Daily  Employment  Book  differs  from  that  almost  univer- 
sally adopted  hi  the  prisons  of  this  kingdom.

I have  only  to  recapitulate  my  former  observations  upon  the  Bride- 
wells of  this  county  : — 

•‘No  improvement  has  taken  place  in  these  wretched  buildings, 
wanting  as  they  are  in  the  primary  requirements  of  minor  prisons,  and 
especially  the  due  separation  of  the  sexes ; hut  I am  bound  to  state 
that  the  local  authorities  appear  to  be  strongly  in  favour  of  their  abolition 
as  unfit  and  useless,  when  their  defective  condition,  the  small  numbers 
confined  in  them,  the  central  position  of  the  County  Gaol,  the  strict- 
ness of  the  discipline  administered  within  its  walls,  the  short  distances, 
and  the  facilities  of  communication,  are  taken  into  consideration.  X 
sincerely  trust,  therefore,  that  another  effort  will  he  made  to  abate 
these  nuisances  ; and  that,  in  the  event  of  failure,  the  Legislature  will 
intervene.

wiicreas  there  appears  to  he  a gradual  decline  in  the  females. 

The  chief  characteristic  of  crime,  however,  in  this  Hiding  is  the 
extraordinary  prevalence  of  personal  violence  and  disorder,  no  less 
than  27  of  the  males  recorded  above  falling  within  this  eatagory  of  layrie3S 
brutality.  There  were  2 for  trial  on  a charge  of  murder,  1 being  self- 
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accused ; 2 for  manslaughter,  1 being  convicted  of  the  latter  offence ; and  South 
the  remainder,  amounting  to  22,  tried  and  untried,  represented  different  District. 
gradations  of  assaults,  the  large  preponderance  consisting  of  cases  of  County  of 
considerable  gravity.  The  female  inmates  are  principally  derived,  as  Tipperary 
is  almost  universally  found  to  be  the  case  in  this  kingdom,  from  the 
debauched  and  degraded  class  of  prostitutes  and  pickpockets,  among  Gaol. 
whom,  moreover,  drunkenness  appears  to  he  greatly'  on  the  increase. 

Four  males  were  also  confined  here  as  being  connected  with  the  Fenian 
conspiracy.  8 by  virtue  of  warrants  issued  under  the  suspension  of  the 
“ Habeas  Corpus  Act,”  and  J under  rule  of  bail  for  the  use  of  seditious 
language.  There  were  no  juveniles  in  custody,  nor  had  any  been 
committed  here  during  the  current  year.  In  1885  only  3 males  and  2 
females  coming  within  this  age-period  passed  through  the  prison,  1 of 
whom,  a female,  was  transmitted  to  a reformatory.  There  were,  I am 
happy  to  add,  no  lunatics  committed  as  such,  but  there  were  2 females 
under  remand  who  were  considered  to  be  of  unsound  mind.  The  gaol 
is  now  largely  relieved  from  this  most  unsuitable  class  of  inmates,  only 
14  males  and  8 females  belonging  to  the  category  having  been  in 
charge  during  1865.  One  male  was  suspected  to  be  a returned  convict, 
but  none  were  known  to  be  such.

I found  the  whole  building  at  my  inspection  in  a highly  creditable 
condition  of  cleanliness  and  order,  in  sound  repair,  free  from  damp, 
any,  provided  with  an  ample  flow  of  water,  and  with  effective  sewerage, 
which  is  flushed,  and  secure,  as  far  as  material  requirements  can  render 
it  so,  new  padlocks  of  the  most  improved  kind  having  been  procured 
for  the  entire  gaol,  and  stoeklocks  for  the  doors  leading  to  the  galleries 
and  to  the  sections.  The  stock  of  bedding,  blankets,  and  sheets,  and 
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South  of  gaol  clothing  and  shoes,  for  the  storage  of  which  there  is  excellent 
District,  accommodation,  was  fully  adequate,  and  no  opportunity  is  thrown  aw-tv

Tippefiary  The  old  and  imperfect  system  (if  it  deserves  the  name)  of  classification 
jSS  st!11  exists  llel'e>  3X113  tllere  are  some  defects,  which  in  any  event  require 
to  he  remedied,  such  as  the  wants  of  the  hospital,  detailed  below,  and 
of  quarters  for  the  female  debtors,  who  at  present  are  placed  in  a section 
of  the  criminal  prison,  and  of  artificial  heating  for  the  laundry.  But 
I abstain  from  urging  at  the  present  period  any  particular  action  in 
carrying  out  a large  and  comprehensive  design  of  improvement,  pend- 
ing legislation,  and  the  probability  of  a considerable  change  in  the 
statutable  requirements,  as  well  as  in  tlie  constitution,  and  even  in  the 
distribution  of  prisons  throughout  this  kingdom. 

Unlock  takes  place  in  summer  at  0 a.m.,  and  in  winter  at  7 a.m.,  ami 
lock-up  at  6 r.u.  and  o p.m.  respectively.  Gas  is  supplied  in  tlie'cells 
of  one  section  only  for  two  hours,  and  is  extinguished  at  7 p.m.  The 
Governor  or  tbe  head  turnkey  attends  the  lock-up,  and  prisoners  are 
ascertained  to  be  in  their  cells  after  lock-up  by  looking  through  the 
door-traps,  and  by  challenge,  and  a superior  officer  goes  his  final  rounds 
at  10  p.m.,  or  sometimes  later.  The  night-watch  is  set  at  9 p.m.,  and 
is  performed  by  one  individual,  whose  vigilance  and  regularity  are 
tested  by  two  tell-tale  clocks  placed  in  opposite  quarters  of  the 
precincts. 

The  keys  of  tbe  prison  are  kept  by  the  Governor  in  his  bedroom  at 
night.

Punitive  labour  is  almost  a nullity  here;  pumping  water  and  break- 
ing stones  alone  approximating  to  this  branch  of  discipline.  As,  however, 
the  whole  question  of  labour  of  this  character,  and  of  diet  are  about  to 
undergo  consideration,  I abstain  from  any  further  comment.  Indus- 
trial employment  is  actively  maintained,  several  of  the  turnkeys  being 
handicraftsmen,  or  capable  of  teaching  the  rudiments  of  trades.  No 
new  material  is  manufactured,  but  all  articles  of  wear  are  made  up 
within  the  walls,  and  some  profit  is  derived  from  extern  sale,  chiefly  of 
mats  and  brushes.

of  white  bread,  and  1 quart  of  new  milk  daily  for  each. 

The  turnkeys  are  furnished  with  fire-arms  and  uniforms.  Prisoners 
are  employed  in  cooking  for  the  unmarried  officers— a practice  highly 
objectionable,  as  leading  to  favouritism,  and  to  a relaxation  of  discipline 
towards  the  former,  especially  with  regard  to  food.

I would  revert  under  this  heading  to  the  observations  submitted  by 
my  colleague  and  myself  in  former  reports,  as  to  the  policy  of  discon- 
tinuing the  defective  and  unnecessary  bridewells  of  this  comity,  except 
that  of  Tkurles.  In  reference  to  the  new  bridewell  at  Newport , having 
regard  to  the  wretched  and  untenantable  condition  of  the  old  building, 
which  is  utterly  unfit  for  human  occupation,  we  consider  it  advisable 
that  prisoners,  acl  interim , should  be  transferred  to  the  former,  with, 
however,  the  distinct  understanding  that  the  expression  of  this  opinion 
on  our  part  is  not  to  he  taken  as  a sanction  for  the  continuance  of  the 
bridewell,  in  the  event  of  legislation  being  directed,  of  which  there 
appeal's  to  be  no  doubt,  to  an  alteration  in  the  requirements  and  the 
whole  constitution  of  these  minor  prisons.

When  we  examine  the  above  schedules,  and  consider  concurrently 
with  them  the  record  of  the  daily  averages  for  the  three  preceding  years, 
and  for  the  expired  period  of  tiie  current  year,  we  find  a gradual  ten* 
dency  to  decline  among  the  females,  whose  aggregate  is  maintained 
chiefly  by  the  recommittal  of  prostitutes,  and  those  of  disorderly  cha- 
racter j but  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  tljo  males  in  1806,  as 
compared  with  1305,  is  almost  exclusively  due  (there  being  a slight 
proportionate  advance  in  offences  involving  personal  violence)  to  the 
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detention  of  a large  body  of  political  prisoners,  arrested  on  warrants 
issued  by  virtue  of  the  powers  vested  in  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  under 
the  Act  for  suspending  the  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus,  no  less  than  forty 
haying  been  included  in  this  category.  Vagrancy  has  experienced  a 
great  diminution,  and  drunkenness,  as  compared  with  the  past  years, 
has  fallen  in  the  jsitio  of  nearly  two-fifths. 

Lunatics,  I am  happy  to  add , in  consequence  of  the  relief  afforded  by 
the  Auxiliary  Asylum,  no  longer  interfere  with  the  general  discipline ; 
and  juvenile  offenders  have  ceased  to  constitute  a prevalent  class  ; only 
SO  males  anrl  3 females,  in  1865,  and  18  males,  and  3 females,  in 
1866  (of  whom  six  males  were  transferred  to  reformatories),  having 
passed  through  the  prison.  There  was  but  one  returned  convict  in 
charge  (a  male)  ascertained  to  be  such,  photography  being  employed 
here  as  a valuable  auxiliary  to  justice.

I found  the  prison  generally  in  sound  repair,  amply  provided  with 
water,  and  with  sewerage  capable  of  being  flushed,  and  sufficiently 
supplied  for  existing  requirements  with  clothing  and  shoes,  and  with 
bedding,  blankets,  and  sheets,  there  being  an  adequate  stock  m store 
for  issue  to  the  cots , with  which  the  cells  intended  to  be  occupied  by 
prisoners  in  ordinary  health  are  fitted,  as  it  will  be  necessary  to  place 
those  subject  to  epileptic  fits,  or  other  similar  infirmities,  in  the  old 
gaol,  where  the  standing  bedsteads  remain.  The  order  and  discipline 
of  the  whole  institution  were  in  as  satisfactory  a condition,  as  is  consist- 
ent with  the  present  unavoidable  abeyance  of  both,  in  consequence  of 
the  alteration  of  the  buildings. 

Since  the  last  inspection  much  has  been  earned  into  effect  with  the 
view  to  the  establishment,  and  maintenance  of  the  system  of  cellular 
separation,  and  the  cells  (viz.,  l&U  for  males,  and  59  for  females),  are 
nearly  ready  for  occupation,  gas  having  been  introduced  into  each, 
which  is  checked  by  stop-cocks.  In  some  of  them  however  the  leakage

prisoners  committed  after  lock-up  are  confined  in  two  corridors  on 
the  basement  story,  set  apart  for  drunkards  and  examination  cases,  with 
locks  and  keys  totally  distinct  in  form  from  those  belonging  to  other 
sections,  the  final  examination  of  the  whole  taking  place  at  10  o’clock, 
when  the  Governor  deposits  in  an  iron  safe  placed  in  bis  bed-room  the 
keys  of  every  part  of  the  prison,  including  those  of  the  hospital,  to 
which  bells  are  now  attached  for  the  purpose  of  giving  an  alarm,  when 
aid  is  required. 

The  Governor  occasionally  makes  a circuit  of  the  prison  at  late  and 
unexpected  hours,  and  a nightly  patrol  is  performed  in  two  watches  of 
four  hours  each,  from  1 0,  P.M.,  to  6,  a.m.,  by  the  turnkeys  in  rotation. 

The  locks  are  generally  reported  to  he  in  satisfactory  working  order, 
and  when  needing  repair  are  conveyed  to  and  from  the  contractor  by  an 
officer  of  the  prison,  but  sufficient  supervision  does  not  appear  to  be 
exercised  over  this  vital  matter  of  security.

Only  two  prisoners,  who  were  both  in  solitary  confinement  for  highly 
refractory  conduct,  complained  of  the  stirabout,  a sample  of  which  I 
tasted,  and  found  to  be  unexceptionable,  as  were' also  the  milk  and  the 
bieiul,  although  some  objections  were  occasionally  recorded  with  regard 
to  the  hitter  by  the  Chaplains,  who  are  regular  in  their  inspection  of 
the  provisions,  observing  the  approved  form  of  tabular  comment.

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Upon  an  analysis  of  the  committals,  with  a view  to  the  nature  of  the 
crimes,  we  observe  a marked  uniformity  in  both  sexes  ; assaults  of  various 
grades,  offences  against  the  person  and  the  public  peace,  and  larcenies 
constituting  a large  preponderance,  while  the  number  of  re-committals  of 
the  same  individuals  attests  the  disorderly  class,  constantly  recurrent, 
from  which  a considerable  proportion  of  the  gaol  population  is  derived. 
Some  improvement  during, the  current  year  is  observable  in  the  pro- 
portion of  the  committals  of  both  sexes  for  drunkenness,  as  compared 
with  I860.

I found  the  prison  throughout  in  a creditable  condition  of  order  and 
cleanliness,  and  of  discipline,  as  far  as  the  latter  can  be  maintained  con- 
sistently with  the  frequent  excess  of  the  females  over  the  cellular  accom- 
modation assigned  to  their  sex,  and  other  imperfections,  which  I enumerate 
below. 

The  building  is  in  sound  repair  and  free  from  damp,  but  some  of  the 
unheated  cells  on  the  basement  story  are  scarcely  tenantable.  The  venti- 
lation is  improved,  the  supply  of  water  ample,  and  the  sewerage  capable 
of  being  flushed. 

The  bedding,  blankets,  and  sheets  were  sufficient  for  existing  require- 
ments, and  some  rugs  had  lately  been  provided.  The  stock  also  of  prison 
clothing  and  shoes  was  adequate.

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South  s.ures  for  security  have  heen  carried  into  efi'ect  by  procuring  from  London 
District,  double-shot  locks  of  the  most  approved  description  for  all  the  outer  doors 
County  and  antl  i’or  the  iron  gate  leading  to  the  corridors.  I now  proceed  to  note 

City  of  some  points  which  are  open  to  grave  objection.  At  the  hospitals  the 
11 walls  connecting  them  with  the  boundary  wall  afford  facilities  for  escape 
as  does  also  the  position  of  the  privies,  especially  that  on  the  male  side' 
for  which,  if  required,  a light  iron  building  in  the  centre  of  the  yard  mi«kt 
be  substituted,  smell-traps  to  be  placed  over  the  sinks.  Ash-pits,  moreover 
Standing  at  the  corners  of  the  exercising,  yards  of  both  sections  of  the 
hospital,  supply  means  of  communication  between  the  sexes.  The  yard 
in  front  of  the  hospital  is  liable  to  flooding  or  overflow,  an  evil  which 
might  be  obviated  by  sloping  the  ground  down  to  a central  gutter  so  as 
to  cut  off  the  run  of  water  towards  the  building,  and  a cross  wall  also  from 
the  latter  to  the  rare  of  the  treadwheel  shed  is  much  heeded  to  complete 
. the  separation  of  the  quarters  allocated  respectively  to  the  sexes.  An 
ash-pit,  which  stands  in  the  male  exercising-yard,  ought  to  be  removed  as 
at  present  it  renders  an  escape  into  the  female  yard  very  easy.  The 
buildings  containing  the  laundries  for  the  males  and  females  are  divided 
by  a party  wall  only,  and  the  privies  in  the  yards  annexed  to  these  adjoin 
each  other,  being  placed  under  one  tank  common  to  both,  so  that  oppor- 
tunities of  holding  communication  are  not  only  possible,  hut  probable. 
Throughout  the  whole  building  the  projection  of  coigns  and  decorative 
work,  both  in  stone  and  in  brick,  greatly  impairs  safe  custody,  and  the 
debtors’  prison  especially,  situated  as  it  is,  close  to  the  boundary  wall,  is 
very  insecure,,  being  unprovided  with  bars  in  the  section  occupied ’by 
masters ; and  the.  facilities  of  communication,  not  only  between  masters 
and  male  paupers,  but  between  males  and  females  (the  latter  being  iiappily 
now  but  few  in  number),  unfavourably  affect  the  discipline  to  be  observed, 
for  there  is  only  a thin  .partition  of  sheeting-board  between  the  quarters’ 
occupied  by  males  and  females  of  the  first  class.  A similar  objection 
exists  as  to  the  isolation  of.  the  female- prison,  a wooden  partition  and  two 
slight  doors,  fastened  with  one  look  only  of  the  simplest  construction, 
constituting  the  division  between  the  two  sections.  Two  looks  of  different 
design,  and  of  the  best  description,  the  keys  of  which  should  be  held  solely 
by  the  Governor  or  Matron,  are  imperatively  required,  in  order  to  prevent 
intercourse  between  the  male  and  female  officers,  inasmuch  as  the  turnkeys’ 
apartments  are  placed  close  fo  the  partition.  X dwell  upon  the  inadequacy" 
of  this  barrier,  because  under  similar  circumstances  a scandal  of  the  gravest 
character  arose  in  another  prison. 

The  system  of  individual  cellular  separation  is  enforced  among  the 
criminal  classes,  except  in  the  case  of  lunatics,  epileptics,  arid  their  sane 
attendants,  in  hospital,  in  chapel,  in  school,  and  when  engaged  in  working 
the  crank-pump,  in  cooking,  and  at  exercise.  In  some  of  these  cases 
supervision  may  be  carried  out  with  sufficient  precaution,  but  in  others 
material  means  of  separation  are  demanded,  such  as  the  erection  of  com- 
partments, and  the  affixing  of  stalls.  In  the  laundry,  also,  latticed  doors 
require  to  be  attached  to  the  compartments ; and  association,  which  rioiv 
prevails  during  the  wringing  out  of  the  articles  washed;  ironing,  and 
mangling,  might  be  modified  by  the  substitution  of  a wringing  apparatus, 
and  by  carrying  oh  tlie  latter  processes  at  a different  time  from  the 
washing,  so  as  to  concentrate  the  undivided  attention  of  the  officers. 

Lock-cp,  from  the  1st  of  March  to  the  1st  of  September,  takes  place  at 
8,  p.m.  ; and  from  the  1st  of  September  to  the  1st  of  March,  at  5-30,  p.m. ; 
unloch  during  these  periods  respectively  being  bold  at  6 and  6'30,  a.m. 

. Governor  and  his  deputy  attend  the  lock-up,  and  see  each  prisoner 
■in  his  cell ; the  gas  being  kept  lighted  in  the  cells  for  two  hours  aftet 
lock-up  during  the  winter  months.  Two  turnkeys  arc  on  duty  in  tbs 
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inspection-hall  from  lock-up  until  the  gaol  is  finally  closed  for  the  night 
at  10,  p.m.,  and  upon  their,  extinguishing  the  gas,  they  first  ascertain  that 
each  prisoner  is  in  his  cell  by  challenge  and  by  looking  through  the  in- 
spection hole.  At  10,  p.m;,  the  Governor  and  his  deputy  inspect  the  prison 
and  hospital,  and  see  that  all  Is  secured.  The  night  locks,  which  are 
affixed  to  all  the  doors  (in  the  male  and  female  sections)  leading  to  the 
exterior  of  the  prison,  are  double  shot  with  the  master-key  in  the 
presence  of  the  Governor  by  his  deputy.  All  keys  are  then  taken  by  the 
Governor,  and  placed  by  him  in  an  iron  safe  in  his  bedroom.  The  turn- 
keys are  inspected  and  dismissed  for  the  night,  charge  being  delivered 
over  to  the  night  watchman,  who  patrols  outside  the  prison,  and  who  is 
occasionally  visited  by  the  Governor  at  unexpected  hours.  There  is  an 
alarm  bell  which  maintains  communication  with  the  Governor  s house,  and 
also  with  the  deputy’s  room,  both  from  the  inside  and  outside  of  the  prison. 

The  vigilance  of  the  external  patrol  is  very  inadequately  tested  by  a 
single  tell-tale  clock  placed  at  the  extremity  of  the  prison  at  the  hospital, 
aud  not  specially  protected;  three,  perfectly  defended  against  tampering 
being  indispensable  for  this  vital  element  of  discipline  and.  security.  There 
is  no  internal  patrol,  an  omission  which  amounts  to  a non-compliance  with 
the  3rd  & 4th  Vic.,  cap.  44,  contemplating  as  it  does  the  constant  presence 
of  ah  officer  on  the  watch  to  communicate  with  the  prisoners  in  their  cells, 
when  they  summon  aid  or  attendance. 

Two  turnkeys  sleep  in  rooms  off  the  inspection-hall,  and  thus  not  being 
on  responsible  duty,  and  not  being  locked  up,  have  opportunities  of  access 
to  the  cell  traps,  which  can  be  readily  opened;  and  which  from  their  posi- 
tion would  enable  the  inmates  of  the  cells  to  reach  the  lock  outside.  The 
turnkeys  therefore  ought  to  be  locked  in,  and  bolts  attached  to  the  cell 
doors,  with  an  iron  strap  and  hasp  fitted  to  cover  the  key-hole,  and  fast- 
ened with  special  padlocks,  ike  locks  are  reported  to  be  in  good  working 
order,  and  when  requiring  repair  they  are  mended  in  the  gaol  forge  by  a 
smith,  who  is  considered  to  he  trustworthy.

The  above  schedules  may  be  accepted  as  fairly  representing  the  ordinary 
application  of  labour  of  both  kinds.  Frieze  for  the  males,  shirting,  sheet- 
ing, and  towelling  are  manufactured,  and  all  articles  of  clothing  and  wear 
are  made  up  in  the  prison,  three  of  the  turnkeys  being  handicraftsmen 
viz.,  a weaver,  a tailor,  and  a shoemaker.  The  males  wash  for  the  mili- 
tary, and  the  females  for  the  general  public.  The  prisoners  under  rule  of 
hard  labour  after  the  daily  fulfilment  of  the  sentence,  are  employed  in  in- 
dustrial employment,  but  are  excluded  from  any  share  in  their  earnings, 
in  accordance  with  the  107th  section  of  the  Prisons  Act.  Small  sums’ 
however  are  allowed  on  discharge.

The  schools  are  in  connexion  with  the  National  Board,  whose  inspector 
reports  a pretty  fair  amount  of  progress.  Both  the  master,  who  had  been 
very  recently  appointed,  and  the  mistress  (the  assistant-matron)  are  classed 
teachers  under  the  Board.  The  form  of  registry  recommended  by  the 
Inapecfcors-General  is  in  use  here,  and  the  Protestant  Chaplain  occasionally 
visits  the  schools.  The  proportion  of  pupils  measured  by  the  daily  aver- 
age of  the  inmates  of  the  prison  is  rather  limited. 

Dietary  and  Contracts.

No  complaints  were  preferred  to  me  by  any  of  the  prisoners  with  re- 
spect to  the  provisions,  which  are  regularly  inspected  by  the  Chaplains, 
the  approved  form  of  tabular  comment  being  observed ; and  I found  a few 
exceptions  to  the  milk  recorded.  The  males  and  females  employed  in 
washing,  receive  by  order  of  the  Medical  Officer,  renewed  from  time  to 
time,  an  allowance  of  extra  diet,  bread  being  substituted  for  stirabout  in 
the  case  of  prisoners  of  the  latter  sex.

Upon  reviewing  the  whole  of  the  above  records  collectively,  we  do 
not  find  matter  for  special  comment,  the  higher  figure  of  the  males  for 
the  expired  portion  of  the  current  year  being  attributable  to  the  pre- 
sence of  the  lunatics.  Among  prisoners  of  this  sex,  crimes  involving 
various  gradations  of  personal  violence  and  of  disorder,  larcenies,  and 
offences  under  the  Poor  Law  Act  are  very  rife ; the  latter  also  being 
prevalent  among  the  females,  who,  however,  are  chiefly  characterized 
by  larcenies'.  Vagrancy  has  greatly  diminished,  and  committals  for 
drunkenness  have  declined  in  number,  but  this  reduction  is  due 
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probably  to  the  practice  of  summoning  and  fining  those  charged 
with  that  offence.  Juveniles  also  now  form  a smaller  portion  of  the 
inmates,  21  males  only  and  4 females  in  the  year  1865,  and  1 male  and 
5 females  in  the  present  year  (of  whom  1 was  transferred  to  a reforma- 
tory), having  passed  through  the  prison.  But  that,  which  is  the  most 
abnormal,  and  the  most  pressing  evil,  is  the  fearful  preponderance  of 
lunatics,  many  of  whom  are  unjustly  termed  “dangerous,”  as  appears  by 
the  subjoined  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Lunatic  Asylums,  no  less  than 
■fifty-four  males  out  of  eighty-three  so-called  criminal  prisoners,  and  three 
out  of  fourteen  females  having  been  committed  under  this  category. 

I cannot,  therefore,  conclude  this  section  of  my  report  without 
recording  an  earnest  protest  against  the  continuance  of  such  a state  of 
law,  and  administration,  as  that  a gaol,  an  institution  designed  for  the 
punishment  of  crime,  and  for  training  responsible  offenders  in  habits 
of  industry,  and  in  moral  improvement,  should  be  perverted  into  a 
wholly  inadequate  receptacle  for  the  insane,  and  the  idiotic;  that  the 
staff  should  be  withdrawn  from  their  legitimate  duties  to  perform  offices 
(for  the  discharge  of  which  they  were  not  engaged  and  are  not  qualified), 
and  that  the  whole  system  of  discipline  provided  at  a great  expense,  viz., . 
that  of  individual  cellular8 separation  should  be  nullified;  for  as  long,  as 
the  existing  law  remains  in  force,  even  when  the  new  asylum  at  Ennis- 
corthy  now  in  progress,  shall  be  completed,  and  be  ready  for  occupa- 
tion, the  prison  will  always  be  liable  to  the  intrusion  of  those  most 
unfit  inmates.  I.  would  add  that,  although  the  Inspector  of  Lunatic 
Asylums,  whose  special  attention  to  the  condition  of  those  unhappy 
beings  had  been  urgently  invited  by  the  Local  Inspector  at  the  instance 
of  the  Board,  bears  willing  testimony  to  the  manner,  in  which,  as  far 
as  is  consistent  with  the  very  limited  means  and  appliances  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  authorities,  the  insane  are  heated  here,  no  less  than  5 
deaths  of  lunatics  have  occurred  in  the  three  months  ending  with 
September — 1 being  the  suicide  of  a female,  who,  while  occupying  a 
dormitory  with  six  other  lunatics  of  the  same  sex,  under  the  charge  of 
two  matrons,  contrived  in  the  course  of  the  night  to  leave  her  bed 
unperceived,  and  succeeded  in  hanging  herself  from  the  rail  of  a small 
staircase  leading  to  the  chamber  below. 

COPY  OF  DOCTOR  NUGENT’S  REPORT. 

Septembers,  1866. 

I this  day  inspected  the  Wexford  Gaol,  which  I regret  to  find  contains  no  less  than 
58  men  and  3 females ; all,  so  far  as  the  forms  are  concerned,  regularly  committed  as 
being  dangerously  insane ; but  I apprehend  that  in  this  county,  as  in  others,  due  attention 
is  not  paid  to  the  provision  of  the  statute,  which  specially  directs  that  the  parties  in 
question  should  he  personally  brought  before  each  of  the  magistrates  who  sign  the 
warrant.  I think,  too,  that  the  physicians  who  testify  are  not  as  particular  as  they 
ought  to  be.  One  thing  is  certain,  that  there  are  confined  here  at  present  individuals 
under  the  denomination  of  dangerous  lunatics,  who  I understand  were  not  only  perfectly 
harmless,  when  presented  for  admission,  but  almost  incapable  of  bodily  exertion.  Thus 
the  gaol  has  become  crowded  with  cases  which  with  ordinary  care  could  he  efficiently 
attended  to  at  home. 

On  my  visit  I was  accompanied  by  Mr.  Farrell,  the  County  Engineer,  who  saw  no  mmns 
of  increasing  the  accommodation  even  for  temporary  purposes.  I trust  the  Asylum  at  Ennis- 
cortby  will  be  opened  early  in  the  spring,  when  existing  difficulties  wifi  cease  altogether. 
Meanwhile  I see  no  immediate  method  of  meeting  them  in  the  prison  itself ; if  there  be  a 
possibility  of  engaging  suitable  premises  adjoining  the  Carlow  Asylum,  advantage  will  be 
taken  of  it  by  the  Inspectors.  Meanwhile  it  is  satisfactory  to  feel  that  due  care  and  kind- 
ness are  extended  to  the  lunatic  inmates  of  the  Wexford  Gaol,

I found  tlie  prison  in  a creditable  condition  of  cleanliness  and  order 
(in  spite  of  the  great  detriment  of  both  caused  by  the  lunatics),  in 
sound  repair,  free  from  damp,  well  ventilated,  and  amply  supplied  with 
water. . The  sewerage,  however,  requires  immediate  rectification,  as  too 
much  importance  cannot  be  attached  to  this  vital  element  of  health. 
In  some  places  the  security  of  the  gaol  is  still  imperfect.  The  wings 
of  the  central  gate-building,  containing  the  officers’  apartments,  afford 
great  facilities  for  escape  by  means  of  the  eave-shoots  and  down  pipes ; 
the  latter  especially  ought  to  be  removed,  and  the  walls  raised  to  a 
sufficient  height  The  walls  and  gates,  moreover,  adjoining  the  wings 
on  eaek  flank  impair  the  security,  which  might  be  satisfactorily 
strengthened  by  the  substitution  of  iron  railings  surmounted  by  rotatory 
ch  evaux-de-frize. 

Some  measures  have  already  been  adopted  to  further  this  object,  a 
privy,  which  abutted  on  the  outer  wall,  having  been  removed,  and  22 
new  cell-locks  of  the  most  approved  pattern  having  been  procured. 
They  are  furnished  with  two  keys,  wholly  different ; one  remaining 
during  the  day  with  the  turnkey  in  charge,  the  other  key,  a master- 
key,  being  in  the  charge  of  the  Governor.  The  master-key  shoots  the 
bolt,  when  already  shot,  to  a distance  much  beyond  the  first  locking, 
after  which  it  can  only  be  unlocked  by  the  master-key,  in  the  hands  of 
the  Governor,  or  in  his  absence  in  those  of  the  Deputy  Governor. 

Six  locks  on  the  doors  opening  to  the  yards  have  also  been  affixed 
and  fitted  with  a master-key  to  lock  out  the  turnkey’s  key. 

Two  more  have  been  placed  on  the  doors  in  the  inner  hall ; so  that 
no  person  can  pass  up  or  down  without  the  knowledge  of  the  night 
watch. 

. Tbe  outer  gate  has  been  strengthened  by  an  additional  beam  and  a 
very  powerful  holt,  to  which  a lock  is  attached  for  night  use,  the  key 
ot  this  lock  being  in  the  charge  of  the  Governor,  or  in  his  absence  ia 
that  of  the  Deputy  Governor.

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The  apparatus  for  heating  the  male  quarter  is  far  inferior  in  point  of  Sooth 
equable  temperature  to  that  of  the  female  section,  and  requires  constant  DlsIBJC,r' 
observation,  and.  the  test  of  thermometers.  The  punishment-cells,  County  of 
moreover,  are  unprovided  with  artificial-  heat,  and  are  therefore  unte-  w?&°rd 
nantable  in  winter,  or  severe  weather.  The  rooms  allocated  to  the  “ 
master  debtors  overlook  the  cooking  yard,  which  'is  very  objectionable, 
as  affording  means  of  communication  between  this  class  and  the 

criminals.  , . , . , , . 

The  system  of  individual  separation,  subject  to  the  very  considerable 
deduction  of  the  lunatics,  their  sane  attendants,  epileptics,  and  the  sick 
in  hospital,  is  strictly  applied  to  all  the  criminal  classes  of  both  sexes, 
the  school-room,  the  school-benches,  the  laundry,  and  lavatories  being 
all  divided  into  stalled  apartments. 

Unlock  takes  place  at  6,  A.M.,  in  summer,  and  at  7,  a.m.,  in  winter, 
the  lock-up  being  held  at  6,  p.m.,  in  summer,  and  at  dark  in  winter. 

All  the  officers,  except  the  gate  turnkey,  are  present  at  the  lock-up, 
and  gas  is  kept  lighted  in  the  cells  until  8,  P.M.,  when  it  is  lowered, 
but  not  extinguished,  as  at  10,  p.m.,  the  Governor,  or  in  his  absence 
the  Deputy  Governor,  goes  round  and  verifies  the  presence  of  each 
inmate  by  raising  the  gas,  and  looking  through  the  trap  ; the  numbers 
being  checked  by  the  night-watch,  who  certifies  the  correctness  of  them 
in  a book  allocated  to  the  purpose;  and  the  locks  being  tried  and  ascer- 
tained to  be  fastened.  At  the  same  time  the  outer  night  stocklock  is 
locked  bv  the  Governor  or  Deputy,  with  a master-key,  which  is  never 
in  the  possession  of  any  other  officer.  The  keys,  including  those  of  the 
hospital,  to  which  an  alarm-bell  is  attached  in  case  of  need,  are  checked 
at  lock-up,  and  again  after  the  final  locking  at  10,  p.m.,  and  deposited 
in  an  iron  safe,  the  key  of  which  is  held  by  the  Governor  only.  The 
safe  stands  in  the  office ; but  it  would  be  advisable  to  remove  it,  as  is 
the  case  in  other  prisons,  to  the  Governor’s  bed-room.  The  locks, 
which  are  reported  to  be  in  a generally  satisfactory  condition,  are  now 
always  repaired  within  the  walls  of  the  prison.  At  10,  s.si.,  the  night- 
watch  is  set,  and  a patrol  is  performed  by  a turnkey,  each  taking  the 
duty  in  rotation.  There  is  only  one.  tell-tale  clock,  which  is  not  ade- 
quately protected  against  tampering,  hut  which  already  has  led  to  Ihe 
discovery  of  neglect,  and  want  of  vigilance.  Two  at  least,  perfectly 
defended,  and  placed  in  opposite  extremities  of  the  building, _ are  indis- 
pensable : and  the  imposition  of  severe  fines  for  any  dereliction  m this 
vital  branch  of  prison  discipline  and  safety  is  also  demanded.

No  complaints  were  preferred  by  any  of  the  prisoners  with  regard  to 
the  provisions.  I tasted  the  bread,  milk,  and  stirabout,  and  found  them 
all  to  be  of  unexceptionable  quality.  The  Chaplains  observe  the  tabular 
form  of  comment  suggested  by  the  Inspeetors-General,  which  rarely 
contains  objections  to  any  item  of  food,  except  to  the  gruel,  the  latter 
being  undoubtedly  very  thin. 


Books  and  Accounts. 

The  officers  are  all  provided  with  journals,  and  the  registries  and 
prescribed  books,  &c„  are  generally  kept  with  accuracy.  A revision  of 
the  by-laws,  which  is  more  fully  referred  to  below,  is  indispensable, 
with  regard  to  the  duties  of  the  officers,  and  to  the  admission  of  visiters 
to  prisoners,  every  member  of  the  Board  at  present  being  empowered 
to  issue  an  order  for  this  purpose.

General  Observations. 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  I have  to  notice  the  circumstances  of  an 
attempt  at  escape  by  a prisoner  named  Richard  Furlong  from  this  gaol, 
which  gravely  inculpate  the  staff,  and  establish  the  existence  of  neglect, 
and  laxity  of  discipline. 

The  Board  of  (Superintendence  assembled  shortly  after  the  occur- 
rence, and  held  an  investigation  (but  not  upon  oath),  which  proved  to 
be  so  abortive,  and  unsatisfactory,  that  thelnspectors-General  urged  a 
reconsideration  of  the  case ; and  the  Board  having  subsequently  met 
again  and  adjourned,  in  order  that  one  of  the  Inspectors-General 
might  be  present  at'  the  further  hearing,  I conceived  it  to  be  my  duty, 
as  the  Inspector  for  the  southern  district,  to  put  into  operation  the 
provisions  of  the  22nd  section  of  the  19th  and  20th  Vie.,  cap.  68  ; and 
under  my  certificate  to  move  the  Lord  Lieutenant  to  direct  an  inquiry 
upon  oath  into  the  whole  case,  which  accordingly  took  place  on  the 
12th  of  September,,  in  my  presence ; and  I feel  bound  to  state  that  the 
proceedings  were  conducted  with  ability  and  impartiality,  and  with  an 
obvious  desire  to  elicit  the  whole  truth,  to  ascertain  defects,  and  to  de- 
vise the  means  of  remedy,  and  correction. 

The  Board  finally,  in  compliance  with  the  section  above  recited, 
transmitted  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant  a copy  of  the  evidence  taken  at  the 
investigation,  together  with  a report  of  their  opinion  thereon,  a sum- 
mary of  which  I subjoin : — 

The  Board  found  no  indication  of  connivance  at  the  prisoner's  escape;  but  they  regretted 
having  before  them  evidence  of  defective  supervision,  laxity  of  discipline,  insufficient 
training  of  inferior  officers,  and  carelessness  in  searching  prisoners,  which  afforded  facilities 
for  this  prison  breach,  and  furnished  means  for  its  accomplishment. 

Notoriously  an  expert  burglar  and  escaped  convict,  Richard  Furlong,  from  the  date  of 
his  committal  was  employed  as  a shoemaker,  permitted  as  such  to  frequent  the  goods 
store  of  the  prison,  where  strong  rope,  balls  of  hemp,  leather,  and  a variety  of  niaterials 
are  deposited,  to  remain  there  insufficiently  watched,  sometimes  even  alone.  Taken  on 
the  12th  of  July  to  the  County  Court-house  for  trial,  he  was  permitted,  though  in  the  cus- 
tody of  a turnkey  and  five  of  the  constabulary,  to  receive  oranges,  cakes,  and  other  food 
from  persons  outside;  brought  back  at  the  close  of  the  day,  after  receiving  sentence  to  nine 
years’  penal  servitude ; he  was  carelessly  searched,  a piece  of  griddle  bread  (in  which  it  is 
now  supposed  a whip-saw  was  concealed)  found  upon  his  person  was  at  once  returned  to 
him,  and  he  was  replaced  on  the  following  mornings,  the  13th  and  14th,  in  his  working 
cell,  without  any  greater  restriction  than  before.  On  the  morning  of  the  14th,  having 
then  or  previously  cut  through  and  removed  one  of  the  window  bars  of  his  working  cell, 
he  let  himself  down  from  a height  of  thirty-five  Eeet  into  the  area  of  the  gaol,  and  would 
probably  have  escaped  over  the  outer  Avail  hut  for  the  brightness  of  the  hour ; this  occurred 
between  9 and  10  o’clock,  during  which  hour  it  has  been  the  reprehensible  custom  to  per- 
mit all  the  turnkeys,  except  the  schoolmaster,  to  remain  in  their  apartments  for  breakfast : 
his  recapture  was  immediate.  Hanging  downwards  from  the  window,  were  found  a strong 
scaffold  rope,  24  feet  long,  with  a lighter,  hut  very  strong  rope,  of  twisted  shoemaker’s  hemp, 
attached;  and  on  the  person  of  the  prisoner  another  rope  of  twisted  hemp,  with  loops  as 
for  the  feet,  all  of  such  a sort  as  might  have  been  and  undoubtedly  were  abstracted  from 
the  goods  store.  The  saw,  or  other  instrument  used  in  cutting  the  window  bar  has  not 
been  discovered,  and  the  mode  of  its  introduction  into  the  prison  still  remains  doubtful. 

The  Board,  however,  found  partial  exculpation  for  such  apparent  inefficiency  in  the 
following  facts,  viz.,  the  non-publication  by  themselves  of  any  rules  for  prison  search,  the 
overworked  condition  of  the  prison  staff  from  the  custody  of  over  sixty  lunatics,  the  deli- 
cate health  of  the  Governor,  who  has  been  under  medical  care  and  treatment  for  some 
months,  the  coincident  illness  of  the  most  useful  of  the  turnkeys,  who  filled  the  post  of 
storekeeper,  and  was  a master  shoemaker,  and  the  consequent  excess  of  unusual  duty 
devolving  on  the  Deputy  Governor,  a recently  elected  and  inexperienced  officer,  which 
circumstances,  considered  in  conjunction  with  the  established  character  of  the  Governor, 
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and  the  zeal  and  anxiety  of  his  deputy,  they  considered  palliative,  and  expressed  a hot* 
that  they  discharged  their  duty  with  sufficient  rigour  by  a general  reprimand,  and  bv  im 
posing  fines  of  £15  on  the  Governor,  of  £10  on  the  Deputy  Governor,  and  of  £1  on  Turn' 
key  Cox. 

The  Board  further  determined  on  a temporary  increase  of  the  number  of  turnkeys  till 
the  new  county  asylum  should  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  lunatics ; and  on  the  prepara- 
tion of  a new  code  of  prison  regulations  to  be  posted  in  conspicuous  parts  of  the  gaol  • and 
they  declared  their  confident  expectation  that  such  measures,  and  the  protracted*  and 
searching  inquiries  which  have  preceded  them,  will  effectually  secure  the  discipline  of  the 
prison  and  awaken  the  vigilance  of  its  officers  to  perfect  efficiency. 

The  Board  moreover  deemed  it  their  duty  to  order  that  on  future  occasions  a ration  of 
bread  be  issued  to  every  prisoner  leaving  the  gaol  for  the  court-house  before  trial,  and  to 
give  positive  directions  to  the  turnkeys  in  charge  not  to  permit  their  receiving  anyarticles 
of  food  of  whatever  sort  from  their  friends ; and  they  respectfully  suggested  that  similar 
orders  he  given  by  the  proper  authorities  to  the  constabulary,  whom  they  acquitted  of 
blame  on  this  occasion. 

And  they  further  desire  to  recommend  to  tlie  favourable  notice  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
the  conduct  of  Daniel  Connors,*  a prisoner  under  sentence  of  twelvemonths’  imprisonment 
from  28th  December,  1865,  for  receiving  stolen  goods,  who  gave  valuable  and  voluntary 
assistance  in  Furlong’s  recapture,  and  whose  conduct  in  the  gaol  since  his  first  committal 
had  been  exemplary. 

Having  thus  abstracted  the  Report  of  the  Board,  X have  much  plea- 
sure in  expressing  my  entire  concurrence  in  their  statements,  opinions, 
decisions,  and  suggestions ; but  I would  submit  that  any  order  issued 
to  the  constabulary  shall  be  more  comprehensive,  and  to  the  effect  that 
the  latter  should  prevent  all  contact  and  communication  of  any  kind 
with  the  prisoners  under  their  charge;  and  that  further  precautions 
should  be  taken,  either  by  allocating  another  apartment  in  the  court- 
house, not  accessible  from  without,  for  the  reception  of  prisoners 
awaiting  trial,  or  by  affixing  glass  louvers  to  the  windows  of  those  now 
assigned  to  this  purpose,  as  otherwise  the  attendance  of  a very  large 
body  of  constabulary,  and  gaol  officers  would  be  indispensable  to 
guarantee  perfect  security. 


Bridewells. 

The  annexed  tabular  synopsis  is  compiled  from  the  observations  of 
the  Inspector-General  and  the  Local  Inspector,  at  their  respective 
visits ; and  I have  to  repeat  what  has  already  been  put  forward  in  for- 
mer reports,  that  the  facility  of  railway  communication  with  the  county 
gaol  suggests  the  discontinuance  at  no  distant  period  of  the  Bridewells 
of  Gorey  and  Enniscortliy.

A comparison  of  the  above  group  of  schedules  would  tend  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  increase  of  male  criminals  is  normally  progressive; 
but  I venture  to  hope  that  it  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  aggregation  of 
large  numbers  of  labourers  employed  in  the  works  for  supplying  the 
metropolis  with  water,  which  has  led  to  the  prevalence  of  assaults,  and 
oi  acts  involving  serious  gradations  of  personal  violence  and  disorder; 
no  less  than  one-halt  of  the  offences  comprised  in  the  “criminal  class" 
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for  the  current  year  partaking  of  this  character.  It  is,  however,  to  be  South 
expected,  that  the  termination  of  the  works  referred  to  will  restore  DlSTRlcT* 
the  social  condition  of  the  district  to  its  former  comparative  immu-  County  of 
nity  from  crime.  The  females,  although  fluctuating,  have  never  Wickfow 
reached  here  even  the  usual  relative  proportion  of  the  sexes,  and  Gao ' 
consist  chiefly  of  prostitutes,  6 of  the  inmates  on  the  day  of  my  visit 
belonging  to  this  unhappy  category.  Juvenile  delinquents  are  happily 
now  not  numerous ; 18  males  and  1 female  in  the  year  1865,  and  13 
males  in  1866,  having  passed  through  the  prison,  of  whom  2 males 
and  1 female  were  transmitted  to  reformatories.  There  were  no  re- 
turned convicts  in  charge,  hut,  as  photography  is  not  practised  here, 
no  adequate  means  exist  of  ascertaining  the  identity  of  old  offenders. 

Of  lunatics,  so  called  “ dangerous,”  there  were,  I regret  to  state,  no 
less  than  8 — 6 males  and  2 females — who  presented  a sad  spectacle,  one 
of  the  former  being  very  violent,  and  disgusting  in  his  habits ; and 
another,  an  epileptic  idiot  of  the  most  brutish  aspect.  There  exists  on 
the  part  of  the  prison  authorities  an  earnest  desire  to  deal  as  kindly  and 
carefully  with  this  unfortunate  class,,  as  the  limited  means  at  their  dis- 
posal will  permit,  but  the  absence  of  all  proper  appliances,  either  repres- 
sive or  curative,  counteracts  these  benevolent  efforts.

I found  the  whole  prison  at  my  inspection  in  a generally  creditable 
condition  of  order,  and  cleanliness,  and  sufficiently  supplied  with  bed- 
ding, sheets,  &c.,  for  immediate  use.  The  stock  in  store,  however, 
except  of  sheeting,  was  rather  limited  ; but  that  of  prison  clothing  and 
shoes  was  fully  adequate  for  all  probable  requirements. 

The  building  was  in  sound  repair,  free  from  damp  (eave-shoots  and 
down-pipes  having  been  attached  to  the  new  male  section),  and  now 
well  ventilated  by  the  introduction  of  draught-openings  in  the  roof.

County  clear  and  inoffensive,  being  constantly  Hushed  by  conducting  the  over 
Gati  ?ow  of  rain'water  through  them.  The  prison  has  been  strengthened" 
m some  weak  points,  especially  in  the  garden,  a new  door  with  “an  iron 
check-gate  having  been  erected  there.  The  state  of  the  locks  of  the 
prison  is  however  unsatisfactory,  many  of  them  being  very  old.  The 
defects  of  accommodation  so  frequently  detailed  in  former  report’ 
remain  unremedied,  especially  in  the  cases  of  debtors  of  both  sexes’  and 
of  both  denominations;  and  in  the  hospital,  the  wants  of  wliich  are 
enumerated  under  a special  heading  below.  The  female  schoolroom 
requires  to  he  partitioned,  in  order  to  maintain  the  system  of  individual 
separation  in  its  integrity,  and  with  the  same  object  the  addition  of 
open  lattice-work  doors  to  the  stalls  of  the  laundry  would  he  desirable 
It  is  right  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Prison  Act  forEmdand 
and  Wales,  passed  in  1865,  has  virtually  rendered  the  establishment 
of  that  system  compulsory  throughout  all  the  criminal  classes,  and  that 
the  Inspectors  of  Prisons  are  bound  to  withhold  their  certificates  of 
fitness  for  occupation  from  all  cells  unprovided  with  artificial  lHitiii"-. 
That  similar  requirements  will  lie  demanded  in  this  part  of  the  United 
Kingdom  is  undoubted ; hut,  as  it  is  not  improbable  that  in  any  legis- 
lative enactment  extended  to  Ireland,  great  changes  both  in  the  con- 
stitution and  distribution  of  prisons  may  be  introduced,  I am  unwilling 
to  urge  any  particular  action  pending  such  legislation. 

At  present  the  females,  subject  to  the  exception  already  stated,  and 
to  attendance  upon  the  insane,  are  kept  in  individual  separation,  as  are 
also  the  tried  males,  save  when  engaged  in  shot-drill  or  in  exercise,  but 
the  untried  prisoners  of  the  latter  sex  are  in  association,  sleeping 
however  singly,  and  taking  their  meals  in  their  cells. 

Lock-up. takes  place  at  6,  p.m.,  in  summer  and  winter,  and  unlock  at 
b,  a.m.,  in  the  former  season,  and  at  daybreak  in  the  latter,  when  the 
turnkey  m charge  locks  each  prisoner  into  his  cell  in  the  presence  of 
the  Governor,  or  Jus  deputy  in  the  male  division,  and  the  matron  or  her 
deputy  performs  the  same  office  in  jthe  female  section-'  At  9-30,  p.m.,  the 
night-watch  accompanied  by  the  officer  in  charge  of -the  cells  from  the 
time  ot  lock-up,  opens  and  inspects,  under  tile  supervision  of  the 
Governor,  every  cell,  m which  prisoners  are  confined,  and  the  locks  are 
tested  and  ascertained  to  be  fastened,  and  a superior  officer  goes  his 
final  rounds  generally  between  10  and  11  o'clock,  p.m.,  tlie  Governor 
fiirther,  from  time  to  time,  visiting  every  part  of  the  building  at  later 
and  unexpected  hours.  °

There  was  no  punitive  labour  in  operation  at  the  period  of  my  official 
visit,  Saturday  being  the  day  allocated  to  cleansing  the  prison,  but  at 
other  times  it  is  carried  out  by  the  tread  wheel,  which  is  not  applied  to 
any  remunerative  purpose,  and  by  shot-drill.  Industrial  employment 
is  limited  solely  to  articles  of  intern  use  and  consumption,  and  to  wash- 
ing, which  the  filthy  condition  of  the  lunatics  renders  very  onerous. 

Three  of  the  turnkeys  are  handicraftsmen,  viz.,  a shoemaker,  a 
painter,  and  a nailer ; but  the  two  latter  trades  are  of  little  general 
avail  within  the  walls  of  the  prison.  Cutting-out  was  formerly  per- 
formed by  the  Governor,  but  since  his  promotion  he  has  of  course  been 
withdrawn  from  the  industrial  department;  and  it  would  therefore  be 
highly  advisable,  in  the  event  of  a vacancy  arising  among  the  turnkeys, 
to  appoint  a tailor.  .

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South  There  is  no  trained  teacher  for  either  sex  in  this  prison.  The  males 
District,  are  instructed  by  the  turnkeys  in  the  chapel,  which  is  stalled ; and  the 
County  of  females  by  the  assistant-matron  in  an  unpartitioned  day-room.  The 
Wictiow  Board  have  placed  a gratuity  to  be  given  on  the  certificate  of  the 
Gaol.  Chaplains  and  of  the  Governor,  as  to  assiduity  and  efficiency  on  the 

part  of  the  teachers.  I found  some  praiseworthy  cases  of  proficiency, 
especially  in  writing,  among  the  males;  but  among  the  females,  a lar*e 
proportion  of  whom  consists  of  prostitutes,  little  is  effected.  The  form 
of  registry  recommended  by  the  Inspectors- General  is  in  use,  and  the 
Protestant  Chaplain  visits  the  schools  from  time  to  time.

No  complaints  were  preferred  by  the  prisoners  as  to  any  item  of 
food.  I tasted  the  bread,  milk,  and  stirabout,  and  found  them  all  of 
good  quality.  The  Chaplains  are  regular  in  their  inspection  of  the 
provisions,  observing  the  approved  tabular  form  of  comment,  and  very 
rarely  taking  exceptions. 

Books,  &c. 

The  registers  and  the  books  ordered  and  recommended  by  the  several 
authorities  are  kept  with  accuracy.  The  superior  officers,  except  the 
surgeon  (although  the  72nd  section  of  the  7th  Geo.  IV.,  cap.  74, 
prescribes  this  duty),  are  provided  with  journals,  which  are  laid  before 
the  Board  at  each  meeting.  General  by-laws  in  harmony  with  modem 
prison  legislation,  and  defining  accurately  the  requirements  of  the 
several  officers  are  imperatively  needed  here.

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  was,  and  had  been  highly  satis- 
factory ; a fortunate  circumstance,  as  the  accommodation  for  the  sick  of 
both  sexes  is  imperfect.  There  are  no  water-closets,  although  provision 
has  been  made  for  the  reception  of  them  in  connexion  with  each  ward, 
and  the  exercising  yard  is  far  too  circumscribed.  Convalescent  patients 
however  might  now  be  safely  exercised  in  the  garden,  as  the  windows 
of  the  Court-house,  which  command  it,  have  now  been  rendered  secure 
by  iron  bars.

The  subjoined  tabular  synopsis  is  compiled  from  the  notes  of  the 
County  of  Inspector-General  and  of  the  Local  Inspector  at  their  respective  visits 
Wicklow.  The  bridewell  at  Tinaliely  is  very  defective  in  point  of  structure  and 
Bridewells,  security,  and  being  brought  by  railway  facilities  within  an  easy  distance 
of  the  gaol  at  Wicklow,  might  very  advantageously  be  abolished.

Having  deferred  my  statutable  annual  inspection  of  this  gaol  to  tie 
close  of  1866,  the  preceding  tables  approximate  very  nearlv  to  a correct 
record  of  the  criminal  statistics  of  the  county  during  the  entire  year 
In  consequence  of  the  transfer  of  a number  of  political  prisoners 
removed  by  warrant  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  from  Richmond  Bridewell 
city  prison,  and  afterwards  from  other  places  of  confinement  to  this  ™01 
its  daily  average  number  of  male  inmates  has  been  largely  increased  during 
the  year  ; hence  to  ascertain  the  normal  state  of  crime  Within  the  jurisdi£ 
tion  of  the  county  Dublin,  it  became  necessary  to  introduce  into  the  preced 
mg  tables  two  separate  daily  averages  of  the  inmates  of  the  gaol  one  of 
those  belonging  to,  and  committed  from,  the  district,  the  other  of  the  poli 
tical  prisoners  m custody  transferred,  as  above  stated,  by  the  Executive 
When  we  examine  the  figures  in  these  tables,  we  find  that  while  the 
daily  average  number  of  male  inmates  of  all  classes,  during  the  year  186(1 
amounted  to  103’7,  the  political  prisoners  averaged  61-7,  and  the  prisoners 
belonging  to  the  county  only  42'  daily.  ^

A'^ain  7 males  and  5 females  are  under  sentences  of  six  months  each. 
These  12  prisoners,  taking  the  same  basis  of  calculation  for  maintenance, 
will  cost  the  sum  of  .£199  19s.  during  the  period  of  their  sentences. 

Two  returned  convicts  were  in  custody  at  the  period  of  my  visit.  Pour 
males  and  7 females  belonging  to  the  same  class  had  previously  been 
inmates  of  the  gaol  during  I860. 

Juveniles. 

Forty-eight  male  and  11  female  juveniles  were  in  custody  in  this  gaol 
in  1865 ; 1 male  was  twice  committed ; 2 (females)  were  under  ten  years 
of  a^e  ; 12  (8  males  and  4 females)  were  sent  to  reformatories.  Forty- 
two  °ma!es  and  6 females  were  committed  in  1S66,  of  whom  8 males  and 
2 females  were  ordered  to  be  transferred  to  reformatories  at  the  end  of 
their  punishment  in  the  gaol.  The  comparatively  large  number  of  juve- 
nile offenders  committed  from  the  county  Dublin  is  attributable  not  to 
a lar»e  amount  of  crime  amongst  the  juvenile  class  in  the  district,  but 
rather  to  breaches  of  police  regulations,  vagrancy,  and  similar  offences  which 
always  occur  where  dense  populations  exist  within  suburban  districts.  All 
with  the  exception  of  2 males  in  1865,  were  summarily  convicted,  and  the 
periods  of  their  imprisonments  in  no  case  exceeded  three  months.  On  tbe 
day  of  my  inspection  1 girl  under  sixteen  years  of  age  was  in  custody, 
sentenced  to  an  imprisonment  of  three  months  for  larceny. 

Lunatics. 

The  insane  prisoners  here  occupy  the  hospital  buildings  which  are  the 
only  places  in  this  strictly  cellular  prison,  where  they  can  he  accommo- 
dated. They  are  attended  by  sane  criminals  withdrawn  from  punishment 
as  in  other  county  gaols,  who  necessarily  receive  the  same  improved  diet 
as  the  patients  over  whom  they  are  placed;  19  sane  offenders  were  so 
employed  in  charge  of  lunatics  in  1S65.  Twenty-five  (16  males  and  9 
females)  lunatics  were  committed  as  dangerous  to  this  prison  in  1865, 
and  12  males  and  13  females  in  1866.  Four  males  and  3 females  of  this 
class,  besides  one  criminal  lunatic,  were  in  custody  on  the  day  of  my 
inspection ; 1 male  committed  as  dangerous  in  1863,  died  in  the  gaol  in 
August  1865;  none  in  1866.  The  medical  officer  pays  much  attention 
to  the  insane  patients  placed  in  his  charge,  and  they  receive  a diet 
suitable  to  their  state. 

Debtors. 

The  quarters  for  master  debtors  is  sufficient  for  the  requirements  of  the 
number  ordinarily  in  custody.  The  apartment  for  male  pauper  debtors 
is,  however,  limited  and  away  from  the  rest  of  the  prison  ; but  to 
remedy  this  defect,  a bell  and  a speaking-tube  have  been  placed  from  it 
communicating  with  the  central  hall  of  the  criminal  prison,  where  an 
officer  is  always  on  duty.  The  marshalsea  for  females  is  also  defective 
and  inconvenient.  I do  not,  however,  suggest  any  expense  to  be  incurred 
in  this  department  in  the  present  unsettled  state  of  the  law  with  regard 

° I found  on  the  day  of  my  inspection  7 (4  males  and  3 females)  of  the

On  the  different  occasions  when  I visited  this  gaol  during  1S66, 1 found 
it  in  a satisfactory  condition,  and  the  Governor  and  other  officers  always 
on  the  alert;  the  prisoners  also  appeared  amenable  to  discipline.  The 
buildings  were  clean  and  orderly,  but  the  ventilation  in  the  cells  not 
sufficient  during  the  very  warm  weather  of  last  summer.  The  ventilation 
tubes  in  the  punishment  cells  were,  with  one  exception,  when  I exa- 
mined them,  altogether  stopped.  The  prison  clothing,  bedding,  blankets, 
and  sheets,  are  good  and  sufficient,  but  some  of  the  rugs  in  use  are  worn 
and  should  be  replaced.  There  is  also  a stock  of  bedding  and  male  cloth- 
ing in  store. 

Water  for  the  use  of  the  gaol  is  abundantly  provided  from  two  sources — 
for  drinking  purposes,  from  a spring  on  the  prison  grounds,  about  seventy 
feet  deep,  the  water  from  which  is  pumped  up  by  a wheel  pump  worked  by 
two  prisoners.  The  supply  for  the  lavatories,  water-closets,  and  laundry  of 
the  prison  is  unlimited,  being  taken  from  the  river  Liffey,  and  raised  by 
machinery  from  a point  above  Island  Bridge.  The  expense  of  the 
machinery  is  defrayed  one  half  by  the  Royal  Hospital,  who  obtain  their 
supply  of  water  from  the  same  source,  the  other  half  by  this  gaol.  The 
amount  paid  by  tbis  gaol  is  ,£20  annually. 

The  sewerage  of  the  prison  is  good  and  is  kept  constantly  flushed. 
The  Board  of  Superintendence  has  placed  effluvia  traps  of  the  most  im- 
proved construction  over  all  the  mouths  of  the  sewers  in  the  establish- 
ment. This  important  sanitary  arrangement  is  too  often  neglected  in 
other  gaols.  The  cost  of  each  trap  was  10s.,  including  all  expenses,  of 
fixture,  &c.  Having  regard  to  the  importance  of  good  water  for  drinking 
purposes,  the  water  of  the  pump  in  this  gaol  lias  been  analysed  by  Dr. 
Cameron,  the  City  Analyst.  The  following  is  his  report : —

salts,  1-56 ; organic  matter,  1-78  grains.  Tins  water  is  hard,  and  not  adapted  for  deter- 
gent purposes.  On  being  boiled  and  allowed  to  remain  undisturbed  for  a few  hours,  the 
carbonate  of  lime,  its  chief  constituent,  precipitates,  and  the  water  becomes  nearly  soft. 
The  amount  of  the  sulphate  of  lime  is  very  small,  and  this  circumstance  contributes  greatly 
to  the  wholesomeness  of  the  water.  The  organic  matter  is  rather  under  the  average 
amount  found  in  pump  water,  and  much  below  that  contained  m the  pipe-water  supplied 
to  the  city.  I have  looked  most  carefully  for  butyric  acid,  nitrous  acid,  and  nitric  acid, 
and  failed  to  ascertain  their  presence,  so  that  I am  enabled  to  state  positively  that  no 
sewage  or  effete  animal  matter  exists  in  the  water,  which  in  other  respects  is  much  more 
wholesome  than  that  afforded  by  the  majority  of  the  pumps  m Dublin  and  its  suburbs.

The  water  from  the  river  is  pumped  hy  a water-wheel  into  a large  tank 
at  the  entrance  of  the  gaol,  whence  it  is  conveyed  to  all  parts  of  the  esta- 
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bliskment  by  tlie  power  of  the  crank  pump  on  the  basement  story,  under 
the  central  hall ; which  is  worked  by  prisoners  sentenced  to  hard  labour 
This  crank  is  on  an  improved  principle,  and  several  after  the  same  model 
have  been  erected  in  other  gaols  with  advantage.  There  is  not,  however 
sufficient  ventilation  for  the  prisoners  who  are  employed  at  this  work  • the* 
ventilation  could  be  improved  by  opening  another  window  in  the  basement 
Two  of  the  punishment  cells  have  been  floored  with  boards  since  my 
last  inspection.  The  other  two  should  also  be  boarded  • cells  with  flao-s 
are  too  cold  in  winter.  Prisoners,  however,  never  remain  in  these  during 
the  night,  as  they  are  usually  removed  to  their  ordinary  sleeping  cells 
at  5 p.m.,  but  refractory  cases  not  until  10.30  p.m.  The  bells  and  appli- 
ances for  separation  are  all  in  good  order.  The  heating  apparatus  of  both 
prisons  work  well,  especially  that  in  the  female  prison,  which  is  by  hot 
water  pipes.

Check-gates  have  now  been  erected  in  connexion  with  all  the  principal 
doors  of  the  criminal  prison,  and  improved  fastenings  have  been  placed 
on  the  doors  of  the  cells  ; and  as  it  may  be  desirable  to  have  the  method 
of  securing  the  doors  in  use  here  carried  out  in  other  county  gaols,  I 
insert  the  subjoined  diagram,  which  represents  the  cell  fastening  adopted, 
which  has  been  found  to  answer  the  object  intended  j it  consists  of  a hasp 
and  bolt  placed  over  the  keyhole  of  the  lock  of  the  cells  where  prisoners 
of  importance  are  confined,  and  when  closed  it  prevents  the  possibility  of 
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the  lock  being  tampered  with  by  false  keys,  as  the  Governor  alone  keeps  Djmu».

may  be  changed  if  necessary.  , 

Photography  is  here  in  use  for  the  detection  of  returned  convicts  and  to- 
others of  the  criminal  classes.  Mr.  Flewett,  the  Head  W arder  and 

Clerk,  performs  this  duty  with  skill  and  efficiency.  _ 

The  cells  in  the  criminal  prison  are  lighted  by  gas  in  winter  until  7 
p.m.  when  it  is  extinguished  for  the  night ; but  the  gas  in  the  cells i in 
which  the  political  prisoners  were  confined  was  kept  lighting  during  tbe 

™The  pnson  is  unlocked  in  the  morning  during  both  snmmor  and  winter 
at  7 o’clock  : breakfast  is  served  to  the  prisoners  at  9,  a.m.,  and  dinner  at 
3 o’clock,  r.M.  At  5,  p.m.,  the  bell  rings  for  night  lockings,  which  are

In  April,  1866,  all  the  female  inmates  and  the  ordinary  male  criminal  County  «f 
prisoners  belonging  to  the  county  were  removed  by  warrant  of  the  Lord  TtuUm 
Lieutenant  to  tiic  city  prisons,  and  the  entire  of  this  gaol  was  placed  by  01,0  ■ 
the  Board  of  Superintendence  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government,  for  the 
safe  custody  of  political  prisoners,  who  continued  in  occupation  until 
the  3rd  September  last,  when  those  remaining  were  transferred  to  the 
Mountioy  Convict  Depot.  While  in  custody,  they  received,  in  addition 
to  the  ordinary  diet  of  criminal  prisoners,  seven  ounces  of  bread  and  half 
a pint  of  sweet  milk  for  supper,  besides  half  a pound  of  meat,  without 
bone,  for  dinner,  on  three  day3  in  the  week,  by  order  of  medical  officer. 

The  entire  cost  of  maintenance  of  these  prisoners  was  paid  for  out  of  the 
Consolidated  Fund.  On  their  removal  to  the  Mountjoy  Prison  the  Execu- 
tive instructed  the  Inspectors-General  of  Prisons  to  convey  to  the  Board  of 
Superintendence,  tlieir  thanks  for  the  accommodation  afforded,  and  the 
approval  of  the  conduct  of  the  members  of  the  staff  was  marked  by  hand- 
some gratuities  paid  to  them  by  the  Treasury.  _ 

The  Board  of  Superintendence  made  payment  to  the  city  authorities  ot 
the  full  cost  for  maintenance,  salaries  of  officers,  &e.,  of  the  county  of 
Dublin  prisoners  transferred  under  the  Lord  Lieutenant’s  warrant  to  their 
charge  during  the  period  above  mentioned.

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received  sentences  of  penal  servitude  in  1S66,  being  less  than  one  half  of  the 
number  so  sentenced  in  any  of  the  previous  years  for  a long  period,  the 
numbers  beiug  78  in  1862,  4S  in  1863,  34  in  1864,  and  38  in  1865. 

I regret,  however,  to  observe  a tendency  in  the  judicial  bench  to  inflict  on 
professional  thieves  long  imprisonments  in  county  and  borough  gaols  in- 
stead of  sentences  of  penal  servitude,  the  period  of  which  would  be  passed 
in  the  convict  depot.  I therefore  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  now  to  express  as 
my  deliberate  conviction,  the  result  of  experience,  that  the  reformation 
of  prisoners  of  this  class  is  rarely  effected  by  such  imprisonments  in  the 
county  and  borough  gaols  as  at  present  constituted  in  Ireland.  For  that 
reason  (inter  alia)  I strongly  advocate,  as  does  my  colleague,  the  estab- 
lishment of  one  central  depot  for  such  offenders  (as  in  Scotland),  where  all 
prisoners  would  be  subjected  to  a uniform  system  of  prison  management, 
and  inveterate  thieves  would  at  once  be  recognised,  and  their  career  of 
plunder  cut  short  by  sentences  to  penal  servitude  for  periods  which 
cannot  be  now  less  than  five  years.*  I recognised  S.  B.,  one  of  the  class, 
in  this  gaol  on  the  day  of  inspection ; be  was  in  Trim  Gaol  when  I last 
visited  it,  and  I have  found  him  an  inmate  of  other  gaols  for  many  years. 
He  has  now,  at  last,  since  my  inspection,  received  a sentence  of  penal 
servitude. 

On  the  day  when  I made  my  inspection  172  sane  prisoners  were  in 
charge.  One  of  these  was  under  sentence  of  imprisonment  for  four 
years  (two  consecutive  sentences  of  two  years),  9 for  two  years,  5 for 
eighteen,  and  19  for  twelve  months.  Altogether  42  offenders  had  received 
sentences  of  imprisonment  for  terms  exceeding  six  months,  and  52  for  six, 
or  more  than  three  months;  12  only  had  been  sentenced  for  three, 
26  for  two,  and  16  for  one  month  each.  Three  had  been  sentenced  for 
fourteen,  2 for  seven,  and  1 for  three  days.  Sixteen  more  were  on 
remand,  including  2 deserters ; and  51  insane  prisoners,  occupied  the 
lunatic  wards  of  the  hospital.  Eighty- three  of  the  convicted  prisoners 
had  been  tried  by  juries,  the  remainder  summarily  by  the  magistrates  of 
the  metropolitan  police. 

As  regards  the  nature  of  the  crimes  of  the  inmates  of  the  gaol,  at  the 
time  of  my  visit,  it  is  remarkable  that  but  1 prisoner  was  in  custody  for 
burglary  or  house-breaking,  and  the  number  of  larceuy  cases  was  trifling, 
having  regard  to  the  large  population  of  the  city  of  Dublin ; but  the 
many  military  offences,  assaults  on  the  police,  and  other  crimes  con- 
nected with  the  treasonable  conspiracy  which  has  latterly  prevailed  here 
' as  in  other  districts  of  the  kingdom,  prevent  the  criminal  calendar  of 
the  city  from  beiug  considered  satisfactory. 

In  this  gaol  photography  is  successfully  applied  .to.  the  detection  of  pro- 
fessional thieves  and  others  belonging  to  the  criminal  classes  j through 
its  means  they  are  identified  when  in  custody,  and  their  antecedents 
are  traced  in  other  districts.  Mr.  Boyd,  the  Governor,  when  in  charge  of 
Londonderry  Gaol,  through  photography,  in  1864,  procured  the  convic- 
tion of  a swindler,  who  would  otherwise  have  escaped  detection. 

Juveniles. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-seven  juveniles  were  committed  in  1S65  to  this 
gaol,  11  of  whom  were  under  ten  years  of  age.  Thirty-fonr  were  twice, 
3 three  times,  and  1 four  times,  convicted  during  the  year.  Two  were 
sentenced  to  six,  and  9 to  three  months’  imprisonment  each.  Seventeen 
for  two,  and  43  for  one  month.  The  remainder  for  short  periods.  Forfcy- 

* An  inspector  of  released  convicts  is  attached  to  the  convict  department,  whose  duty  it  is 
not  alone  to  help  the  well-disposed  and  friendless  amongst  them,  hut  likewise,  when  the  evil- 
. minded  and  indolent  exhibit  signs  of  returning  to  their  former  life  of  crime,  he  brings  them 
under  the  special  notice  9f  the  police  authorities,  and  this  dpty  he  performs  most  effectively . 
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District  se''e.u  Juvenlles  were  sent  to  reformatories  at  the  expiration  of  their 

' punishments  of  imprisonment  in  this  gaol ; 2 were  rejected  as  unsuitable 

Richmond  Forty-five  had  lost  both  parents,  and  S6  one  ; 5 had  been  abandoned 
Bnde.mll.  by  their  parents ; so  that  altogether  136  had  been  deprived  of  one  or  both 
their  natural  protectors.  Two  hundred  and  fifty-one  juveniles  werecom- 
mitted  in  1806  ; C were  twice  and  2 three  times  in  custody  during  the 
year.  Sevcuty'-three  had  lost  either  father  or  mother,  and  50,  both  parents 
In  1866  two  boys  only,  were  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  six  months' 
5 for  three,  20  for  two,  and  30  for  one  month.  None  of  the  sentences  o*n 
the  remainder  exceeded  fourteen  days ; 53  were  sent  to  reformatories 
from  this  district  during  the  year  ■ 1 so  sentenced  was  still  in  custody  at 
the  close  of  the  year.  One  juvenile  was  insane  when  committed.  ’ 
Juveniles  committed  to  this  gaol  are  ltept  in  a separate  part  of  the 
establishment,  one  of  the  buildings  of  the  lower  prison  beinv  allotted 
specially  for  their  use. 

No  juvenile  sentenced  to  a reformatory  is  permitted  to  attend  the  »aol 
school,  hut  receives  instruction  in  his  cell.  This  is  an  excellent  arrange- 
ment and  is  found  to  have  a beneficial  effect.  ° 

No  boy  was  sentenced  to  whipping  in  this  district  either  in  1865  or  1866. 
One  offender  against  the  revenue  laws  was  committed  here  in  1SG6  • 
none  in  1865.  ’ 

Debtors  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  city  of  Dublin  are  committed 
to  the  Four  Court  Marshalsea  Government  Prison,  and  supported  out  of 
the  Consolidated  Fund. 


Lunatics. 


In  the  course  of  the  past  year(lS66)  considerable  improvements  have 
been  made  in  the  accommodation  for  insane  prisoners  in  this  gaol,  at  the 
same  time  that  the  security  of  the  prison  has  been  much  increased  ’•  a suf- 
ficient exercising  yard  for  inmates  of  this  class  lias  been  formed 'by  the 
removal  ol  useless  walls  and  the  old  punishment  cells  which  incumbered 
the  area  within  the  buildings  and  impeded  circulation ; windows  which  were 
closed  have  been  re-opened  and  a suitable  dining-hall,  baths,  lavatories  and 
water-closets  off  the  wards  have  been  fitted  np.  Other  arrangements  have 
likewise  been  made  for  the  benefit  of  the  insane  occupants  of  the  gaol  • 
the  diet  they  receive  is  sufficient,  and  the  Medical  Officers  still  continue 
to  bestow  the  attention  to  their  treatment  to  which  I referred  in  a former 
report. 

Fifty  insane  prisoners  occupied  the  lunatic  wards  on  the  day  of  my  . 
inspection,  and  the  following  return  from  the  Governor  of  the  gaol  shows 
the  number  in  custody  during  the  years  1S65  and  1866—

Qne  lunatic  committed  as  dangerous,  was  under  sixteen  years  of  age. 

1 do  not  find  that  any  imprest  on  the  death  of  a lunatic  was  held  here 
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for  many  years.  The  only  inquests  held,  in  the  gaol  were  one  in  May,  Dublin 
1866,  and  one  in  1862,  both  on  sane  prisoners.  The  Coroner,  however,  I®^CT< 
visits  the  gaol  on  the  death  of  each  prisoner,  and  records  the  result  of  his  Richmond 
inquiry  in  a book  kept  for  the  purpose.  I would  prefer  an  inquiry  on  Bridewell. 
oath  for  the  satisfaction  of  relatives  of  the  insane,  but  the  law  leaves  the 
matter  altogether  to  the  option  of  the  Coroner. 

Sane  prisoners,  often  grave  offenders,  who  have  charge  of  the  lunatic 
classes,  receive  the  same  generous  diet  as  the  insane  under  their  care,  the 
Medical  Officers  feel  that  otherwise  the  patients  might  be  defrauded  of  the 
food  considered  so  necessary  for  their  state. 

I regret  to  observe  that  as  no  arrangements  are  being  made  to  increase 
the  accommodation  in  the  Richmond  (Dublin)  Lunatic  Asylum  sufficient  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  district,  this  and  the  other  city  gaol  cannot 
without  a change  in  the  law,  for  many  years,  under  any  circumstances, 
be  relieved  from  the  intrusion  of  the  insane,  notwithstanding  the  repeated 
nrotests  lodged  against  their  remaining  in  the  prison  by  the  Medical 
Officer,  the  Board  of  Superintendence,  and  every  other  person  connected 
with  the  administration  of  the  gaol.  On  this  head  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendence in  their  report  for  1S66,  observe  : — 

“The  total  average  cost  of  each  patient  in  the  Richmond  District  Lunatic  Asvlmii  for 
the  year  amounted  to  £23  12s.  10$ § %d.  Taking  similar  heads  of  expenditure  into  account 
for  Richmond  Bridewell  for  the  year  1805,  we  find  the  average  cost  of  each  prisoner  to 
have  been  £27  Os.  Sd. ; the  average  number  of  lunatics  confined  in  that  prison  that 
year,  was  45  daily,  therefore  these  45  lunatics  cost  £152  12jj.  G d.  more  than  if  they  were 
confined  in  Richmond  Lunatic  Asylum,  being  £3  7s.  1(W.  each,  more  than  the  cost  of 
each  inmate  of  the  Asylum.  In  1S65,  a sum  of  £240  Os.  5 d.  was  expended  for  hospital 
extras  in  Richmond  Bridewell,  a great  part  of  this  expenditure  would  have  been  saved  if 
there  were  no  lunatics  in  the  prison. 

“ Turning  to  Graugegorman  Prison,  the  average  number  confined  in  1SG5  was  20S,  and 
the  average  cost  of  each  was  £20  IDs.  5i?. ; the  average  number  of  lunatics  was  50,  and 
each  of  thorn  cost  the  city  £G  6s.  7 d.  per  annum  more  in  the  prison  than  if  they  were 
confined  in  the  Richmond  Asylum,  and  in  the  gross  £354  Ss.  Sc?,  more  in  1865  than  if 
they  were  maintained  in  that  Asylum.  The  hospital  extras  for  1865  in  Grangegorman 
prison,  cost  £370  18s.  0'*c?.,  at  least  half  of  which  would  have  been  saved  if  there  were  no 
lunatics  fconfined  there. 

41  Taking  these  figures  and  facts  into  account,  we  consider  we  are  within  the  mark  when 
we  state  that  the  lunatics  in  the  prisons  now  cost  the  city  about  £600  per  annum  more 
than  they  would  cost  if  maintained  in  the  Asylum,  owing  to  the  circumstance  that  a 
Criminal  prison  is  necessarily  more  extensively  officered  and  more  expensively  guarded 
than  a Luuatie  Asylum.” 

They  add  tliat  the  charge  against  the  city  of  Dublin  for  the  main- 
tenance of  lunatics'  in  the  Richmond  Lunatic  Asylum  during  1S65 
amounted  to  upwards  of  £8,000,  which  was  paid  out  of  the  Grand  Jury 
cess  on  the  city. 

This  gaol  is  unlocked  at  6.30,  a.h.,  in  summer,  and  at  a.m.,  in 
winter,  throughout  the  year.  The  lockings  of  the  cells  is  held  by  each 
warder  in  his  class  at  6,  p.m.,  after  which  the  Governor,  his  deputy,  or  the 
chief  warder  ascertain  by  personal  inspection  tbat  the  prisoner  is  in  his 
cell.  ■ The  cell  keys  are  then  deposited  by  the  class  officers  in  a metal 
safe  in  the  office,  the  key  of  which,  of  the  office,  and  of  the  front  entrance 
gate,  are,  at  10.30,  p.m.,  transferred  to  the  bed-room  of  the  Governor, and 
deposited  in  a metal  safe  in  it. 

Gaslight  is  supplied  to  the  cells  in  the  criminal  prison  for  one  and  a 
half  hours  after  lock  up,  until  7.30,  P.M.,  when  it  is  extinguished  for  the 
night.  The  officer  on  duty  reports  to  the  Governor  in^  writing,  that  he 
has  seen  each  prisoner  in  his  cell  previously  to  the  gas  being  extinguished. 

The  night  watch  is  set  at  10,  p.m.,  when  a superior  officer  makes  his 
final  round.  Three  warders  are  told  off  for  night  patrol  from  6 until 
10,  p.m. , and  three  from  10,  p.m:.,  to  the  morning  unlockings.  Three  others 
remain  on  reserve  \ two  officers  are  stationed  in  the  upper,  and  one  in  the 
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£S.  t,he  ni*ht,  The  cil'ou!ts  of  tIie  ^tel.  are  marked  by 

hve  detector  clocks,  three  in  the  upper,  and  one  in  the  lower  prison  the 

Ssf  tampering  CapStan  miU  Passagei  but  the  clocks  are  not  protected  agaiust 

The  following  ground  plan  of  Richmond  Bridewell  is  taken  from  a former 
report  on  this  gaol.  Since  that  report  was  published  several  important 
alterations  have  been  made  in  the  interior  arrangements  of  the  buildin'« 
1 he  punishment  cells,  marked  C,  and  the  dining  room  for  lunatics,  marked 
M on  the  plan,  have  been  removed,  and  other  improvements  effected.

After  the  escape  of  .Tames  Stephens  in  November,  1865,  the  Board  of 
Superintendence  directed  Mr.  Neville,  o.e.,  the  city  architect,  to  furnish 
them  with  a report  of  the  best  method  to  improve  the  security  of  the 
gaol,  and  his  suggestions  have  to  a certain  extent  been  carried  out. 
Walls,  sheds,  and  other  buildings  within  the  compass  of  the  central  prison 
and  interfering  with  the  insulating  area  around  it,  and  water-closets  for 
officers  against  its  outer  wall,  which  seriously  affected  the  security  of  the 
prison,  have  been  removed.  Several  of  these  works  had  within  the  last 
few  years  been  erected  at  considerable  cost,  iu  express  contravention  of 
the  8th  section  of  the  Act  19  and  80  Viet.,  cap.  GS,  and  were  such  as 
would  never,  if  submitted  for  approval,  as  directed  by  that  section,  have 
received  the  sanction  of  the  Executive. 

During  the  past  year  a dining-hall  for  lunatics,  baths,  and  water-closets 
off’  the  hospital  wards,  and  a drying-room  have  been  fitted  up,^  the  laundry 
has  been  stalled,  a dead-house  provided,  door-ways  and  windows  have 
been  opened,  and  others  not  required  have  been  closed,  bars  have  been 
placed  on  two  windows  that  were  insecure,  and  a new  boiler  erected  for 
laundry  and  kitchen.  These  improvements  have  been  effected  at  a cost 
(including  the  sum  paid  for  locks)  of  £760  16s.  The  kitchen  yard  is  still 
insecure,  and  the  store  built  across  the  insulating  area  which  impedes  the 
view  of  the  sentinels  on  the  ramparts  should  never  have  been  erected  and 
ought  not  to  remain;  but  much  has  been  done  by  the  Board  to  improve  the 
condition  of  the  gaol ; still  it  has  many  defects,  above  all  too  many  doors 
leading  into  the  insulating  area,  which  mustalways  render  it  an  unsafeprison, 
should  any  of  the  staff  be  untrustworthy.  The  punishment  cells  have  no 
glass  in  the  windows,  and  the  lower  prison  buildings  are  very  faulty ; the 
heating  of  three  of  these  blocks  is  by  inch  gas  pipe  with  hot  water,  and 
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consequently  very  imperfect,  and  in  the  other  two  the  pipes,  although 
larger,  are  placed  at  the  top  of  the  cells  and  do  not  sufficiently  heat  them  • 
one  of  the  latter  buildings  is  occupied  by  juveniles,  the  other  by  drunkards 
Lavatories  have  lately  been  erected  in  two  corridors  of  the  prison.  Ia 
the  other  sections,  the  prisoners  perforin  their  ablutions  in  open  sheds  iu 
the  yards. 

Another  subject  has,  I understand,  lately  engaged  the  attention  of  the 
Board — encroachments  are  stated  to  have  been  made  on  the  boundary  out- 
side the  wall  of  the  prison,  supposed  to  be  the  property  of  the  city,  and  the 
matter  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  law  officers  of  the  Corporation 
On  all  iny  visits  to  this  gaol  during  the  year  1S66,  I found  the 
buildings  clean  and  orderly,  the  stock  of  bedding,  sheets,  blankets  ru^s 
and  prison  clothing  good  and  sufficient,  and  the  prisoners  generally 
amenable  to  discipline.  During  the  summer  months  the  ventilation  in' the 
cells  appeared  to  me  imperfect  and  the  sewerage  was  at  one  time 
offensive ; hut  I am  informed  that  it  is  now  much  better,  and  the  removal 
of  night-buckets  from  the  hospital  wards,  and  the  fitting  up  of  water- 
closets  for  the  sick  is  a valuable  sanitary  improvement.  The  power  of  the 
tread-wheel  is  applied  to  the  pumping  of  water  to  the  different  sections 
of  the  gaol,  and  the  supply  being  from  the  town  main  is  abundant.

Three  of  the  punishments  iu  the  preceiling  schedule  wore  inflicted  by 
magistrates,  members  of  the  Board  of  Superintendence,  the  remainder  by 
the  Governor.  In  408  cases  no  punishments  beyond  admonitions  were 
inflicted,  and  many  other  complaints  made  by  officers  against  prisoners 
were  dismissed.  The  book  in  which  punishments  inflicted  are  recorded  is 
auly  submitted  to  the  Board  at  its  meetings  and  signed  by  the  chairman.

Educational  teaching  in  this  gaol  is  confined  to  prisoners  under  26 
years  of  age,  except  in  particular  cases  when  an  earnest  desire  is  expressed 
by  persons  of  a more  advanced  age  for  instruction. 

At  the  time  of  my  inspection  the  teacher  was  on  sick  leave  and  no  school 
was  held.^  The  school-room  is  well  arranged,  so  that  each  prisoner, 
although  in  separation,  is  under  the  teacher’s  eye,  and  instruction  can  be 
given  under  the  most  improved  system  ; but  although  the  school  is  placed 
under  the  inspection  of  the  Commissioners  of  National  Education,  I cannot

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find  that  any  report  has  been  made  on  it  by  the  Inspector  of  the  Board 
from  September,  1S64,  until  January,  1867.  The  teacher,  -who  ranks  as 
of  the  first  class,  was  trained  in  the  model  school  of  the  National  Board  of 
Education.  His  duty  is  also  to  act  as  clerk  in  the  office. 

During  the  mouth  of  December  in  1866  and  since  the  commencement 
of  1867  school  has  been  very  irregularly  held  in  this  prison,  as  appears 
from  a return  forwarded  to  the  Prisons’  Office.  On  the  23rd  January, 
1S67,  the  School  Inspector  of  the  National  Board  of  Education  reports 
that  “ only  five  pupils  were  in  attendance  at  the  time  of  his  visit,  although 
250  prisoners  were  then  in  the  gaol.”  He  further  adds — “ Reading  and 
writing  appear  to  be  the  only  subjects  taught,  with  occasionally  a little 
arithmetic,  but  none  present  able  to  work  a snui  in  addition,  or  to  write 
on  paper.”  Prom  these  observations  it  is  evident  that  the  school  of  this 
gaol  is  not  satisfactorily  managed.

During  the  past  year  separation  has  been  established  in  the  laundry, 
which  is  now  partitioned ; but  when  the  new  prison  for  females  at  Grange- 
gortnan  ia  completed,  it  is  proposed  that  all  the  washing,  mending  of  linen, 
and  similar  work,  shall  be  done  by  the  females.  The  labour  of  male 
prisoners  can  then  be  applied  to  more  suitable  occupations.  Industrial 
employment  is  here  actively  carried  on  in  remunerative  work,  at  weaving 
linsey-woolsey  for  the  clothing  of  the  females,  and  the  making  and  weaving 
of  mats  which  are  sold  outside.  All  convicted  prisoners  and  others  who 
do  not  pay  fox*  their  own  support  work  for  eight  hours  and  a half  daily  at 
industrial  work,  and  those  sentenced  to  hard  labour  are  placed  on  the 
tread-wheel  for  six  aud  a half  hours  in  addition. 

A mat-clipping  machine,  put  up  at  a cost  of  .£74  13$.  in  Ib63,  to  be 
worked  by  the  tread-wheel,  was  fouud  ineffective,  and  is  not  used.

Committee  based  their  resolution  on  the  assumption  that  the  ordinary 
prison  diet  is  sufficient  for  health,  and  uIeo  that  no  insane  prisoners  are  to 
be  confined  in  the  gaol.  Here,  however,  where  so  many  lunatics  are  in 
charge,  criminal  prisoners  placed  in  care  of  the  lunatic  class  must  he 
bribed  by  extra  diet,  or  there  would  be  danger  that  the  insane  might  be 
deprived  by  their  keepers  of  the  sustenance  so  necessary  for  their  state ; 
and  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  prisoners  under  long  sentences,  if  kept 
eighteen  hours  without  food  daily,  and  subjected  to  the  ordinary  diet  in  use 
in  this  aiul  the  other  county  prisons  of  Ireland,  must,  on  their  liberation 
from  the  gaol,  be  physically  incapable  of  earning  their  bread  by  honest 
industry,  I am  convinced  that  the  medical  officers  have  used  a sound  dis- 
cretion'in  the  course  which  they  have  adopted.  One  prisoner  now  in 
custody  here  is  under  a sentence  of  four  years’  (two  sentences  of  two 
years’)  imprisonment. 

Boohs  and  Accounts. 


The  various  books  and  registries  of  statistics  and  finance  appear  to  he 
here  kept  with  much  care  and  attention.  They  are  in  the  forms  approved 
by  superior  authority.  AH  the  superior  officers  keep  journals,  and  each 
warder  a report-book  in  his  class.  The  Governor  examines  the  accounts 
weekly,  and  the  Local  Inspector  monthly,  previously  to  their  being  sub- 
mitted for  payment  to  the  Board. 

The  markings  of  the  tell-tale  clocks  are  entered  in  the  Locking-book. 

T^ie  different  journals  and  other  hooks  of  the  gaol  are  laid  before  the 
Board  at  its  meetings,  and  signed  by  the  chairman.  _■ 

The  Board  of  Superintendence  have  made  several  improvements  in  the 
method  of  taking  stock,  auditing  the  accounts,  Ac.  In  their  report  for 
1866  they  observe — “ Heretofore  the  accounts  of  the  prison  were  annually 
audited  by  a Sub-Committee  of  the  Board ; this  year,  for  the  first  time, 
the  Board  have  delegated  that  duty  to  the  City  Auditors,  and  allocated  a 
small  sum  to  remunerate  them  for  their  services  The  accounts  for  the 
year  1S65,  partially  audited  by  one  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  have 
been  submitted  in  full  to  the  City  Auditors,  together  with  the  entire  ac- 
counts for  the  year  1866.”  Heretofore  the  accounts  were  only  brought 
up  to  November  in  the  year  last  past ; the  Board  consider  it  more 
desirable  to  bring  the  accounts  up  to  December  31st,  of  their  year  of 
office.  And  they  add— “The  Board  express  their^ approbation  of  the 
energy  and  promptitude  displayed  by  the  several  officers  m taking  s oc- 
and  bringing  np  the  annual  returns  to  December  31st,  1866,  and  lod„ra0 
them  in  the"  office  of  the  Board,  on  January  2nd,;  1867.  This  laborious 
work  was  never  previously  so  promptly  executed.

. °,n  m7  inspection  in  the  present  year  I found  a marked  improvement 
m the  condition  of  the  insane  confined  in  the  lunatic  wards  of  the  sra  1 
still,  however,  lunatics,  who  are  violent  or  with  suicidal  tendencies  have 
hitherto  been  strapped  down  at  night  in  cells  without  supervision  a rm. 
tice  which  would  not  be  tolerated  in  a regular  lunatic  asylum  ■ and  the 
inmates  are  far  too  much  crowded  together  in  the  quarters  appropriate,! 
for  their  use,  but  the  apartments  are  very  clean  and  orderly  with 
adequate  good  bedding;  and  evidence  is  shown  that  the  class  and'hosnitol 
matrons  in  charge  of  the  insane  pay  every  attention  to  the  patients  under 
their  cure,  as  far  as  the  limited  accommodation  and  the  insufficient 
appliances  at  their  disposal  will  permit.  Only  one  lunatic  died  in  the 
gao  during  1866,  contrasting  strongly  with  the  number  of  deaths  in  other 
gaols,  aud  showing  how  completely  the  mortality  amongst  luuaties  which 
exists  elsewhere  in  gaols  is  influenced  by  the  unfavourable  circumstances 
in  which  this  class  of  prisoners  are  for  the  most  part  placed  when  coin, 
nutted  as  “dangerous.'’  I would  further  add  that  in  proportion  as  a 
gaol  la  placed  under  a strict  discipline,  or  whore  the  separate  system 
has  been  adopted,  it  becomes  more  unsuited  for  the  treatment  of  the 
insane.

I consider  that  for  the  security  of  the  prison,  two  useless  doors  leading  into 
the  upper  corridors,  over  the  central  entrance,  should  he  built  up  and  two 
checlc-gates  placed,  one  on  the  lower  door,  the  other  to  protect  the  side 
glass  door  leading  into  matron’s  office  and  visitors’  rooms.  Railings  with 
gates  are  also  much  required  to  enclose  the  arches  on  the  stairs,  for  the 
purposes  of  discipline.  Other  improvements  suggest  themselves — one,  the 
connexion  of  the  hospital  with  the  main  prison  by  a covered  passage,  as  laid 
down  on  the  original  plan,  but  which  has  not  been  carried  out.  It  is,  how- 
ever, of  such  importance  that  the  prisoners  be  immediately  placed  in  a 
position  where  discipline  can  be  enforced , that  I would  urge  the  Board,  with  out 
waiting  for  these  improvements,  to  have  all  the  doors  and  openings  between 
the  new  building  and  where  the  contractor’s  men  are  at  work  temporarily 
built  up,  and  the  cells,  the  appliances  for  separation  in  which  are  in  good 
order  and  which  are  now  quite  dry,  might  then  he  occupied  by  prisoners. 

My  colleague,  in  his  report  for  I860,  observes  that  only  two  baths 
have  been  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  inmates  of  the  new  prison,  an 
amount  of  accommodation,  which  will  he  quite  inadequate  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  establishment.  Warm  baths  are  peculiarly  necessary 
for  the  health  and  cleanliness  of  persons  of  the  class  to  which  prisoners 
committed  to  this  gaol  belong ; and  the  9th  rule  of  the  109th  section  of 
the  Prisons  Act  directs  that  u All  prisoners  shall  have  free  access  to  the 
baths  in  their  respective  parts  of  the  jirison  at  all  reasonable  times I 
would,  therefore,  urge  that  the  suggestion  of  my  colleague  be  adopted,  and 
baths  be  put  up  in  the  compartment  adjoining  the  present  bath-room. 
Formerly,  when  Grangegorman  was  occupied  by  convicts,  three  baths  were 
placed  for  their  use  in  this  very  compartment  by  Government,  but  I am 
informed  that  they  were  removed  by  the  Contractor;  I consider  that  they 
should  now  be  replaced. 

The  stock  of  prison  clothing,  bedding,  sheets,  and  blankets  are  sufficient 
for  present  requirements,  and  some  in  store ; the  supply  of  water  also  is 
now  sufficient ; and  the  sewerage  is  stated  to  be  effective. 

The  cells  in  this  gaol  are  artificially  heated,  and  with  appliances  forpartial 
separation;  and  nine  additional  cells  have  been  fitted  with  bells  and  plates 
during  the  year,  but  strict  separation  is  only  enforced  in  the  class  of 
juveniles,  who  for  the  most  part  are  sentenced  for  short  periods.

day  on  the  average  during  the  last  12  months,  with  172,  the  number  I believe  at  present  nitintiary, 
in  prison,  and  which  is  less  than  the  average  for  the  year,  it  appears  that  less  than  7 per  Crm^^fDr" 
cent,  of  the  prisoners  were  at  school,  not  every  day,  but  only  every  day  the  school  was  in 
operation.  I need  scarcely  say  that  under  these  circumstances  the  advantage  afforded  by 
the  school  to  the  prisoners  is  very  little. 

It  appears  that  after  the  prisoners  are  admitted  they  are  divided  into  10  or  11  classes, 
such  as  felons,  first  committals,  recommittals,  and  that  some  of  these  classes  are  actually 
excluded  from  school,  and  that  of  the  prisoners  in  the  three  classes  those  only  that  are  under 
20  years  of  age,  and  that  have  been  sentenced  to  more  than  a fortnight’s  imprisonment, 
are  "allowed  to  attend  school.  Age  then  and  not  ignorance  determines  who  are  to  be  placed 
under  instruction.  According  to  this  arrangement,  a prisoner  27  or  28  years  of  age,  who 
could  barely  read  and  write  would  bo  excluded  from  school,  whilst  another  24  or  25  years 
of  age,  who  could  read  and  write  well  and  cast  up  accounts,  would  be  admitted  to  school. 

The  change  that  here  suggests  itself  is,  that  those  prisoners,  irrespective  of  their  ages,  who 
cannot  read,  write,  nor  calculate,  or  who  can  do  these  things  only  very  imperfectly,  but 
who  are  likely  to  learn,  should  be  allowed  to  attend  school. 

Before  concluding  this  Report,  I should  mention  that  a new  school-room  on  the  sepa- 
rate system  has  been  erected  in  the  new  wing  of  the  prison.  It  is  intendedto  accommodate 
29  prisoners,  14  in  the  front  or  lower  row,  and  15  in  the  hack  or  higher  row.  The  ar- 
rangements are  so  well  devised,  that,  whilst  the  whole  of  the  prisoners  can  seethe  teacher, 
when  at  the  rostrum,  instructing  them,  not  one  of  them  can  see  another  during  the  time 
they  are  under  instruction.  There  are  just  a few  matters  connected  with  the  fitting  up  of 
the  sehool-room  that,  in  my  mind,  require  to  be  changed.  The  rostrum,  which  is  very 
large,  and  which  will  exclude  a view  of  the  black  board  or  large  map  from  some  of  the 
prisoners  in  the  lower  row  ought  to  he  made  small  or  entirely  removed,  and  the  desks  for 
the  prisoners  to  write  on  should  he  made  wider.

Mr.  Sheeliy  is  one  of  the  most  experienced  Inspectors  connected  with 
the  Board  of  National  Education ; the  observations  contained  in  this 
report,  therefore,  deserve  eerions  consideration.  The  arrangements  ns 
regards  the  age  of  the  pupils  require  revision  ; the  desks  for  prisoners 
are  too  narrow  for  writing  on,  and  the  large  rostrum  is  more  suited  for  a 
lecture-room  than  for  a school  where  elementary  teaching  is  carried  on. 

The  new  school-room,  with  the  alteration  suggested,  and  when  properly 
fitted  up,  will  be  one  of  the  best  in  any  county  gaol  in  tlie  kingdom.

The  milk  supplied  to  this  gaol  is  occasionally  of  inferior  quality.  The 
Chaplains  in  their  reports,  which  are  in  the  approved  form,  state  it  as 
sometimes  thin,  poo:-,  or  sour,  but  the  bread  is  generally  of  good  quality ; 
no  complaint  was  made  to  me  by  any  of  the  prisoners  in  custody.

Rawlins,  who,  under  the  .direction  of  Mrs.  Fry,  and  according  to  her  suggestions,  framed 
the  establishment  as  far  as  possible  to  meet  the  circumstances  of  the  case.  As  the  opinions 
of  Mrs.  Fry  on  the  management  of  female  prisoners  are  of  great  value.  I have  selected,  fur 
insertion  here,  the  two  following  out  of  her  letters  to  Mrs.  Rawlins,  written  in  18117  on 
the  formation  of  this  prison : — 

“Upton,  il,  15, 1887. 

“ Dear  Friend, — I have  received  thy  letter,  and  think  very  great  care  .'.mi  prudence  need- 
ful in  the  case.  Major  Palmer  wrote  to  me  sometime  ago  to  say  that,  in  consequence  of  some 
Act  of  Parliament,  the  liou.se  steward  must  take  the  name  of  Governor,  or  Gaoler.  To  this  I 
could  say  nothing,  as  it  appeared  unavoidable;  but  I consider  if  this  person  has  anything 
to  do  with  visiting  the  women  under  their  punishments,  or  with  the  female  o dicers,  our 
wished-fer  arrangement  of  a perfect  Female  Prison,  governed  by  female  officers,  is  at  an 
end.  I think  the  fewer  male  officers  the  better.  I will  endeavour  to  state  the  duties  of 
the  steward.  I entirely  think  he  would  have  enough  to  do  if  he  kept  all  the  accounts, 
kept  the  stores,  superintended  the  few  male  officers,  anil  was  ready  to  be  called  on  to  aid 
in  case  of  any  great  difficulty.  I see  no  occasion  for  any  clerk,  in  which  case  the  house 
steward  might  have  some  addition  to  his  present  salary. 

“ I should  at  once  write  to  my  friend,  Major  Palmer,  upon  the  subject,  but  I am  fearful 
lest  he  should  not  like  my  receiving  the  information  through  thyself ; but  as  lie  must 
know  that  we  freely  communicate  upon  the  subject,  I have  no  objection  to  thy  telling  him 
my  views.  I am  likely  to  be  with  Lord  Morpeth  next  week  upon  some  other  business, 
and  I then  mean  fully  to  consult  him  upon  the  subject ; but  if  either  Major  Palmer  or  thy- 
self would  like  to  consult  me  further  upon  the  subject,  the  sooner  you  do  it  the  better, 
although  I think  no  answer  can  come  to  this  letter  previous  to  my  seeing  Lord  Morpeth. 

“ I am  quite  surprised  so  many  male  officers  are  appointed,  it  appears  to  me  such  a 
pity  to  add  to  the  burden  and  expense  of  the  establishment. 

“I  am  very  anxious  that  your  arrangements  may  not  be  fixed  until  I hear  from  you 
again,  either  from  thyself,  or  one  of  the  ladies,  or  Major  Palmer;  for  much  as  I desire  not 
improperly  to  come  forward  in  this  or  any  other  matter,  yet  I think,  for  the  cause  sake, 
I must  ilo  my  endeavour  to  have  the  experiment  tried  of  a real  Female  Prison.

i!  Dear  Friend,— I much  like  the  plan  of  a month’s  quiet  before  things  are  fixed,  but  I 
do  not  like  the  house-steward  inspecting  twice  a week ; 1 think  it  makes  him  a Governor. 
I believe  from  what  I know  it  will  not  prove  bis  interest  to  interfere  in  anything  that  is  not 
absithiiehi  his  dull/  to  attend  to.  My  interview  with  Lord  Morpetli  quite  confirms  this  view. 
I mean  thoroughly  and  quietly  to  consider  the  subject,  and  let  thee  know  the  result;  in 
the  meantime  let  me  know  everything — it  is  of  peculiar  importance  in  this  state  of  the 
prison.  1 also  advise  thy  consulting  the  ladies  as  much  as  possible,  and  I hope  they  will 
begin  their  visits  without  delay. 

“ Lord  Morpeth  is  very  kind,  and  I think  much  interested  in  the  subject.

The  defect  in  the  law,  and  other  circumstances,  prevented  Mrs.  Fit’s  views  from  being 
fully  carried  out  in  this  prison,  but  afterwards  they  were  adopted  in  their  entirety,  when 
Mountjoy  Female  Prison  was  established,  and  with  the  greatest  success.  In  the  English 
Government  Female  Prison,  also,  and  in  those  on  the  Continent,  the  principle  is  likewise 
recognised;  and  I earnestly  hope  that,  in  future  legislation  on  the  subject  of  county  pri- 
sons, it  will  never  be  departed  from,  and  that  the  first  rule  annexed  to  the  100th  sect,  of 
Prisons  Act  will  be  repealed.  I would  further  add  that  mv  experience  teaches  me  that  nut 
only  should  prisoners  he  exclusively  managed  by  officers  of  their  own  sex.  hut  likewise  the 
buildings  in  which  they  are  confined  should  he  altogether  separate*

Prom  a return  furnished  to  the  Prisons  Office  in  January,  1S6G  it 
appears  that  Mrs.  Eliza  Kennedy,  the  matron  in  charge  of  lunatics  who 
retired  from  active  service  in  the  prison  on  the  1st  December,  1865  and 
whose  superannuation  allowance  was  Bated  by  the  Judge  at  Michaelmas 
Term,  1S66,  received  her  full  salary  up  to  the  31st  December,  18o'(i 
notwithstanding  that  her  successor  was  appointed  at  the  same  salary  on 
the  1st  December,  1SG5;  Miss  Mary  Colgan,  first  class  matron  ‘who 
retired  in  April,  1SG6;  Mrs.  Mary  Coleman,  kitchen  matron,  who  re- 
tired, in  August,  1868,  and  Thomas  Wogan,  guardsman,  who  retired  in 
May,  18GG,  all  received  their  full  salaries  up  to  31st  December,  18G0 
although  their  superannuation  allowances  were  listed  by  the  Judo*e  on 
the  same  occasion  in  November,  18GG,  and  their  places  ‘filled  up  a"s  the 
periods  of  their  respective  retirements  from  the  service.  As  I apprehend 
that  this  is  irregular,  1 feel  it  my  duty  to  call  attention  to  the  fact.  -

an  excellent  hospital  attached  to  this  gaol,  containing  wards  for 
different  classes  of  prisoners  with  suitable  appliances.  The  exercising 
ground  for  invalids  is  too  confined,  and  some  seats  are  required  in  it. 
ihe  hospital  matron  is  stated  to  be  very  attentive  to  her  duties,  and  only 
two  deaths  occurred  in  the  gaol  in  1806,  one  of  a lunatic,  the  other  of  a 
young  woman  from  phthisis.  Considering  the  number  of  lunatics  in  the 
gaol,  and  the  class  of  females  who  are  generally  committed  here,  this 
small  mortality  proves  not  alone  that  the  Medical  Officers  have  treated  the 
prisoners  under  their  care  with  skill  and  judgment,  but  also  that  the 
subordinates  in  the  hospital  have  likewise  been  attentive  to  the  sick 
under  their  charge  in  the  prison.

No  epidemic  disease  has  occurred  within  the  year,  if  we  may  except  some  few  cases  of  Dublin 
choleraic  diarrhoea  in  the  later  months.  Some  of  these  were  very  severe,  but  they  all  District. 
yielded  readily  to  treatment.  The  tendency  to  a more  general  diffusion  of  disorders  of  this  - — 

kind  appears  to  have  been  successfully  obviated  by  the  timely  adoption  of  some  modifica-  City  of 
tions  in  the  prison  dietary.  This  measure,  suggested  by  the  Medical  Officers  early  in 
August,  in  anticipation  of  a visitation  of  cholera,  was  carried  into  immediate  effect  by  an  Aema/e  ± e- 
order  of  the  Board,  and  we  are  happy  to  find  that  it  has  been  attended  with  a very  satis- 
factory  result.  ...  . “nan!  ‘ 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  number  of  lunatics  confined  in  this  prison  continues 
to  range  very  high.  In  the  treatment  of  this  class,  which  has  occupied  much  of  our  anxious 
attention,  our  efforts  have  been  most  efficiently  assisted  hv  the  kind  and  gentle  bearing 
of  the  lunacy  and  the  hospital  matrons,  as  well  as  the  intelligence  of  these  officers  in  the 
management  of  that  unhappy  class  of  sufferers. 

Only  two  deaths  took  place  during  the  year ; one  of  these  was  an  aged  lunatic,  who  had 
suffered  for  a long  time  from  disease  of  the  brain ; the  other  of  a young  woman  committed 
to  this  prison  in  the  last  stage  of  consumption.

Mr.  Gavin,  Local  Inspector  of  the  City  Prisons,  having  been  superan- 
nuated by  the  Town  Council,  lie  necessarily  vacated  his  office  as  Governor 
of  Grangegorman  Prison.  Mr.  Philpots,  the  Deputy-Governor  of  Rich- 
mond Bridewell,  has  been  temporarily  appointed,  pending  legislation  on  the 
subject,  to  perform  tlie  duties  of  Governor  ol  the  gaol  in  his  place.  Since 
his  appointment  he  has  zealousl3r  endeavoured  to  assist  Dr.  Ryan,  the  Local 
Inspector,  in  the  correction  of  the  defects  in  the  present  system  of  prison 
management  in  this  gaol.  Dr.  Ryan  who  was  for  many  years  a member 
of  the  Board  of  Superintendence,  and  understands  the  duties  of  bis  office, 
is  now  exerting  himself  to  have  the  new  building  at  once  occupied  by 
prisoners,  as  pointed  out  at  page  511  of  this  report,  and  the  covered 
passage  to  the  hospital  completed,  as  originally  intended.  I strongly  urge 
the  Board  to  have  his  suggestions  carried  into  effect ; and  I have  no  doubt 
that  this  prison  will  then  be  placed  on  a proper  footing,  and  that  discipline 
over  officers  and  prisoners  will  there  be  actively  enforced.

Allowances  to  Resident  Officers. 

The  Marshal  receives  3 tons  of  coal  yearly  for  his  office,  and  the  Deputy- 
Marshal  10  tons  for  his  house  use.  The  storekeeper  in  charge  of 
pauper  department,  the  matron,  the  watchman  for  the  guard-room,  and 
the  hatchman  for  their  sleeping-room,  receive  each  5 tons  yearly.  There 
is  a further  allowance  of  1-Jlbs.  of  candles  weekly  during  the  winter  half- 
year,  and  £lb.  iD  summer  half-year  to  the  resident  hatchman.  Subordinate 
male  officers  are  supplied  with  one  suit  of  uniform  yearly.  In  future  an 
additional  pair  of  trowsers  every  two  years  will  be  supplied  to  them.

MaXla  r,  StTe  la®^ report  ‘be  following  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  staff-.- 
riatctiraan  Lillee  heilly  dismissed,  and  Messenger  Henry  Lilburne  an 
pointed  batchman  in  his  place;  John  O’Shea  appointed  messenger  vice 
Lilburne  promoted  ; Night  Watchman  Peter  Breen  resigned,  and°Prancis 
Palm  appointed  to  the  office.  The  salaries  of  night  watchman  and  mes 
senger  have  been  increased  from  £35  to  £40  per  year. 

In  the  upper  yard  there  are  37  rooms,  3 of  which  are  occupied  bv  the 
storekeeper,  who  resides  in  the  prison,  and  1 bv  the  messenger— this 
room  is  furnished  by  the  Government.  One  of  the  lower  is  appropriated 
as  a kitchen  for  the  prison  servants ; 5 rooms  are  occupied  by  prisoners 
paying  2s.  6rl.  per  week  each  as  rent;  and  1 room  is  occupied  by  a 
prisoner  under  remand,  who  pays  no  rent.  At  present  there  are  only  2 
prisoners  in  this  yard  using  the  Government  furniture,  for  which  they 
pay  5s.  6 d.  per  week  each,  including  attendance — 26  rooms  beiim  thus 
left  vacant  and  available  for  lirst-class  debtors,  6 of  which  are  small  inuer 
rooms,  accessible  only  through  the  outer  rooms. 

In  the  lower  yard  there  are  4 common  hall  rooms,  2 of  which  are 
furnished  by  the  Government,  and  contain  four  beds  each.  In  these 
rooms  there  is  at  present  but  1 male  prisoner,  paying  4s.  a week  for  fur- 
niture and  attendance.  Onerpom  is  occupied  by  2 male  prisoners  who 
supplied  their  own  furniture,  and  1 is  set  apart  for  female  visiters  to 
pauper  prisoners.  The  pauper  building  consists  of  6 rooms,  1 of  which 
is  allocated  as  a store-room  for  this  department ; 1 has  been  fitted  up  as 
a kitchen ; the  remainder  are  furnished  to  accommodate  6 males  each  • 
one  room  is  unoccupied;  and  there  are  10  male  prisoners  in  the  other  3 
rooms. 

The  hospital  department,  or  letter  E,  consists  of  5 rooms,  2 of  which 
are  occupied  by  hospital  patients,  and  2 by  the  matron  and  her  family  - 
the  other  is  a store-room  for  spare  bedding,  furniture,  &c.,  belonging  to 
the  upper  yard.  3 ° a 

Letter  B,  the  female  ward,  consists  of  6 small  rooms,  1 of  which  is  the 
dispensary  having  a door  leading  to  the  hospital;  1 is  furnished  as  a 
common  hall,  m which  there  arc  2 female  prisoners,  paying  4s.  a week 
each  for  furniture  and  attendance;  2 rooms  are  occupied  by  5 female 
2>auper  prisoners,  and  the  remainder  are  vacant.

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MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT.  Dudus 

January  16, 1867  District. 

The  health  of  the  prison  may  be  considered  very  good,  no  case  of  serious  illness  being  J our 
at  present  in  it ; but  slight  attacks  of  bronchitis  have  lately  been  prevalent.  Courts 

During  the  past  year  no  one  in  the  prison  suffered  from  cholera,  nor  from  any  other  Mwskalsca 
contagious  disease.  Only  1 death  occurred  since  last  report — made  October  81st,  1865. 

The  deceased  was  but  a short  time  in  confinement,  and  was  labouring,  when  committed, 
under  asthma,  bronchitis,  and  dropsy.  He  died  in  the  hospital  of  the  prison  in  February, 

1806.  Yery  many  of  the  prisoners,  when  admitted,  are  in  a bad  state  of  health,  the  effect 
of  age,  anxiety,  privations,  or  intemperance,  so  that  there  is  always  a succession  of 
invalids  to  fill  the  hospital ; but  the  greater  number  of  these  persons  improve,  in  health 
during  their  confinement,  and  leave  the  prison  better  than  they  were  on  admission.

Oil  the  22nd  August,  1866,  J.  M.  was  detected  by  the  police  constable 
on  duty  at  the  prison  in  the  act  of  throwing  a bladder  containing  whiskey 
over  the  Marshalsea  wall.  He  was  brought  before  the  magistrates  of  the  . 

Head  Police  Office,  who  fined  him  £2  for  the  oflence,  and  in  default  he 
was  committed  to  Richmond  Bridewell  for  one  week.  Since  that  period 
no  attempt  of  a similar  nature  has  been  made. 

During  the  past  year  the  Marshalsea  buildings  have  been  kept  in  fair 
repair.  I found  them  on  the  day  of  inspection  clean  and  orderly.  The 
flooring  and  other  parts  of  the  woodwork,  which  from  age  constantly 
show  symptoms  of  decay,  have  been  replaced  by  new  work  in  spots, 
according  as  required.  The  hospital  chimney,  however,  when  the  -wind 
is  in  certain  points,  still  gives  much  annoyance  by  smoking  to  a degree 
that  renders  one  part  of  the  building  at  such  times  almost  uninhabitable. 

It  has  also  been  found  necessary  to  open  for  ventilation,  two  windows 
which  look  into  the  middle  prison  yard  in  the  apartments  of  the  store- 
keeper. A racket-court  for  master  debtors  has  been  prepared  in  the  upper 
yard,  next  Croker’s-lane,  but  it  has  not  yet  been  completed.  Baths,  water- 
closets  and  Urinals,  have  been  put  up  next  the  old  racket-court  for  paupers 
and  the  occupants  of  the  common  hall,  in  the  lower  yard.  These  would 
facilitate  a partial  separation  of  master  and  pauper  debtors  ■ but  such 
separation  can  never  be  complete,  in  consequence  of  the  very  imperfect 
construction  of  the  prison  buildings.  Bor  the  same  reason  the  separation 
of  the  inmates  of  different  sexes,  as  required  by  the  Prisons  Act,  is  alto- 
gether unattainable,  and  likewise  the  exercising  ground  allotted  for  the 
use  of  femaje  debtors  is  damp,  unwholesome,  and  of  a northern  aspect, 
impervious  to  the  rays  of  the  sun. 

The  prison  during  the  past  year  has  been  for  the  most  part  fairly  sup- 
plied with  water  from  the  Corporation  pipes ; but  occasionally,  during  the 
dry  weather  of  last  summer,  complaints  -were  made  that  the  quantity 
furnished  was  scanty.  The  sewerage  is  now  good,  and  the  lodgment  of 
water  in  the  lower  yard  after  rain,  mentioned  in  a former  report,  has 
altogether  disappeared. 

The  government  furniture  of  the  Marshalsea  has  been  well  cared  during 
the  year,  and  a sufficient  stock  of  bedding,  blankets,  sheets,  and  utensils 
has  been  kept  iu  the  prison. 

When  I made  my  inspection  I questioned  individually  all  the  prisoners 
in  custody  ; no  complaint  was  made  by  any.  The  quality  of  the  food  for 
prison  use  was  satisfactory. 

A yard  in  Marshalsea-lane,  opposite  the  prison,  formerly  occupied  by 
a horse-’keeper,  has  latterly  come  into  the  possession  of  a dealer  in  pigs 
and  cows  freshly  calved.  The  annoyance  caused  by  the  cries  of  these 
animals  during  the  night,  and  the  effluvia  from  large  heaps  of  their 
manure  kept  in  the  yard,  has  been  much  complained  of.  The  Local 
Inspector  has,  however,  brought  the  matter  officially  before  the  Sanitary

to  of  the  person  who  endeavoured  to  convey  spirits  into  the  prison  bv 

i mttoduetion  in  that  manner,  mtoacicatiug  drinks  atill  find  their 
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way  into  tlie  Marshalsea,  and  the  large  number  of  punishments  of  Dunns 
prisoners  for  drunkenness  in  1866  shows  that  other  methods  have  been  D's™‘ct. 
resorted  to  by  the  inmates  to  obtain  a supply.  By  reference  to  the  Fmr 
preceding  tables,  it  will  also  be  seen  that  an  unusually  large  number  of  CWj 
visiters  have  been  excluded,  according  to  the  prison  rule,  for  endeavouring 
to  introduce  into  the  Marshalsea  spirits  concealed  on  their  persons. 

In  conclusion,  I have  to  repeat  the  opinion  expressed  by  my  colleague 
and  myself  in  the  reports  on  this  prison  in  former  years,  that  the  law 
with  regard  to  debtor  and  creditor,  and  persons  committed  for  contempt, 
is  defective,  and  requires  revision.  Hardships  to  individuals  in  some 
cases,  aud  in  others,  gross  abuses,  as  regards  the  operation  of  tlie  law, 
have  come  occasionally  under  my  notice  on  my  inspection  of  the  different 
gaols  throughout  the  kiugdom.  I have  met  pauper  debtors— small  shop- 
keepers and  tradesmen— in  the  gaol,  without  pecuniary  means  even  to  file 
their  schedules,  their  business  ruined,  and  their  families  driven  into  the 
workhouse,  while  the  persons  who  defrauded  them  of  their  property  lived 
in  the  same  gaol  as  master  debtors,  or  had  gone  out  on  bail  aud  after- 
wards taken  the  benefit  of  the  Insolvent  Act.  In  other  cases  persons  get 
themselves  arrested  for  fictitious  debts,  and  live  for  years  in  Debtors' 
prisons  throughout  the  country,  either  as  paupers  altogether  at  the  cost 
of  the  rates,  or  as  master  debtors,  without  having  to  pay  for  rent,  fuel, 
gaslight,  medical  attendance,  or  hospital  appliances.  Some  of  these  abuses, 

I understand,  do  not  exist  in  England,  and  it  is  earnestly  to  be  desired  that 
Parliament  will  apply  a remedy  to  the  evil.
